Dear Str,— In compliance with the provisions of 
section 24, chapter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Boston, the second annual report of the Com- 
missioner of Institutions is respectfully submitted for 
the year ending January 31, 1922. 

The wisdom of your Honor’s action in bringing about 
the establishment of the Institutions Department, and 
vesting therein the care of the chronic sick, the alms- 
house inmates, the minor wards of the city and the men 
confined in the House of Correction, has met, after 
eighteen months’ experience, with general approval. 
The co-ordination anticipated by this change is a fact, 
and it is generally believed that the charges of the In- 
stitutions Department are receiving better care than 
heretofore. 


CHILD WELFARE DIVISION. 


The Child Welfare Division has to do with the care 
of delinquent, neglected and dependent children, and 
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performs functions equally important with those of the 
School Department of the city. The division during 
the year 1921 cared for 1,678 children; 243 neglected 
children, 1,071 dependent children and 364 juvenile 
offenders. 

Frequent conferences of field agents of this division 
have been held, at which the commissioner and deputy 
commissioner have discussed with all the agents cases 
which were bothersome. ‘These conferences were in the 
nature of clinics and much good has been derived from 
them. ‘The personal interest shown by the visitors in 
individual cases is most pleasing. ‘They have invited 
many of the children to their homes for pleasant week- 
ends and Christmas parties; they have delighted the 
older girls by shopping excursions through the Boston 
stores. They have made others happy by taking them 
on little pleasure trips. At Christmas time the office 
force worked late into the evening that each child might 
receive a Christmas gift from the department. 

Visits to the boarding homes are frequent, a rule 
of the division requiring a visit once in two months at 
least. School teachers are interviewed by the visitors; 
clergymen of the churches, at which the children are 
expected to be in attendance, are consulted, and the co- 
operation of both secured. 

Through intensive work many of the mentally unfit 
have been taken from the boarding homes and placed in 
institutions for the feeble-minded. Arrangements have 
been made for the transfer of certain children to com- 
munities where they may have the advantages of train- 
ing in backward classes, and numerous others have keen 
committed to the School for Crippled Children at Can- 
ton. The aim of the division has been to give to each 
ward of the city the same advantages that the average 
child in the community has. Many of the wards of 
the division are of working age and are earning money. 
Some few snug bank accounts are being built up, and 
saving is encouraged and supervised by the visitors. 
For the year ending January 31, 1922, the sum of 
$1,147.15 has been deposited to the credit of twenty-one 
children from their earnings. 

In 1889 the sum of $2,000 was bequeathed to the 
Marcella Street Home for Poor and Neglected Children. 
Since the closing of the home in 1898 the interest from 
that sum has been used for the benefit of the dependent 
and neglected children of the city. It has been spent 
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for the higher education of boys and girls. From this 
fund it has been possible to pay for the transportation, 
tuition and clothing of boys above the average mentally 
who have succeeded in winning scholarships in the 
colleges. It is to be regretted that more funds of this 
nature are not available. 

In April of last year the Institutions Department 
acquired additional offices on the eighth floor, which 
have been devoted to storage for children’s clothing and 
a playroom for the children. The playroom has been 
very tastefully decorated and supplied with small chairs 
‘and tables. Gifts of toys and picture books have added 
to the pleasure and comfort of the children who are 
obliged to remain there awaiting the doctor’s examina- 
tion. 

Your Honor’s attention is directed to the fact that 
not a few of the wards of the city are children whose 
parents, or relatives responsible for their care, can well 
afford to contribute something toward their support. 
Especially is this true of crippled children, for whom the 
city pays board in the state institutions. Many bills 
have been referred to the Law Department for collec- 
tion, and this past year more has been collected than 
heretofore. I feel, however, that an attorney should be 
assigned to the Institutions Department, who would 
devote his entire time for at least a year to bringing 
suit against responsible parties for money expended by 
the city. 


INFIRMARY DIVISION. 


It is believed that the year 1921 will stand out in 
the annals of the Boston Almshouse and Hospital as a 
year of marked progress. Perhaps the greatest accom- 
plishment has been the installation of a fire prevention 
system, so complete that Long Island is now pronounced 
more adequately equipped against fire than any insti- 
tution in the United States. To accomplish this end 
sprinklers have been installed in all buildings; the 
reservoir has been relined and its capacity increased 
to 1,500,000 gallons; the salt and fresh water systems 
have been connected; pumps have been installed, one 
on the front wharf by which sea water may be pumped 
into the main and a pressure of 100 pounds attained, 
thereby insuring against the failure of supply from the 
reservoir or the mainland; the other, a thousand-gallon 
pump back of the institution building for the purpose 
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of increasing the pressure from the reservoir and main 
water line; additional hydrants have been located and 
fireboat connections provided at both wharves. As 
an additional precaution, weekly inspections are carried 
on by district chiefs, and employees, trained by Captain 
McKendrew, who was assigned by the Fire Commissioner 
to six months’ duty at the island, are frequently given 
ladder and hose drills. On November 23 your Honor 
and the fire experts of the city witnessed a demonstra- 
tion of the appliances. An alarm was pulled in for 
the fireboat, and in twenty-five minutes from the time of 
pulling the alarm the fireboat had come from Bostor 
and was pumping three streams over the tallest buildings 
on the island. ‘The fireboat was then disconnected and 
water pumped from the sea. At one time the pressure 
secured was 125 pounds. The employment of inmates 
of the Deer Island House of Correction in excavating 
for the installation of the pipe lines required for this 
work has resulted in a saving to the city of approxi- 
mately $30,000. 

Among the more important accomplishments was the 
rebuilding of both the front and back wharves from the 
$25,000 appropriation granted solely for the renewal 
of the back wharf and coal pocket, and made possible 
because of the intense competition among contractors 
for the work. The roof of the coal shed has been 
covered with rubberoid and tar, and a cement floor has 
been laid, which will prevent the losses which the city 
formerly sustained by coal fires burning holes in the 
wharf floor. 

The heating and power plant has been greatly 
improved. All engines have been overhauled and trued 
up. Vacuum pumps, air pumps and the ice machine 
have been put in excellent condition. However, the 
load now imposed upon the engine room by the fire 
prevention equipment and extra lighting makes neces- 
sary an additional engine, for which the sum of $5,000 
is requested in the 1922 budget. 

A change from the present heating system to an 
oil-burning system was given careful consideration and 
study by the Arthur D. Little Company and by the 
engineers of the Public Works Department. It was 
finally determined that for the present, at least, the 
institution should continue to use coal. As automatic 
coal-handling devices will not suit our conditions, an 
appropriation for a motor truck is asked in the budget 
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for the coming year. For the expeditious handling of 
coal by motor truck, plans for a road between the power 
house and back wharf have been supplied by the Public 
Works Department. 

Anew paint shop, practically fireproof, has been 
constructed at some distance from the other buildings. 
A carpenter shop is to be located over the engine room 
in the old laundry, which has been equipped with a 
sprinkler system, and the old buildings heretofore used 
for paint shop and carpenter shop are to be razed to the 
ground, as they constitute a fire hazard. 

Much painting has been done throughout the entire 
plant, but the job of which the institution is most proud 
is the painting of the kitchen and bakery. ‘This piece 
of work, estimated by painting contractors at a cost 
of $800, was completed by the master mechanic of Deer 
Island with a gang of prisoners in less than four days 
and the cost to the city was merely for paints and oil. 

The building of piazzas to three of the wards of the 
female hospital has enabled the inmates to spend many 
enjoyable hours in the open air. Invalid inmates may 
also derive benefit from the fresh air and sunshine as the 
buildings are now provided with ramps, which make it 
one for them to be wheeled out of doors in their 

eds. 

The building formerly occupied by the nurses as their 
home has been renovated and placed in excellent condi- 
tion for the use of attendants and matrons, thus leaving 
the nurses’ new home to be used exclusively by graduate 
nurses and pupils. 

The nurses’ new home, above mentioned, a building of 
architectural beauty, has rooms which are uninhabitable 
because of faulty construction. The Building Com- 
missioner reports that the roof is in poor condition and 
unfitted for that type of building, and that adequate 
underdrains have not been provided. Storm water, 
finding its way behind the inside plastering, has resulted 
in the disintegration of finish, window frames and wains- 
coting. Alterations and repairs made necessary by the 
present condition of the building will involve the expendi- 
ture of between $20,000 and $25,000. 

The sum of $20,000 has been appropriated by the 
City Council for the installation of laundry equipment. 
It is planned to establish the new laundry in the base- 
ment of the female almshouse, where it will be accessible 
through the subways to all parts of the institution. It 
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will then be possible to have the soiled clothing conveyed 
to the laundry without the necessity of going out of 
doors. 

A new concrete walk, begun late in the fall, will be 
completed as soon as the weather permits. It is to be 
terraced with broad, low steps, thus making it much 
easier than is possible at present for the old people to 
reach the hospital from the boat. 

A gradual increase in the number of admissions has 
made it necessary to open a new ward in the male hos- 
pital and to transfer the children to a building vacated 
two years ago. So crowded are the male wards that a 
portion of the library is now used for sleeping quarters 
for the men, and it may be necessary before the winter 
has closed to assign one of the female wards to the male 
hospital. 

There has been an average of sixty children at the. 
institution during the past year. Some are charges of 
the Child Welfare Division in need of hospital treatment; 
others the children of unmarried mothers who go to 
Long Island for delivery, and others are children afflicted 
with congenital venereal disease. No child not requir- 
ing medical treatment is permitted to remain at the is- 
land. A weekly report from the doctor on each child is 
rendered the commissioner, and immediate provision 
made for placement of those considered fit for release. 

The segregation of the children in the nursery building 
a few months ago has made it possible to conduct the 
children’s department as a distinct department of the 
main hospital, and the treatment of the children has been 
greatly advanced. An attendant is assigned to the 
children’s ward, whose sole duty is individual work 
among the children, teaching them to walk and to talk, 
and helping to keep them happy. It is felt that the 
children’s department has reached a proportion where 
the services of a skilled kindergartner would be advisable. 

In spite of the fact that the population has rapidly 
increased, the number of deaths for the year is the 
lowest since 1900. <A contributing factor to the decrease 
in death rate has been the establishment of admission 
wards, where those sent from the city for hospital treat- 
ment and almshouse cases are observed for a week, and 
only discharged to almshouse or hospital after a careful 
physical examination is made and a complete history 
taken. 

The painstaking care given by the resident physician 
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and nurses and the frequent visits of the skilled visiting 
staff are much appreciated by the inmate population, 
and that they are receiving the best possible care is 
attested by the fact that the American College of Sur- 
geons has placed the Long Island Hospital on its ap- 
proved list of hospitals in the United States. 

The work in the dental department has steadily in- 
creased. Much actual pain has been alleviated, and 
many sets of teeth have been made for patients who for 
a long time have been unable to properly masticate 
their food. 

Frequent visits to the institution have been made 
by the oculist, and all in need of glasses have been 
furnished with properly prescribed spectacles, which 
have added much to their comfort. 

In 1914 the Training School of the Long Island 
Hospital was placed on a discredited list of training 
schools. Since that time it has been difficult for gradu- 
ates of the Long Island Training School for Nurses to 
register in other states. At the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of its establishment in June last year, impetus was given 
to a movement to place the school on an accredited list 
and give it a high standing in the community. 

The number of pupil nurses has gradually increased 
until now there are twenty-six in the school. <A salary of 
$300 and uniforms attracts girls who are unable to give 
their time for nothing. A standard curriculum is being 
followed in their teaching, and arrangements are being 
made to secure the best obtainable superintendent of 
nurses. Within a few years it is hoped that the training 
school will be unsurpassed. The co-operation of the 
eraduates and visiting medical staff has been secured 
to the end that rapid progress may be made. 

The work of the social service agent has grown apace 
during the last year and its value is inestimable. An 
additional worker should be added to the force. Not 
only must the social worker do many things to satisfy 
the minds of the old people, but she must also see to the 
proper readjustment of unmarried mothers and their 
children in the community; prosecute cases against 
reputed fathers, and arrange for the transfer of other 
children of the institution to boarding homes or suitable 
institutions. 

This report would not be complete without touching 
upon the industrial work which the inmates of the female 
almshouse are carrying on in the industrial room es- 
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tablished a year ago. Much of the clothing of the Child 
Welfare Division is made by these women, who also 
make all of the shirts for the men of the institution, 
sheets, pillow cases, nightgowns, dresses and underwear 
of the inmates, and do all the mending of the institution. 
It is planned to further increase the number of workers 
by installing machines that unmarried mothers may be 
taught useful garment trades. 


The inmates have been entertained during the year by 
the Knights of Columbus, by the minstrel troupe from 
the House of Correction, and by several musical groups. 
Except during the hot months, motion pictures have 
been provided weekly. From the Cleveland Trust 
Fund, victrola records, pictorial magazines, and fruit, 
candy and other delicacies are supplied the inmates of 
the female almshouse and hospital. At Christmas time 
they were visited by the Agnes Parker Post of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, who carried 
baskets to them laden with good things. 


The visits of such kindly people and the visits which 
your Honor and Mrs. Peters have made are milestones 
in the lives of those unfortunate shut-ins, whose appre- 
ciation at all times is sufficient compensation for the 
kindness shown. 


The spirit of the institution is excellent. The kindly 
offices of the Catholic and Protestant chaplains, the 
attention of the employees and the interest of the people 
of Boston in their charges have all been contributory 
causes to this splendid morale. The Long Island of 
today, as an almshouse, is without a peer, and as a 
hospital ranks with the best. 


PENAL DIVISION. 


A sincere attempt is made to effect the rehabilitation 
of the city’s offenders. Prisoners are furnished with 
excellent food, employed in useful occupations, supplied 
with suitable books, both from the institution library 
and the Boston Public Library, instructed in the school 
of letters, and are given the best medical attention. As 
was stated in the last annual report, hospital cases are 
treated at Long Island. This year all dental work has 
been done at Long Island, and the service has proved 
more satisfactory than that accorded at Deer Island in 
its own hospital. | 
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The spiritual needs of the prisoners are cared for by 
three excellent chaplains, who hold weekly services for 
the inmates of Catholic, Protestant and Jewish faiths. 

Upon release, gratuities are given the men that they 
may again get a proper start, and in most cases work 
has been secured upon discharge. The department has 
been most generous in the granting of paroles under 
strict supervision. The department has _ collected 
$3,452.80 in nonsupport cases from men on parole, thus 
preventing the breaking up of families. 

An endeavor has been made to place the industries of 
the House of Correction on a firm basis. The short 
term prisoners make impossible the establishment of 
industries in which vocational training may be carried 
on. However, an experiment with the shoe industry 
has proved most successful. To this department are 
assigned men serving long term sentences, and their 
progress in shoe manufacture is most pleasing. An 
average of twenty-four pairs of shoes are being manu- 
factured daily for the House of Correction, Long Island 
institution and the Child Welfare Division. 

Pending the construction of a new laundry at Long 
Island, the laundry work of that institution is being done 
at Deer Island, thereby affording employment to an 
average of twelve men. It has been possible within the 
last few months to increase the number of men employed 
in the sewing room to forty-two. The outer garments 
of the inmates of the House of Correction are made here, 
as well as overalls, shirts and caps. An order has been 
received from the Long Island institution for several 
hundred inmate suits. This will furnish employment 
for about six months and make it unnecessary for the 
city to secure its clothing from the State Prison. Until 
February of last year there had been no work done in 
the cutting of stone for some years. ‘The department 
has striven to wipe out an indebtedness to the Public 
Works Department, and in February, March and April 
1,200 feet of edgestone were cut and shipped to that 
department. The average number employed during 
the year on industries was forty-six, and a profit of 
$11,914.97 was realized. This amount is an increase of 
$7,439 over the gain made in 1920, which was the first 
gain shown in the industries at this House of Correction 
since 1917, when sixty-nine men were employed at a 
profit of $4,059.86. 
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Those inmates in need of physical rehabilitation have 
been employed on the farms at Long, Deer and Rains- 
ford Islands. In spite of most unfavorable weather 
conditions, the head farmer appointed for these islands 
has made a success of the agricultural work. 

Its herd of milch cattle is now a source of pride to 
the institution. From an average of ten pounds of milk, 
the production of two years ago, we have now reached 
an average of approximately thirty pounds per milch 
cow. The advanced registry Holstein cattle purchased 
in 1920, with your Honor’s permission, are wonderful 
milk producers. One cow purchased at that time is 
now averaging forty-eight quarts of milk a day. The 
present production is on an average of 407 quarts daily, 
200 quarts of which are shipped to Long Island. 

The sheep received from the Park Department in the 
fall of 1920 were pastured during the summer on the 
west end of Long Island. ‘These sheep, eighty-one in 
number, have been slaughtered and consumed by the 
inmates of the institution. In addition to the lamb and 
pork produced, ten of the scrub cows were beefed and 
consumed. 

Very few pigs have been sold during the period 
covered by this report, as the inmates of Long Island 
and the House of Correction have consumed more pork 
than in other years. Garbage gathered from Fort 
Strong, Long Island and the House of Correction re- 
sults in the feeding of these pigs at little expense to the 
city. Within the next six months it will be possible to 
sell the surplus of young pigs at a substantial price, as 
our pigs are bred from a registered stock. A registered 
Berkshire boar was purchased a year ago and four 
Berkshire sows. Crossing the Berkshires with Chester 
Whites results in an excellent grade hog. 

In February, 1921, Thomas Mott Osborne was invited 
to establish a Mutual Welfare League at Deer Island. 
He questioned the success of such a system of self- 
government at this institution, because of the number of 
short term prisoners, but very kindly assisted in its 
establishment and supervised its operation for a short 
time. Mr. Osborne’s fears were realized, as the lack of 
co-operation of the short term men made necessary its 
abandonment in July. It was not without some good 
effect on the inmate body, however, and the institution 
today is being run more as an honor camp than a con- 
gregate prison. Much freedom is allowed the inmates, 
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who are not confined to their rooms from morning until 
night. The silence system is not in vogue, and nearly 
normal lives are lead. 

During the baseball season a team was organized 
among the inmates, which visited the forts in the harbor 
and succeeded in defeating some of the soldier teams. 
Beside baseball the inmates have enjoyed other sports, 
including football, volley ball and boxing. Each week 
motion pictures and a musical entertainment are given 
in the chapel. In the spring of last year the boys at the 
House of Correction organized a minstrel troupe, which 
furnished much pleasure both to the inmates of the 
House of Correction and those of the Long Island In- 
stitution. 

The night school, under the guidance of a Boston 
school teacher, has been a source of much benefit to the 
inmates. The progress made by illiterates is marked. 
That the inmates are interested can be seen from the 
fact that the average weekly attendance is 224. Each 
inmate committed for three months or more is given an 
examination covering primary and grammar school 
subjects. Failing to pass with a reasonable mark, the 
inmate is obliged to attend school four nights each 
week. 

The wanton destruction caused by the Navy Depart- 
ment and the general deterioration of the plant has 
made necessary many repairs. Main buildings and 
out buildings have been painted and put in good condi- 
tion; the front sea wall has been renewed; a new roof 
placed on the coal shed; and a contract awarded for the 
repair of the wharves, which for a long time have been 
in a dangerous condition. ‘Two or three surveys have 
been made as a result of serious fires, which destroyed 
portions of the hospital buildings, and recommendations 
are now on file necessitating the expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars for fire protection. Since there is no 
danger of loss of life, inmates being quartered in fire- 
proof cell blocks, action may be deferred on these 
expenditures, pending a determination of the state 
policy with regard to the control of penal institutions. 
The sea wall, which was badly damaged by storms in the 
fall of 1919, repairs to which have been considered by 
the engineers of the Public Works Department and by 
the Finance Commission, should have some attention 
during the coming year. Whether the building of 
jetties or the construction of a new wall is the proper 
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action is still a moot question. With the exception of 
the sea wall the premises of the institution are in fair 
condition. 

The old prison, from which the inmates were moved 
to the women’s prison in 1919, was reoccupied last 
November. The kitchen, inmates’ and officers’ dining 
rooms, chapel, schoolroom and workshops were painted 
and put in excellent condition. The cell block is con- 
sidered by the inmates much more comfortable than 
that of the women’s prison, which is of all-metal con- 
struction and difficult to heat. ‘This arrangement gives 
the institution a workable, compact unit. 

Arrangements have been made with the Building 
Department for the inspection of the workshops in the 
south end of the administration building, so that it may 
be determined whether the construction is sufficiently 
strong to stand the vibration of the shoe machinery. 
It is hoped that these shops may be found suitable, 
and that the shoe machinery may be transferred thereto, 
thus bringing under one roof all of the prison industries. 

The per capita cost of this institution with a small 
population is prohibitive. Although the city is caring 
well for its offenders, it seems desirable, viewed solely 
from an economic standpoint, that the city be relieved 
from this duty. 

Through the Home Department agent much suffering 
has been prevented in the families of men committed 
to the House of Correction. Within twenty-four hours 
after a man is committed, information is sent to the 
central office relative to his dependents and their finan- 
cial condition. ‘The home agent then establishes proper 
contacts with relief agencies, and the work of readjust- 
ment is begun. During the year 196 prisoners have 
been released on permits to be at liberty, while only 
eleven warrants have been served for violation of parole 
conditions, in spite of the fact that strict supervision 
has been exercised, or perhaps because of it. To your 
Honor and the City Council is due the gratitude of this 
division for the generous manner in which you have 
appropriated money for the relief of discharged pris- 
oners. Never before last year was an appropriation 
requested or granted for this purpose. In 1920, $260.55 
was expended, and the past year, because of bad indus- 
trial conditions, $539.16 was expended. 

On the whole the department feels that the Penal 
Division is functioning in a manner to command the 
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respect of those who have a knowledge of penal affairs. 
Nothing that may be done for the prisoner or his depend- 
ents is being left undone, and neither the work of this 
Commonwealth with the offender nor that of any other 
state surpasses that done by our city. 


HovusIna AND TRANSPORTATION OF IMMIGRANTS. 


During the months of March and April the port of 
Boston experienced a tremendous influx of immigrants 
seeking admission before the taking effect of the Immi- 
gration Restricting Act. Among the immigrants arriv- 
ing in New York a few typhus cases were discovered, 
and boats were detained for ten days before passengers 
were allowed to debark. The result was the choking 
of the port of New York and the diverting of all passen- 
gers to Boston. During the months of February, 
March and April 28,000 immigrants were admitted 
through the port of Boston. All were transported 
between the ships and the detention camps established 
at Deer and Rainsford Islands by the city boats, and 
their handling in a comfortable manner was made 
possible. Your Honor, through this department, per- 
formed immeasurable service for the steamship com- 
panies, and directed considerable attention to the 
facilities of this port by the handling of immigrants. 
The agitation begun by your Honor with the local 
United States health authorities, and your activities at 
Washington, have resulted in a substantial appropria- 
tion for desirable quarantine equipment at this port. 
Your interest and co-operation with the steamship 
companies during the emergency of 1921 has resulted 
in impressing upon them that Boston is really a seaport 
and its citizens most anxious to welcome trade. 


RANDIDGE EXCURSIONS. 


Among the duties devolving upon the Commissioner 
of Institutions is that most pleasant duty of managing 
the excursions for the poor children of the city under the 
Randidge Trust Fund. The outings were most success- 
ful. The children during July and August left Eastern 
Avenue Wharf at 9.15 in the morning, and debarked 
at Rainsford Island where they were supervised in games, 
furnished with a suitable lunch, and given an excellent 
entertainment under the direction of the teachers as- 
signed by the Boston School Committee. The children 
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were returned to Boston at 5 p. m. In all, 15,646 
children were cared for. Donations of prizes were made 
by William Filene’s Sons Company, Jordan Marsh 
Company and R. H. White Company. A _ pianola, 
victrola and records were loaned by M. Steinert & Sons 
Company. The Oriental Tea Company and Phcenix 
Coffee Mills made daily deliveries of five-gallon cans of 
coffee for the attendants. The Boston Drinking Cup 
Company donated 3,000 paper cups for use on the boat. 
Not a day was missed, forty-three outings being held. 
The island was used on Saturdays, Sundays and _ holi- 
days by private societies as a recreation park, and the 
city’s steamer ‘‘ Monitor” furnished transportation for 
these private parties, with a charge only for the expense 
of coal and the services of the crew. 


STEAMERS. 


Never has so little been appropriated for the upkeep 
of the steamers as last year. ‘The boats were in service 
all of the time, and were kept in good condition. It will 
be necessary during the coming year to expend a large 
sum of money on the steamer ‘‘ Monitor,”’ as the boilers 
will probably be condemned by the United States steam- 
boat inspectors. Estimates are on file for replacing the 
boilers at a cost of approximately $35,000. 


CasH DISCOUNTS. 


Your Honor’s arrangement with the Auditing Depart- 
ment for procuring cash discounts has had the hearty 
support of this department, which has an appropriation 
amounting to approximately 2 per cent of all appropria- 
tions for the city. The department is proud of the fact 
that its discounts are nearly 5 per cent of the total dis- 
counts secured by the city during the past year. 


INSTITUTIONS REGISTRATION. 


The Registration Division continues to function 
practically as heretofore. It has been thought unwise, 
because of the nature of its business, to have it located 
elsewhere than in the quarters it now occupies in the 
basement of the old City Hall. However, a closer co- 
ordination with the other divisions of the department 
has been secured. Its commitment of insane was dis- 
cussed in detail with Judge Grant of the Probate Court, 
and, in spite of the fact that no legal obligation rests in 
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the department to deal with the insane, it seems best 
not to depart from the established practice of over 
fifty years. 


EMPLOYMENT OF VETERANS. 


Your request that department heads co-operate in 
relieving the unemployment situation of last fall was 
complied with by the employment for ten weeks of forty 
veterans of the World War. The men were employed in 
grading about the main hospital at Long Island and in 
the construction of a new roadway. 


Narcotic DRuGs. 


The use of drugs among the inmates at the House of 
Correction has been a serious problem for years, because 
of the ease with which drugs may be smuggled into the 
institution through friends of inmates and other conduits, 
of which there are many. 

A new policy of dealing with prisoners found in pos- 
session of drugs was inaugurated one year ago. Instead 
of solitary confinement in punishment cells, prisoners 
are prosecuted in the court for possession of drugs. In 
one instance a sentence of two years was imposed, to 
take effect from and after a sentence then being served, 
and in another instance a sentence of one year was 
imposed. This manner of dealing with inmates pos- 
sessing drugs, coupled with the usual precautionary 
measures against smuggling, has resulted in the freedom 
of the institution from drugs. 

A great many of the men received ‘at the island are 
committed for violation of the Narcotic Drug Act. 
Many others, committed for various offenses, are drug 
users. For some time it has been apparent to public 
officials that drug users were increasing in number, and 
that drug peddlers, through their agents, were securing 
new patrons and adding to the number of victims of 
this dread habit. 

In December a conference of public officials was 
suggested and arrangements made for a meeting to dis- 
cuss the drug problem in all its phases. In January the 
state and city officials met in my office with the Federal 
Narcotic Agent in charge, and the co-operation of all 
agencies was pledged: First, to a suppression of the 
illicit drug traffic; secondly, to the securing of legisla- 
tion necessary to deal severely with the drug peddler, 
and to make drug peddling a felony; and, thirdly, to 
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provide in one of the institutions suitable wards for the 
‘medical treatment of drug habitués over a long period. 

On January 30, notice was received from the Com- 
missioner of Correction that as a result of the conference 
held for the purpose of abating the use of drugs the State 
Farm at Bridgewater would receive drug addicts, either 
on sentence from the court or as voluntary patients, and 
their care would be supervised by Doctor Carlisle, 
medical director of that institution, than whom no one 
in the Commonwealth is better able to deal with drug 
cases. | 

The consensus of opinion of public officials of the 
Commonwealth is that medical treatment and not 
punishment is what drug addicts should receive at the 
hands of the state. It is further agreed that voluntary 
commitment, without the power on the part of the in- 
stitution to detain until a cure is effected, is not desir- 
able, and that commitment under sentence or as a con- 
dition of probation is best, the time of an addict’s release 
to be determined by the attending physician. 

A committee was appointed consisting of the Com- 
missioner of Institutions, Commissioner of Correction 
and Commissioner of Public Health to draft a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature embodying provisions for 
a stricter enforcement of narcotic drugs laws and proper 
treatment of the drug habitués. 

I feel that I should not close without a word of ap- 
preciation for the co-operation which your Honor has 
given the department, for your kindly interest, your 
visits to the institutions and the department headquar- 
ters, and your loyal support in all department under- 
takings. Also to the City Council, which has shown 
deep interest in the welfare of the city’s poor and de- 
linquent, is due the thanks of the department. May I 
say that without the co-operation of the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Public Works Department, the Park Depart- 
ment, and particularly the Building Department, the 
tremendous amount of work undertaken to improve the 
physical equipment of the island institutions could not 
have been accomplished. Inspectors Wilson and Clay- 
ton of the Building Department and Mr. Spaulding and 
Engineer Thanisch of the Public Works Department 
have labored tirelessly in the interest of the city, and to 
them must be credited the fire protection system, the 
new wharves and the low cost of operation of the 
steamers. 
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Through frequent visits to the island institutions I 
have become acquainted with the employees and in- 
mates, and doubt if a better morale could exist than now 
exists at Deer and Long Islands. The loyalty of my 
many co-workers has made the task of controlling the 
Institutions Department most pleasant. 

I assure you that to have been allied with you during 
your splendid administration is an honor which I shall 
ever treasure.

I respectfully submit the report of the Law Depart- 
ment for the financial year ending January 31, 1922. 


APPROPRIATION AND EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriation for the department was $57,762.68. 
The expenditures were $56,630.65, as follows:

IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Of the more important legislative acts of the year 
1921, affecting the City of Boston there were the fol- 
lowing: 

Chapter 497, providing for the construction by the 
Metropolitan District Commission of certain bridges 
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over the Charles river. This legislation was enacted 
upon the petition of the Mayor of Boston and provided 
for the reconstruction of drawless bridges of a per- 
manent nature, to replace the present Cottage Farm 
Bridge, between Boston and Cambridge, as well as the 
River Street-Brighton Street Bridge and the Western 
Avenue Bridge and the Western Avenue-Arsenal Street 
Bridge. The bill provides for a substantial contribu- 
tion toward the ultimate expense of these bridges by 
the city of Cambridge, the town of Watertown, the 
County of Middlesex, the town of Norfolk, the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Company. The reconstruction of 
these bridges has been repeatedly recommended and 
this legislation provides for the construction of suitable 
bridges over these important thoroughfares upon terms 
favorable to the City of Boston. 

Chapter 60, relative to the construction, alteration 
and maintenance of buildings in the City of Boston. - 
This legislation was recommended by the Building Com- 
missioner and provided for ten amendments to the 
existing building law of the City of Boston. These 
amendments were for the purpose of perfecting and 
clarifying the existing law. 

Chapter 289, relative to the building laws of the 
City of Boston, was enacted on the recommendation of 
the Housing Commission. Its purpose was to permit 
the erection of apartment houses at a lower expense 
than was possible under the existing building laws, 
without increasing the fire hazard by undue lowering of 
the existing requirements. This legislation was favored 
by prominent architects and engineers and was satis- 
factory to the Fire Commissioner and the Fire Under- 
writers. 

Chapter 476, relative to the installation of automatic 
sprinklers in the City of Boston, provided that the 
Building Commissioner might, in certain instances, 
waive certain provisions of the automatic sprinkler law 
except in cases where in his opinion a fire hazard exists. 

Chapter 407, relative to the widening of Eliot street 
in the City of Boston, was supplemental to the Stuart 
Street Act of 1920 (chapter 312, as amended by chapter 
465), and was passed for the purpose of permitting the 
widening of Ehot street, between Tremont and Wash- 
ington streets, as a part of the same improvement pro- 
vided in the Stuart Street Act. The legislation was 
passed in this form rather than in a separate act for the 
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purpose of avoiding complications in connection with 
the assessment of land damages and betterments. — 

Chapter 345, authorizing the City of Boston to incur 
indebtedness for the construction of a draw in the 
bridge over the South channel of Mystic river between 
Boston and Chelsea. This legislation permits the city 
to incur indebtedness not exceeding $800,000, of which 
the sum of $200,000 should be outside the debt limit. 

Chapter 283, increasing the salary of the Chairman 
of the Board of Assessors, was enacted upon the petition 
of the Mayor. 

Chapter 54, provided for increasing the appropriation 
for the Boston Finance Commission. 

Chapter 65, chapter 340, chapter 288, chapter 93, 
chapter 114 and chapter 200 made various amendments 
to the election laws, rendered necessary by the legislation 
relative to state elections, the constitutional amendment 
providing for woman suffrage, ete. 

Chapter 86 provided for the disposition of unclaimed 
property in the City Hospital. 

Chapter 191 provided for regulations of street stands 
in Faneuil Hall Market. 

Chapter 196, relative to the powers and duties of 
the Fire Commissioner as regards the removal or placing 
underground certain wires and electric appliances. 

Chapter 146 changed the name of the Overseers of the 
Poor to the Overseers of the Public Welfare in the City 
of Boston. 

Chapter 169, relative to the use of schoolhouse 
property as war memorial! buildings.

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DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 


Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 


City of Boston v. Treasurer and Receiver General et al. 
(237 Mass. 403.) 


A bill in equity was brought by the city to recover 
moneys paid by it in pursuance of legislation to cover the 
deficit of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. ‘The 
city attempted to have certain provisions of the Acts 
of 1918, chapter 159, authorizing said payment, declared 
unconstitutional and void as against the City of Boston, 
and to prevent the assessment upon the city as required 
by said act. The defendants filed demurrers and the 
Supreme Judicial Court sustained them. The city then 
asked for a writ of error to the United States Supreme 
Court, where the case is now pending. 


Charles E. Donlan v. City Council of Boston. (2388 
Mass. 557.) 


This was a petition for the issuance of a writ of 
prohibition, filed in the Supreme Judicial Court by Dr. 
Charles EK. Donlan, for many years superintendent of 
the Boston Almshouse and Hospital. The Board of 
Trustees of the hospital sought to remove Doctor Donlan 
as superintendent, alleging neglect of duty, and the 
City Council, in pursuance of the statute giving it 
jurisdiction over such cases, removed Doctor Donlan. 
The petition sought to restrain the City Council from 
continuing to hold the hearing, and to prohibit them 
from making any finding or decision upon the charges 
brought by the Board of Trustees. The Supreme Court 
refused to issue the writ of prohibition and dismissed 
the petition on the grounds that the writ of prohibition 
was not the proper remedy. 





Three bills in equity were brought: One, to force a 
market lease; another, to collect tax paid, and another 
to abate tax. In all three a finding was made for the 
city. ; 

A petition was brought in the Probate Court to revoke 
the guardianship of a city ward and a finding was made 
for the city. 

Five petitions for abatement of betterments were 
brought: four were settled without payment and in the 
other a payment of $2,049.07 was made. 
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Two petitions for reinstatement were disposed of; 
in one instance the petition was allowed and the other 
petition was dismissed. 

Many bills were collected without suit. 

In the conveyancing branch of the department, many 
titles were passed and awards paid; numerous instru- 
ments were drafted and many examinations on sundry 
titles were made. 

Eight petitions in the Land Court were disposed of.

ENFORCEMENT OF THE BUILDING LAW. 


From February 1, 1921, to January 31, 1922, there 
were referred by the Building Department to the Law 
Department 328 complaints for prosecution for viola- 
tions of the building law; fourteen were for neglect to 
provide satisfactory egress and 314 were for various 
other violations, including failure to provide automatic 
sprinklers. Seven hundred and thirty-two pending 
complaints were finally disposed of and closed, consist- 
ing of 355 for insufficient egress and 379 for various other 
violations, including failure to provide automatic sprink- 
lers.

S1r,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston presents the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1922, being the seventieth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Trustees was 
held on Thursday, June 3, 1921, when the Rev. Alex- 
ander Mann, D.D., was elected president, Mr. Samuel 
Carr, vice president, and Miss Della Jean Deery, clerk. 
The Hon. Michael J. Murray was appointed a trustee 
for the term ending April 30, 1926, in place of Mr. 
William F. Kenney. At the meeting held on June 3, 
1921, the following resolution on the retirement of Mr. 
Kenney was adopted: 


On April 30, 1921, Mr. William F. Kenney’s term as a 
trustee of the library expired. 

Mr. Kenney was first appointed a trustee on December 30, 
1907. He has therefore served the library continuously for a 
period of fourteen years. 
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On May 3, 1912, Mr. Kenney was elected vice president of 
the Board, which office he held up to February 13, 1917, when 
he was elected president of the Board, and served in that 
capacity until May 7, 1920. 

Few trustees of the library have served the institution longer 
than Mr. Kenney, and through all these years he has been 
most faithful in his attendance on the meetings of the Board, 
and has at all times shown a keen interest in the welfare of the 
library. 

Resolved, That Mr. Kenney be accorded the freedom of the 
alcoves, and that this minute be placed upon the records of 
the Board of Trustees, and that a copy be sent to Mr. Kenney. 


RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. They consist of the annual © 
appropriation by the Mayor and City Council and the 
income from trust funds given to the trustees but 
invested by the City Treasurer. During the past year 
these receipts were:

BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


On April 6, 1921, his Honor the Mayor approved an 
order of the City Council for an appropriation of $55,000 
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to be expended by the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings for a new branch library building in West Roxbury, 
and on May 13 1921, the trustees 


Voted, That the president be requested to inform the Mayor 
that it is the sense of the Board that under the authority of 
their Charter of Incorporation and in their administration for 
the best interest of the library, appropriations of money for 
library purposes should be made to the trustees to be expended 
by them rather than to other departments of the city. 


On June 7, 1921, his Honor the Mayor approved an 
order of the City Council for a special appropriation of 
$4,000 for the establishment of a reading room at 
Jeffries Point, East Boston. This reading room at 195 
Webster street, East Boston, was opened to public use 
on the afternoon of October 15, 1921. It is admirably 
located on a corner facing Belmont square, the only 
Open space in that section of East Boston in close 
proximity to the schools, including the Samuel Adams, 
the Commodore Barry and the Plummer Grammar 
Schools, and one parochial school. At the noon recess 
there are some 4,000 children congregated in this square. 
The great bulk of the population is of Italian blood, and 
the children, as was to be expected, are making large 
use of the reading room. The Board desires to put on 
record its appreciation of the public spirited service of 
the Americanization Committee of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce to whom it is largely indebted for a very 
careful survey of all possible sites for the most suitable 
location of a reading room in the Jeffries Point district. 

In connection with the erection of the new branch 
library building at West Roxbury and the establish- 
ment of the reading room at Jeffries Point the trustees 
had the hearty and united support of the citizens of 
those districts, and to their interest is largely due the 
prompt realization of both projects. 


EstTiMATES 1922-23. 


The estimates of the trustees for the maintenance 
of the library for the coming year, forwarded to his 
Honor the Mayor in budget form as usual, were for 
$828,426 of which $578,602 is for personal service and 
$249,824 for general maintenance The total increase 
asked for amounts to about 104 per cent over the sum 
allowed for the department last year. 
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The trustees feel so strongly the importance of a 
large appropriation for the purchase of books and an 
increased appropriation for personal service in order to 
allow the appointment of additional assistants where 
sorely needed to maintain efficiency of the library 
service, that in making up the budget they have felt 
it unwise to allow for any increase in salaries other 
than those due to grade increases. The Board has come 
to this conclusion with regret because they still feel the 
desirability as a matter of justice of increased appro- 
priations in order that chiefs of departments, first 
assistants and librarians of branches and reading rooms 
especially may be paid salaries more adequate for 
services rendered. 

The book appropriation of $100,000 last year we 
believe has been wisely expended, and the absorption — 
of the volumes sent to the branches and reading rooms 
and placed on the shelves of the Central Library has 
proven how inadequate the collections of the library 
were to meet the popular demand for reading, and to 
meet especially the needs of children in all sections of 
the city The increase in circulation of over 233,000 
during the year is a significant indication of the effect 
of this enlarged appropriation 

The need for more books, however, is just as great. A 
visit to the branches and reading rooms shows many 
empty shelves and no trace even of the newer books; 
they are all in active circulation. Children and adults 
still come continually to the Central and to the branch 
libraries asking for books and material which the library 
has not been able to buy in sufficient amount to meet the 
steady and increasing demand. ‘The library can only 
grow in usefulness and popularity to the extent that it is 
able to meet the needs of its constituents. For this 
reason the trustees have asked for $125,000 for books— 
$25,000 more than the amounts allowed last year — and 
for the sum of $22,880 for additional assistants greatly 
needed throughout the system. If the library is to keep 
pace with its enlarged work, no one of the new positions 
can be omitted without real detriment to direct and 
indirect service to the pubic. Indeed, too few new 
assistants have been asked for in comparison with the 
number employed in similar departments in other large 
library systems. 
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OPENING OF THE CENTRAL LIBRARY ON HOLIDAYS. 


Heretofore the Central Library building has been 
closed on all holidays, but as the result of requests 
received from time to time and in view of the fact that 
there are many persons in the city on holidays who desire 
to visit the building, the trustees decided to open it for 
public inspection on all holidays except July the Fourth, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. This opening is for 
inspection, not for service. ‘The trustees would be glad 
to open the library not merely for inspection but also for 
service if the funds at their disposal warranted the 
additional expenditure. 


SARAH FE. Pratr BEQUEST. 


The Board of Trustees received on January 20, 1922, a 
check for $500, being a bequest from Sarah E. Pratt, late 
of Boston, for the benefit of the Dorchester Branch. 
This bequest has been funded as the ‘‘Sarah E. Pratt 
Fund” and the income will be applied to the purchase of 
books for the Dorchester Branch of the library. 


BRANCH FOR Business MEN. 


Among the many needs of the library system of 
which the Trustees are conscious, that which they put 
first is a Business Men’s Branch. The importance of 
this has been repeatedly called to their attention by the 
reports of the Examining Committees and also by many 
business men of Boston. The ideal location for such a 
branch in the judgment of the trustees would be in the 
new Boston Chamber of Commerce building which is 
soon to be erected. Such a branch would provide the 
business men of Boston with a library adapted especially 
to their needs in the heart of the business district. It 
would be equipped to supply to the business executive 
every sort of information which he needs, arranged and 
classified for immediate use. It would be exceptionally 
strong in the fields of manufacture, commerce, transpor- 
tation, finance, insurance, industrial relations and allied 
activities, and would also contain general reference and 
“first-aid’’ collections of both permanent and ephemeral 
value. The establishment of such a branch is in the 
judgment of the trustees the next and most imperative 
forward step which the library should take. 
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Mr. Linpsay SwiFtT. 


The following minute regarding Mr. Lindsay Swift 
was adopted by the trustees on Friday, October 14, 1921. 


Lindsay Swift, an employee of the Public Library of the 
City of Boston for forty-three years, three months and fifteen 
days, died suddenly in Cambridge on September 11, 1921. 
Mr. Swift entered the service of the library in the Catalogue 
Department on May 27, 1878. On February 7, 1896, he 
became editor of library publications, which position he held 
at the time of his death. Under his direction and through his 
fine literary taste and judgment the publications of the Boston 
Public Library achieved an enviable position in the library 
world. Always a gentleman, combining the outlook and taste 
of a scholar with a keen sense of humor, sympathy and candor 
outspoken, he endeared himself to his associates. The Board 
of Trustees gratefully place on record their appreciation of his 
long, faithful and efficient service. 


PORTRAIT OF JOSIAH H. BENTON. 


For twenty-three years Mr. Benton served as a 
trustee of the library during nine years of which he was 
president of the Board. His interest in the library and 
his estimate of the value of its public service was made 
plain by the great bequest which he made to it, the 
second largest gift to the city in its history. Ever since 
Mr. Benton died, in February, 1917, the trustees have 
desired to recognize his eminent service and his great 
gift by placing on the walls of the library a suitable 
portrait of him. The Art Commission of the city is in 
sympathy with this desire. All that is necessary for the 
carrying out of this purpose is a suitable appropriation.

The trustees cannot close this report without calling 
attention to the loyal and efficient service of the librarian, 
assistant librarian and members of the staff during the 
past year When it is borne in mind that there has been 
a large increase in the amount of service in all depart- 
ments of the system and that the home circulation of 
books has been over 223,000 in excess of the previous 
year, 1t will be readily understood what this has meant 
in the way of increased labor for a staff which has 
received but few additions to its number during the year. 
There is a limit to the number of books which can be 
made available for the use of the public without increas- 
ing the personnel of the library staff. 

The trustees desire to call the thoughtful attention 
of your Honor and through you, the citizens of the city, 
to the fact that generous appropriations for the purchase 
of new books must from now on carry with them sufficient 
money for the necessary increase in the staff if these 
books are to be made available for public use.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE, 
1921-22. 





To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— Your Examining Committee takes 
pleasure in submitting the following report, which is 
compiled from the reports of a number of subcommittees. 
These subcommittees have been as thorough and as 
faithful as possible in their investigations, and desire, 
in the first place to make grateful mention of the cordial 
assistance they have invariably received from attendants 
and officials in the Central Library, the branches and 
the reading rooms. 


FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION. 


Our first suggestion relates to the functions of the 
Examining Committee itself. It seems to us that the 
committee might discharge its duties with more satis- 
faction to its members and at the same time be of greater 
value to the library if it were appointed in the spring 
and permitted to serve throughout the remainder of the 
year. We suggest, also, as a means of giving continuity 
to the work of successive committees, that, after the 
members of each new committee have had an oppor- 
tunity to make themselves familiar with earlier reports, 
the trustees meet them in conference and review with 
them. the reasons for action or inaction on the principal 
recommendations of the previous year. While we 
realize that these recommendations have no binding 
force, we assume that the trustees would be glad to 
discuss the problems of the library with a body of citizens 
of their own selection. 

We have observed with some apprehension the inade- 
quacy of the Central Library building and many of the 
quarters provided for the branches and reading rooms. 
In the Central Library the Newspaper and Periodical 
Rooms are at times uncomfortably crowded. There is 
already evidence of pressure on the Information Bureau, 
the Document Service Room and the new Open Shelf 
Room. On the second floor the Children’s Room is 
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unequal to the demands made upon it in busy hours. 
The book stacks, even with the relief accorded by the 
annex, will not provide for the probable accessions of 
more than a very limited period. The catalogue space 
in Bates Hall is almost exhausted. The Statistical 
Department is hidden away in cramped and somewhat 
inaccessible quarters and the Industrial Arts Collection 
is housed on the top floor with the Fine Arts Collection 
and made subsidiary to it, although of an essentially 
different character. The Lecture Hall, unattractive, 
badly ventilated and poorly equipped, is inferior to the 
halls in many high schools and municipal buildings. 

All of these are growing departments or features of 
the library and the future is likely to see much greater 
congestion in all of them, to say nothing of the creation 
of new departments. In some of the rooms, no doubt, 
space may be gained by a rearrangement of the material 
or the furnishings. But it seems to us that it is not too 
early to begin considering plans for the new library 
building that must inevitably be erected in a few years. 
Such a building ought, if possible, to be adjacent to the 
present structure and connected with it. It is conceiv- 
able that the present edifice might be reserved for the 
special collections in the fields of music, art, and general 
scholarship, as well as for the Patent, Statistical and 
Industrial Arts Departments, and might serve as a store- 
house for much valuable but inert material. Special 
exhibitions might also be given here on a larger scale 
than the present facilities permit. In a word, the whole 
interior of this beautiful structure might be set aside for 
serious research in an atmosphere of artistic distinction. 
If this should be thought desirable, the new building 
might contain the collections which are of more general 
service and those departments that are frequented by 
the general public. A larger and finer lecture hall 
might also be included in the plans. 

As the new Central Building ought naturally to em- 
body the results of experience in a suitable type of 
structure, so we believe that the outlines of a model 
branch library should by this time have taken rather 
definite shape as evidenced by the new building in West 
Roxbury, and that architects commissioned to design 
such buildings should be required to conform to the 
necessities of the library service instead of being left 
free to follow their personal inspirations. In particular, 
we believe that one of the great problems of the entire 
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system,— the difficulty of attracting adult readers and 
especially men,— will find its solution in the separation 
of adults and children in the branches. Where this 
separation is practised, as in the South End Branch, we 
observe a marked increase in adult patronage, a reduced 
percentage of works of fiction among the withdrawals 
for home use, accompanied by a corresponding increase 
in the proportion of solid reading matter, and, inci- 
dentally, improved order among the younger patrons. 
As some seven-eights of the circulation originates in the 
branches and reading rooms, it is clear that the question 
of a satisfactory model for the branch buildings is one of 
primary importance. Pending the gradual embodiment 
in concrete form of these ideal arrangements, we rec- 
ommend as complete a separation of adults and children 
as the existing conditions will allow. 

On the subject of circulation we observe that the 
number of. cards discontinued appears to be excessive. 
While there is a somewhat larger number of renewals 
and new applications and a small net annual gain, the 
loss of some 20,000 card-holders every year merits careful 
study. The published figures show that only about one 
in eight of our population holds a library card, and that 
each card-holder on an average takes out two books a 
month. We suggest that a reminder sent by mail 
shortly before the expiration of each person’s privilege 
might result in retaining many of the lapsing card- 
holders. Other information of value to patrons of the 
library might be enclosed. One sees many possibilities 
in a personal communication which every card-holder 
would receive in alternate years. Its cost would be 
almost nominal and the benefits could easily be deter- 
mined after a year or two of experiment. 

We note that as library service becomes more and 
more complex and the profession develops higher stand- 
ards, the strain upon the employees is increased. The 
routine duties are more exacting, while at the same 
time there is a greater demand from the public for 
individual attention. The result is a perceptible de- 
gree of nervous tension among both the branch workers 
and those at the Central Library. A large percentage 
of all the employees combine day and evening work 
and in the branches and reading rooms evening work 
is required. When it is considered that the maximum 
salaryof a branch librarian is only about $1,600 a year, 
and that of an elementary school teacher is $2,000, 
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with a great disparity in the hours of service and in the 
period allowed for recuperation, it is clear that many of 
these devoted women must find their reward in the 
satisfaction of the work itself and not in the pay, which 
is less than moderate. It seems to us that a more liberal 
scale of compensation to those employees who are 
charged with heavy responsibilities, accompanied by 
a readjustment of their hours of service and the adoption 
of measures designed to relax the nervous pressure upon 
them, must figure in any far-sighted plans for the 
improvement of the library system. 

We indorse, therefore, the efforts of the trustees and 
the librarian to obtain from the Mayor and the City 
Council appropriations large enough to provide not 
only for the necessary upkeep and extension of the plant 
and the purchase of books in sufficient quantity, but 
for the efficient conduct of this great institution with 
due regard to the health and welfare of its faithful 
employees. 

We renew the recommendations Bi previous com- 
mittees in favor of the proposed Business Men’s Branch 
and urge that the attention of the Mayor and the City 
Council be particularly drawn to the advantages of 
this promising feature. 

As a result of our necessarily brief investigations, 
the impression which we retain is one of constant 
growth and expanding usefulness in the library system. 
This growth is not merely quantitative but intensive. 
It is not to be measured by the increase in the number 
of volumes or in the totals of the annual budget. It 
is a matter of scope, not bulk, of adaptation and variety 
rather than mechanical accretion. The present organi- 
zation of the library, as compared with that of twenty 
years ago, reveals a steady movement forward through 
a process of differentiation, manifesting itself in the 
development of more and more special departments, 
as fresh opportunities for service have disclosed them- 
selves. The duties of the modern librarian are no 
longer confined to the conservation, orderly arrange- 
ment and delivery of books. The librarian of today 
is expected to teach the use of his treasures to inspire 
a love for them and to guide applicants toward a dis- 
criminating selection. He provides exhibitions and 
lectures, co-operates actively with all the educational 
forces of the community, and searches out methods of 
satisfying its various intellectual needs. 
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This, we believe, is the conception which animates 
the present authorities of the Public Library. The 
results of their policy seem to us on the whole richly 
beneficial to the citizens of Boston. To specify the 
many evidences of progress that we have noted would 
be to extend our report beyond its reasonable limits 
and to repeat what has been well expressed in the re- 
ports of recent committees. We must content our- 
selves with affirming our belief that the library, while 
not free from defects, is now under vigilant, intelligent 
control and is achieving practical results that are worthy 
of its best traditions. 


Books AND CATALOGUES. 


The committee is of the opinion that the lbrary 
employees should receive an increase in remuneration. 
Salaries are not commensurate with the exacting labor, 
intelligence and responsibility demanded of these faith- 
ful public servants. They should receive pay equal to 
that granted to those holding similar positions in the 
public libraries of the larger cities of the United States. 

The library assistants are not only underpaid, but 
they are also overworked. The greatly increased num- 
ber of volumes and the rapidly growing circulation of 
books make necessary a larger force of employees. For 
example, the Information Office and the Open Shelf 
Room should have each an extra assistant. The im- 
paired health of several highly efficient assistants, due 
to overwork, ought to be a convincing argument for 
a substantial addition to the present staff of workers. 

The enlarged appropriation for books granted the 
past year made possible the supplying of certain defi- 
ciencies in the collections both at the Central Library 
and the branches. Books for children and new Ameri- 
cans, technical and general reference works have been 
added in large numbers. The increased patronage of 
the libraries indicates that these additions have been 
greatly appreciated. To insure a well rounded collec- 
tion of books both at. Copley square and the branches 
an appropriation equal to that of last year should be 
granted. The committee suggests that a large and 
representative committee be appointed for the more 
systematic selection of books. An effort should be 
made to secure from public-spirited citizens gifts of 
rare and costly volumes. 
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The book-carrier system in the Central Library needs 
renovation in order that books may be more expedi- 
tiously handled. Delays in the transmission of volumes, 
due to defects in the carrier system, are annoying both 
to the employees and patrons. The lighting arrange- 
ments for the card catalogues in the Central Library 
should be improved While the lighting standards are 
well placed, the lights are so dim that it is difficult to 
read the cards in the lower drawers of the catalogue 
cases. The standards at the reading tables should be 
lowered a few inches so that more light will be pro- 
jected on the books and less in the eyes of the readers. 
Improvement in the ventilation of Bates Hall is needed. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES 


The departments of the library coming under this 
head are the Fine Arts, Music, Technology, Barton- 
Ticknor, etc., on the top floor of the Central Library, 
and the subjects covered by these special libraries 
include painting, architecture, sculpture, decoration, 
illustration, arts and crafts, music, the various tech- 
nical arts applied to industrial uses, and the valuable 
collections kept in the Barton-Ticknor Room, notably 
those consisting of Shakespeariana, Americana, prayer- 
books, extra illustrated books, maps, etc. 

Your committee, recognizing the growing usefulness 
of the Technology Collection and its probable future 
importance to students and specialists, recommends 
that it be made a distinct special library, and set off 
from the Fine Arts Department, of which it is now a part. 

Your committee reiterates the recommendation made 
by last year’s subcommittee on Fine Arts and Music, 
to the effect that the lamps in the Fine Arts Exhibition 
Room should be placed higher, and provided with shades 
and reflectors, so that the light shall be thrown more 
effectively on the exhibits and not in the eyes of the 
visitors as at present. 

The circulation of pictures from the Central Library 
and branches is of demonstrated usefulness, and should 
be further developed and extended in connection with the 
educational activities of the library. Especially do we 
emphasize the obvious advantage of placing before 
school children of all ages good reproductions of the 
masterpieces of architecture, sculpture and painting. 
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PRINTING AND BINDING. 


Your committee learned from the chief of the Binding 
Department that when a book is sent to his department 
by some branch library or reading room to be repaired, 
approximately six weeks elapses before the book is re- 
turned to that library or reading room. ‘This may be 
explained by stating that the work in the Binding De- 
partment has increased 35 per cent during the past 
year. Notwithstanding, there are fewer employees in 
the department today than there were twelve years ago. 
If proper service is to be maintained, it is absolutely 
necessary that an adequate number of employees be 
provided. | 

The equipment and machinery seem to be in very 
good condition to accomplish the work required in both 
departments. However, we believe, and respectfully 
recommend to the trustees, that a sufficient sum of 
money be allowed for the purchase of new fonts of type, 
now very much needed in the Printing Department, in 
order to facilitate the cataloging of books in demand by 
the foreign-born population. This would assist mate- 
rially in Americanization work. 

Your committee agrees with the Examining Committee 
of 1920-21 that these two departments should be 
maintained under the roof of the library building. 


BRANCHES AND READING ROOMS. 


From a number of careful and exhaustive reports the 
following digest is submitted: 

In almost all the branches and reading rooms the 
attendants are greatly overworked and need more 
assistants. 

The universal demand is for more books. Children’s 
books are especially needed in Andrew square, Tyler 
street, South Boston, City Point, Roxbury Crossing, 
West End and North End while more books in foreign 
languages and Americanization work are especially 
needed at Andrew square, Tyler street, South Boston and 
Hyde Park. 

Attention should be paid to conditions of light and 
ventilation at Andrew square, City Point, Kast Boston, 
Jamaica Plain, Warren street, Mattapan, Mt. Bowdoin, 
Dorchester, West End. 
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New equipment of various kinds is much needed in 
the branches. More especially, floor covering to insure 
quiet at Boylston Station, Dorchester Lower Mills, 
Mattapan, Mt. Bowdoin; a filing cabinet at Andrew 
square and Codman square; a card catalogue at 
Boylston station; tables at South Boston, Neponset, 
Codman square and West End; more shelf-room at 
Parker Hill and Neponset; chairs at Roxbury Crossing 
and West End; lockers at Warren street; a clock at 
Parker Hill; some glass doors at Allston; and curtains 
at Roxbury Crossing. 

Cleaning and minor repairs are needed at West End, 
City Point, Charlestown, Jamaica Plain, Parker Hill 
and Mattapan. ‘The doorway at the Brighton Branch 
could be remodeled to secure far greater comfort. 

At some of the branches the present quarters are 
crowded and hopelessly inadequate and should be either 
enlarged, as is quite possible in cases, or wholly new 
quarters secured. ‘This comment applies especially to 
Dorchester, Parker Hill, Mr. Pleasant, Field’s Corner, 
Warren street, Boylston street, Orient Heights, Allston, 
Roslindale, Roxbury Crossing, Mt. Bowdoin and Matta- 
pan. 

Your committee suggests that the reading rooms at 
Faneuil and Mt. Bowdoin might well be changed into 
branches. 

Police attendance is needed at Jamaica Plain, Warren 
street and Parker Hill. 

It is suggested, in general, that librarians be en- 
couraged to organize Clean Hands Clubs among chil- 
dren. Such clubs have had beneficial effect where they 
now exist; also that through co-operation with princi- 
pals and teachers in public schools, it may be possible 
to lessen the theft and mutilation of books, which at 
present is a matter demanding attention; also in the 
interest of better home habits, the trustees consider the 
advisability of adopting earlier hours of closing for the 
younger children in certain of the branches and reading 
rooms. 

The library carries a quantity of duplicate titles no 
longer in demand. Is it possible to offer such books for 
sale to the public of Boston? Also, there are thousands 
of juvenile books in private houses which have outlived 
their usefulness, but which might be most acceptable 
additions to the library. Is it possible to invite from 
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the public the donation of such books, reserving, of 
course, the right to reject anything unsuited to the 
library’s needs? It is suggested that local committees 
might incidentally serve this purpose, and at the same 
time give needed encouragement and support in the 
solution of their various problems to the local libraries. 
Such a committee is already functioning admirably in 
West Roxbury, and has set an example which in our 

judgment is worthy of emulation. 


CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT AND WORK WITH SCHOOLS. 


The committee recommends that there be appointed 
an Educational Director who should act as a supervisor 
of the younger library assistants. It would be the 
function of this director to organize and supervise an 
adequate system of educational guidance, by means of 
which service in the Public Library should become an 
educational opportunity for the junior members of the 
force. It is hoped, thereby, that their ambition would 
be stimulated for advancement, not only in library work, 
but also in a broader life work of service outside. 

The committee calls attention to the need of trained 
librarians in the Children’s Department. Still more 
urgent is the need of a high morale among the employees 
of the library —a morale that can be attained only 
through increased remuneration for the amount of work 
required. ‘The morale of the force is of vital importance. 
More important than increased number of books or 
employees with new duties, is the personal influence of 
those who come in contact with the children of the 
schools. The loyalty of the existing corps is com- 
mended in the highest terms, yet the present maximum 
of compensation cannot fail, as time goes on, to lower 
the general efficiency of the entire working force. 

The increase in the number of books has been greatly 
appreciated, as is indicated by their use. Further 
increase in the number of books will, however, demand 
a larger number of trained children’s librarians. 

The existing condition with reference to the mutila- 
tion and loss of books is most discouraging, and demands 
earnest study and co-operation on the part of the schools. 
The committee suggests that this matter be taken up 
with the Superintendent of Schools and with the Prin- 
cipals’ Association in order that some method may be 
devised by which this deplorable condition may be 
remedied. 
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The committee further recommends that there be 
properly organized visits of classes in the schools to the 
Public Library with a view to broadening the knowledge 
of the children in regard to the opportunities the library 
affords. 


CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion, the committee as a whole wishes to 
indorse and emphasize the appeal for better pay for the 
library staff made by several of its subcommittees. We 
appreciate the reluctance of the trustees to add to the 
burdens of the taxpayers and the difficulty of securing 
increased appropriations; but the present scale of pay, 
when compared with that which prevails in other cities, 
affords reasonable ground for dissatisfaction and admit- 
tedly tends to deter the best material from entering the 
service. Nothing, in our opinion, would do so much 
to encourage the present staff and to insure a future 
supply of desirable applicants for positions as an earnest 
plea, fortified by convincing tables of comparison, 
addressed to the Mayor and the City Council in behalf 
of what seems to us a just measure of return to the 
library workers.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1922. 


SERVICE. 


The Examining Committee of the library and the 
librarian have called to the attention of the trustees the 
need of more assistants in certain departments of the 
Central Library and at many of the branches and reading 
rooms, in order that adequate service to the public may 
be maintained. The growth of work throughout the 
system during the past three years has been more than 
normal, but there has been no corresponding increase 
in staff personnel. With the enlarged book appropria- 
tions of the last few years and the resultant handling 
of many thousand more books than in the years previous, 
with a notable increase in circulation and a marked 
growth in the number of library patrons making use 
of the reference and other noncirculating collections, 
the strength of the staff has been taxed to its utmost. 
As a matter of fact, there were during the year several 
cases of actual breakdown necessitating leaves of absence, 
and other cases in which librarians and assistants were 
clearly overworked. The solution is to be found only 
in the employment of a larger number of trained assist- 
ants, and in the filling of certain vacancies now existing. 
The time has come when there must be either a larger 
appropriation for personal service or a curtailment in 
work and in hours of opening. It is unfortunate that 
this need should be concomitant with the demand for 
more funds to pay larger and deserved salaries to many 
assistants already in the service of the library. Com- 
parison of salaries paid in other libraries which are 
comparable to the Boston institution clearly shows the 
justness of the contentions of the librarian and the 
Examining Committees for several years past, urging 
the propriety of paying the library assistants more 
adequately for their services. 
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Booxs AND More Books. 


The opening words of the report of the librarian for 
last year were as follows: 


The need for more books throughout the library system is 
just as pressing as it was last year. If the quantity and quality 
of its collections are to be even reasonably met, a decided 
increase in the book appropriation must be made. Although 
the expenditure of an unusual amount of money was made for 
the purchase of books for children during the past year, the 
children’s rooms in many branches show empty shelves. 


The application of these words is equally compelling 
at the opening of the new fiscal year. While it is true 
that the volumes on the shelves of the Central Library, 
its thirty-one branches and reading rooms, and its 320 
deposit stations, now number 1,258,211, it is not gen- 
erally realized that only about -one half of this total 
constitutes the circulating collection of books of the 
library, the volumes in popular and more or less constant 
use. Among the noncirculating books are to be num- 
bered the many unique special collections of the library, 
the reference collections in the Central building and the 
branches, reserved for use in the reading rooms of the 
system, the vast number of municipal, state and federal 
documents and reports, the bound files of newspapers 
and periodicals, the unusual and expensive books, and 
the many volumes in foreign languages, the majority 
of which are represented by one copy only. Then there 
is the great mass of out-of-date books comprising the 
early editions of standard texts and treatises, and 
antiquated books in all fields of learning, for which call 
is seldom made. All of this material, however, while 
seldom in demand for home reading, ‘has its legitimate 
place in a public scholarly institution of learning, used 
by students and research workers in many fields. 

In reading the following account of books acquired 
during the fiscal year of 1921—22, it should be remembered 
that the increase in the average cost of domestic books 
over the cost in 1913-14 is 40 per cent. This increase 
applies to scientific and technical books, books of travel, 
biography and fiction. Of books published in Great 
Britain, the average increase in cost is from 10 to 15 
per cent. The cost of books published on the continent 
of Europe, partially offset by the exchange favorable 
to the library, is about 25 per cent above that of 1913-14. 
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During the year just closed 77,881 volumes have been 
added to the library system, or 18,150 volumes more 
than in 1920-21. Of these 66,185 were purchased; 
9,964 were given; 95 were acquired through exchange, 
and. 1,637 consisted of bound newspapers and periodicals. 

The total amount expended for books, periodicals, 
newspapers, photographs and lantern slides was $121,- 
667.19, including $20,460.87 from trust funds. The 
corresponding expenditure for 1920-21 was $78,954.70, 
including $17,739.97 from trust funds. 

The fact that over 18,000 more books were placed 
on the shelves of the library system last year than during 
the twelve preceding months doubtless had much to do 
with the increased home circulation of books, which 
was 2,672,646, a welcome increase of 223,870 over the 
previous year. The home circulation from the Central 
Library was about 753; per cent greater than the year 
before, while the circulation from the branches and 
reading rooms showed a gain of about 9% per cent. 
All of the sixteen branches, excepting the South End 
Branch, and all of the seventeen reading rooms, excepting 
Lowell Mills and City Point, made an increase in the 
number of books drawn for home use from the libraries. 
On page 49 of the Appendix will be found a table showing 
the Central, branch and reading room ‘‘home circula- 
tion’’ of books for the years from 1916-17 to 1921-22, 
inclusive. The Central Library, the branches and 
reading rooms, all record gains in the number of books 
used for various purposes in the reading and study 
rooms of the library system. 

From the current city appropriation of $100,000 for 
books, there was expended $99,999.77, plus $1,206.55 
paid from the London account for books bought 
abroad, making a total expenditure of $101,206.32 as 
distinct from purchases paid from trust funds. Of this 
total, $77,249.23 were expended for books for branches 
and deposit use and $15,259.72 for the Central Library. 
In addition there were expended for current periodicals 
$8,697.22, of which $3,703.88 were for branches and 
$4,993.99 for the Central Library. ‘There were expended 
from trust funds $20,460.87, of which $17,069.32 were 
for books, $601.96 for photographs, $349.75 for lantern 
slides and $2,439.84 for newspapers. 

Early in the year 1921 there was made a careful survey 
of the special needs for books, especially in the branches 
and reading rooms,.and a tentative scheme for purchase 
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was laid out dependent upon the appropriation made 
by the city. This plan provided for a greatly increased 
number of books for children, the latest editions of the 
principal reference books, good working collections of 
books in certain special fields not adequately repre- 
sented, such as technical books, books in the fine and 
industrial arts, books in foreign languages, and a greater 
liberality in the provision of a considerable number of 
copies of books of popular interest, including the subjects 
of biography, travel and business. In the main this 
provisional plan has been adhered to in the purchases 
made from the largest book appropriation in the history 
of the institution, with the natural result that all previous 
records of accessions have been exceeded. 

Among the books which have been acquired were 
31,000 for younger readers, including 6,000 educational 
text-books, at a cost of $25,000. From four to ten 
copies of some of these books were placed in each branch 
and reading room. For reference books of higher cost 
for branches, including the latest editions of encyclo- 
pedias, dictionaries, atlases, etc., the sum of $10,000 
was expended; for a specially selected collection of 
technical books, $2,000, and for a collection in the fine 
and industrial arts, $1,200. New fiction, distributed 
throughout the system, constituted 5,219 volumes, 
comprising 4438 titles, of which 87 were in foreign 
languages, cost $8,615.05, an average price of $1.65 a 
volume. The smallest number of new books purchased 
for a branch (Jamaica Plain) was 1,071, the largest 
(West End), 3,527; the smallest number for a reading 
room (Lower Mills) was 360, the largest (Boylston 
Station), 1,906. 

For the new reading room at Jeffries Point, opened 
to the public October 15, 1921, 1,813 volumes and a 
group of periodicals were bought at a cost of $2,846. 
On account of the unforeseen cost of equipping this 
station with reading matter out of the general appro- 
priation, it was found necessary to defer any large pur- 
chase of books on business and related subjects needed 
for the Central Library. Other general purchases con- 
sisted of an increased number of copies of books much 
in demand, including works of biography, history, 
travel and technology; directories and books of ready 
reference for use in the Information Office; Syrian and 
Armenian books for the Tyler Street Reading Room, 
works in Italian for the North End Branch and the 
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Jeffries Point Reading Room, Lithuanian, Polish and 
Bohemian books for the South Boston Branch, Yiddish 
for the West End and the Warren Street Branches, and 
Spanish and French books for the Central Library. 
From the trust funds a number of important works 
have been purchased, notably in the field of fine arts, 
although no large collection has been bought as a unit. 

The library has also notably ensiched its collections 
of books on Shakespeare, Dante, mathematics and. 
astronomy, and has also acqu'red important Americana 
and examples of early printing. 

It is a disconcerting fact that empty shelves are still 
often to be seen in many of the branch libraries and 
reading rooms especially in the rooms or sections de- 
voted to the use of children Several hundred new 
books placed on the shelves to-day are all gone to- 
morrow, while a line of children a k when there will be 
more new books or when some of the old ones will be 
returned so that they may have their chance with a 
good story, or a good book of travel, biography or 
science ‘The need for more books is ever present and 
the problem can be met only through a still larger 
appropriation for their purchase. 

Among the noteworthy works acquired during the 
year, differing widely in content, but as a whole enrich- 
ing the resources of the institution, were two quarto 
editions of ‘‘ Macbeth,” of 1674 and 1687 — formerly in 
the Shakespearian collection of Marsden J. Perry — 
entirely different issues from any possessed by the 
library, the edition of 1674 being the first edition of Sir 
William Davenant’s alteration of the play, and the 
edition of 1687 the text as played three years later. 
For the Dante collection several early editions have 
been acquired as well as those published in connection 
with the six hundredth anniversary. Among these 
may be noted: 


Dante, con lexpositione di . . . Bernardino Daniello 
daLucca.

Il codice trivulziano 1080 della Divina commedia 
Milano.

The more important gifts received during the year 
have been noted in the current Quarterly Bulletins of 
the library. Gifts received from 5,411 donors com- 
prised 11,193 volumes, 16,362 serials, 485 photographs 
and 48 newspaper subscriptions. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 


On February 1, 1921, there were outstanding 105,458 
“‘live’”’ cards, that is, registration cards available for 
present use. During the year 57,637 cards were added, 
of which 49,371 were new registrations and 8,296 being 
renewals. In the same period 53,175 persons have 
allowed their borrowing privilege to lapse, so that the 
total number of ‘‘live’’ cards at the close of the fiscal 
year was 109,950, a gain of 4,492 over the year 1920-21. 
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The registration of teachers numbers 1,169 resident and 
249 nonresident. Special privilege cards have been 
voted by the trustees to 168 persons and there have been 
249 renewals of such cards, making 417 ‘‘live”’ special 
privilege cards outstanding. 

An analysis of registration, August 1, 1919, to July 
31 1921, the first two years of the new registration, 
noted in the Report for 1919-20, shows the following 
interesting distribution of ‘‘live’’ cardholders: Males 
over sixteen years, 23,699; males under sixteen years, 
- 26,077; females over sixteen years, 29,310; females 
under sixteen years, 26,720. 


CATALOGUE AND SHELF DEPARTMENT 


During the year just closed the number of volumes 
and parts of volumes catalogued was 100,525, repre- 
senting 60,249 titles. The usual details for two suc- 
cessive years presented by the chief of the Catalogue 
Department may be found on page 54 of the Appendix. 
The number of cards added to the catalogues was 
245,858: 214,898 in the Central Library and 30,960 in 
the branches. Of the cards filed in the Central Library, 
66,507 were placed in the Bates Hall and the Issue 
Department catalogues; 63,741 in the official catalogue; 
and 84,650 in the catalogues of the special libraries and 
bulletins and lists in process ‘Temporary author and 
subject or title cards were filed in the Bates Hall cata- 
logue within a few days after the receipt of every new 
bound work Printed catalogue cards for all new books 
_have been sent, as customary to the editor as copy for 
the Quarterly Bulletin. 

The work of recommending desirable titles found in 
bibliographies, periodicals, lists and texts has been 
carried on as usual. There are besides many instances 
of service of which no record is kept; translations are 
made, letters on bibliographical and other matters are 
answered, and readers and investigators helped in their 
researches. These activities cannot appear in the sta- 
tistics of the department, but the wide reputation of the 
library for generous and scholarly service justifies the 
time given to this work. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The third volume (Fourth Series) of the Quarterly 
Bulletin was finished in December. It contains about 
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400 pages of printed matter and includes.a number of 
reproductions mentioned in detail below. ‘The greater 
part of the contents of this volume is devoted, as usual 
to lists of new books, but each number has presented 
editorial matter as well. In the March number a 
description of the special collections of the library was 
printed; the June number gave a welcome to the Ameri- 
ean Library Association, which was holding its conven- 
tion in this vicinity, and an article on ‘‘The Quarterly 
Bulletin: Its contents, its purposes.”’ In September 
began a series of more detailed accounts of the special 
libraries, and the Barton Library was chosen for this 
number, the Ticknor Library following in December. 
The December number also brought out a hitherto 
unpublished letter from Nicholas Boylston (1771?-1839) 
with some notes on the Boylston family. 

The reproductions which for several years have been a 
special feature of the Bulletin comprised: (March) a 
view of Tremont street looking north from Warrenton 
street. before widening in 1869, and Champlain’s Map 
of Plymouth Harbor, 1605, with brief historical notes; 
(June) a view of the Central Library Building from the 
southeast; (September) a portrait of Thomas Pennant 
Barton after a miniature on ivory by Bouchardy, and a 
portrait of the late editor, Lindsay Swift, after a photo- 
graph by Miss Alice Austin; (December) a portrait of 
George Ticknor after Sloane’s copy of a painting by 
Sully. 

Other publications issued by the library during the 
year included the following: 

“Catalogue of a Loan Exhibition”? commemorating 
the Anniversary of the Death of John Keats (1821-1921). 
held at the Public Library of the City of Boston, Febru- 
ary 21 to March 14, 1921.

“Trist of Books on Modern TIreland,”’ consisting of 90 
pages, compiled by Lucien E. Taylor of the Catalogue 
Department, published in April. 

“Weekly Lists,’ fifty-three in number, giving brief 
titles fo the most recent additions to the library and 
compiled by Lucien E. Taylor. 

“Brief Reading Lists,” Nos. 18-23, with a second 
edition of No. 14 (One-act plays). The subiects treated 
were: No. 18, Nature studies: plant and animal lie, 
compiled by Alice M. Jordan, supervisor of work with 
children; No. 19, Dante, prepared in commemoration 
of the six-hundredth anniversary of Dante’s death by 
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Lucien E. Taylor; No. 20, Cookery, foreign and domes- 
tic, compiled by E. Carolyn Merrill of the Catalogue 
Department; No. 21, Disarmament and substitutes for 
war, compiled by Michael McCarthy of the Catalogue 
Department; No. 22, The United States and Japan, 
compiled by Lucien E. Taylor; No. 23, Christmas, com- 
piled by Mary C. Toy, Children’s Librarian. 

A new departure in library publications was made in 
October when appeared the first number of ‘ Library 
Infe: Staff Bulletin of the Boston Public Library.’’ 
This periodical which is under the editorial supervision 
of Frank H. Chase of the Reference Department, is 
published on the fifteenth of each month, and it carries 
to the members of the staff items of value and interest, 
both professional and personal, from every branch of the 
service — at once a clearing house and a melting pot. 
A special section entitled ‘‘With the Juniors” is in charge 
of Francis P. Znotas of the Children’s Room. A sup- 
plement sent out with each number of ‘‘Library Life’’ is 
devoted to the New Notes on Government Publication, 
prepared by Edith Guerrier, Supervisor of Circulation, 
and formerly issued as a separate publication. 


New Brancu BUILDINGS AND READING Rooms. 


The Jeffries Point Reading Room was opened on 
October 15 in attractive quarters at 195 Webster street 
in the thickly populated Italian district of East Boston. 
It promises to become one of the most useful reading 
rooms in the system, and it is already evident that within 
a short time it will be necessary to enlarge its quarters. 

The library anticipates an opportunity for larger 
service in West Roxbury and in the South End when the 
new branch building and the new Municipal Building 
now under construction are finished and equipped. 
West Roxbury has an exceptionally well-planned and 
attractive library building in which the citizens of the 
district will have just cause for pride. The library 
quarters in the South End Municipal Building will be 
pleasant and commodious, but it is to be regretted that 
the library was located in the basement of the building. 


INFORMATION OFFICE, GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS AND 
OPEN SHELF Rooms. 


The Information Office opened last year is proving an 
invaluable adjunct to the work of the Reference Depart- 
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ments throughout the library. In addition to city and 
business directories, a collection of telephone books and 
other tools for first hand information, it contains a com- 
prehensive and steadily growing card index to informa- 
tion resources both within the library and outside. The 
office maintains rich files of material on vocational 
guidance and unemployment, which were originally col- 
lected and organized by outside agencies. In this room 
may be found on file one hundred and seventy current 
periodicals issued by the United States Government and 
by various business organizations including publications 
of chambers of commerce in forty-two states and terri- 
tories and thirteen foreign countries. 

In the Government Documents Room adjoining the 
Information Office the current pamphlets of the Federal 
Government, as well as a large number of business and 
periodical publications are in constant use. An import- 
ant feature of the service of this office is the filing 
clippings from authentic sources on affairs of national 
significance, such as the Conference on the Limitation 
of Armaments, tariff, immigration, etc. Statistical 
studies and tabulations on occupations, industries, 
finance, wholesale and retail prices, transportation and 
foreign and domestic commerce are in process of col- 
lection. 

The Open Shelf Room, also adjoining the Information 
Office, is a proved success; the response of the public has 
been enthusiastic. During the first year over thirty 
thousand volumes of nonfiction have been circulated. 
New nonfiction is now shelved in this room, and the 
older collections, including twenty-odd classes of liter- 
ature, and numbering over four thousand volumes, are 
in a state of constant revision, which serves to bring to 
the attention of the users of the library a large number of 
books which otherwise might be forgotten or overlooked. 

The use of the Information Office may roughly be 
classified as follows: 35 per cent of its patrons need to be 
directed to some other part of the library; 25 per cent 
are users of telephone books and directories; 30 per cent 
is composed of business men, students and teachers who 
desire current government and business information; 
and 10 per cent wish information which may be found in 
the vocational and other files, or in the college catalogues 
time tables, railway guides and the few general reference 
books such as the ‘‘World Almanac,” ‘‘ Lippincott’s 
Gazetteer,’ ‘‘ Hotel Red Book,” and guide-books to the 


city. 
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Bates HAL. 


The custodian of the Bates Hall Reference Depart- 
ment, in his report for the year, comments on the en- 
larged use of the reference collections as follows: 


Older members of the staff are agreed in saying that Bates 
Hall was never before so busy as during the past year; this has 
been especially marked during vacation periods and other 
times when the hall has been wont to present a somewhat 
deserted appearance. Again and again, visitors have expressed 
surprise at the number of readers — especially of men — to be 
found in the hall at hours when libraries are likely to be com- 
paratively empty. This unusual strain upon the resources of 
the hall has led to an increased wear and tear of the reference 
books, and it will be necessary before long to replace a good 
many ‘which are badly worn. 

It is of interest to note that the growing use of the Informa- 
tion Office by those who are in search of a single fact of current 
information has caused no apparent diminution in the use of 
Bates Hall. All the current directories have finally been 
removed to the Information Office; in this as in other directions, 
the office is proving a distinct relief to the hall. 

The contests conducted during the past year by a Boston 
paper, which involved an intensive use of the large dictionaries, 
have presented a very real problem. The wear imposed upon 
the books by these eager prize seekers is abnormal, and even 
cruelly destructive. We have now no large dictionary which 
is in reasonably good condition; even the Murray Oxford 
Dictionary has suffered severely. 


During the past year 550 books, comprising 939 vol- 
umes, were placed upon Bates Hall shelves. Of these, 
459 (568 volumes) were new books brought from the 
stacks, and 191 (871 volumes) were removed from other 
locations in Bates Hall. The removals from the hall 
include 331 books (460 volumes) returned to stack, 60 
dismissed from the collection as missing, and 3 con- 
demned at the bindery. The total number of changes 
in the Hall and its records thus amounts to 944 books, 
comprising 1,462 volumes. This does not include the 
new volumes of serials added during the year under the 
head of ‘‘continuations.” ‘These amount to approx- 
imately 200 volumes. 

The Bates Hall Reference Department answered dur- 
ing the year a total of 623 inquiries for information 
received by mail. Of these 623 letters, 147 came from 
Massachusetts and 91 from New York State. The 
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remaining inquiries were received from 40 states of the 
Union and from the District of Columbia, from 5 prov- 
inces of Canada, from Porto Rico and from 5 foreign 
countries. 


Bates Hatt CENTRE Desk, NEWSPAPER AND PATENT 
Rooms, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


The attendance in Bates Hall again shows a marked 
increase over that of the previous year. The maximum 
number of users of books in the hall was 336 on October 
30, at 5 p.m The freedom of access to over ten thou- 
sand volumes of reference on the open shelves makes it 
impossible to give an accurate statement of the number 
of these books consulted, but 251,141 books were 
brought from the library stacks to readers and students 
at the tables of this main reading room, an increase of 
26,640 over 1920-21. There have been the usual 
inevitable delays in handling so large a number of books, 
but no improvement in service can be anticipated until 
some modern mechanical system is installed connecting 
Bates Hall with the distant stacks from which the books 
are sent. 

In the Newspaper Room 267 papers are currently 
taken and filed for readers. Of this number 190 are 
published in the United States and 77 in thirty-two 
foreign countries. The following languages are repre- 
sented in the foreign collection: English, 44 papers; — 
French, 9 papers; German, 9 papers; Spanish, 4 papers; 
Swedish, 3 papers; Danish, 2 papers; Italian, 2 papers; 
and Dutch, Finnish, Norwegian, and Portuguese, 1 
. paper each. 

During the year six papers were added and fourteen 
papers either ceased publication or were consolidated 
with others. 

Readers applying for bound files of newspapers num- 
bered 18,604; they consulted 33,184 volumes, a decrease 
from 1920-21 of 577 readers and an increase of 676 
volumes consulted. The bound volumes of newspapers 
now number 8,651 of which 145 were added during the 
fiscal year 

The patent collection now numbers 15,984 volumes of 
which 669 were added during the past year, from the 
United States, Great Britain, Germany, France Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand. During 1921-22, 18,315 
persons consulted 107,498 volumes of patents.

The custodian of the Periodical Room reports the 
aggregate number reading in the room at certain hours in 
each of two successive years and the number reported 
five years ago, as follows:

current topics, is being realized by students from schools 
and colleges as never before. The custodian has wel- 
comed classes from elementary and high schools with 
their teachers and has aided in giving instruction in the 
use of guides and indexes to periodicals. The college 
student has become a constant user of the files of 
periodical literature to be found in the library system. 


DOCUMENTS AND STATISTICS. 


Some fifty-seven thousand volumes constitute the 
collections housed in the Statistical Department of the 
Central Library. In the Statistics Room there are 
22,307 volumes, while some 34,500 volumes conveniently 
accessible are shelved on the fourth floor of the annex. 
The assistant in charge reports that the use of the 
department has increased rather than fallen off since 
the opening of the room devoted to current, federal and 
state documents adjacent to the Information Office on 
the ground floor. Indeed, the seating capacity of the 
department is often insufficient to accommodate its 
readers. ‘There is imperative need for enlarged quarters 
for the growing work of this department which includes, 
in addition to statistical material, the library’s collec- 
tion of municipal, state and federal DOr and of 
official publications of foreign countries. 


SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The special libraries occupying the third floor of the 
Central building include the Fine Arts, Technology and 
Music Divisions, in addition to the special collections 
shelved in the Barton-Ticknor Room and its adjacent 
galleries. 

The number of volumes issued for ‘‘home use” by 
the special libraries during the year was 25,256, as 
compared with 22,949 for the previous year. The 
circulation by divisions was as follows: Fine Arts, 
7,499 volumes, or 30 per cent; Music, 7,858 volumes, 
or 31 per cent; Technology, 9,899 volumes, or 39 per 
cent. 

The number of portfolios of mounted pictures sent 
out on request, chiefly from schools, was 2,288, compared 
with 2,223 last year. During the past twelve months 
588 lantern slides have been added to the collection, 
making a total of 9,135. The slides loaned during the 
same period numbered 5,840. 
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The number of volumes issued for ‘‘hall use” by the 
Music Division was 13,891; from the special collec- 
tions, 17,866. 


WoRK WITH CHILDREN. 


The Supervisor of Work with Children reports a year 
of marked activity throughout the system. The work, 
including the story hour for children in the Central 
Library and branches, has followed in general the lines 
described at length in previous reports. 

The supervisor comments as follows: 


The year was notable for the unusual supply of children’s 
books made possible by a special allowance from the general 
book appropriation for that purpose. According to the figures 
of the Ordering Department some thirty-one thousand orders 
for replacements and additional or new copies of juvenile books 
were forwarded during the year. In the purchase of books 
for children it is promptness of replacement that is important; 
not the new titles necessarily, but a sufficient supply of stand- 
ards and classics are most needed. The response to this 
increased book supply was everywhere evident. It was natural 
that the circulation should be affected, but there have been 
other results fully as noticeable. The desire to obtain new 
books led to the payment of fines on cards which had been held 
in many cases for months because of lack of interest in an 
unattractive book collection. Better discipline is everywhere 
maintained when a fair stock of books preserves the atmosphere 
of a reading room. 

With the enlarged book allowance the librarians in some 
branches have been able to develop a collection of books for 
permanent use in the Children’s Room; such collections are 
especially desirable in neighborhoods where there is a likelihood 
of the shelves being entirely depleted and the room losing all 
semblance of a library. 

Such a collection is of importance too where the parents 
wish to make a personal choice of their children’s books. Clean 
books are the best decoration a room for children can have and 
the greatest inducement to children to become library users. 

Friendly appreciation of library service by the schools is 
expressed in notes from the teachers in different parts of the 
city, in the visits of teachers to the libraries, and in requests 
for librarians to speak to classes in the schools. Occasionally 
the children themselves write letters telling of their pleasure 
in the school deposit and designating the books they have 
particularly enjoyed. 

Children’s Book Week in November was observed in most 
of the branches and reading rooms by special exhibits or by 
book displays in the windows of the libraries. Each year the 
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publicity given at this time to the matter of the selection of 
children’s books brings a large number of parents to the library 
for the aid it can give to them. It also furnishes an opportunity 
for the librarians to address schools and mothers’ clubs. For 
free distribution the library bought from the American Library 
Association several thousand copies of an attractively printed 
list of books recommended as Christmas gifts. In Hyde Park 
the local paper printed lists of favorite books whose names 
were contributed by the children through the librarian. At 
Roxbury Crossing, where book stores are few, the window dis- 
play in the reading room brought many inquiries from parents, 
and the librarian reports that she could have sold several times 
over such books as “‘ Kidnapped,” and ‘‘ Treasure Island,’”’ with 
Wyeth’s illustrations. 

Several exhibits have been held in the Children’s Room at 
the Central Library, including a Pilgrim village made by a club 
whose activities are centered in the North End Branch, and 
several ‘“‘play projects,’ the work of different classes in the 
public schools of the city. 

During the summer members of the staff of the Children’s 
Department assisted in book distribution and reading aloud 
to the patients in the childrens’ wards of the Boston City 
Hospital. 

Many requests for lists of books for individual children have 
been received from correspondents in far distant places and 
have been answered by the Children’s Department. In addi- 
tion two brief reading lists were prepared: Nature studies: 
Plant and animal life, published in the Spring; and Christmas, 
including references to poems, plays and stories, published in 
November. ‘The latter has been especially useful, as it makes 
more generally available material which has been tried out in 
the Children’s Room over a term of years. 

It has been possible to extend the story-telling activity into 
a larger number of schools during the year just closed and thus 
to reach more children than ever before. ‘Through the con- 
tinued interest of the Americanization Committee of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce a greater number of school districts 
have been visited and the bond between the library and the 
schools strengthened thereby. The library story hours have 
reflected the awakened interest in every instance; the teachers 
also speak with great appreciation of the service the institution 
is rendering in making literature alive for boys and girls. 

Gifts for the purchase of books for the children’s room in the 
Kast Boston Branch were received from the Home Club and 
the Women’s Club of East Boston. It is peculiarly gratifying 
to have such expressions of interest in work with children from 

local institutions. 
~ In any report of the work with children, due recognition 
must be given to the service of the Teachers’ Room which is 
a part of the Children’s Department of the Central Library. 
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The care of the educational magazines and of the books for 
University Extension Courses placed on deposit there, and the 
renewal and revision of the general reference collection, makes 
varied and exacting demands upon the attendant in the room. 


During the year just closed the Supervisor of Work 
with Children met twenty-seven engagements to speak 
on children’s books or topics relating to the work of her 
department. 


SUPERVISOR OF CIRCULATION. 


The work of the Supervisor of Circulation is so closely 
co-ordinated with the activities of other departments, 
especially those of the branch system, that it is difficult 
to give a detailed account of it. In general, simplifica- 
tion of routine and the many minor processes of 
reorganization effected during the past two years 
have resulted in a marked reduction of detailed work 
with a consequent saving of time and money. Several 
useful tables of statistical data have been worked out 
by the supervisor, with the aid of the different depart- 
ments, whereby it is becoming increasingly possible 
to forecast future needs of the service as well as to 
survey the work of the past years. The perspective thus 
obtained should contribute toward a steady gain in the 
efficiency of the library. 


BRANCHES AND READING ROOMS. 


The number of branch libraries is 16 and the number 
of reading rooms 15, as compared with 16 branches and 
14 reading rooms a year ago. The subsidiary agencies, 
served through the Branch Department, include 58 
fire engine houses, 40 institutions and 191 schools of 
which 19 are parochial schools. The total number of 
library agencies, therefore, is 320, as compared with 317 
a year ago. 

The number of volumes issued on borrowers’ cards 
at the Central Library through the Branch Depart- 
ment was 106,556, as against 108}169 in 1920-21 and 
96,000 in 1919- 20. These figures show a loss of 1,613 
volumes issued during the last year. The loss is slight 
and is to be accounted for chiefly by the very generous 
additions to the permanent collections of the branches 
and reading rooms. Where there is a large supply of 
new books on the shelves of a branch, card holders are 
not so likely to send to the Central Library. The 
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number of slips representing requests for books was 
practically the same as last year, but the proportion of 
unsuccessful calls for books was lower, being 56.6 per 
cent against 58.8 per cent last year. Of the total 
unsuccessful requests only 63,288 called for fiction, as 
against 80,947 a year ago. Of the total number of 
volumes sent out from the Central Library this year 
through the branches 85,649 were taken directly from 
the shelves of the Deposit Collection in the Central 
Library. 

Three branches and 8 reading rooms show substantial 
gains in circulation over the previous year; the increase 
in circulation at the South Boston Branch being over 
16,000 volumes. 

The number of volumes sent out on deposit from the 
Central Library was 44,257 as against 46,972 last year 
and 43,013 in 1919-20. The number of volumes thus 
sent out often fluctuates from causes beyond the imme- 
diate control of the hbrary, depending, as it does, upon 
the needs of the schools, itstitutions and other agencies 
of deposit. This past year at one time the pressure 
of work at the Central Library caused the omission of 
deposits to reading rooms for one month or more, and a 
delay in making up school deposits for a period longer 
than was desirable. The number of volumes sent to 
schools from the Central Library and branches and 
reading rooms was 46,096, compared with 43,196 last 
year. Of this number 17,222 were sent by the Branch 
Department, Central Library, as compared with 17,023 
the year before. The number of individual teachers 
supplied was practically the same, being 1,100 as against 
1,118 in 1920-21. 

Attention is called to the following quotations from the 
report of Marian A. McCarthy, who has charge of the 
binding of branch books: 


During the past year special attention has been directed to 
the upkeep and repair of the branch books. The poor quality 
and construction of the average book makes vigilance neces- 
sary. ‘Trained judgment in the care of books is now more 
important than ever. 

To acquaint branch assistants with the construction of a 
book and to train them as to the best methods and materials 
to be used in mending, classes in book repairing have been held 
at the Central Library. Here exhibits of mending materials 
and mounted examples of the various processes of book repair-

ing are displayed. Samples of the comparative stages in 
binding a book by machinery and by hand are also exhibited. 

The co-operation of the children in the care of the books has 
been sought by sending to the branch libraries and schools 
sets of gaily colored posters, following them by a little talk on 
the ‘‘story of the book”’ and an appeal for better care of the 
library books. 


The total circulation of the branch system for the year 
was 2,318,059 volumes, compared with 2,129,407 the 
year before, and 1,992,987 in 1919-20 a gain of 188,652 
volumes over the year 1920-21. All of the branches, 
with the exception of one, show a gain in circulation; 
in some of them a gain of over 10,000 volumes. All of 
the reading rooms but three made a gain, many of them 
from 5,000 to 10,000 each. The larger supply of books 
was the chief factor in this result. 

The number of new books bought for the branches 
was 17,477 as against 10,688 in 1920-21 There have 
been replacements to the number of 14,600 volumes com- 
pared with 12,686 the year before. The additions to 
the permanent collections of the reading rooms was 
16,163 volumes compared with 7,731 in 1920-21. 
Special attention was given during the year to building 
up the collection of reference books, technical books, 
and books relating to fine arts. The number of books 
issued on deposit from the branch libraries, chiefly to 
schools, was 48,357 compared with 45,507 last year. 

In the appendix to this report may be found interest- 
ing quotations from the reports of the librarians of sev- 
eral branches and reading rooms — quotations valuable 
because they indicate some of the significant and varied 
activities and problems that are met with in the course 
of the year. 


THe BINDERY AND PRINTING DEPARTMENTS. 


During the year the Finance Commission of the City 
of Boston has made an investigation of the bindery <A 
report submitted to the commission by Mr. Frank J. 
Barnard, Jr., a well-known Boston binder, after a study 
of the library plant, was referred to the Board of Trus- 
tees. A committee of the Board asked the chief of the 
library bindery to reply to the criticisms and sugges- 
tions presented and then, after a study of the two re- 
ports, the committee submitted them to Mr. Charles W. 
Facey, chief of the bindery of the Harvard College Li- 
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brary, for his consideration. ‘The committee of the trus- 
tees and the librarian gave careful study to the three 
reports, held conferences with Messrs. Kenney and 
Facey, and then reported to the Board of Trustees. 
After further deliberation by the Board it was decided 
that all the activities of the library bindery ought to be 
continued in the Central building and that increased 
appropriations should be sought in order to place the 
plant in a position to carry on its work with a modern 
equipment of machinery, an economy which will pay 
for the investment in a short time and will increase the 
present efficiency of the department. 

The usual statistics furnished by the chiefs of the 
bindery and printing department may be found on page 
61 of the appendix. 


LECTURES AND EXHIBITIONS. 


Lists of the library courses of free lectures given 
during the season, of the lectures given under the 
auspices of various civic societies, and of the public 
exhibitions held at the Central Library during the year, 
may be found on pages 58-60 of the appendix. As in 
former years, the record covers the period from the fall 
of 1921 through the spring of 1922. 

In the public lecture course on Thursday evenings and 
Sunday afternoons are included, as in former years, the 
course on outdoor life provided by the Field and Forest 
Club, and the course on the drama and theater pro- 
vided by the Drama League. The Boston Ruskin Club 
continued its public meetings and lectures on alternate 
Mondays. 

The demand for the use of the lecture hall has in- 
creased to such a degree that requests have to be denied 
repeatedly; the hall was in use every evening, most of 
the afternoons, and many forenoons during the winter. 
University Extension courses on the following topics 
were given in the hall: Survey of English literature 
(to library assistants), Elementary English Compo- 
sition, Conversational French, Conversational Spanish, 
Present-day Economics, Foreign Trade and Public 
Speaking. A course on the Appreciation of Mus c¢ was 
given by the Trade Union College. Eight public lectures 
were given under the auspices of the New England Home 
Economics Association and six by the Massachusetts 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs. Meetings were 
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held by the Women’s Auxiliary of the American Legion, 
Boston Elementary Teachers’ Club, the Massachusetts 
Library Club, Women’s Municipal League, National 
Council of Geography Teachers, Parent-Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, American Folk Lore Society and the New Eng- 
land Anti-Vivisection Society. The Dickens Fellow- 
ship again provided the annual pre-Christmas reading 
of Dickens’s ‘‘ Christmas Carol.’’ 

Two largely attended public meetings were held by 
the Massachusetts Section National Civic Federation 
and the Massachusetts Public Interest League, to dis- 
cuss respectively the Sheppard-Towner and the Towner- 
Sterling bills. 

As the current year marks the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the free lecture courses given in the main lecture 
hall it has seemed appropriate to print an account of 
their growth and development. They have given great 
enjoyment and instruction to thousands of the citizens 
of Boston and the neighboring municipalities. From 
their inception they have been under the thoughtful 
direction of the assistant librarian, Mr. Fleischner, 
whose interesting sketch may be found on page 57 of 
the appendix. 

The Pilgrim Tercentenary Exhibition described in 
the last annual report was continued into September, 
and afforded interest and instruction to thousands of 
summer tourists. 

In connection with the meeting of the American 
Medical Association held in June there was exhibited 
Dr. Edward C. Streeter’s notable collection of early 
medical texts, supplemented by some items loaned by 
the Boston Medical Library. 

An exhibition of representative books, prints and 
photographs relating to Dante and the sexcentenary of 
the poet’s death was held in September; the books 
remained on view until the end of the year. 

The unique collection of original autographs, letters 
and sketches contributed by world-famous personages 
for the ‘‘Book of the Fatherless Children of France’’ 
was exhibited publicly for the first time and attracted 
numerous visitors during November. 

The exhibition of the Boston Young Men’s Christian 
Union Camera Club proved to be an inspiring display 
of artistic photography and revealed unsuspected 
beauties in familiar Boston spots. 

In January the original drawings for the proposed 
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Boston war memorial, submitted by the Mayor s Com- 
mittee, were shown in Sargent Hall and attracted much 
attention. 

Other loan exhibits of wide popularity were the 
Poster competitions for school children, held by the 
Junior Red Cross and the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


For the first time in a period of years it has been 
possible to undertake some repairs of major importance. 

Extensive work has been done on the roofs of the 
Brighton, Charlestown, North End, West End and 
East Boston branches and the Lower Mills and Faneuil 
reading rooms. Exterior painting has been done on the 
Brighton, Charlestown, East Boston, Hyde Park, North 
End and West End branches, and the Lower Mills and 
Faneuil reading rooms. Interior painting has been done 
at the East Boston and North End branches. Im- 
portant carpentry repair work has also been done at 
most of the above places, in addition to considerable 
masonry work and steamfitting Electric lights have 
been installed at the Faneuil Reading Room, and a more 
modern lighting equipment at the North End Branch, 
the Tyler Street Reading Room and in the Children’s 
Room at the Brighton Branch. 

With the approval of the Mayor, the trustees adver- 
tised in the City Record of July 30 and August 6 for 
proposals for the installation and completion of a new 
electric passenger elevator in the Central Library Build- 
ing. The contract was awarded to the F. W. Payne 
Company for the sum of $5,624. The work on the 
elevator was completed on November 30 ‘The new 
equipment is a convenience long desired by the public. 

An attractive children’s story hour room has been 
secured at the Brighton Branch by partitioning off a 
section of the basement. The Children’s Room at the 
Dorchester Branch has been entirely rearranged and 
refitted making an attractive room. Confidence is 
expressed that the work with the children of this district 
will be materially enlarged, now that the children’s 
quarters have been made so satisfactory. 

Serious consideration must be given immediately to 
the need of a thorough overhauling and extension of the 
pneumatic tube and electric book carrier systems in the 
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Central Library. Both have been in use since the build- 
ing was first occupied and now need almost constant 
tinkering and repairs in order that even unsatisfactory 
service may be secured. A new up-to-date installation 
will be necessary if quick book delivery from distant 
parts of the stacks is to be secured; the improvements is 
of sufficient importance to justify a somewhat large 
expenditure for the necessary equ pment. 

In the building of the Blagden Street Annex during 
the war period two entire floors were left unfinished on 
account of scarcity of steel and other materials, and the 
high cost of labor; this barren, unproductive and much 
needed space is a sheer waste of capacity and increases 
the overhead expense. The cost of the three steel 
stacks installed was provided by means outside the 
appropriation for the building or the regular city 
appropriation. 

Additional stack room is urgently needed, and a re- 
arrangement for the Special Libraries Department on 
account of the constant growth of the Technology 
Division is of paramount importance; this division 
ought to be provided with a new location. Some 
preliminary studies have been made to provide a refer- 
ence room and stack room in the two unfinished floors 
and also to provide similar accommodations for the 
inconveniently located Statistical Department, with 
entrance to both departments from the special libraries 
floor. 

It is to be regretted that repairs and improvements in 
the Lecture Hall, postponed for so many years, are still 
impossible. The ventilation is criminally bad and the 
hall itself is distressingly dingy The addition of a 
moving picture equipment, repeatedly recommended by 
the Examining Committees and favorably considered 
by the trustees, is certainly necessary in an up-to-date 
public hall. 


STAFF INSTRUCTION. 


Twelve members of the library staff registered at 
Simmons College during the year in seven library courses 
and also in courses in French, Spanish, History, Econo- 
mics and Psychology. An unusual opportunity is 
offered to the employees of the institution, when it is 
realized that practically all courses offered by the 
college, through the courtesy of its president and 
corporation, are available to them without expense 
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on recommendation of the librarian. The difficulty of 
sparing them from the daily routine of work is perhaps 
the chief reason why assistants have not enrolled for 
courses in larger numbers. 

Professor R. E. Rogers of the Department of English 
and History of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, began on January 6, the first of a series of twenty 
lectures on Outlines of English Literature, being a special 
survey for library assistants. ~The course is presented 
on request through the Extension Division of the State 
Board of Education. , 

A series of Informal Talks and Round Table Con- 
ferences, planned for the younger employees of the 
- library, began on January 5 and will extend to April 27. 
The course is exceptional inasmuch as it does not aim to 
give formal instruction. It will consist, rather, of 
homely and interesting addresses by successful librarians 
on their work in other libraries, showing the ambitious 
and persistent young assistant a sure way to recogni- 
tion and advancement. The value of such a course 
should be marked; the outcome of the series will be 
noted with much interest. 


AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 


The national Library Association, composed of libra- 
rians and library trustees, held its forty-third annual 
Conference at Swampscott, Massachusetts, during the 
week of June 20. The trustees of the Public Library 
joined with the Board of Free Public Library Commis- 
sioners of the Commonwealth in inviting the members of 
the association to a meeting on Thursday, June 23, held 
in the open court of the Central Library which was 
appropriately decorated and lighted for the occasion. 
Among the speakers were His Excellency the Governor, 
His Honor the Mayor, the President of the Board of 
Trustees, Josephine Preston Peabody (Marks), Robert 
Frost and Joseph C. Lincoln. Music was furnished by 
the Harvard Alumni Chorus and the Footlight Orches- 
tra. The occasion was a memorable one for the Public 
Library and the American Library Association. 


CONCLUSION. 


The resignation of the following persons, long in the 
employ of the library, is noted with appreciation of their 
devoted services: Frances H. Goddard, on July 15, 
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after nearly twenty-eight years’ service in the Ordering 
Department; Walter G. Forsyth, on September 22 after 
nearly twenty years given to work in the catalogue, 
reference, and special libraries departments. 

With deepest regret is recorded the death of Lindsay 
Swift, editor of library publications, which occurred 
suddenly on September 11 after over forty-three years’ 
association with the institution. 

The librarian wishes to thank all the employees of the 
library system for the services they have rendered during 
the year. A formal annual report does not give op- 
portunity to review and specify the good work carried 
on quietly, regularly and efficiently by many persons in 
the several departments. The sum total of all in- 
dividual honest effort on the part of chiefs of depart- 
ments, librarians of branches and reading rooms, and 
from members of the staff generally, has added prestige 
to the work of the library and is gratefully acknowledged. 

During the past year, as previously recognition is 
made of the sympathetic, loyal service of Mr. Otto 
Fleischner, Assistant Librarian.

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From the table on page 49 it may be seen that the circu- 
lation from the Central. Library has shown not only a 
steady increase from one year to the next but also that 
the ratio of increase shows a marked advance since the 
end of the war It will be seen also that the circulation 
from the branches and reading rooms has increased from 
year to year except during 1818-19, when, owing to the 
coal shortage, it was found necessary to effect a consid- 
erable curtailment of the hours during which the branch 
libraries were open.

FREE Pusiic LECTURES. 


The first public lecture in the present library building 
was given in March, 1897. It seems proper, therefore, 
to take some cognizance of the 25th anniversary of what 
has developed into an important library activity. 

The early lectures were exclusively on subjects relating 
to the fine arts, and were the expansion of numerous 
classes and club meetings held in the recently opened 
Fine Arts Department, as a means of bringing the col- 
lections of books and photographs to the attention of 
school teachers, architects, artists and the general public. 
The first illustrated lectures were given under the aus- 
pices and at the expense of the Unity Art Club and the 
Pallas Club. The attendance was so large at the very 
beginning that some of the lectures had to be repeated 
several times. 

The present Lecture Hall was used at that period as a 
newspaper reading room, and all kinds of makeshifts 
had to be resorted to in the attempt to accommodate 
the public lectures. The present Exhibition Room, the 
Barton Room and the room now occupied by the Sta- 
tistical Department were used in succession. 

The Lecture Hall was formally opened on May 17, 
1899. Advantage was taken of the gift of a copy of 
Chantrey’s bust of Sir Walter Scott, and the unveiling 
of the bust was made the occasion of the opening of the 
hall. President Solomon Lincoln of the Board of Trus- 
tees presided, and the principal address was delivered 
by President Charles W. Eliot of Harvard University; 
other speakers were Rev. James De Normandie, Mayor 
Josiah Quincy, Prof. A. Lawrence Lowell, Edward 
Robinson, Director of the Museum of Fine Arts and 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams. 

Under the direct auspices of the Library Trustees, a 
course of lectures was given in the new Lecture Hall in 
March and April, 1900. The speakers were Messrs. 
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Whitney, Swift, Ford and Fleischner of the library staff, 
Col. T. W. Higginson, Dr. William Everett, Rev. E. E. 
Hale and Mr. C. W. Ernst. 

A second course offered by the trustees, on Methods 
of Municipal Administration, was given in March and 
April, 1901, the speakers being Professors A. Lawrence 
Lowell, E. Emerton, Kuno Francke and F. G. Peabody 
of Harvard, Prof. W. T. Sedgwick, Mr. Henry Good- 
nough and Mr. George L. Fox. 

A third course, on the Aesthetic Development of 
Cities, was given in March, April and May, 1902. 3 

The Unity Art Club lectures continued until 1904. 
In that year what may be called the ‘‘ Thursday evening 
courses’’ were properly inaugurated. Regular courses 
were provided by the Boston Architectural Club, the 
Society of Printers and other organizations. 

The Field and Forest Club arranged its first course of 
lectures on outdoor life on Monday evenings in 1910; 
the course was combined with the Thursday evening 
course in 1915, and still continues with great success. 

The first lecture under the auspices of the Beston 
Ruskin Club was given in 1907; since 1914 the club has 
held bi-weekly open meetings in the Lecture Hall, with 
occasional lectures on general topics. 

The Sunday afternoon lectures were begun in 1912; 
since that year the Boston Drama League has provided 
four lectures annually on the drama and the stage, with 
growing popularity. 

The first music lecture was given by the late Louis C. 
Elson in 1906. At least four lectures on music, with 
instrumental or vocal illustrations, are now regularly 
included in the Sunday courses. 

Since 1908 the programs for the entire course have been 
printed in the Bulletin for October. 

In 1900 a stereopticon was purchased, and in 1920 a 
Steinway grand piano was added; it is hoped that a 
moving picture equipment will be installed in the near 
future. 

In all, 960 lectures have been given by 500 lecturers, 
of whom 400 were men and 100 women. Of this number, 
about 30 were architects, 32 professors and instructors in 
Harvard University, 12 from the Museum of Fine Arts, 
5 from the Massachusetts Normal Art School, and 4 
each from the public schools of Boston, Boston College, 
Boston University, the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Tufts College; 10 lectures were given by 
members of the library staff. Yale, Brown, Princeton, 
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Wellesley, Simmons and the New England Conservatory 
of Music also provided one or more lecturers each. 
The remainder of the lecturers have been professional 
men and women, many of national reputation, 
travelers, scholars and other public-spirited citizens. 

Space does not permit giving even a partial list of the 
lecturers.

inception and early growth of the Fine Arts Department. 
Members of the Boston Architectural Club and Society of 
Printers will well remember the consultations and meet- 
ings held to arrange suitable lectures and exhibitions 
and to devise an attractive bait to draw an audience.

BRANCHES AND READING Rooms. 


Extracts from annual reports of branch and reading 
room librarians: 


Mr. PLEASANT READING Room. 


The work with high school pupils in the library is particu- 
larly interesting. They come seeking knowledge on such a 
variety of subjects that we have to know our reference books 
very well in order to answer their questions. Some merely 
want to know the name and location of the book containing 
the information, and will look up their own references. How- 
ever, when younger children come in such crowds, all one class 
perhaps, looking for the same matter which they cannot all 
look up in one encyclopedia, we find what is wanted and tell 
them about it or read to them from the book which contains the 
desired information. Often the children do not understand 
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what their teacher requires of them and come asking about the 
queerest things. Our ingenuity is taxed trying to think what 
they can -mean. 

A careful study of the magazines helps us a great deal, and 
when a youthful member of a debating club wishes material on 
some current event we can give him the latest and best. 


TYLER STREET READING Room. 


Our registration has increased considerably this year because 
of our efforts in registering at the schools. Personally, I con- 
sider our registering the eleven classes of the Quincy Evening 
School this fall one of our most successful jobs of the year. 
This piece of work was, to say the least, absorbingly human and 
from an Americanization point of view exceedingly valuable. 
It may be of interest to tell here that these evening school 
classes were composed wholly of adult foreigners, and mostly 
new arrivals who could not speak English. These were: 
Syrians, Greeks, Jews, Italians, Poles, French, Spaniards, 
Germans, and Chinese, men and women, and most of the regis- 
tration was done in the foreign languages by the library 
workers, who between them managed to address the classes 
in English, Arabic, Italian, Yiddish, Greek, French, Spanish 
and German. When our vocabularies in these respective 
languages ran short, we put our meaning across to them in 
sympathetic gestures and tones so that they almost voted us 
their pals. On the whole, they voiced themselves as liking the 
‘“‘American Library Ladies,’’ and we are confident of the fact 
that not even the Shades of the Mayflower Puritans, nor Presi- 
dent Harding himself, could find any flaw in our honest inter- 
pretation of America, and its opportunities to these, our eager 
unfortunate brethren, in search of fields and pasturesnew. .. . 

Our adult room is daily increasing in usefulness. In this 
room we have placed our special collection of foreign books in 
Arabic, Yiddish, Greek, Italian, French, with a splendid col- 
lection of easy English, and books on citizenship. A few 
technical and nonfiction books have also been added with the 
hope of meeting the unemployment situation even partially, 
that the help derived from these technical books may at least 
qualify some for better jobs, when an opportunity comes. The 
room is almost always filled with quiet readers of many different 
races. 

The Reference Room continues to be the most popular place 
in the library, and one which we must watch very closely be- 
cause of the valuable books added. Every one using this room 
is supposed to be on his honor, but I regret to report that many 
do not know the definition of honor, for the multilation of 
books in this room during the year has been most deplorable. 

I believe that we may truly say that our constituency is the 
most varied one in the entire city for nationalities, yet it is 
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quite wonderful to have the library serve as the most demo- 
cratic meeting place in the district. The workers are obliged 
to use foreign languages in the library daily, and this use is 
most welcome to the adult foreigner. All who come are keenly 
appreciative of the ““Open Door” and the warm welcome and 
hospitality which we aim to give daily. 

The librarian awarded two prizes for the best two essays on 
“Abraham Lincoln,” written by boys who use the library. 

We have had an illustrated lecture recital on “ Birdland”’ 
which was attended by about three hundred people, and a 
very delightful reading of ‘‘ Modern Plays and Stories” by Mrs. 
Louisa James. 

The Dover-Broadway Community Council has held several 
meetings at the library in the forenoons. 

The St. James Council (Knights of Columbus) held a meeting 
at the library. 

The Committee on Library Extension of the South End 
Jewish Welfare Centre met to discuss library conditions at the 
Tyler Street library. 

The Syrian Club held a meeting at the Library. 

The local committee for the extension of better neighborhood 
conditions held several meetings here with one of the library 
assistants acting as secretary. 

And last, but not least, a grant patriotic concert, composed 
of local talent, and an address by a Civil War veteran, Col. 
Edward O. Skelton, was attended by nearly three hundred 
children of foreign birth, all loudly proclaiming themselves 
Americans. 

We have taken groups of children to as many things as we 
could possibly be admitted to without charge. 


CoDMAN SQUARE BRANCH. 


We are having the story hour now and the attendance has 
been very good up to the last two times. Our average attend- 
ance up to the last two story hours was 100. The last two days 
brought the average down to 92.6, for the twelve story hours. 
The attendance of the girls was always greater than that of the 
boys, except once. That time the girls were beaten by three. 
Mr. Connelly, the Master of the Emily A. Fifield School, has 
been very kind in reminding his pupils every week of the story 
hour so that the attendance may keep up. Each week one of 
the girls takes a report to Mr. Connelly of the number from his 
school who were present at the story hour and how they be- 
haved. Some of the stories told were Erskine Dale, Pioneer, 
the Christmas Rose, Joyous Quest, and fairy stories from the 
books by Jacobs, stories of Robin Hood, Young Lucretia, Little 
Friend Lydia, Solomon Crow’s Christmas Pockets, and Pip, 
from Great Expectations. 

During March, April and May I had classes over from the 
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Dorchester High School. I had ten second-year English classes 
and three fourth year English classes. I enjoyed having the 
classes and the teachers told me that the pupils like to come 
over to the library for these talks. 

We have quite a good deal of reference work for adults. A 
Mission Circle in one of the churches studied Japan all this fall. 
Several ladies gave five minute papers each month about dif- 
ferent phases of Japanese life and customs, so that all our books 
were used and some had to be sent for from Central. 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


At this Branch there has been a gradual decrease in the num- 
ber of missing books since 1916, when it was 256. ‘This is 
owing to the greater interest on the part of the police officer. 
The staff is at all times inadequate for watching the public, © 
while the alcoves of the rooms for adults give great opportunity 
for illegal borrowing. 

Because of general unemployment the young men have used 
the reading room during the day more than usual. The evening 
brings the students, from eighth grade to college, and some 
who come only for amusement. It is hard to maintain disci- 
pline and quiet for the adult readers. These titles, put up at 
closing time, on a winter evening, show what the different 
readers are interested in. ‘‘The Life of Shakspeare,”’ ‘“‘ Heart 
of the West,” ‘The Iron Woman,” ‘Milton’s Poems,”’ 
“Book of Motor Boats,” ‘Our Casualty,” ‘Melindy,” 
“Dyke’s Automobile and Gasolene Engine,” “Dr. LeBaron 
and his Daughters,’’ ‘‘History of the United States,” ‘‘ Ro- 
mance of a Christmas Card,” ‘‘My New Curate,” “ Dictionary 
- of Thoughts,’’ “History of Ireland,” “Standard Dictionary,”’ 
‘‘Land of the Heather.”’ 


West Enp BRANCH. 


The Children’s Room shows the effect of the increased book 
fund. There are more books, and after a summer’s work of 
condemning and replacing, the shelves show the result in their 
improved appearance. However, after a busy day they are 
empty and the chifdren realize that it 1s necessary to come early 
if they want a book. As has been said before, the greatest 
need is in the juvenile collection, where from a collection of 
4,904 volumes there was a direct circulation of 80,921 volumes 
this past year. 

The juvenile collection is 24 per cent of the entire collection, 
while the juvenile circulation is 67 per cent of the total home use. 
These figures prove how inadequate the juvenile collection is for 
the demands:made upon it. 

The lowering of the age limit for card holders brings yearly 
more children to the library in this crowded community, and 
our needs are far greater than our supply. 
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In this branch it is difficult to determine just who the people 
are that make up our constituency; for unlike the suburban 
branches, our problems are like those of a large city library. 
People come here from all parts of the city in addition to those 
from our own district. 

To a great extent it is a shifting population, and consequently 
we have great difficulty often in recovering our over-detained 
books. Then again, there is the task of registering new people, 
and always training new groups of little folks in library ways. 

The Boston University School of Religious Education and 
Social Service has recently moved into the new Suffolk Law 
School building, which they occupy during the day while the 
Law School uses the building evenings. This has brought us 
many new adult borrowers and the students from both schools 
use the reading room for study and reference work. 

Special attention has been given the foreign-born women and 
girls who attend the Bowdoin Evening School. The librarian 
has made several visits to the school, talking to the classes about 
the library and the special books for their use. The 75 women 
registered at this school have been coming regularly to the 
branch. 

We have among our borrowers many of American birth. We 
have been pleased to note that, of late, the number of these 
borrowers is increasing. 

The district continues to be largely residential, although the 
homes are often in the midst of industrial plants, factories and 
stores. 

The adult Jewish readers are numerous and they come to us 
from all part of the city for the Yiddish and Russian books. 
Many Jewish people in our own district come only for books in 
English — at first, for the books to help them learn the English 
language, and later for the best things in English literature. 

The largest part of the work is, as it always has been, with 
the children. The percentage of juvenile circulation remains 
about the same each year, 67 per cent. This same percentage 
does not hold good for attendance in the reading room. Here 
the percentage is about 80 per cent adult. 


WARREN STREET BRANCH. 


The reference work always occupies much of our attention 
without cessation in the summer months, as the high school 
pupils continue their research work. The various newspaper 
contests also mean constant use of the library facilities. How- 
ever, the plodding high school pupil and eager newspaper con- 
testant are only two of the group. We have the business man, 
whose subjects range from business law to factory management 
and advertising; the professional man, interested in ques- 
tions of the day and the rather personal material offered in 
“Old at Forty and Young at Sixty” or “How to Develop Your 
Speaking Voice”; the enthusiastic college student, whose 
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subjects are technical and classical; and the plain man of the 
trades, who feels the need of a book on ‘Practical Wiring”’ or 
‘‘How to Paint Your House.” The following is a partial list of 
reference topics for the year: Farmers’ Aid Bill; Open and 
Closed Shops; Difficulties in Ireland; Japanese Immigration; 
Government Ownership of Railroads; Western Union Cable; 
Decline in Prices; Congressional Districts of Massachusetts; 
Muensterberg; First Continental Congress; Bridges in the 
United States; The Norsemen; The Magna Charta; The 
Model Parliament; Londonin Shakespeare’s Time; Gutenberg; 
Armistice Day; The Battle of Marathon; Manufacture of 
Cotton; Lewis Carroll; Names of Women Pilgrims; Democ- 
racy — Free Trade — Time Zones; Dante — Marco Polo — 
Samoan Islands; Balance in Drawing; Indian Tribes — Wheat 
— Leather — Carpets; Mary Mapes Dodge — Krupp — Har- 
vard University; Tragedy and Comedy; Fire Prevention; 
Explorers of the Antarctic Regions; Christmas Greens; The 
City Council; Disarmament; Island of Yap; How to use a 
Dictionary; Agriculture in Germany. 

This district offers many opportunities for Americanization 
work on account of the population, which consists largely of 
Russian Jews. ‘There are several schools conducting classes in 
which the new American may learn English. The hours for 
these are so arranged that even the busy mothers may take 
advantage of the study offered. This Branch supplies much of 
the pupils’ reading material. The Russian immigrant newly 
arrived in the neighborhood is soon introduced to the library 
by his interested relatives, and his first choice of a Russian or 
Yiddish book is followed by an English primer. With the idea 
of attaining such a result we have placed the Yiddish and 
Americanization books side by side. Although this class has 
shared in the distribution of new literature, additional copies 
are needed in order to meet the growing demand. Therefore, 
more book recommendations are now being considered. 


SoutH ENp BRANCH. 


With the year ending January 15, 1922, the South End 
Branch completes the forty-fourth year of its existence, and 
presumably the last full year in the present building on Shawmut 
avenue, formerly known as the ‘‘ Every Day Church.”’ Before 
the close of the next year it will probably be housed in the new 
municipal building across the way. The branch library has a 
rather migratory history, having occupied since its opening 
in 1877 three different dwellings. The proposed change to the 
municipal building will make that its fourth home. In the 
years that the branch has lived and served the people here it 
has witnessed many changes in the character of the district. 
From a home and residential section of the city the South End 
has become largely a lodging house district with its changing 
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population of many and varying types. Yet perhaps now, more 
than in the old days, is the library a necessity in this community. 
For the people who come to us need the library more, having 
few, if any, booksin their homes. To them the library extends 
a welcome that is friendly, encouraging, and sympathetic. Its 
doors are open to all, and here the native American and the 
foreign born stranger find a common ground anid an equal share 
in the privileges it offers. It has been said, and truly, that 
statistics do not show the real work of a library, and that is 
especially true of the library here. No one viewing the crowded 
reading room at the branch on any day or evening during the 
fall and winter months could fail to realize what the branch 
library means to the people in this section. All sorts and con- 
ditions of men are to be found here; the laborer in his overalls, 
the business man seeking some special information, the student 
from college or high school, teachers, professors, clergymen, the 
Post Office clerk in his free time, the returned soldier, a large 
proportion of men out of employment, and others who have 
passed the working age. A constant procession through our 
doors. No records are kept, and no identification required for 
the large use of books, newspapers and periodicals in the 
building. : 

The erection of the new municipal building here has interested 
and delighted the entire neighborhood. During the fine 
weather the streets about the building were thronged with 
spectators who watched the progress of the work with eager 
interest. It is a really fine building, architecturally an orna- 
ment to the city, and perfect for the uses for which it was 
designed. The people of the South End may well be proud of 
. its possession. | 

The future of the South End Branch Library is to be in this 
building. There seems every reason to hope that with the 
closer association which propinquity gives with all the other 
activities of the neighborhood, the branch library will fill an 
even more important place in the community, and each year 
will find it a stronger and more efficient agency for the intel- 
lectual and social betterment of the people it serves. 


SoutH Boston BRANCH. 


There was a loss in every item of the daily issue from Central 
Library for the reason that this year there were more books on 
our own shelves to choose from. 

There is a friendly spirit of cordial co-operation between the 
library and the schools. This is especially true of the Shurtleff 
School. Just a week after the schools reopened in the fall, 
Miss Carrigan (the new principal) invited me to come and talk 
about the public library and the many ways in which it can help 
the people who learn to use it. I gave this talk on September 
21, and in the next three days we registered all the children 
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(for new and lost cards) who could not show a library card. 
Because Miss Carrigan believes in the co-operation of the school 
and the library, every teacher in the Shurtleff School has been 
supplied with a deposit of books. 


RoxBuryY BRANCH. 


Detective stories and those of western life have been in 
great demand. The practice of requiring book reports from 
the pupils in the high schools has caused constant inquiries for 
the books in the approved list. Recently the contests in the 
newspapers have brought people to the branch to consult the 
reference books, especially the dictionaries, to obtain or verify 
their answers to questions. While this special use may not 
result in securing regular patrons it helps to advertise the 
library and extend knowledge of the reference books and the 
assistance that can be obtained here. 


NortH ENp BRANCH. 


There are seven clubs connected with the North End Library, 
each one following different lines but with one purpose in view 
—to promote good reading. The total membership in the 
different clubs is 119 divided as follows: The Rossi Dramatic 
Club, 16; Women of History Club, 21; City Historical Club, 
15; St. Anthony’s Club, 15; Little Folks Club, 23; Kenney 
Junior Club, 16; Library Orchestra, 13. 

The Rossi Dramatic Club membership is made up of boys 
in high school and a few who have gone to work. The boys 
study and present for the most part light farces, although at 
an exhibition of the clubs last year ‘‘The Tea Party” scene 
from Abraham Lincoln was given. 

The City Historical Club’s membership is made up of little 
girls in the sixth and seventh grades, who last year studied 
about the Pilgrims and took trips to historical places around 
Boston. This year they are studying a very modified form 
of ‘America’s making,” dressing paper dolls in the costumes 
of each country that has contributed towards its making. 

St. Anthony’s Club is a travel club. Imaginary trips are 
made to different countries and compositions are read at the 
meetings. Its membership is made up of boys in the eighth 
grade and junior high. 

Little Folks Club is made up of very small girls under Miss 
Nazzaro’s direction. Fairy plays are given and children’s 
games played at the meetings. 

The Kenney Juniors are bright young boys who have formed 
their club for the purpose of debating. They also have organ- 
ized a basketball team and have the privilege of using the 
court at the North Bennet Industrial School. 

The Library Orchestra needs no explanation. The boys 
have improved greatly in the past year and deserve much credit. 
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A very successful exhibition of all the library clubs was given 
at the Michael Angelo School Center last June. The chil- 
dren in the clubs appreciate the privilege of the club room and 
very seldom is there an absentee. 


East Boston BRANCH. 


The loss of 891 in the books issued through Central is the 
natural result following the placing of large numbers of new 
and attractive volumes on the shelves. 

The reference work varies each year with school methods. 
Today it is the junior high and the project method; tomorrow 
it will be something else. With each change we begin our 
search for new material. 


RoxBury CROSSING READING Room. 


A writer who uses the library daily in her work compli- 
mented us on the splendid collection of reference books that 
she found on the shelves. She had used many branches of 
different libraries, but the reference collections were inadequate. 


City Point ReapiInc Room. 


Central circulation during the year 1921-22 represented 
12,170 volumes received, with a percentage of 55 per cent 
unsuccessful cards. The current year 1921-22 shows a Central 
circulation of 12,800 volumes received or an increase of 53 over 
what seemed in the year past to have been a maximum Central 
issue. 

Thus an analysis of the situation seems to indicate that a 
relatively free and unrestricted Central supply operates as 
a compensation for the reading room’s inadequacy in serving 
a public whose diversified need is of a sort calculated to strain 
the resources of a typical reading room collection of books. 

There is a demand for new titles, new authors, new points 
of view;— a demand which through the Central issue is so 
fully supplied that even our fiction fanatics cannot complain 
that they do not get their share of Curwood, Galsworthy, 
Grey or Oppenheim while such delectable literary commodities 
as ‘‘Main Street” and ‘If Winter Comes” gradually meet the 
incessant demand. 

Out of a population composed of Americans, Armenians, 
Italians, Lithuanians, Poles and Czecho-Slovaks — diversi- 
fication of taste is to be expected. ‘‘A’’ wants Paine’s “Age 
of Reason,’’— ‘‘B” desires the ‘Lives of the Saints,”— ‘“C” 
needs a book on Americanization Civies,— ‘‘D” must have 
either Wells’ ‘Outline History of the World” or Van Loon’s 
“Story of Mankind.” 

Interesting requests pour in from the schools; picture de- 
posits representing winter scenes and sports; illustrations of 
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knights in armor, their steeds and crests; requests for dram- 
atizations of school classics, fairy tales and rounds. 

Pageants are now the mode. At present we are looking up 
pictorial matter to aid in the characterization of ‘‘Water,”’ 
which is to be personified in a pageant connected with the Good 
Health Campaign conducted under the auspices of the local 
District Nursing Association Drive for funds. 

Work with the Chamber of Commerce in connection with 
Americanization still progresses. Miss Agnes Morris, a local 
pioneer in this field, has been appointed secretary. Her work 
has had its reaction in increasing registration of adult Italians 
embarked towards the goal of citizenship. 


PARKER Hitt READING Room. 


Our twenty-three magazines and three newspapers are 
undoubtedly a source of great pleasure and advantage to our 
patrons. Many times they are the only available sources of 
acquiring information on some current event or biography of 
present interest. They are indispensable to that class of 
readers who are anxious to know something, but not too much, 
about everything. 


FANEUIL READING Room. 


Evidence from all sides shows that this district is fast becom- 
ing a cosmopolitan one. This is noted as one glances about at 
the people gathered here of an evening eagerly scanning the 
magazines and papers. There are workers of all kinds among 
them, engineers, clerks, salesmen, mechanics, electricians and 
also professional people. The races represented here include 
besides Americans, Jews, Armenians, Scotch, French, Italian 
and Belgian. I cite this fact as, up to a few years ago, our 
patrons were chiefly Americans with the exception of a few 
Jewish families. These foreigners are mostly of the better 
class, men in business either here or in the city who have been 
in the country for some time, long enough to have bettered their 
condition. We have only a few uneducated ones who have 
need of the ‘‘ English for Foreigners” books.

ORGANIZATION OF THE LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 


The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston, organized in 1852, are now incorporated under 
the provisions of chapter 114, of the Acts of 1878, as 
amended ‘The Board for 1852 was a preliminary or- 
ganization; that for 1853 made the first annual report. 
At first the Board consisted of one alderman and one 
common-councilman and five citizens at large, until 
1867, when a revised ordinance made it to consist of one 
alderman, two common-councilmen and six citizens at 
large, two of whom retired, unless re-elected, each year, 
while the members from the City Council were elected 
yearly. In 1878 the organization of the Board was 
changed to include one alderman, one councilman and 
five citizens at large, as before 1867; and in 1885, by 
the provisions of the amended city charter, the represen- 
tation of the City Government upon the Board by an 
alderman and a councilman was abolished, leaving the 
Board as at present, consisting of five citizens at large, 
appointed by the Mayor, for five-year terms, the term 
of one member expiring each year. The following 
citizens at large have been members of the Board since 
its organization in 1852:

OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF MARKETS, 
Boston, April 24, 1922. 
Hon. JAMES M. CurLeEy, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sirr,—In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Department of Markets for the year ending 
January 31, 1922. 

The rentals have been promptly paid and the statutes, 
ordinances and regulations of this department have been 
strictly enforced. 

The department has worked with the Health Depart- 
ment in carrying out such regulations as have been 
adopted for the protection of the public in food which is 
offered for sale within the market limits. All complaints 
have been satisfactorily adjusted, and we have been 
called upon to condemn quantities of such supplies as 
were unfit for human consumption. 


STATISTICS. 


During the year the department condemned and caused 
to be destroyed 475 pounds of veal, 262 pounds of beef, 
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42 pounds of pork, 72 pounds of broilers, 324 pounds of 
fowl and 72 pounds of frankforts; produce—12 barrels 
of apples, 2 bags of potatoes, 12 crates of cabbage (100 
pounds each), 12 crates of raspberries. 


The police detailed for duty made thirty-two arrests 
for various offences within the market limits. 


The statutes concerning the farmers’ market on South 
Market street was put into effect June 1, 1921. This 
law prohibits the sale of perishable produce between the 
hours of 5 p. m. and 4 a. m. of the next day. 

The office of the Superintendent of Markets is opened 
at that hour and the market bell sounded. 

The above statute gives the provision dealer and the 
commission merchants the same opportunity of purchas- 
ing direct from the farmer. It has the approval of the 
State Department of Agriculture and the Market 
Gardeners Association and the business men of the 
market district. 


It also affords them early toilet facilities, that has 
' been desired in the market for the past fifty years.

Trust FunpDSs. 


Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least fifty years of age and must 
be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $918,127.27. There are seventeen 
trust funds, all of which are administered according to 
the wishes of the donors as interpreted from time to 
time by the Board with the advice of the law department. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds is 
204, a decrease of 13 from the number aided on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1921. During the year 19 have died, 15 have 
been discontinued, 5 have gone to homes, 1 now has 
sufficient income, 1 moved out of city and 1 was trans- 
ferred to city aid. 

Seventeen new names have been added. A _ total 
amount of $19,441 was distributed to these pensioners 
during the year. 
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During the year there has been paid $6,720 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now 31 children on this fund. 

This department has also made 33 grants of money 
to 23 persons in sums of $25 or less from the income of 
the Lucy Bullman Charity, amounting in the aggregate 
to $615. Many of the recipients of these grants were 
applicants for the other trust pensions, the grants being 
often made from this fund in order to meet the imme- 
diate needs of the applicants till the regular pensions 
from the other funds were available. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided between three chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant 
and Catholic at the House of Correction at Deer Island. 


WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


During the year ending January 31, 1922, the Lodge 
was deprived for a time of the services of its chairman, 
Dr. Joseph B. Lyons, by reason of illness. This loss 
was felt the more because of the great strain put upon 
the Lodge during this period by the extraordinary 
amount of unemployment. A physician is now in con- 
stant attendance at the Lodge during the hours when 
lodgers are received. The lodge and the woodyard 
have been entirely remodelled, a modern and sanitary 
equipment has been installed throughout; tile walls and 
metal ceilings have been substituted for the former 
walls and ceilings; the dming room has been greatly 
enlarged and white enamelled counters and seats have 
been installed; there are new hardwood floors and new 
toilets; the dormitories have been also enlarged and 
improved; twelve double head shower baths have been 
installed in the basement; an army sterilizing machine 
disinfects all the clothing of the lodgers each night, and 
an electric washing machine is in use. For all these 
changes credit should be given to Doctor Lyons more 
than to any other person. 

The total number of lodgers for the past year was 
18,859, as against 4,466 for the preceding year. The 
number of meals served was 39,139 as against 8,912 for 
the preceding year. The number of ‘order men’’ was 
13,381 as against 347 for the preceding year. Ag ex- 
plained in last year’s report an order man is an 
applicant who is out of employment; by reporting at 
the woodyard and working he receives an order for food 
for his family, and at the same time demonstrates his 
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willingness to work. The great increase in the number 
of order men placed a heavy burden upon the Lodge 
management, and served as a useful barometer of the 
extent and duration of the period of serious unemploy- 
ment. The peak of unemployment appears to have 
been reached in January, 1922.

City TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 


The Home is open at all times to receive women 
and children in need of shelter. Particular attention 
is paid to the food furnished for the inmates, especially 
to the quality of milk for infants, who are also accorded 
special care during the night. Children, when not with 
their parents, are segregated from the adults and . 
privacy for every inmate is provided if possible. Of 
the younger women who apply to the Home for shelter, 
many are willing to receive advice, and all that is 
possible is done to assist them to become self-reliant 
and self-supporting. Work is found for many of them 
in families, and transportation is furnished when neces- 
sary to enable them to reach their homes, relatives or 
friends. A special dinner is provided on Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and Easter. Last Christmas Day was made 
especially pleasant by the visit of Mayor and Mrs. 
Peters and members of the board. The Mayor made a 
very cheery speech which was responded to by one of 
the inmates. 

Confinement cases are not admitted to the Home, 
but are referred to the Boston City Hospital whenever 
possible, emergency cases being sent to the Boston 
Lying-In Hospital. The Home Building is at present 
in good physical condition. During the past year the 
Travelers’ Aid Society sent a number of women to the 
Home for shelter. Clothing and other gifts donated 
have been distributed to the most needy. The present 
efficient matrons are giving good service. The Home 
holds a valuable place among the charities of our city, 
and although doing work in a quiet and unostenta- 
tious way stands ready to meet any emergency that 
may arise.

Boston City HosPItTau. 


This department investigates and determines settle- 
ments for the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital 
and the Board of Health of the sick poor aided at the 
City Hospital. The amount collected by means of 
this investigation during the past year was $117,897.82. 
In the case of sick poor admitted to the City Hospital 
who have no settlement in the City of Boston this 
department notifies the place of settlement or if there is 
no settlement, notifies the State Department of Public 
Welfare in order that reimbursement may be obtained 
for the amount due on account of care at the Boston 
City Hospital. The amount thus collected and paid over 
to the City Hospital during the past year was $50,632.54. 

The sum of $36,639.93 was also received at the 
City Collector’s office on account of contagious. diseases 
cared for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by and 
investigation made at the expense of this department. 
Adding to this the amount collected by this department 
for reimbursement under the Mothers’ Aid Law and for 
the relief of persons settled otherwise than in Boston 
and from other sources, makes an aggregate of 
$548,666.89 collected.

CoNSUMPTIVES’ Hospitau. 


This department acts in behalf of the Boston Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital, determining the settlement of per- 
sons admitted to the hospital at Mattapan. Through 
these efforts there has been collected for the city a part 
of the expense incurred for caring for this large number 
of hospital cases. 


Taq Days. 


During the year there were issued three licenses to 
collect funds in the public streets under chapter 538, 
Acts of 1909, and fifty licenses to sell buttons and other 
small articles under chapter 101, section 33, General 
Laws. ‘Thirteen societies were refused licenses. 


GROCERY STORE. 


The store maintained by the department for many 
years was closed in September, 1921, and orders are now 
drawn on three of the large grocery stores doing a cash 
and carry business. This system is found to be a ben- 
efit to the applicant and a saving to this department. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The industrial depression and consequent unemploy- 
ment of unskilled labor continued all through the fiscal 
year from February, 1921, to January 31, 1922, and this 
department was called upon to aid four thousand six 
hundred and seven families (4,607), which is one thou- 
sand three hundred and one (1,301) more than were 
aided the previous year. At no time during the year did 
we have less than three hundred and forty-two heads of 
families working for relief. 

The number increased from four hundred in Novem- 
ber, 1921, to eight hundred and thirty-four in January, 
1922.

The overseers of the poor in the city of 
Boston, incorporated April twenty-fifth, seventeen hun- 
dred and seventy-two, and so named by chapter one 
hundred and twenty-eight of the Acts of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-four, shall hereafter be known as the 
overseers of the public welfare in the city of Boston, 
but said change of name shall in no respect affect the 
rights, powers or duties of said overseers.

Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘‘A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary 
Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. 
H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin 
Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’ Anony- 
mous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, 
Walter E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. 
Goddard, Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. 
The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.”’ The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,” interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund.— A .bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Jeffries Fund.—A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
sald estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended “‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable. 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of 
that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in the 
purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty. 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
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giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families may 
have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such holi- 
days in common with their fellow-citizens; and I espe- 
cially direct that in such periodical distributions un- 
married Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity or circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanskgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augumented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut. Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be 
improved by the care of the selectmen, the ncome to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.” Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
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tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
Ten thousand dollars, received March 7, 1889, has been 
invested in a City of Boston note. 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.— A bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise, and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.” By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— The Park and Recreation Commission 
herewith submit the annual report for the year ending 
January 31, 1922. 

The real problem confronting the department today 
is the condition of the road surfaces on the main park- 
ways, Commonwealth avenue and the parkway leading 
to Forest Hills. These parkways are used so much by 
automobiles coming from neighboring towns to the 
city that they are very much worn and only the best 
method of surfacing should be used. 

The pavement laid some years ago on Columbia road 
and a similar surface laid on Commonwealth avenue, 
between Arlington street and Beacon street, near the 
junction of Brookline avenue, have proved very satisfac- 
tory, and it is to be hoped that sufficient funds can be 
obtained the next two years to carry out this line of 
pavement. 
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There is an urgent demand for the extension of the 
golf links at Franklin Park, and sufficient funds should 
be arranged for this purpose. 

The development of existing playgrounds should be 
arranged for and the Board feels that money for this 
purpose would be better expended than in the purchase 
of new playground areas.

To the Board of Park Commissioners, City of Boston: 

DerAR Srrs,—I respectfully beg leave to submit a 
report of work performed under the direction of your 
Board during the year 1921. 


Boston COMMON. 


On account of the abandoning of the war camp huts 
on Boston Common, it was necessary to reloam and 
grade a considerable area extending from Park street 
to Boylston street, and a contract was given for the 
loaming and grading of that area. The amount of this 
contract was $12,118. Considerable planting of young 
trees was done during the year to carry out the former 
plan of tree planting as outlined by the commission. 

On account of the great number of people being 
interested in the noon-day concerts held at the Parkman 
Bandstand, it was deemed advisable to provide addi- 
tional seating capacity. A contract was let to provide 
for 2,000 feet of seats. The amount of this contract 
was $12,455. 

For a number of years the ball field on Boston Com- 
mon has been unplayable. It has been repeatedly 
studied by the landscape architect and the members of 
the commission. The latest plan of Mr. A. A. Shurtleff 
was accepted by this commission and a contract was 
advertised and let to regrade the ball field, raise the 
Charles street mall and put additional concrete walks 
on the Common. The amount of this contract was 
$55,660. 

PuBLIC GARDEN. 


During the winter months a number of trees were 
moved and planted in different locations; a large amount 
of shrubbery and tree planting was done in the spring. 
The usual summer bedding and fall planting of bulbs 
took place. During the year a new flag pole, to com- 
memorate the men who died in the World War, was 
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erected. This pole, the largest single stick in the city, 
was of Oregon pine. The cost of same was $990. 


FENS. 


The contract for resurfacing macadam road, bitu- 
minous pavement, between Gaston square and Peter- 
borough street, was let, amounting to $28,784.25. 

A change at the Westland avenue entrance, which 
has always been a very dangerous place, has been made. 
It necessitated the relocating of the entrance roads and 
eliminating the dangerous corner. The contract was 
let, amounting to $16,032.75. 

Considerable improvement was made around the 
Burns statue, calling for a relocation of walk on account 
of the erection of same. Contract was let, amounting to 
$1,100. 

A large amount of material was received from the 
Sanitary Division for the North Meadow. 


OLMSTED PARK. 


The roadway between Huntington avenue and Willow 
Pond road was resurfaced with a bituminous surface. 
Contract was let, amounting to $29,290.90. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


A large amount of work was started and completed 
in Franklin Park during the past year. The Greeting 
was extended and completed as far as the Elephant 
House. A contract was let to the amount of $3,850. 
In the Zoological Garden it was necessary to place 
permanent walks, sewer and water pipe; contract was 
given for same, amounting to $7,668.75. The new 
Lion House, started during the year 1920, was com- 
pleted on January 11, 1921, at a cost of $61,335. At 
the Refectory Building the large retaining wall was in 
a dangerous condition. Contract was given for the 
rebuilding of same and work was completed in Decem- 
ber, 1920, at a cost of $2,526. This building, which has 
been sadly in need of repair for a number of years, was 
entirely renovated during the year 1921. Contract 
was given early in July and work was completed on 
November 1, at a cost of $12,860. The work of restoring 
Ellicott Cottage, which was destroyed by fire, was 
finished May 1. The amount of the contract was 
$10,450. The rear entrance to the Refectory Building 
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was changed to permit the golfers to go directly into the 
club house. This contract amounted to $3,470. 


DORCHESTER. 


At Ronan Park a heavy galvanized wire fence was 
erected on the easterly boundary wall, and a contract 
was let at a cost of $1,305. 

Permanent seats were placed on McConnell Park and 
Gibson Street Playground for the use of the spectators 
at the various ball games. 

At Edward Everett square and Richardson square 
there have been two very dangerous corners at street 
intersections; contract was given and the work was 
started in August, 1920, finished in September. The 
amount of the contract was $1,802.75. The work 
consisted of the rearrangement of lights, widening of 
the roadway and removing dangerous curbing at park. 


West Roxsury. 


The large area of land purchased at the corner of 
Ashland and South streets has been named the Irving 
W. Adams Park. The contract for grading and con- 
crete work was started on October 22, 1920, and com- 
pleted May 1, 1921. The amount of this contract was 
$16,910. 


ROSLINDALE. 


At this playground wire fences were erected to inclose 
the tennis courts. This work was in conjunction with 
the wire fences erected at Wood Island Park; a contract 
was given in June and the work completed in August. 
The amount of the contract was $4,093.40. 


RoxBurRy. 


Land was taken for playground purposes at Mozart 
street which was developed during the year 1920; 
contract was given for grading, drainage and building 
retaining wall which will permit of the enlarging of the 
playground surface work; work was started August 16 
and completed September 25, 1920 — $9,195. 

Contract was let for the construction of a field house 
and shelter; work was started in April and completed 
in October; amounting to $16,445 at Mozart Street 
Playground. 
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Contract was given for the regrading of the Mission 
Hill Playground for the purpose of enlarging the present 
ball field and fences for running track; work was started 
May 10 and completed July 24, 1920. Amount of 
contract was $5,105.45. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


Contract was given for the erection of a fence on the 
boundary lines at Arnold Arboretum and work was 
completed during the year 1921. Amount of contract, 
$4,715. 

The large area connected with Carolina Avenue 
Playground, which has never been utilized by this 
department for playground purposes, was made useable 
by the tearing down of the buildings, and a contract 
was given which started on October 4, for the enlarge- 
ment of the existing playground and construction work 
necessary for same. 


SoutH Boston. 


The old iron fence surrounding Thomas Park, which 
has been disintegrating for a number of years, was 
entirely rebuilt; contract was started on May 1 and 
completed June 16, amounting to $1,840.50. 

At Marine Park the Head House was added to and 
completely altered. This work consisted of a new 
bathhouse and new pier; work was started September 
29, 1920, and completed for the bathing season in June, 
at a cost of $133,675. 


BRIGHTON. 


On the Allston Playground the erection of a new 
field house was started on November 18, work was 
completed May 1; the cost of same was $20,875. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


A contract was given for the construction of wooden 
lockers at the Dewey Beach bathhouse to take the place 
of the former metal lockers which were in a dilapidated 
and unsafe condition, due to the salt air. Work was 
started May 22, 1920, and finished June 15, 1920, and 
amounted to $3,990. 

A contract was also given for a new roof on the 
Charlestown Heights building. Work was started 
August 11 and completed October 22; it cost $4,771. 
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East Boston. 


A contract was given to construct a playground on the 
old Eagle Hill Reservoir, not used for a great many 
years and turned over to this department for playground 
purposes. Work was started June 28, 1920, and com- 
pleted May 21, 1921. The amount of the contract was 
$32,245. Contract was also given for the erection of a 
field house and shelter at the new Kagle Hill Playground, 
work on which was started August 3, 1920, completed 
January 15, 1921. The amount of the contract was 
$36,784. 

A contract was given July 22, 1920, for the building of 
oak seats with concrete posts on playgrounds and parks; 
on Wood Island Park 440 linear feet was constructed; 
Eagle Hill, 200 feet. Work was completed on November 
1. The amount of the contract was $2,750. 


SoutH ENp. 


Randolph Street Playground: This playground on 
which no work has been done for a number of years, 
was put in first-class condition by resurfacing, erecting 
pipe rail fence, repairs to fence, repairs to building and 
shelter and the erection of concrete seats. The contract 
was given and work was started on July 21 and finished 
on December 16. The amount of the contract was 
$5,465.70. 


Ciry GREENHOUSES. 


The new greenhouses were added to by the con- 
struction of a storage shed; the grounds were graded and 
the walks and drives were improved, and the buildings 
are now housing the entire plants of the cemetery and 
park divisions. 


BEACHES. 


The various beaches throughout the city were sanded 
early in the spring. A great many repairs were needed 
on the L Street building, also at North End Park 
building. 

On account of the extremely hot season during the 
summer months, the beaches were heavily patronized. 
Not a single life was lost on any of the beaches under 
the jurisdiction of this department. 
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GYMNASIA. 


The activities in the gymnasia which were seriously 
interfered with on account of the buildings being 
occupied by the State Guards, also on account of the 
coal shortage, were renewed and the large classes were 
again on regular schedule. The curriculum has been 
added to and it is expected that in another year the 
gymnasia will be as well patronized as ever. 


Motu AND TREE DIvISION. 


The force was added to and subdivided so that each 
gang had a suburb of the city to take care of. The 
systematic planting of trees was continued during the 
year, and the list of estates infested was taken; these 
places were cleaned or sprayed by the moth force during 
the year. 


BAND CONCERTS. 


Over one hundred band concerts were held during the 
summer months at the following places: Boston Com- 
mon, Marine Park, Franklin Park and Jamaica Pond. 
The noon concerts were continued at the Parkman 
Bandstand and were very well patronized. 


ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN AND AQUARIUM. 


Zoo.— Another building was added in the ranges for 
the protection of the sacred cows, kangaroos, llamas and 
deer, which makes a very welcome change, both to the 
looks of the place and the benefit of the animals. A 
large number of new exhibits. were added to the Zoo, 
particularly in the Bird House. One of the most 
important acquisitions to the Zoo during the year 1920 
was a pair of beautiful leopards. The acquisitions have 
been large, owing to the great many donations and the 
losses have been very small. The completion of the 
Lion House was a great addition to the Zoo and its 
sanitation is as near perfect as it is possible to get 
same. Work has been started on the building of outside 
cages, which we expect will be completed during the 
ensuing year. 

Aquarium.— Changes were made in the basement of 
the Aquarium which permitted the construction of 
shower baths and toilets for the benefit of the public 
using the tennis courts in the Aquarium grounds. 
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During the year 125 varieties of mammals, fishes, 
reptiles and invertebrates were shown. At the present 
time there are 477 specimens on exhibition representing 
48 varieties. Considerable trouble was experienced 
during the year with gas disease among the marine 
fishes. In August the salt water in the big storage 
tank was replenished by 160,000 gallons brought down 
from the harbor by water boat. This quantity was 
needed to replace the losses by leakage and evaporation. 
In conjunction with the New York and Philadelphia 
aquariums, a collecting trip was made to Key West, 
Florida. The receipts were not as large as hoped for. 
However, the trip added to the exhibit of tropical 
marine fishes. More or less trouble has been expe- 
rienced recently with fungus on the fresh water fishes. 
It is hoped that this will be overcome in the near future. 


CEMETERY DIVISION. 


A large amount of work in the laying out of walks, 
drives and in the planting of evergreens was done in the 
old Cemetery Department which was consolidated 
with the Park Department on November 11, 1920. 
The house formerly used by the superintendent was 
destroyed by fire of an incendiary origin. A new 
wrought-iron fence was erected on the boundary lines 
of Paine and Canterbury streets; the work was finished 
March 1, 1921. The amount of the contract was 
$20,040.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear S1r,— In accordance with the requirements of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the revised Ordinances of 1914, I 
respectfully submit herewith a detailed report of the busi- 
ness of the Printing Department for the year beginning 
February 1, 1921, and ending January 31, 1922. 

The physical and financial condition of the depart- 
ment may be ascertained from the report of the firm of 
George Lyall & Co., certified public accountants. 

Since accepting the position of superintendent of this 
department it has been my most earnest aim to make the 
department an up-to-date institution. The strike of the 
past year has in no way hindered that aim. Had patience, 
good will and common sense prevailed on the part of the 
union officials, to whom the welfare of the employees was 
intrusted by their respective unions, that unfortunate inci- 
dent could have been avoided, as your Honor well under- 
stands. 
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The department has been thoroughly renovated and 
is now, as your Honor would wish, a model of cleanliness. 

The linotype composing machines added to the mechan- 
ical equipment of the department during my term as super- 
intendent have accomplished all that was expected of them. 
Their usefulness during the past year was made manifest 
beyond question in the handling of the vastly increased 
volume of work entailed in the printing of the police list, 
which was twice the size of former years through the listing 
of women voters. It would have been impossible without 
the linotype machines to have turned out the regular print- 
ing work of the various city departments so speedily when 
a job of such size as the police list was being handled by 
the department along with the regular work. 

The cost of our printing has been kept far below the 
cost of like work produced for the Printing Department by 
outside printing firms who aided this department during 
the strike period above mentioned. 

In leaving the department I look back through the 
trying times of the World War, when rising prices of mate- 
rials needed for operation and several wage increases to the 
employees created problems. of cost, making the work of 
operation difficult. Many of the departments complained 
at the increased cost of their printed work. The Finance 
Commission appointed an expert to investigate our system 
of charging. The result of that investigation proved the 
fairness of our increased rates for printing furnished by this 
department. 

The complete report of the investigator can be found 
in City Document No. 65 of the year 1920 and it is a 
gratifying vindication of the department’s business policy 
during my term as superintendent. » 

The reports of the George Lyall & Co. firm of certified 
public accountants, who for the past three years have exam- 
ined physical and financial transactions of the department, 
prove all that the Finance Commission expert set forth i in 
Document 65 above mentioned. 

The labor cost of the department is higher than ever 
before, although in keeping with other printing establish- 
ments of our city. The cost of materials needed in opera- 
tion is beginning to take a downward trend, making possible 
a lower cost of printing for all of the city departments dur- 
ing the coming year, aided largely by the installation of the 
linotype composing machines. 

The finances of the department have been in good 
shape during the years of my administration, and I am leav- 
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ing them sound, with the physical condition equal to the 
most modern printing shop in our city. 

At this time I desire to compliment the employees of 
the Printing: Department for their efficiency during my 
term as Superintendent of Printing. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to your 
Honor for the many helpful suggestions and aid in carrying 
on the administration of the affairs of the Printing Depart- 
ment.

The result of the year’s operations (Exhibit B) shows a 
net profit of $57,293.88.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 321, 1922. 


Boston, February 1, 1922, 
Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with Revised Ordinances the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1922, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 
Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


_The department is composed of five main divisions, 
Viz. : 

Central Office.— The Central Office is composed of 
the accounting force of the entire department under the 
charge of the secretary and chief clerk. 

Bridge and Ferry Division.— This division, under a 
division engineer, has the charge and care of all bridges 
used as highways which are in whole, or in part, under 
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the control of the city; the care and management of the 
ferries owned by the city, including boats, slips, drops 
and buildings. 

Nore.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor of 
Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this commis- 
sion and also because one half of the expense of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is in 
this report treated as a division of this department. 

Highway Division.— This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of the construction, reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance of roadways and sidewalks; the 
care of lamps and the lighting of streets, parks and alleys. 

Sewer and Sanitary Division.— This division, under 
a division engineer, has charge of the construction of 
sewers, catch-basins and waterways; the collection of 
and removal of ashes, garbage, refuse, street clearing 
and the oiling and watering of streets. 

Water Duivision.— This division, under a division 
engineer, has the care of water pipes, installation of 
meters, water service, laying and relaying of water 
mains and the high pressure fire service. 


REVIEW. 


A brief summary of the principal activities of the 
Public Works Department during the year ending 
January 31, 1922, follows: 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


A new steel deck girder bridge, encased in concrete, 
was constructed in Ashland street, West Roxbury, over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 

A new steel bridge, encased in concrete, was con- 
structed on Clarendon street, over the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford and Boston & Albany Railroads. 

A new bridge of reinforced concrete has been con- 
structed on Hyde Park avenue, over Mother brook, 
Hyde Park. 

A new footbridge has been built in the Public Garden, 
for the Park Department, under the supervision and 
direction of this department. 


Puspitic Works DEPARTMENT. 3 


A section of the Dover Street Bridge on the Boston 
side, which had been destroyed by. fire last August, has 
been entirely reconstructed,'the work being done by the 
day labor force of the Boston Transit Department. 

Appropriations have been provided for the construc- 
tion of a new bascule bridge between Boston and Chelsea 
in place of the existing temporary pile bridge which was 
constructed about nine years ago. 

The bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad at 
Cambridge street, Allston, will be rebuilt during 1922. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


Two new steel ferryboats, the ‘‘Lieutenant Flah- 
erty’? and the ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo,”’ have been built 
and are now in commission. They have been equipped 
with special pumps and nozzles for assisting the Fire 
Department in the event of waterfront fires. 

The ferryboat ‘‘Noddle Island”’ had its machinery 
completely overhauled and repaired and a new super- 
structure built providing for four lines of roadway traffic. 

As a result of the large appropriation you have author- 
ized for the rehabilitation of the Ferry Service, we now 
have seven boats with a teaming capacity of more than 
one hundred per cent of that provided heretofore. 

‘wor old’ terryboats, the) D..)Ds Kelly”. and 
‘“General Hancock,’’ which were unfit for further 
service, have been sold. 

Designs have been completed, and we are now ready 
to advertise for proposals for the reconstruction of two 
ferry entrances providing for two lines of traffic entering 
and leaving the boats, in place of the existing roadway 
which permits only a single line of traffic with the con- 
sequent delays caused thereby. 


Engineering parties from this department have been 
loaned to the Institutions, Fire, Hospital and Public 
Buildings Department, and an appreciable saving in the 
cost of engineering work has been accomplished. 

A new wall was constructed along the line of the 
Roxbury canal where the old bulkhead and walls had 
collapsed in the rear of the Paving, Sanitary, Sewer and 
Water yards and the City Hospital, and the canal 
dredged to allow larger barges to deliver coal to the 
hospital at a saving of approximately $1 per ton per 
year on coal for the Hospital Department. 
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PAVING SERVICE. 


In the Highway Division we have continued your 
policy of reconstructing the main traffic arteries to the 
suburban sections of the city, as well as the heavy 
traffic business streets in the city proper. Among the 
more important highways are: 

Chelsea street, Charlestown, widening. 

Chelsea street, from Maverick square to Day square, 
East Boston. 

Dorchester street, from Broadway to Eighth street, 
South Boston. 

Dorchester avenue, from Fields corner to Peabody 
square, Dorchester. 

Morton street, from Harvard to LIST AULy street, 
Dorchester. 

Washington street, from Roslindale square ‘to West 
Roxbury parkway, West Roxbury. 

Walnut avenue and Sigourney street, from Columbus 
avenue to Glen road, Roxbury. 

Columbus avenue, from Roxbury Crossing to Seaver 
street, Roxbury. 

Centre street, from Columbus avenue to Green street, 
Jamaica Plain. 

Green street, from Centre to Call streets, Jamaica 
Plain. 

Centre street, from Allandale street to Spring street, 
West Roxbury. 

Beech street, from Centre street to Poplar street, West 
Roxbury. 

Portland street, from Hanover to Causeway streets, 
city proper. 

Merrimac street, from Haymarket square to Portland 
street, city proper. 

Friend street, from Union to Causeway streets, city 
proper. 

Richmond street, from Hanover street to Atlantic 
avenue, city proper. 

Market street, Brighton, from Washington street to 
Western avenue. 

Cambridge street, from Charles river to the Boston 
& Albany Railroad bridge, Brighton. 

Hyde Park avenue from Clarendon Hills to Cleary 
square, Hyde Park. River street, from the railroad 
bridge to Fairmount avenue, Hyde Park. Charles 
street, from Beacon to Cambridge streets, city proper — 
street widened to 80 feet and permanently paved. 


Pustic Works DEPARTMENT. 5 


Chestnut Hill avenue, from Beacon street to Com- 
monwealth avenue — widened to 80 feet. In this con- 
nection the area between Beacon street and the Brook- 
line line was completed with a reserved area providing 
a 65-foot roadway around Cleveland circle. 

Poplar street, from Roslindale to Hyde Park line. 

The widening of North Beacon street, from Market 
street to the Watertown line, Brighton. 

Construction of Stuart street, from Huntington avenue 
to Washington street, city proper. 

Construction of a new roadway through Franklin 
Park, from Morton street to the Arborway. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


Approximately 22,000 linear feet of sewers and surface 
drains have been constructed, the most important of 
which are: 

Roslindale branch of Stony brook. 

Muddy river conduit in Brookline avenue, Roxbury. 

Rebuilding of the old wooden sewer in Chatham 
street, city proper. 

Extending the Lubec street overflow in East Boston. 

Necessary sewers for the widening of Chelsea street, 
Charlestown. 

Construction of sanitary sewer in Parker avenue and 
North Harvard street, Brighton. 

Extension of the Farragut road overflow, South 
Boston. 

Construction of a sewer for the relief of the City Point 
section of South Boston, where floodings had occurred 
for years. 

Pumping engine No. 5 at the Calf Pasture pumping 
station has been completely overhauled at an expense 
of approximately $100,000. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


A new Elgin motor-driven pick-up machine has been 
purchased; and by the use of car sprinklers and motor- 
driven flushers a more sanitary method of cleaning 
streets has been made possible, particularly in the down- 
town section and on the main arteries. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


The City Council awarded to Coleman Brothers, Inc., 
the lowest bidder, after public advertisement, a contract 
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for the disposal of ashes, garbage,and refuse for a period 
of ten years commencing July 1, 1922, at a total cost of 
$3,795,000. 

WateER DIVISION. 


Approximately 50,000 linear feet of water pipe were 
relaid throughout the city. The mains taken out were 
small and nearly filled up. Their replacement with 
larger mains has made a notable improvement in the 
supply of water for household and fire purposes. 

About 2,500 feet of 24-inch pipe, laid in 1885, in Per- 
kins street, West Roxbury, were relaid with 36-inch 
pipe. This work is the first step in a plan to afford an 
adequate second high service supply from the Metro- 
politan mains. 

The 36-inch high service main in Harrison avenue has 
been completed over the railroad bridge near Broadway, 
greatly improving the high service supply to the high 
value district of the city proper. 

Six and one-half miles of old mains were cleaned in 
East Boston and Brighton, the carrying capacity of 
which had been greatly reduced by filling up. ‘Their 
restoration to the original size of the pipe provides a 
great improvement in the supply, particularly for fire 
protection. 

In cooperation with the United States Government, a 
much needed improvement has been made in the fire- 
fighting facilities at the United States Public Health 
Service Hospital in West Roxbury. 

Pitometer waste surveys have been completed of 
the South Boston distribution system, a portion of the 
South End system, the high service system in the city 
proper, Roxbury and the greater portion of Dorchester, 
and a portion of the low service system of the city 
proper. Work is now in progress on a section of the 
low service system of Roxbury and the Back Bay. A 
large number of leaks have been located and stopped, 
with an appreciable decrease in the cost to the city 
for consumption. 

The work of installing meters, in compliance with 
the statute, has been carried on. Approximately 3,000 
new water meters were installed during the year. 


HicuH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


The two pumping stations of the High Pressure Fire 
Service have been completed and were placed in opera- 
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tion last November. One in the Edison station on 
Atlantic avenue, opposite Pearl street, is equipped 
with two electrically-driven, 4-stage centrifugal pumps, 
each of a capacity of 3,000 gallons per minute, at 300 
pounds pressure. ‘The equipment in the Lincoln Power 
Station of the Boston Elevated Railway Company con- 
sists of two steam turbine-driven, 3-stage centrifugal 
pumps, each of a capacity of 3,000 gallons per minute, 
at 300 pounds pressure. 

During the year over 4,000 linear feet of 12-inch, 
16-inch and 20-inch high pressure pipe were laid in 
extending the system and twenty-one new hydrants 
were established. 

In submitting the final report of my service as Com- 
missioner of Public Works, I beg leave to express to 
your Honor my deep appreciation of the constant 
support and assistance which you have so generously 
and whole-heartedly given to me. 

Your administration covered the most trying period 
in the history of the city, when the Federal require- 
ments during the World War necessitated the abandon- 
ment of important activities of this department in 
particular. Nevertheless a radical improvement has 
been made under your direction in every branch of this 
department. Practically every official and employee 
ranking below the division heads has received a gen- 
erous increase in salary or wages. Unnecessary posi- 
tions have been abolished without entailing hardship 
through the discharge of superannuated employees, and 
invariably promotions have been made on merit with 
due regard for seniority and with no consideration on 
account of political preferment. In my opinion the 
morale of the department has greatly benefited by your 
courteous and generous treatment of the employees. 

I desire also to express my appreciation of the loyal 
support of the great majority of the supervisory officials 
and employees who withstood the temptations for 
greatly increased compensation in other fields. With- 
out their loyalty, the various activities of this depart- 
ment would have been seriously hampered.

The estimates were made in segregated form to the 
Mayor, who made such allowance for each item in the 
budget as he considered necessary and submitted them 
to the City Council. The total maintenance appropri- 
ations as passed by the City Council and approved by 
the Mayor are shown below. On another page will be 
found the total expenditures by each service for each 
item in the segregated budget:

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1922. 
Mr. Tuomas F. SULLIVAN, 


Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Str —I respectfully submit the following report 
of the income, expenditures and operation of the Bridge 
and Ferry Division for the year ending January 31, 
1922. The expenditures of the division in the regular 
maintenance appropriations of the department were 
$917,425.17. Under a number of special appropriations 
$970,631.48 was expended, making the total expenditure 
for the year $1,888,056.65. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


Apportionment of Cost of Bridges between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The City of Chelsea has as yet paid nothing 
toward the maintenance cost of Chelsea Bridge and 
Meridian Street Bridge. 

Cambridge Street Bridge — Allston Bridge (over the 
Boston and Albany Railroad).— This bridge should be 
rebuilt. 

Beacon Street Bridge (over the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road).— This bridge should be rebuilt. 

Chelsea Bridge (over the South Channel of the Mystic 
river).— Work on the rebuilding of this bridge should 
be begun this year. 

Congress Street Bridge.— This bridge is antiquated, 
in bad condition, and should be replaced with a new 
structure within the next two or three years. 

Dartmouth Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road).— This bridge should have extensive repairs made 
to make it safe. 


Arlington Street Bridge. 


The easterly sidewalk of the Arlington Street Bridge 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad at Arlington square 
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was rebuilt in March and April of this year. Some of 
the brackets were replaced by new ones and considerable 
patching and strengthening was done, new stringers 
and floor were aid. ‘The steel work was done by the 
Transit Department force, woodwork and painting by 
the Bridge Service force. 


Ashland Street Bridge. 


The contract which was awarded to the Boston Bridge 
Works and approved by the Mayor, July 6, 1920, for 
the reconstruction of the superstructure of this bridge 
was completed July 7, 1921, at a cost of $54,000. 

By the completion of this work a modern steel and 
concrete bridge, paved with granite blocks and grout 
jointed, took the place of the old wood and iron bridge. 

The new structure is 50 feet wide, with a clear span 
of 73 feet. Two sidewalks, 6 feet wide, are provided. 
The new steel deck girders are encased in concrete with 
a concrete floor slab resting on them. ‘The duct lines 
for the Boston Elevated Railway and the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company are carried underneath the 
southerly sidewalk encased in concrete. The westerly 
approach was regraded and paved with granite block, 
grout jointed down to Hyde Park avenue, 


Bennington Street Bridge. 


The floor of the northerly section of the Bennington 
Street Bridge was rebuilt and the steel work supporting 
the floor strengthened and painted. A contract was 
made with John B. Dolan for the rebuilding of the floor. 
This consisted in removing all wooden stringers on the 
bridge, planking with 3-inch tongued and grooved 
planking, water-proofing and paving with wood blocks, 
with asphalt joints. This work cost $3,047.20. The 
steel floor beams were strengthened by stiffeners under 
the stringer kearings and the steel work was cleaned 
and painted. The steel work and painting was done by 
day labor forces. 


Charlestown and Warren Bridges. 


December 6, 1921, W. 8S. Rendle & Co. was awarded a 
contract for repairing the fender piers of the Charlestown 
and Warren Bridges. The face of the draw pier of 
Charlestown Bridge was repaired by removing vertical 
planking and placing new wales on the existing piles. 
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The face of the draw pier of Warren Bridge was 
repaired with 6-inch vertical plank. 

Capsills, stringers, riders’, caps, etc., of the piers were 
renewed where necessary and some piles refitted and 
refastened. 

The entire pier was replanked and fences erected to 
restrict the areas to be used in the future to smaller 
_ dimensions. 

The drawtender’s house at Warren Bridge was under- 
pinned and the platform which surrounds it rebuilt. 

This work cost $19,311.67. 


Chelsea Bridge North. 


The southerly approach to the draw span of the 
Chelsea Bridge North had settled so low near the draw 
crack that it was necessary to raise the grade of the 
street surface to avoid accidents to street railway and 
vehicular travel. This was done by taking up the granite 
block paving, raising the curbs with new timber, repairing 
the under planking and sidewalk planking where neces- 
sary and relaying the paving and street railway tracks at 
the new grades on a deeper sand cushion. The cost of 
this work was $3,949.95. 


Clarendon Street Bridge. 


The construction of the new Clarendon Street Bridge 
over the tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and the Boston & Albany Railroad was com- 
pleted Miay 7, 1921. 

A contract was made with Coleman Brothers, 
approved on February 9, 1920, for the removal of the 
old structure over the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, consisting of brick arches and concrete slabs 
resting on steel I-beams and girders which formed the 
original foundation for the Back Bay Hotel, the hotel 
itself being removed by the railroad company prior to 
the contract. This work was completed May 4, 1920. 

A new reinforced concrete abutment was built at the 
northerly end of the bridge. 

The bridge, 60’feet wide and 131 feet long, was then 
built utilizing the old piers and abutments which formed 
the foundation of the Back Bay Hotel for other supports. 
It consists of three spans. The two easterly spans over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rai'road are of 
steel beams encased in concrete; the westerly span over 
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the Boston & Albany Railroad has two through plate 
girders with a floor of steel beams encased in concrete. 
The pavement is granite block with grouted joints; 
considerable work was required on the _ southerly 
approach, consisting of grading and filling. The road- 
way of the approach was surfaced with asphalt on a con- 
crete base. | 

The job was done by the John McCourt Company 
under contract approved May 24, 1920, and was com- 
pleted May 7, 1921, at a cost of $115,220. 


Columbus Avenue Bridge. 


Columbus Avenue Bridge over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, a pony truss bridge carrying two roadways, 
built in 1877 and rebuilt in 1899, has been extensively 
repaired during the year. The bottom chords of the 
trusses, the floor beams and sidewalk brackets were 
patched and strengthened. New stringers and floor 
plank were laid and some cleaning and painting done. 
The steel work was done by the Transit Department 
force, woodwork and painting by the Bridge Service. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge. 


On account of decay the westerly sidewalk on the north 
approach to the draw span collapsed and fell into the 
channel. This was rebuilt under contract by John P. 
Cavanagh, with yellow pine underplank and new asphalt 
surface at an expense to the City of Boston of $3 924.26. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


On June 1, 1921, a bad fire destroyed the two middle 
girders and several floor beams and stringers of the 
middle span of the Boston approach to the draw span. 
In the rebuilding the design was changed to allow for 
a concrete floor slab instead of the original 6-inch yellow 
pine plank, on which would be placed the granite block 
pavement. [Two new steel center girders were built 
and new steel floor beams and steel stringers provided 
in place of those destroyed. A concrete floor slab is to 
be laid on the steel stringers; the granite paving block 
to be recut and laid with an asphalt mastic joint. The 
wooden platform supporting the water pipes under the 
bridge is to be removed, and a reenforced concrete slab 
walk substituted. The wooden formwork around the 
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Edison conduit is also to be removed. Repairs will 
also be required to shelf angles and floor beams of the 
other spans. The work of reconstruction will be com- 
pleted early in the coming year. The work is being 
done chiefly by day labor forces of the Transit 
Department. 

A damaged section of the upstream draw pier of this 
bridge was repaired by driving new piles bringing the 
face of the pier out 15 inches to a straight line. Both 
faces of the waterway were repaired, as well as part of 
the surface. 

W. H. Ellis & Son Company was the contractor. 
Work was completed December 12, 1921, at a cost of 
$2,850.32. 

It was found that salt water action on concrete had 
badly damaged the center draw pier of the bridge. 
This was repaired by the application of gunite to the 
eroded portions with a cement gun. Steel reinforce- 
ment was placed before the gunite was applied. 

The work was done by Maurice M. Devine and 
completed November 19, 1921, at a cost of $2,078. 

Navigation lights have been installed on the Dover 
street draw which is a swinging span. There are four 
draw lanterns and five pier lanterns fitted with electric 
lamps wired with double conductor armored cable. 
The switches are hand operated and located in the 
operating cabinet. This work was done under con- 
tract by Sterns, Perry & Smith for the sum of $791 
and completed December 12. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Mother Brook). 


On September 20, 1921, a contract was approved 
with the General Construction Company, Inc., for the 
rebuilding of this bridge. The old steel and wooden 
bridge is to be replaced by a modern concrete bridge 
paved with granite blocks. About one half of this 
work is completed. The estimated cost of doing this 
work according to the bid is $11,250. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge. 


Massachusetts Avenue bridge over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad has been stripped and repaired this 
year. Bottom chords of the trusses, floor beams, side- 
walk brackets and bracing were patched and strength- 
ened where badly deteriorated; the lower part of the 
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bridge was cleaned and painted and a new wooden 
floor and sidewalk was laid. The steel work was done 
by the Transit Department force, woodwork and paint- 
ing by the Bridge Service, all day labor. 


Meridian Street Bridge Draw Span. 


On August 2, 1921, a contract with W. H. Ellis & Son 
Company was approved for cleaning by sand blast and 
painting the steel work of the draw span of the 
Meridian Street Bridge. This work was completed 
September 30, 1921, at a cost of $2,450. 


New Allen Street Bridge, Hyde Park. 


The floor of New Allen Street Bridge over the New 
York, New Haven «& Harttord Railroad, Hyde Park 
was rebuilt by V. Grande, contract approved June 
1Se1921. 

The new floor was constructed with new yellow pine 
stringers laid by the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad and 38-inch tongued and grooved yellow pine 
plank with waterproofing and wood block paving with 
asphalt filler. The cost of the work to the city was 
$4,900. Sometime after completion of the contract one 
of the spans of this bridge was destroyed by fire. It is 
now closed to traffic pending the rebuilding of the 
destroyed span by the railroad. 


Public Garden Bridge. 


The wooden floor of the Public Garden Bridge was 
removed and a steel and concrete floor was built in its 
place. The suspension rods which supported the wooden 
floor were shortened and imbedded in the new concrete 
floor slab, the effect of this being that while the bridge 
floor is now a separate unit independent of the old 
suspension chains, the appearance of the bridge remains 
practically unchanged. 

The work was completed May 2, 1922, by A. Grande, 
at a cost to the city of $4,740, the cost being borne by 
the Park Department. 


Sprague Street Bridge, Hyde Park. 


The roadway of this bridge was sheathed with new 
2-inch spruce sheathing and the under plank and side- 
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walks repaired where needed under contract with John 
P. Cavanagh, approved June 138, 1921. The cost of 
this work was $2,422.50. 


Warren Bridge. 


Bids were received for repairs to the piers and fender 
guards for water pipes at Warren Bridge (over the 
Charles river), January 4, 1921. The W. S. Rendle 
Company was awarded a contract for doing the work 
at an estimated cost of $5,762. 

Piling was removed, spurshores refitted and new 
timber placed where necessary. 

The work was completed March 7, 1921, at a cost to 
the Water Service of $7,108.03. 


West Glenwood Avenue Bridge (over Mother Brook, Hyde 
Park). 


The old wooden floor was removed from this bridge. 
New stringers were placed, new tongued and grooved 
yellow pine plank put on them, a layer of waterproofing 
felt put on this plank and the wearing surface of wood 
block paving with mastic joints laid on the felt. 

This work was done under contract with the John M. 
McCourt Company, at a cost of $3,037, and was com- 
pleted August 20, 1921. 

The steel work of this bridge was cleaned and painted 
by division forces at the same time. 


West Newton Street Bridge (over The New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad). 


West Newton Street Bridge, over the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is a deck girder bridge 
consisting of a number of shallow plate girders spaced 
about 5 feet apart on which a wooden deck is supported. 
During the year the Edison Illuminating Company 
which has conduits across the bridge took up a part of 
the roadway to repair their conduits and it was thought 
advisable while this was being done to make needed 
repairs on the girders and stringer seats. Some cleaning 
and painting was done and a new wooden floor laid. 
The steel work was done by the Transit Department 
force, and the woodwork and painting by the Bridge 
Service. 
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Drawtenders’ Houses. 


November 21, 1921. A contract was approved with 
Joseph E. Somerset for repairing the roofing on the 
drawtenders’ houses at the bridges at Summer street, 
over Fort Point channel, Dover street, Charlestown, and 
Summer street over the Reserved channel. 

Slate roofs were placed on the houses at Dover street 
and Summer street, over Fort Point channel; asphalt 
shingles on Charlestown and on Summer street over 
Reserved channel. 

The work was completed January 9, 1922, at a cost of 
$1,789. 


Public Landings. 


A contract was awarded to George T. Rendle, April 
13, 1921, for repairing the decking, planking, mooring 
gear, knees and hatches and for the entire calking and 
pitching of the underwater bodies of the pontoons of 
the public landings located at Summer Street Bridge 
and Northern Avenue Bridge. The cost of the work 
was $1,983.95. 


Roxbury Canal. 


At the Roxbury Canal the bulkhead in the sanitary 
yard failed and the walls in the paving yard, sewer 
yard and City Hospital property were either bulging 
or had fallen into the canal. 

In reconstruction a platform on piles was built, the 
top of which is at elevation 7.50. At the face of this 
platform was constructed a masonry wall backed with 
concrete, the masonry being obtained from the old walls. 
The coping of the wall in the sanitary yard is of concrete, 
but elsewhere it is of granite, 

In the water yard the existing granite wall was in 
good condition and a relieving platform on piles was 
built behind it and the wall anchored to the platform. 
The cap on this wall was relaid. Fender piles were 
placed along the entire length of the canal. 

The canal was dredged to a depth of from 8 feet to 
13 feet at low water. The total length of wall built 
was about 1,350 feet, and the work was done under 
contract by the W. 8. Rendle Company; completed 
July 28, 1921, at a cost of $220,485.41. 

A contract was let June 22, 1921, to W. S. Rendle 
for planking in the sides and ends of the dumping plat- 
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form of the Sanitary Service at the Roxbury Canal for 
the sum of $1,849. There was included in this contract 
the construction of a galvanized-iron shelter over the 
hole through which the refuse was dumped This work 
was necessary to stop the odors rising from the scows 
and spreading through the neighborhood. 

The Bridge Division has furnished and erected at the 
City Paving Yard, Roxbury Canal, a 5-ton stiff-leg 
derrick to replace the old wooden one which had to be 
removed when the sea wall of the canal was rebuilt. 

This derrick is an ‘‘Insley’’ all steel derrick with a 
boom 70 feet long and swings about 260 degrees. It 
has a capacity of five tons at its lowest boom and is 
electrically operated. The hoisting engine is a‘‘ Mundy” 
type with two drums and winch heads and safety device 
for automatically holding the loads. It is driven by 
a 35 horse power General Electric motor. The swing- 
ing engine is of the same type with a single drum and 
operated by a 10 horse power motor. Drum controllers 
and resistance are mounted on the engine frames con- 
venient for one man operating. The plant exclusive of 
the foundations was furnished and installed by the 
P. I. Perkins Company, for the sum of $6,551. 


Strandway Beach, Strandway, South Boston. 


November 8, 1921, a contract was approved with the 
D. M. Biggs Company for surfacing the beach on the 
Strandway at the foot of M and N streets. 

This contract also provided for building a concrete 
wall and steps at the top of the beach with granolithic 
walks and planting spaces. 

The work is about one third completed. 


Fireboat Wharf, Northern Avenue Bridge. 


August 25, 1921, a contract was approved for the 
repairing of the fireboat wharf at the Northern Avenue 
Bridge. 

The work was done under the supervision of the divi- 
sion for the Fire Department. New fender piles were 
driven; caps, stringers and planking were repaired where 
necessary. 

The contractor on the work was W. H. Ellis & Son 
Company, who completed it September 6, at a cost of 
$1,343.40. 
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Long Island Wharves. 


W. S. Rendle was awarded a contract for repairing 
and strengthening the northwest wharf September 6, 
1921. 

The runway was entirely replaced. A pump well 
about 14 feet by 20 feet near the site of the abandoned 
drop was built and such piles, stringers, caps, chocks and 
fencing on the wharf as were decayed were replaced. 

This work cost $4,938.66 and was supervised by this 
division for the Institutions Department. 

The east wharf at Long Island, with the coal pocket 
and drop, was repaired by contract with George T. 
Rendle. New piling, planking and stringers were placed 
on the wharf. The caps under the coal shed were 
strengthened and repaired, new planking timber and 
hinges put on the landing drop. The cost was $16,270.17. 
The above work was done under the direction of this 
division for the Institutions Department. 


Steamboat ‘‘ Monitor.”’ 


At the request of the Commissioner of Institutions 
this department drew up specifications for and super- 
vised the work on the steamboat ‘‘Monitor.”’ 

For a considerable period of time the air pump had 
not been overhauled, with the result that extensive 
renewals were required. Both paddle wheels were in 
such condition that much forging and electric welding 
was necessary to put the wheels in satisfactory repair. 
The sanitary pump had become so worn and corroded 
that a new pump was installed rather than attempting 
to repair the old one. A few minor incidental repairs 
were also accomplished. 

A contract for the above work was signed on January 
12, 1922, by the Richard T. Green Company of Chelsea; 
contract price, $1,991. 
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FERRY SERVICE. 


FERRYBOATS ‘‘ LIEUTENANT FLAHERTY’? AND 
‘*RALPH J. PALUMBO.” 


In June there were launched two steel, four-driveway 
screw ferryboats for the service, the ‘‘ Lieutenant 
Flaherty,’’ built by the Groton Iron Works, Groton, 
Conn., contract price $379,950, and the ‘‘Ralph J. 
Palumbo,” built by the Winnisimmet Ship Yard, Inc., 
Chelsea, Mass., contract price $335,000. Both boats 
are alike; the subcontractors for the main engines, 
boilers and auxiliaries furnished duplicate rigs for the 
two boats. So far as the lines and general contour of 
the boats is concerned, they were built from the same 
contract plans. 

The principal dimensions of the boats are as follows: 


Length over all . 174 feet. 
Length, outside to outside of propeller posts. 146 feet 6 inches. 
Beam, extreme over guards . , 57 feet. 
Beam, hull, molded ete IEA Re AO feet. 
Depth, molded ; 15 feet 4 inches. 
Draught with water and fuel ; 9 feet. 


While the general appearance of the two boats is the 
same as the ‘‘John H. Sullivan,” there are several essen- 
tial differences. For vehicles each boat is provided 
with four driveways. To accommodate pedestrians, 
there is not only a narrow cabin on either side of the 
boat extending the entire length of the superstructure, 
but there is provision made by means of two flights of 
removable stairs in each cabin for the passengers to 
ascend to the upper deck; since the upper deck is not 
protected, only at such times as the weather and cir- 
cumstances permit will passengers be allowed to ride 
there. Because of the ever increasing loads to be car- 
ried, the molded beam of the hull has been increased by 
18 inches over the ‘‘John H. Sullivan” and the upper 
body of the hull has been carried out full at the ends in 
order to reduce to a minimum the depressing of the end 
of the boat when a heavy load goes on or off the end. In 
anticipation of a coal shortage, there is installed on both 
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these boats an auxiliary fuel oil firing rig for the boilers. 
To supplement the service of the fire boats, there is 
connected up and ready for service, on both boats, a 
1,500 gallon fire pump furnished with four turret nozzles 
located at the four corners of the upper deck. On the 
main engines there has been only one real radical change 
and that is the use of one common throttle valve instead 
of two independent valves as on the other screw boats 
in the service; this was accomplished by a rearrange- 
ment of the cylinders. It may be noted that service 
has fully justified all changes made from other boats 
running. 


‘“NODDLE ISLAND.”’ 


On February 24 the rebuilt ‘‘Noddle Island”’ was 
launched at the yard of the Richard T. Green Company, 
Chelsea, Mass., contract price $152,400. The general 
measurements of the hull are similar to those of the 
‘Lieutenant Flaherty’’ and ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo,” but 
the boat is built of wood instead of steel. While the 
hull, superstructure and some auxiliaries are new, the 
boat cannot be considered a new one in the same sense 
as the two new steel boats, in that the main engines, 
boilers, much of the piping, many of the valves and 
some of the auxiliaries were in the original hull which 
was built in 1899 by the Lockwood Company. 

The boat is provided with four driveways and four 
small cabins, one cabin at each end of the boat on each 
side. 

The general arrangement of the main deck, cabins 
and superstructure are the same as the ‘‘General Sum- 
ner,’’ the first boat to be changed from a two-driveway 
to a four-driveway boat. 

The chief difference between the original and the 
rebuilt ‘‘ Noddle Island”’ is the hull. In order to accom- 
modate the heavier loading on the new boat, the molded 
beam of the hull was increased from about 37 feet to 
40 feet and the ends, as on the steel boats, were built 
very full above the water line. To give further stiffness 
to the boat, the hull was carried out close to the ends 
of the main deck, thereby reducing the stresses thrown 
in the overhanging fantail while the boat is loading 
and unloading. ‘To further offset the inherent weakness 
in the ends of the hull, there is fitted around each end 
a large knuckle beam which not only gives rigidity but 
distributes widely all stresses from moving loads on the 
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main deck near the ends. Another feature not common 
with the other boats is the elimination of the sponson 
braces under the guards. The value of this item is 
appreciated in excessively cold weather when large 
volumes of ice form on these braces and not only cause 
a greater displacement of the boat but interferes with 
maneuvering. Again, because the main engines, shaft 
and propeller are called on to propel a larger boat than 
they were designed for in the first instance, it was nec- 
essary to carefully consider the lines of the hull so that 
it would not only take care of all loadings but would 
still be readily maneuvered. For these reasons the lines 
of the ‘‘Noddle Island” are radically different from 
those of the steel boats; first, in that the ‘‘Noddle 
Island’’ has a 12-inch keel and, second, in that the mid- 
ship section has a fairly sharp dead rise carried well out, 
while the new steel boats have no keel and the midship 
section is nearly round. To further help in handling 
the boat, the bottom is sheathed with 22-ounce yellow 
metal 

To date, in spite of the heavier duty on the prime 
movers, the boat is giving satisfactory service. 


“D. D. KELLY’ AND “‘GENERAL HANCOCK.”’ 


Shortly after the new boats went in commission the 
“D. D. Kelly,” built in 1879, and the “General Hancock,”’ 
built in 1887, both wooden side wheelers, were sold, the 
“D. D. Kelly”’ for $1,000, the “General Hancock”’ for 
$2,500. 


‘‘HucH O’BrRIEN.”’ 


In February there was a contract made with Bertelsen 
& Petersen Engineering Company to repair the main 
shaft of the ‘‘Hugh O’Brien” which broke without 
warning about the middle of January; the rough turned 
shaft was furnished to the contractor by the city. At 
the same time there were miscellaneous repairs made to 
the main engine. Contract price for this work $2,400. 

In June a contract was made with the R. Minton 
Company to install a new type of roadway barrier at 
either end of the boat. These barriers are essentially 
chains with springs, suitably housed in the supporting 
columns located on either side of the roadway, on the 
ends. These barriers have proved satisfactory. Con- 
tract price $2,000. 

In November a contract was made with the Richard

T. Green Company to repair the guards and make some 
minor repairs to the hull. This work was necessary on 
account of the sagging of the upstream guard. As the 
work progressed the local inspectors required further 
minor repairs. Contract price, $1,489. 


eSOUN HO. SULLIVAN. ” 


In May there was a contract made with the Atlantic 
Works to repair one crank shaft which had been bent, 
line up the engine and shaft, readjust and repair the 
thrust bearings, install a new water service pump and 
make miscellaneous repairs to piping and valves. Con- 
tract price, $3,974. 

While the above repairs were being made, the local 
inspectors required further repairs made on the hull of 
the boat. The work consisted of furnishing in place 
one new rudder pintle bushing repairing one rudder 
bushing, installing two new sea valve nozzles, furnishing 
in place twelve new zincs, the driving of about 4,000 
rivets and painting the hull. A contract was made with 
the Atlantic Works to make these repairs for $3,179. 

In July a contract was made with the Atlantic Works 
to furnish complete two spare propellers, steel castings, 
for the boat. Contract price, $815. 


““GENERAL SUMNER.”’ 


In January to meet the requirements of the local 
inspectors a contract was made with the Atlantic Works 
to make some major repairs to the hull; at the same 
time there were some minor machine repairs made. 
The chief items under this contract are the installing of 
nine new frames under the boilers, the repairing of both 
bilge and boiler keelsons and the repairing of the main 
decks at both ends. The contract to make these repairs 
was taken by the Atlantic Works at $6,737. 


‘“GOVERNOR RUSSELL.”’ 


Aside from small minor repairs, which were made by 
the department force, this boat has required no con- 
siderable expenditure to keep it in service. However, 
owing to the almost continuous running of the boat with 
the resulting wear and racking, there will probably be 
some extensive repairs required in the near future. 
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‘¢ MISCELLANEOUS.”’ 


In April a contract was made with the Atlantic Works 
to repair eight bronze propeller blades for $1,014. 

Again in January another contract was made with the 
same company to repair seven blades for $637. 

The piers of the North Ferry on the Boston and East 
Boston sdes were repaired this year under a contract 
awarded to the W. H. Ellis and Son Co., May 31, 1921. 
The work done under this contract consisted on the East 
Boston side, in rebuilding of the north pier of the North 
Ferry, the repairing of the Coal Shed Wharf, the repair- 
ing of the middle pier of the North Ferry, including the 
rebuilding of the middle pier head which had been broken 
off during the repairs to the North Slip. On the Boston 
side the north pier was rebuilt and the middle pier 
patched. The cost of this work was $15,809.90. 

Lawler Brothers, contractors, were awarded a contract 
December 5, 1921, for repairing the piers at the Boston 
landing of the North Ferry. 

A new head was built at the south pier and the piling, 
girders and planking repaired at a cost of $3,094.29. 
The work was completed February 1, 1922.

THE HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


Mr. THomas F. SuLLIvAN, 
Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Sir,—I1 submit herewith a statement of the 
activities, operations and expenditures of the Paving and 
Lighting Services for the year ending January 31, 1922.

PAVING SERVICE — General Plant. 


The asphalt mixing plant at Brighton has been called 
on to supply other than its own section due to the 
removal of the Dorchester plant from Hancock street. 
Hot bituminous mix has been furnished Dorchester, 
Roxbury and West Roxbury, and part of the West End 
district for surfacing and patching. The nine steam 
rollers were overhauled and repaired and have been very 
active in resurfacing extensive areas of bituminous 
macadam during the year. Several of these steam 
rollers will not be servicable for another year, the state 
inspectors finding it necessary to reduce the steam pres- 
sure on account of the age and defective condition of the 
boilers. 

The horses, one hundred six in number are in fair 
condition. I would recommend that no additions be 
made and that light trucks be purchased for the Paving 
Service. 

The department forces have been very active resurfac- 
ing with bituminous macadam in the several districts of 
the city, some one hundred forty streets having been 
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so treated during the year, exclusive of the ordinary 
macadam repairs, repairs to paved streets, ete. 

Early in the spring construction was resumed on 
twenty-four streets under contract and uncompleted 
from 1920. Contracts were awarded in 1921 to con- 
struct or repave forty-six streets and thirty-five of them 
were completed, leaving eleven to finish in 1922. 

About 100,000 square yards of granite block pave- 
ment was laid on the following streets: 

Washington street, from Archdale road to 75 feet 
south of Corinth street; Dudley street, from Alexander 
street to Stoughton street; Albany street, from Broad- 
way to about 75 feet south of Troy street; Friend street, 
from Union street to Causeway street; Portland street, 
from Hanover street to Causeway street; Richmond 
street, from Hanover street to Atlantic avenue; Public 
Alley 909, from Massachusetts avenue to Hemenway 
street; Fargo street, from B street to C street; Claren- 
don street, from Stuart street to bridge over Boston & 
Albany Railroad; Stanhope street, from Morgan street 
to Trinity place; Columbus avenue, from Tremont 
street across Centre street; Dorchester avenue, from 
Park street to Ashmont street; Charles street, from 
Beacon street to Cambridge street. 

About 93,000 square yards sheet asphalt and asphalt 
concrete laid on the following streets: 

Cushman road, from Dustin street to Glencoe street; 
Centre street, from Allandale street to South street; 
South street, from Centre street to about 270 feet east- 
erly; Market street, from Washington street across 
Western avenue; Arlington street, from Market street 
across Leicester street; Halifax street, from South 
Huntington avenue to Pond View avenue; Oriole street, 
from Bellevue street to Emmons road; Columbus avenue 
from Centre street to Walnut avenue; Seaver street, 
from Blue Hill avenue to Columbia road; Chelsea street 
from Maverick street to Day square; Bremen street 
from 230 feet northeast of Maverick street to Porter 
street; Huntington avenue, from Gainsborough street

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to 
River street; Babcock street, from Commonwealth 
avenue to Boston & Albany Railroad; Cummington 
street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & Albany 
Railroad; Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to 
Centre street; Beech street, from West Roxbury Park- 
way to Belgrade avenue; Centre street, from South 
street to Spring street; Arbutus street, from Blue Hill 
avenue to Irma street; River street, from bridge over 
Providence Division Railroad to across Everett square; 
Centre street, from Forbes street to Boylston street; 
Green street, from Call street to Centre street. 

About 12,000 square yards of wood block pavement 
were laid on Washington street, from Beach to Kneeland 
streets.

The following is a statement of the work done during 
the year under the supervision of the Division Engineer, 
Highway Division: 

Are lamps have been provided for skating and tobog- 
ganing during the season at Franklin Field, Franklin 
Park and Wood Island Park the same as in years past. 

There has been installed in Cleveland circle, Brighton, 
16 Boulevard White Way lamps. In addition to these, 
throughout the city the lighting system was increased 
by the installation of 51 new magnetite ares and 55 
incandescents, and 38 gas lamps at various locations. 
The usual amount of regulation and relocation of lamps 
and services, made necessary by street construction, the 
building of sewers and other works has been conducted 
throughout the year. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received from 
citizens and from officials, also complaints in relation 
to the Lighting Service have been investigated and 
attended to. All streets in the underground district 
prescribed for the year have been inspected and neces- 
sary changes and additions have been made. 
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The number of miles of streets and ways lighted by 
this service is as follows:

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are 9,713 single mantle gas lamps and 143 
open flame fire alarm signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts, the gas company 
set the lamp-posts and provides service pipes laid from 
the gas mains to the top of the posts; maintain all such 
pipes and posts in good condition and repair; furnish 
gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary equipment, 
including labor for lighting and care. 

The lighting service provides for the gas, lighting and 
care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the fire depart- 
ment for the lanterns, posts, setting and repairing of 
same. 
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ELectric LIGHTING. 


There are in use 5,416 magnetite are lamps, 3,361 
40 candle power, 1,310 60 candle power, 19 100 candle 
power, 10 200 candle power, and 11 600 candle power 
tungsten lamps. 

The electric companies provide and set the lamp- 
posts, except the lamp-posts for incandescent lamps 
supplied from underground circuits, furnish lamps, 
overhead wires, underground conduits, cables and con- 
nections and all other necessary equipment and main- 
tain them in good condition and repair. 

The lighting rates for electric lamps are in accordance 
with the following table:

PAVING SERVICE. 


The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: 


GRANITE Biock PAVEMENT. 


Albany street, from Broadway to about 75 feet south of 
Troy street. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Bremen street, from 230 feet northeast of Maverick street, 
across Porter street is about 1,239 feet in length, with a roadway 
24 feet and sidewalks 7 to 9 feet in width. A contract for 
paving this street was awarded to Coleman Brothers, Inc., 
May 13, 1921. The contractor did the excavating, and reset 
the edgestone. The roadway was paved with second-hand 
granite block with grout joints on a gravel base. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid on the north side and on the south 
side the bricks were relaid. Work was commenced May 12, 
1921, and completed July 11, 1921. The straight edgestone, 
circles and corners were furnished by the city and delivered 
on the line of work. The second-hand granite blocks were 
hauled by the contractor from Chelsea street. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The sidewalks 
and roadway were laid under a five year maintenance guaranty. 
The former surface of this street was macadam roadway with 
brick sidewalks. 

Clarendon street, from Stuart street to Boston & Albany 
Railroad Bridge. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Columbus avenue, from Tremont street to Centre street, 
is about 3,170 feet in length. A contract for reconstructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to John Kelly Company 
June 24, 1921. Work was begun June 15, 1921, and completed 
October 17, 1921. This street, 80 feet in width, has a roadway 
54 feet in width, with a double track for surface cars in the 
centre, and is paved with granite blocks, grout joints, on a 6-inch 
cement concrete base, using the best of the blocks found in the 
street and reshaping the existing concrete base with new material 
to conform with the proper grade and crown. ‘The sidewalks 
are of artificial stone 13 feet in width. The street car tracks 
were regulated and repaved by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company. The city furnished the new edgestone, circles and 
corners on the line of the work and the granite blocks for replace- 
ments at the Massachusetts avenue lot. The contractor did 
the excavating, took up, cleaned and relaid the granite blocks, 
set the edgestone, furnished all the materials for the work, 
other than those furnished by the city, and hauled the surplus 
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paving materials to the city yard. The granite block pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue, from Park street to the railroad bridge 
at Ashmont street is about 4,700 feet in length. A contract 
for reconstructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Gore, Inc., July 22, 1921. Work was begun July 20, 1921, and 
completed December 3, 1921. This street is about 56 feet in 
width. The roadway is about 38 feet in width with a double 
track for surface cars in the center and is paved in part with 
granite blocks and in part with wood blocks, all on a 6-inch 
cement concrete base. The sidewalks are of artificial stone, 9 
feet in width with a granite edgestone. The contractor took 
up the existing granite block paving in the easterly roadway, 
dummy and westerly gutter, then recut and relaid the best of 
the blocks with grout joints in the easterly roadway and dummy 
between car tracks. New blocks, furnished by the city on the 
line of the work and laid with an asphaltic mastic joint by the 
contractor were used to pave the westerly roadway. The 
wood blocks were furnished and laid with a sand joint by the 
contractor, on both roadways from Dix street to Mather street 
and from King street to Roseland street. The street car tracks 
were regulated and repaved to conform with the rest of the 
roadway by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. The 
city furnished the new edgestone, circles and corners on the 
line of the work and the paving blocks for replacements st the 
Massachusetts avenue lot. The contractor did the excavating, 
set the edgestone, furnished all the materials for the work, other 
than those furnished by the city and hauled the surplus paving 
materials to the city yard. The granite block and wood block 
in the roadways and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dudley street, from Alexander street to Stoughton street, 
is about 1,400 feet in length. A contract for repaving this 
street was awarded to DeStephano Brothers August 18, 1920. 
Work was begun September 16, 1920, suspended December 15, 
1920, resumed March 17, 1921, and completed April 8, 1921. 
This year 500 square yards of granite block pavement with 
grout joints was laid to complete the work. 

Fargo street, South Boston, from B street to C street. 
(“See Assessment Streets.’’) 

Friend street, from Union street to Causeway street is about 
1,860 feet in length. A eontract for paving this street with 
second-hand granite blocks without joints on a concrete base 
was awarded to B. E. Grant Company October 11, 1920. This 
street is about 35 feet in width with a roadway 25 feet in width 
and sidewalks 5 feet in width. Work was commenced October 
22, 1920, suspended November 15, 1920, resumed March 17, 
1921 and completed April 27, 1921. The Contractor set the 
edgestone to the line and grade, barred out and culled and piled 
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the old granite blocks, removed the old concrete base where 
directed and excavated the roadway. ‘The roadway was paved 
with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The brick sidewalks were 
replaced with artificial stone. The straight edgestone, circles 
and corners were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
Second-hand granite blocks for renewals were furnished by the 
city at the Massachusetts avenue lot and other yards and 
hauled by the contractor. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. In connection with this contract Merrimac 
street, from Haymarket square to Portland street, was paved 
with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The brick sidewalks were 
replaced with artificial stone. Market street, between Friend 
street and Canal street, was repaved with second-hand granite 
blocks, with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base and the brick sidewalks were relaid. The granite block 
paving and the artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The former surface of this 
street was granite block gravel base and joints between Union 
street and Sudbury street and granite block, pitch joints and 
concrete base between Sudbury street and Causeway street. 
Portland street, from Hanover street to Causeway street, 
is about 1,696 feet in length. A contract for paving this 
street with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on 
a concrete base, was awarded to B. EK. Grant Company, Octo- 
ber 11, 1920. The street is about 50 feet in width with a road- 
way 34 feet in width and sidewalks 8 feet in width. Work 
was commenced April 16, 1921, and completed June 28, 1921. 
The contractor set the edgestone to line and grade, barred 
out, culled and piled the old granite blocks, removed the old 
concrete base where directed and excavated the roadway. 
The roadway was paved with second-hand granite blocks 
with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The brick sidewalks were replaced with artifical stone. 
The straight edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by 
the city on the line of work. Second-hand granite blocks 
for renewals were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and other yards and hauled by the contractor. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. In con- 
nection with this contract, Hanover street, from Washington 
street to Elm street was paved with second-hand granite 
blocks with grout joints on the existing concrete base. Tra- 
verse street, from Merrimac street to Canal street, was paved 
with second-hand granite blocks with grout joints on the 
existing concrete base. Market street, from Portland street 
to Friend street, was paved with second-hand granite blocks 
with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
The brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone. The 
car tracks on Portland street were removed between Hanover 
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street and Merrimac street, and from Merrimac street to 
Causeway street single tracks were laid and the area between 
the rails paved with second-hand granite blocks with grout 
joints on a 6-inch concrete base by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company. The granite block paving and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The former surface of this street was granite block, pitch 
joints on a concrete base. 

Public Alley 909, from Massachusetts avenue to Hemen- 
way street. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Richmond street, from Hanover street to Atlantic avenue, 
is about 1,213 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with second-hand granite blocks, with grout joints on a 6-inch 
Portland cement concrete base, was awarded to B. E. Grant 
Company October 11, 1920. This street is from 40 to 50 
feet in width with a roadway from 26 to 34 feet in width and 
sidewalks from 7 to 8 feet in width. Work was commenced 
June 11, 1921, and completed July 12, 1921. The contractor 
set the edgestone to line and grade, barred out, culled and 
piled the granite blocks and excavated the roadway. The 
roadway was paved with second-hand granite blocks with 
grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The 
brick sidewalks were replaced with artificial stone. The 
straight edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. Second-hand granite blocks 
for renewals were furnished by the city at the Massachusetts 
avenue lot and other yards and hauled by the contractor. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
granite block paving and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. ‘The former surface 
of the street was granite blocks, gravel base and joints. 

Stanhope street, from Morgan street to Trinity place. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Washington street, from 69 feet south of Corinth street 
to Denton terrace, is about 2,160 feet in length. A contract 
tor constructing this street was awarded Gore, Inc., August 
30, 1921. Work was begun October 10, 1921, and suspended 
December 15, 1921. It is a 60-foot street with granite edge- 
stones, 5-inch granite blocks laid on 6-inch concrete base, 
with asphalt mastic joints each side of street car tracks and 
is to have 8-foot artificial stone sidewalks. The granite block 
pavement and artificial stone sidewalks are laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. With the exception of the arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk, a small part only of which was laid this 
year, the street is practically completed. The edgestone and 
granite blocks were furnished by the city on the line of work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
street car tracks and space between, from 69 feet south of 
Corinth street to about 40 feet south of Cornell street, was 
paved with recut granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base 
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with grout joints by the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
and paid for by the city under agreement. The Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company furnished all materials. 

Washington street, from Archdale road to 75 feet south 
of Corinth street, is about 3,887 feet in length. A contract 
for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
William J. Barry June 25, 1920. Work was started July 
1, 1920, suspended December 24, 1920, resumed April 12, 
1921, and completed April 22, 1921. The work done this 
year consisted of laying artificial stone sidewalks under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The street car tracks and 
space between was paved with recut granite blocks on 6-inch 
concrete base with grout joints by the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company and paid for by the city under agreement. 
The Boston Elevated Railway Company furnished the ma- 
terials.

Arlington street, Brighton, from Market street across 
Leicester street is about 475 feet in length. A contract to pave 
the surface of this street with Simasco pavement was awarded 
to Simpson Brothers Corporation November 2, 1920. Work 
started October 29, 1920, suspended December 8, 1920, re- 
sumed May 10, 1921, and completed June 8, 1921. The con- 
tractor set the new edgestone and reset the existing edgestone, 
furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks on a cinder 
foundation and laid the Simasco pavement on the old macadam 
surface for a foundation. The artificial stone sidewalks and 
Simasco pavement were laid under a 5-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the new edgestone, and all other 
materials necessary to do the work were furnished by the con- 
tractor, who also hauled the old gutter block to the Chestnut 
Hill avenue paving yard.

Babcock street, from Commonwealth avenue to the Boston 
& Albany Railroad. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Beacon street and Chestnut Hill avenue, including Cleve- 
land circle, is about 1,517 feet in length. A contract for paving 
this street and constructing the circle was awarded to John J. 
Lane June 13, 1921. Work started June 24, 1921, and was 
completed October 15, 1921. Beacon street at this location is 
160 feet wide, with 15- foot sidewalks, consisting of 10 feet of 
artificial stone sidewalks and the 5 feet of edgestone and plant- 
ing space. There are two roadways, one 50 and one 30 feet in 
width, a bridle path 20 feet wide and a track location and loam 
space 30 feet wide. Cleveland circle is 175 feet in radius, con- 
sisting of a sidewalk 20 feet wide, made up of a 10-foot artificial 
stone sidewalk and 10 feet of loam space, a roadway 65 feet wide 
and an inner circle, 90-foot radius, surrounded by a curb and is 
reserved as a planting or loam space. Chestnut Hill avenue, 
from Cleveland circle to the Brookline line, is 60 feet in width 
with 10-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the subgrading, 
set the new edgestone and reset the old edgestone, furnished and 
laid artificial stone sidewalks and resurfaced the two roadways 
on Beacon street with asphalt concrete on macadam foundation. 
The roadway around the circle and Chestnut Hill avenue to the 
line and Beacon street to the reservoir reservation were paved 
with asphalt concrete on a 6-inch concrete base. The roadways 
and sidewalks were laid under a 5-year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the new edgestone on the line of work and 
the contractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the 
work, including loam and seed for loam spaces and gravel for 
the bridle path. 

Beech street, from West Roxbury Parkway to Belgrade 
avenue. (See « Aggessment Streets.’’) 

Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) - 

Centre street, from Forbes street to Boylston street, is 
about 1,386 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street with Topeka pavement was awarded to the Central 
Construction Company November 23, 1920. Work was begun 
November 18, 1920, suspended December 22, 1920, resumed 
April 28, 1921, and ‘completed June 8, 1921. The contractor 
set the new edgestone and reset the old edgestone, removed the 
old gutter blocks, subgraded the roadway and laid the Topeka 
pavement on the old macadam fora base. Artificial stone side- 
walks were furnished and laid on the west side of the street and 
the old brick sidewalks were relaid on the easterly side. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and the Topeka pavement were laid 
under a 5-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the 
new edgestone and the sidewalk brick. All other materials 
necessary for the completion of the work were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Centre street, from South street to Spring street. (See 
“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 
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Centre street, from Columbus avenue across Hyde square, 
is about 3,270 feet in length and from Boylston street across 
Green street is about 2,520 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing this street was awarded to B. E. Grant Company 
August 10, 1921. Work was begun August 4, 1921, and sus- 
pended December 10, 1921. From Columbus avenue across 
Parker street, the edgestone was reset and the old granite blocks 
were recut and relaid on 6-inch concrete base with grout joints, 
each side of street car tracks. From Parker street, across Hyde 
square on the northerly side and across Forbes street on the 
southerly side, edgestone was reset and asphaltic concrete 
laid on macadam foundation each side of street car tracks. 
Recut granite block 9 inches wide were laid on outside of street 
car rails on 6-inch concrete base with grout joints. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were completed on north side from about 80 
feet east of Gay Head street to Creighton street. The inter- 
section of Moraine street and South Huntington avenue and of 
Boylston street were laid with asphaltic concrete on macadam 
foundation and brows of recut granite blocks on 6-inch concrete 
base with grout joints laid to car tracks. From Moraine street 
to Lochstead avenue on the west side and from Boylston street 
to Robinwood avenue on the east side, edgestone was set, 
asphaltic concrete on 6-inch concrete base and recut granite

The street car tracks 
and space between, was paved with recut granite blocks on 
6-inch concrete base with grout joints by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. The space between the tracks was paid 
for by the city under agreement. The Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company furnished the material. 

Chelsea street, from Maverick street to Day square, is 
about 3,972 feet in length with a roadway 50 feet in width and 
sidewalks 10 feet in width. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to Coleman Brothers, Inc., May 13, 1921. 
Work was commenced May 9, 1921 and finished July 21, 1921. 
The contractor did the excavating and reset the edgestone. 
The roadway, from Maverick street across Gove street,was 
paved with asphalt concrete on a 6-inch Portland cement con- 
crete base and between Gove street and Day square with as- 
phalt concrete on macadam foundation. The sidewalks were 
constructed of artificial stone. The straight edgestone, circle 
and corners were furnished by the city and delivered on the 
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line of work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The former surface of this street 
was granite block, gravel joints and tar and asphalt macadam 
with brick sidewalks. 

Chestnut Hill avenue, from Beacon street to Common- 
wealth avenue. (See “Assessment Streets.’’) 

Cummington street, from Commonwealth avenue to 
Boston & Albany Railroad. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Columbus avenue, from Centre street to Walnut avenue, is 
about 4,020 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street with asphalt concrete was awarded to Simpson 
Brothers Corporation, May 11, 1921. Work was started May 6, 
1921, and finished August 9, 1921. The existing edgestone was 
reset, artificial stone sidewalks were furnished and laid and the 
roadway was subgraded and paved with asphalt concrete on the 
old macadam for a base. The sidewalks and roadway were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city fur- 
nished the new circles, edgestone and corners and all other 
materials were furnished by the contractor, who hauled the old 
cross walks, gutter blocks and sidewalk brick to the Highland 
Street Paving Yard. 

Green street, from Centre street to Call street, is about 
1,992 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this 
street with Topeka pavement was awarded to the Central Con- 
struction Company November 23, 1920. Work was begun 
March 31, 1921, and completed June 8, 1921. The work done 
was to reset the edgestone, furnish and lay artificial stone 
sidewalks, remove the old block gutters, subgrade the roadway 
and lay the Topeka pavement on the old macadam for a founda- 
tion. The artificial stone sidewalks and pavement were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished 
the circular edgestone and all other materials necessary to do 
the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Halifax street, from South Huntington avenue to Pond View 
avenue. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Hastings street, from Centre street to Corey street. (See 
“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Huntington avenue (north side), from the east side of 
Gainsborough street to the west side of Hemenway street, is 
about 1 882 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of 
this street with asphalt concrete was awarded to the Andrews 
Construction Company May 12, 1921. Work started May 12, 
1921, and was completed July 8, 1921. New edgestone was set 
and much of the existing edgestone reset. Artificial stone side- 
walks were furnished and laid and the roadway was subgraded 
or brought up to the proper subgrade with crushed stone and the 
asphalt concrete laid on the macadam foundation. ‘The side- 
walks and pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the new edgestone on the line of 
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work and all other materials required were furnished by the 
contractor, who hauled the old gutter blocks, crosswalks and 
sidewalk brick to the Massachusetts avenue lot. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street. (See ‘‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Imrie road, from Cambridge street to Allston Playground. 
(See ‘‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Market street, from Washington street across Western 
avenue, is about 5,015 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street with a Simasco pavement was awarded to 
Simpson Brothers Corporation November 2, 1920. Work on 
the street was started November 15, 1920, suspended December 
8, 1920, resumed March 17, 1921, and completed June 24, 1921. 
The contractor set the new edgestone and reset the old edge- 
stone, hauled the gutter blocks to the Chestnut Hill Avenue 
Paving Yard, furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks, 
subgraded the old roadway and laid the Simasco pavement on 
the old macadam for a foundation. The artificial stone side- 
walks and pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The brows and dummy of car tracks and some of the 
paving in the tracks were relaid with grout joints. The city 
furnished the new edgestone and all other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. In connection 
with this work Western avenue was paved down to the Water- 
town Bridge. 

Melton road, from Wallingford road to Colonial road. (See 
‘“‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Morton street, from Forest Hills avenue to 1,200 feet east- 
erly. (See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

North Beacon street, from Market street to beyond Parsons 
street. (See ‘‘ Assessment Streets. ’’) 

Oriole street, from Bellevue road to Emmons road. (See 
‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Pontiac street, from Tremont street to Hillside street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

River street, from bridge over Providence Division Railroad 
across Everett square, is about 1,269 feet in length. The con- 
tract for constructing a Topeka pavement was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company November 2, 1920. Work was 
begun April 25, 1921, and completed September 20, 1921. 
Edgestone was reset, recut granite blocks laid on 6-inch concrete 
base with grout joints in single track and brows to tracks, 
2-inch Topeka pavement laid on macadam foundation and 
artificial stone sidewalks constructed. The Topeka pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. Recut blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. Circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. Other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Seaver street, from Blue Hill avenue to Columbia road, is 
about 651 feet: in length. A contract to pave the surface 
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of this street with asphalt concrete was awarded to Simpson 
Brothers Corporation May 11, 1921. Work started June 9, 
1921, and was completed August 13, 1921. New edgestone was 
set and the old edgestone was reset where necessary. Artificial 
stone sidewalks were furnished and laid and the roadway was 
subgraded and paved with asphalt concrete on the old macadam 
fora base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. ‘The city furnished the straight 
and circular edgestone and corners on the line of work and all 
other materials were furnished by the contractor, who hauled 
the surplus and unused materials to the Highland Street Yard. 
Considerable asphalt concrete was laid.on the approaches at 
Columbia road and Blue Hill avenue. 

Stuart street, from Dartmouth street to Trinity place. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Thorndike street, from Commonwealth avenue to the 
Brookline line. (See ‘“‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

West Newton street, from Tremont street to Shawmut 
avenue, 1s about 757 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street with asphalt concrete, was awarded to the 
Andrews Construction Company May 12, 1921. Work was 
begun May 31, 1921, and completed June 18, 1921. The old 
edgestone was reset, artificial stone sidewalks were furnished 
and laid and the roadway was subgraded and paved with 
asphalt concrete on the old macadam for a base. The side- 
walks and pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the circles and edgestone on 
the line of work and all other materials were furnished by the 
contractor, who hauled the old crosswalks, gutter blocks and 
sidewalk brick to the Massachusetts avenue lot.

Brenton street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street. 
(See ‘‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Dorchester street, from East and West Broadway to East 
and West Eighth street, is about 1,720 feet in length. A con- 
tract for reconstructing the surface of this street vas awarded 
to Samuel J. Tomasello May 9, 1921. Work was begun May 6, 
1921, and completed September 1, 1921. This street is 80 feet 
in width. The roadway is 54 feet in width with a double track 
for surface cars in the centre and is paved in part with bitu- 
lithic on a 6-inch cement concrete base and in part with granite 
block, asphaltic mastic joints, using the best of the blocks found 
on the street and reshaping the existing concrete base with~ 


new material to the proper grade and crown. Granite blocks. 


with grout joints on a 6-inch cement concrete base were used 
to pave the brows of the car track. The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company regulated and repaved the car track and 
dummy with granite blocks, grout joints, on a cement concrete 
base. The city furnished the new edgestone and circles on the 
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line of the work. The contractor furnished all the other 
materials, did the excavating, set the edgestone, cleaned and 
relaid the granite blocks and hauled the surplus materials to 
places designated by the commissioner. The granite block 
pavement and bitulithic pavement in the roadway and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. 

Whitten street, from Dorchester avenue across Althea 
street.

Woop Biock PAVEMENT. 


Charles street, from Beacon street to Cambridge street. 
(See ‘Assessment Streets.’’) 

Congress street, Post Office square and Milk street, 
from State street across Federal street, is about 1,035 feet in 
length with a roadway 37 to 190 feet in width. A contract for 
paving this street with wood block pavement was awarded 
to Coleman Brothers, Inc., September 16, 1921. Work was 
commenced September 14, 1921, and completed November 22, 
1921. The contractor barred out and hauled the old paving 
blocks to the Massachusetts avenue lot and excavated the 
roadway. The roadway was paved with wood blocks on a 
6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The area between the 
ear tracks was paved with special cut granite blocks with 
asphalt joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. 
At the Angell Memorial Drinking Fountain, the granite blocks 
were relaid with grout joints on the existing concrete base. 
The car tracks were set to line and grade by the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company and the area between the rails was 
paved with granite blocks with asphalt joints on a 6-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base. The wood block and granite 
block paving was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The former surface of the street was granite block with pitch 
joints and grout joints on a concrete base. 

Washington street, from Beach street across Kneeland 
street, is about 290 feet in length. A contract to pave the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty May 12, 
1920. Work was begun October 11, 1920, suspended Decem- 
ber 8, 1920, resumed April 19, 1921, and completed April 29, 
1921. The contractor reset the edgestone, repaired the old 
concrete base and furnished and laid a wood block pavement 
on a mortar bed with sand joints. Granite block paving was 
relaid in the intersection at Kneeland street. A part of these 
blocks are recut, with gravel joints. Artificial stone sidewalks 
were furnished and laid. The sidewalks and pavement was 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor 
furnished all the materials necessary to do the work except a 
small amount of edgestone furnished by the city. 
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ARTIFICIAL STONE SIDEWALKS. 


Beacon street (south side), at the Hotel Buckminster, is 
about 189 feet in length. A contract to rebuild the artificial 
stone sidewalk in front of this hotel was awarded to Louis 
DeSisto September 19, 1921. Work was begun September 22, 
1921, and completed September 29, 1921. The contractor 
broke out the old walk which was in bad condition, due to 
settlement and rebuilt the artificial stone walk under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished all 
materials necessary to do the work. 

Blue Hill avenue (west side), from 217 feet south of Goodale 
road to Wellington Hill street, is about 833 feet in length. A 
contract for constructing an artificial stone sidewalk on this 
street was awarded to Metzer and Tratten July 1, 1921. Work 
was begun July 26, 1921, and completed August 19. 1921. 
The sidewalk is 15 feet in width with a 10-foot artificial stone 
walk and a loam space. The contractor furnished all the 
materials for this work, graded the loam space and relaid the 
underdrain at the back of the sidewalk. The artificial stone 
was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Cowper street, from Moore street about 300 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks on this 
street was awarded to the Holbrook Construction Company 
June 24, 1921. Work was begun June 27, 1921, and com- 
pleted July 20, 1921. It is a 50-foot street with a 34-foot 
macadam roadway, 8-foot artificial stone sidewalk and granite 
edgestone. The granite edgestone, circles and corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other ma- 
terials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Euclid street, from Washington street to Withington 
street, is about 431 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Metzer 
and Tratten July 1, 1921. Work was begun July 6, 1921, 
and completed July 25, 1921. It is a 40-foot street with a 
macadam roadway, 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks, granite 
edgestone and 3-foot granite block gutters. The granite edge- 
stone, circles and corners were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. The gutter blocks were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Fairbanks street, from Washington street to Faneuil 
street, is about 1,174 feet in length. A contract to construct 
the sidewalks on this street was awarded to the John McCourt 
Company, June 24, 1921. Work was started June 20, 1921, 
and completed July 15, 1921. This street is 40 feet in width 
with 7-foot sidewalks. ‘The contractor set the edgestone and 
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furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished the new 
edgestone and all other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Hemenway street (easterly side), from Batavia street to 
Gainsborough street, is about 191 feet in length. A contract 
to rebuild the artificial stone on this street was awarded to 
Louis DeSisto September 19, 1921. Work was started October 
3, 1921, and completed October 10, 1921. The contractor 
reset the edgestone and repaved the granite block gutter, 
broke out the old walk, furnished considerable cinder founda- 
tion and furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalk under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. All the materials neces- 
sary to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Hemenway street (westerly side), from Museum square 
about 230 feet northerly. A contract to construct an artificial 
stone sidewalk on this street was awarded to Louis DeSisto 
September 19, 1921. Work was started October 7, 1921, and 
completed October 18, 1921. The contractor removed the old 
brick sidewalk and hauled the brick to the Massachusetts 
avenue lot. The edgestone was reset, granite block gutters 
relaid, a cinder foundation furnished and the artificial stone 
sidewalk furnished and laid. The contractor furnished all the 
materials necessary to do the work. 

La Grange street (north side), from Centre street to Land- 
seer street, is about 1,005 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Joseph 
Todesca November 26, 1920. Work was begun November 15, 
1920, suspended December 9, 1920, resumed April 12, 1921, 
and completed April 27, 1921. Granite edgestone was set, 
2-foot granite block gutters laid the entire length, artificial 
stone sidewalks 10 feet wide laid from Centre street to Sturgis 
road, and 6 feet wide with loam space 4 feet wide and tree 
pits from Sturgis road to Landseer street. The artificial stone 
sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty 
The edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of work 
and granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Moore street, from Bennington street to Cowper street, is 
about 728 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to Holbrook Con- 
struction Company June 24, 1921. Work was begun June 
20, 1921, and completed July 28, 1921. It is a 50-foot street 
with a 34-foot macadam roadway, 8-foot artificial stone side- 
walks and granite edgestone. At the southerly end of the 
street, a fence about 60 feet in length was built and the slope 
toward the harbor paved with large stone to protect it from 
tidal wash. The granite edgestone, circles and corners were 
furnished on the line of work by the city. The stone for slope 
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paving was found on the street. All other materials were fur- 
nished by the contractor and the surplus paving blocks were 
hauled to the city yard by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Orchard street, from Centre street to Pond street, is about 
1,570 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial 
stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to the Andrews 
Construction Company June 22, 1921. Work was begun 
June 22, 1921, and completed August 9, 1921. The edgestone 
was reset, granite block gutters relaid, gravel base and joints 
and artificial stone sidewalks constructed. The sidewalk on 
the south side of Pond street, from Dunster road to about 150 
feet west of Orchard street, was also constructed. The arti- 
ficial stone sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. Small corners were furnished by the city on the 
line of work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Peterborough street (south side), in front of No. 40 and 
No. 42, is about 91 feet in length. A contract to reconstruct 
the sidewalks in front of these properties was awarded to 
Louis DeSisto September 19, 1921. Work was started Sep- 
tember 29, 1921, and completed October 1, 1921. The con- 
tractor broke out the old artificial stone sidewalk and furnished 
the new cinder foundation necessary and furnished and laid 
the new walk under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
contractor furnished all materials necessary to do the work. 

South street, from Archdale road to Washington street, is 
about 2,040 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks was awarded Charles Struzziery Septem- 
ber 22, 1921. Work was begun September 22, 1921, and com- 
pleted November 26, 1921. Edgestone was set and artificial 
stone sidewalks constructed where none existed. The side- 
walks vary from 6 to 7 feet in width. The artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. Circular edgestone and corners were, 
furnished by the city on the line of work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Wachusett street, from Walk Hill street to Weld Hill 
street, is about 1,404 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the artificial stone sidewalks on this street was awarded to 
Metzer and Tratten July 1, 1921. Work was begun August 15, 
1921, and completed October 29, 1921. It is a 35-foot street 
with a macadam roadway, 6-foot artificial stone sidewalks, 
granite edgestone and 3-foot granite block gutters. The 
granite edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by the 
city on the line of work. The gutter blocks were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


Albany street, from Broadway to about 75 feet north of 
Troy street, is about 821 feet in length. A contract for paving 
this street with granite blocks with grout joints on a concrete 
base was awarded to James Doherty, September 29, 1920. 
Work was commenced September 15, 1920, suspended Decem- 
ber 17, 1920, resumed March 21, 1921, and completed May 9, 
1921. This street is 80 feet in width with a roadway 54 feet 
in width and sidewalk 13 feet in width. The contractor 
furnished the filling and did the excavating. The edgestone 
was reset to line and grade and the roadway was paved with 
granite blocks with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base. Owing to the fact that the roadway was 
widened about 20 feet, the contractor furnished about 2,000 
square yards of new granite blocks which were laid between 
Broadway and Seneca street, and Oneida street and Genesee 
street. The straight edgestone, circles, corners and sidewalk 
brick were furnished by the city on the line of the work. Second- 
hand sidewalk brick were furnished by the city at the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot and hauled by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. In connection 
with this contract, Lehigh street was paved with second-hand 
granite blocks with grout joints on a gravel base. Broadway, 
from Albany street to Lehigh Street Bridge, was paved with 
second-hand granite block with grout joints on existing con- 
crete base. Seneca street, from Albany street about 135 feet 
westerly, the brick blocks were taken up and relaid, and Troy 
street, from Albany street about 176 feet westerly, was paved 
with second hand granite blocks with grout joints on a gravel 
base. The granite block paving was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. ‘The former surface of the street was 
granite block with pitch joints on a concrete base. 

Allenwood street, from Anawan avenue to Pelton street, 
is about 507 feet in length with a roadway 26 feet in width and 
sidewalks 7 feet in width. A contract for constructing this 
street with asphalt concrete was awarded to John T. Shea, Jr., 
November 8, 1921. The contractor did the excavating and 
set the edgestone. Owing to the nature of this soil, the con- 
tractor was directed to excavate below subgrade and replace 
the excavated materials with crushed stone. On the crushed 
stone foundation a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base was 
laid. On account of weather conditions the asphalt concrete 
was not laid. Work was commenced October 28, 1921, and 
suspended December 24, 1921. The straight edgestone, circles 
and corners were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. Work 
will be resumed in the spring of 1922. The former surface of 
this street was gravel. 

Arborway, from Forest Hills street to Morton street, is 
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about 626 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting Company Novem- 
ber 25, 1921. Work was begun in Arborway November 15, 
1921, and suspended December 380, 1921. The work this year 
has consisted of removing trees and stone walks. 

Arbutus street, from Blue Hill avenue to Irma street, is 
about 727 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 11, 1920. Work was begun November 24, 1920, 
suspended December 20, 1920, resumed March 14, 1921, and 
completed May 19, 1921, It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot 
Topeka roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base, 7-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks and granite edgestone. The granite 
edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor, who hauled the surplus paving materials to the 
city yard. The Topeka roadway and artificiai stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Archdale road, from Washington street to South street, is 
about 446 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo July 16, 1920. 
Work was begun April 11, 1921, and completed May 27, 1921. 
It is a 40-foot street with granite edgestone, artificial stone 
sidewalks 7 feet in width and 2-inch Topeka pavement laid on a 
4-inch concrete base. Tree spaces were left in the sidewalk. 
The intersection of South street was laid with Topeka pave- 
ment on a macadam foundation. The Topeka pavement and 
artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year mainte- 
nance guaranty. The edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work, All the other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Babcock street, from Commonwealth avenue to the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, is about 953 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to the Rowe Contracting 
Company May 27, 1920. Work was begun September 15, 1920, 
suspended December 238, 1920, resumed March 7, 1921, and 
completed May 6, 1921. This is a 60-foot street with 10-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks and a 40-foot roadway. The street 
was subgraded, new edgestone was set, and the roadway was 
paved with a Topeka pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement 
concrete base. The artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka 
pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The contractor built a wooden fence across the end of the 
street on the line of the railroad property. The city furnished 
the granite paving blocks for paving the brows to the car track 
and the new edgestone. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Beech street, from West Roxbury Parkway to Belgrade 
avenue, is about 158 feetin length. A contract for constructing 
this street was awarded Rowe Contracting Company July 6, 
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1920. Work was begun August 30, 1920, suspended December 
24, 1920, resumed April 4, 1921, and completed May 4, 1921. 
It is a 60-foot street with granite edgestone, 2-inch Topeka 
pavement laid on a 6-inch concrete base, and artificial stone 
sidewalks 10 feet in width. Edgestone was also set and crushed 
stone sidewalks surfaced to Anawan avenue and Topeka pave- 
ment laid on macadam foundation to Belgrade street. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and Topeka pavement were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. ‘The edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Belgrade avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street, is 
about 1,303 feet in length. The contract for constructing this 
street was awarded Rowe Contracting Company July 6, 1920. 
Work was begun July 6, 1920, suspended December 24, 1920, 
resumed April 11, 1921, and completed April 27, 1921. It is 
a 70-foot street from Anawan avenue across Beech street and a 
60-foot street from Beech street to Centre street. It has 
granite edgestone, 2-inch Topeka pavement, laid on a 6-inch 
concrete base on each side of the car tracks, 9-inch granite 
block brows to street car rails laid on a 6-inch concrete base 
with grout joints and artificial stone sidewalks 10 feet in width. 
From 100 feet east of Belgrade street across Anawan avenue 
edgestone was reset, gutters relaid with gravel joints, brows to 
car rails laid on gravel base with grout joints and Topeka 
pavement laid on macadam foundation each side of car tracks. 
The Topeka pavement and artificial stone sidewalk was laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The street car 
tracks and space between were paved with recut granite block 
on a 6-inch concrete base with grout joints by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and paid for by the city under 
agreement. With the exception of a part of the recut blocks, 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company furnished the materials. 

Brenton street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street, 
is about 317 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of the street was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
June 8, 1921. Work was begun June 13, 1921, and completed 
July 18, 1921. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot bitulithic 
roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base, 7-foot artificial 
stone sidewalks and granite edgestone. The granite edgestone, 
circles and corners were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work. All other materials were furnished by the contractor. 
The bitulithic roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Centre street, from Allandale street to South street, is 
about 6,502 feet in length. A contract to resurface this street 
was awarded to the Bermudez Company September 17, 1920. 
Most of the work of construction was completed last year, a 
small area being laid this year, completing the work. 

Centre street, from South street to Spring street, is about 
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6,331 feet in length. The contract for constructing this street 
was awarded the Rowe Contracting Company, July 6, 1920. 
Work was begun July 6, 1920, suspended December 24, 1920, 
resumed March 14, 1921, and completed August 31, 1921. It 
is an 80-foot street with granite edgestone, 2-inch Topeka 
pavement laid on a 6-inch concrete base each side of car track, 
9-inch granite block brows to street car rails, laid on 6-inch 
concrete base with grout joints, and artificial stone sidewalks 
10 feet in width. The Topeka and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The edge- 
- stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
street car tracks and space between were paved with recut 
granite blocks on a 6-inch concrete base with grout joints by 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company and paid for by the 
city under agreement. The Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany furnished the materials. 

Charles street, from Beacon street to Cambridge street, is 
about’ 1,839 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to B. E. Grant Company, August 2, 1921. 
The roadway is 46 feet in width with sidewalks 9 to 11 feet in 
width. Work was commenced July 26, 1921, and completed 
November 22, 1921. The contractor barred out and hauled 
the old paving block to the Massachusetts avenue lot, excavated 
the roadway and moved the old foundation walls on the line 
of widening. The edgestone was set to new line and grade and 
the roadway was paved with wood block on a cement mortar 
bed on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base. The area 
between the car tracks was paved with special cut granite 
block with asphalt joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base. The sidewalks were constructed of artificial stone. 
The straight edgestone, circles and corners and special cut 
granite blocks were furnished by the city and delivered on the 
line of work. All other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The car tracks were set to line and grade by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and the area between the rails 
was paved with granite block with asphalt joints on a 6-inch 
concrete base. The wood block, granite block and artificial 
stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The former surface of this street was granite block on a 
concrete base with brick sidewalk . 

Chestnut Hill avenue, from Beacon street to Common- 
wealth avenue, is about 795 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to John J. Lane, June 13, 
1921. Work was started June 7, 1921, and completed October 
14, 1921. Under this contract the street was widened to 80 
feet in width with 10-foot sidewalks. The street was sub- 
graded, involving considerable rock cutting on the widening 
as much as 17 feet in places. The wall on the west side street 
line was taken down and a new wall was built on the new line. 
New edgestone was set and the old edgestone was reset. Arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were furnished and laid, the car tracks 
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were relaid in the centre of new roadway and the tracks, brows 
and dummy were paved with recut granite block on a concrete 
base with grout joints. The roadway on the east side of the 
tracks was paved with asphalt concrete on the old macadam 
for a foundation and on the west side of the tracks where the 
widening was asphalt concrete was laid on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base. The sidewalks and roadway were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The city furnished 
the new edgestone required on the line of the work, also the 
flagging for coping on the wall, and all other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor, who also 
sloped the high ground back of the wall and covered the slope 
with loam. 

Chilton road, from Weld Hill street to 411 feet northwest- 
erly, is about 405 feet in length with a roadway 26 feet in 
width and sidewalks 7 feet in width. A contract for con- 
structing this street with asphalt concrete was awarded to 
John T. Shea, Jr., November 8, 1921. The contractor did 
the excavating, set the edgestone. The roadway was paved 
with asphalt concrete on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base. Work was commenced October 26, 1921, and suspended 
November 26, 1921. The straight edgestone, circles and 
corners were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
asphalt concrete was laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. Work will be resumed in the spring of 1922. The 
former surface of this street was gravel. 

Clarendon street, from Stuart street to Boston & Albany 
Railroad Bridge, is about 438 feet in length, with a road- 
way 54 feet and sidewalks 13 feet in width. A contract for 
constructing this street was awarded to Gore, Inc., May 24, 
1921. The contractor did the excavating, furnished the filling 
and set the edgestone. The roadway was paved with special 
cut granite block with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base. The sidewalks were constructed of artificial 
stone. A dry rubble wall about 18 feet in length was built 
at the railroad bridge and a wooden fence on east side from 
Stanhope street to the railroad bridge. Work was commenced 
May 19, 1921, and completed August 18, 1921. The straight 
edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. The former surface of this street was not 
graded. The sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. 

Cummington street, from Commonwealth avenue to 
Boston & Albany Railroad, is about 268 feet in length. A 
contract to construct this street was awarded to the Rowe 
Contracting Company, May 27, 1920. Work was begun 
August 19, 1920, suspended September 15, 1920, resumde 
March 11, 1921, and completed May 6, 1921. This street 
as constructed varies in width from 40 to 45 feet with 7-foot 
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artificial stone sidewalks and a roadway 31 feet wide. The 
street was subgraded, new edgestone was set, the roadway 
was paved with topeka pavement on a 6-inch Portland cement 
concrete base and artificial stone sidewalks were furnished 
and laid. The Topeka pavement and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
contractor built a wooden fence across the end of the street 
on the line of the railroad location. The city furnished the 
new edgestone on the line or work and the granite paving 
blocks at the Massachusetts avenue lot. All other materials 
necessary were furnished by the contractor. 

Cushman road, from Dustin street to Glencoe street, is 
about 945 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to John J. Lane, September 7, 1920. Work was 
begun October 28, 1920, suspended December 6, 1920, resumed 
March 21, 1921, and completed May 2, 1921. The street as 
constructed is 40 feet wide with 7-foot sidewalks and a 26-foot 
roadway. ‘The contractor did the subgrading, set the edge- 
stone, furnished and laid the artificial stone sidewalks on a 
cinder foundation and paved the roadway with sheet asphalt 
on a 4-inch concrete base. The artificial stone sidewalk and 
roadway paving was laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The city furnished the new edgestone on the line or 
work and all other materials necessary to do the work were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Fargo street, from B street to C street, is about 533 feet 
in length. A contract to repave the surface of this street was 
awarded to the B. E. Grant Company, November 15, 1920. 
Work was begun December 2, 1920, suspended December 15, 
1920, resumed March 14, 1921, and completed May 7, 1921. 
The work done was to bar out the old granite block, recut them 
and relay them on a 6-inch concrete base with grout joints, 
reset the edgestone and lay brick sidewalks. The recut block 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
paving in the intersection of C street and for a considerable 
distance on each side on C street was relaid by the contractor. 
The city furnished the new circles and the sidewalk brick. 
All other materials necessary to complete the work were fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Halifax street, from South Huntington avenue to Pond 
View avenue, is about 970 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to Martino 
DeMatteo, April 29, 1921. Work was begun May 16, 1921, 
and completed July 6, 1921. It is a 40-foot street with a 
26-foot asphaltic concrete roadway on a 4-inch cement con- 
crete base, 7-foot artificial stone sidewalks and granite edge- 
stone. The granite edgestone, circles and corners were fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The asphaltic roadway 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 
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Hastings street, from Centre street to Corey street, is 
about 394 feet in length. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo December 6, 1921. 
Work was not started. 

Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River 
street, is about 5,454 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing this street was awarded Martino DeMatteo November 
6, 1919. Work was begun November 10, 1919, suspended 
January 8, 1920, resumed March 29, 1920, suspended Decem- 
ber 20, 1920, resumed March 14, 1921, and completed May 
12, 1921. It is a 70-foot street with granite edgestone, 10-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks, 2-inch Topeka pavement on a 6-inch 
concrete base each side of car tracks, with granite block brows 
on 6-inch concrete base with grout joints at rails. The work 
this year consisted of laying the Topeka pavement on west side 
from West street across Metropolitan avenue and on the east 
side from River street to beyond Thatcher street, and laying 
the 6-inch concrete base and Topeka pavement on east side 
from Thatcher street across Metropolitan avenue, thus com- 
pleting the roadway begun last year. The Topeka pavement 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The corners and recut block were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The straight edge- 
stone and circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The street car tracks were relocated and a double 
car track constructed by the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Company, the city making the necessary excavation 
under agreement with Gore, Inc. 

A contract for paving the street car location was awarded 
to John MeCourt Company October 8, 1920. Work was begun 
October 11, 1920, and completed November 19, 1920. This 
pavement is recut granite block on a 6-inch concrete base with 
grout joints. The old granite blocks were furnished by the 
city and recut by the contractor, who furnished all other 
materials. 

Imrie road, from Cambridge street to Allston Playground, 
is about 620 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to Charles M. Callahan, June 3, 1921. Work 
started June 14, 1921, and was completed August 2, 1921. 
This street as constructed varies in width from 26.18 to 28 feet 
with 5-foot sidewalks. The street was subgraded and new 
edgestone was set, artificial stone sidewalks furnished and 
laid and the roadway was paved with asphalt concrete on a 
4-inch Portland cement concrete base. The sidewalks and 
pavement were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The city furnished the new edgestone on the line of work and 
the contractor furnished all other materials necessary to do the 
work. 

Melton road, from Wallingford road to Colonial road, is 
about 455 feet in length. A contract to construct this street | 
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was awarded to Charles M. Callahan, June 3, 1921. Work 
started July 6, 1921, and was completed September 15, 1921. 
This street as constructed is 50 feet in width with a 29-foot 
roadway and sidewalks 10.5 feet wide, consisting of 5 feet of 
artificial stone, a tree or loam space and curb stone. The 
street was sub-graded, edgestone set, artificial stone sidewalks 
furnished and laid and the roadway was paved with asphalt 
concrete on a 4-inch concrete base. The sidewalks and road- 
way were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The 
contractor graded and seeded the loam spaces. The city 
furnished the new edgestone on the line of the work and all 
other materials necessary to do the work was furnished by the 
contractor. 

Morton street, from Forest Hills avenue, 1220 feet easterly. 
A contract for constructing this street was awarded Rowe 
Contracting Company, November 25,+1921. Work was not 
started. 

North Beacon street, from Market street to beyond Parsons 
street, is about 2,823 feet in length. A contract to widen and 
construct this street was awarded to the John Kelley Company, 
October 5, 1921. Work was started October 3, 1921, and 
suspended December 20, 1921. This street as it is to be con- 
structed for the most of its length is 60 feet in width with 10- 
foot sidewalks, but under the railroad bridge the street narrows 
down to 28.5 feet in width with 3-foot sidewalks. The car 
tracks have been removed from the street. The contractor is 
subgrading the street, the cut being quite heavy on the north 
side of the street where the widening is, being 7 feet in places. 
New edgestone is being set and the old reset, artificial, stone 
sidewalks furnished and laid and the roadway is being paved 
with asphalt concrete on a 6-inch concrete base except the 
narrow portion under the bridge which is to be paved with 
granite block on a concrete base with asphalt joints. The 
sidewalks and paving are laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. ‘There is a short piece of dry rubble wall to be laid 
near the railroad bridge and a small amount of loam space is 
to be graded and seeded near the Charles River Parkway. 
The city furnished the new edgestone and paving block and all 
other materials are furnished by the contractor, who hauls all 
unused material to the Chestnut Hill Yard. The contract for 
constructing this street was awarded late in the Fall and the 
work will be completed in the spring. 

Oriole street, from Bellevue road to Emmons road, is about 
426 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo, April 29, 1921. 
Work was begun June 8, 1921, and completed July 8, 1921. It 
is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot asphaltic concrete roadway 
on a 4-inch cement concrete base, 7-foot sidewalks having a 
42-foot artificial stone walk with a loam space and granite edge- 
stone. The granite edgestone, circles and corners were furn- 
ished by the city on the line of the work. The paving blocks 
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were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The asphal- 
tic roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year majntenance guaranty. 

Pontiac street, from Tremont street to Hillside street, is 
about 936 feet in length. A contract to pave the surface of this 
street with asphalt concrete, was awarded to the John McCourt 
Company, May 24,1921. Work was started May 19, 1921, and 
completed June 28, 1921. This is a 40-foot street with 7-foot 
sidewalks. The street was subgraded involving considerable 
rock cutting, new edgestone was set, artificial stone sidewalks 
were furnished and laid and the roadway was paved with as- 
phalt concrete on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base. The 
sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the new straight edgestone and 
circular edgestone on the line of the work, and all other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. All surplus and unused 
materials were hauled by the contractor to the Highland Street 
Paving Yard. 

Public Alley No. 909, from Massachusetts avenue to Hem- 
enway street, is about 379 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this alley was awarded to DeStefano 
Bros., November 2, 1920. Work was begun March 24, 1921, 
and completed May 7, 1921. It is a 10-foot alley having an 
8-foot roadway paved with 4-inch granite block, grout joints 
on a 6-inch cement concrete base, artificial stone sidewalks 1 foot 
in width and granite edgestone. A concrete retaining wall 
about 170 feet in length was built on the southerly side of this 
alley. The new granite edgestone, circles and corners were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The paving 
block were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor, 
who also hauled the surplus paving materials to the city yard. 
All other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
granite block roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

South street, from Centre street about 270 feet easterly. 
A contract to construct this street with sheet asphalt was 
awarded to the Bermudez Company, September,7, 1920. Work 
was begun September 20, 1920, suspended December 29, 1920, 
resumed April 11, 1921, and completed May 5, 1921. The 
work done this year consisted of laying artificial stone sidewalks. 

Stanhope street, from Morgan street to Trinity place, is 
about 654 feet in length, with a roadway 20 feet in width and 
sidewalks 5 feet in width. A contract for constructing this 
street was awarded to Gore, Inc., May 24, 1921. The con- 
tractor did the excavating, furnished the filling and set the 
edgestone. The roadway was paved with special cut granite 
block with grout joints on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete 
base. The square at Morgan street was paved with second- 
hand granite block on a gravel base. The sidewalks were 
constructed of artificial stone. Work was commenced May 24, 
1921, and completed August 18, 1921. The straight edge- 
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stone, circles and corners were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. AJl other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The gran'te block paving and artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The former 
surface of the street was granite block with gravel base and the 
joints and brick sidewalks. 

Stuart street, from Dartmouth street to Trinity place, is 
about 268 feet in length and from the west side of Clarendon 
street to Columbus avenue is about 1,229 feet in length. A 
contract to reconstruct this street was awarded to DeStephano 
Brothers, November 21, 1921. Work was started November 
16, 1921, and suspended December 30, 1921. This street is 
to be 70 feet wide with 15-foot sidewalks and a 40-foot road, 
way. The contractor is to reset the edgestone, remove the 
old paving block, subgrade the street and make a fill where 
the roadway and slopes of the sidewalk are low. Artificial 
stone sidewalks are to be furnished and laid and the roadway 
is to be paved with asphalt concrete on a 6-inch concrete. base. 
The sidewalks and roadway are to be laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. The city will furnish any new edge- 
stone and granite paving blocks required on the line of work, 
all other materials are to be furnished by the contractor, who 
is to haul the old paving blocks and flagging and other unused 
materials to the Massachusetts avenue lot. 

Thorndike street, from Commonwealth avenue to the 
Brookline line, is about 144 feet in length. A contract to 
construct this street was awarded to Charles M. Callahan, 
June 3, 1921. Work was begun June 3, 1921, and completed 
June 22, 1921. This street as constructed, is 50 feet wide 
with a 34-foot roadway and 8-foot sidewalks. The sidewalk 
on the north side of the street consists of 5 feet of artificial 
stone and a loam space and the walk on the south side is full 
width artificial stone. New edgestone was set, artificial stone 
sidewalks were furnished and laid and the roadway was paved 
with asphalt concrete on a 4-inch concrete base. The side- 
walks and roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The city furnished the new edgestone on the line of 
work and all other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Whitten street, from Dorchester avenue across Althea 
street, is about 1,017 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this street was awarded to Warren Brothers 
Company June 8, 1921. Work was started June 24, 1921, 
and completed August 10, 1921. It is a 40-foot street with a 
26-foot bitulithic roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base, 
7-foot sidewalks having a 4-foot artificial stone walk, a 3-foot 
loam space and part granite and part artificial stone curb. 
The granite edgestone, circles and corners were furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. A few paving blocks were 
hauled from Brenton street by the contractor. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The bitulithic 
roadway and. artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty.

SEWER SERVICE. 


During the year 1921-22 there were built throughout 
the city 7.08 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains. 

There were 7,196 catch-basins and 101 inlets cleaned 
and a total of 28,722.87 cubic yards of material removed. 

In the city proper district the principal work was that 
of replacing the old wooden sewer in Chatham street, 
between Commercial street and Merchants row, with a 
reinforced concrete sewer, thereby removing a _ long- 
standing cause of complaint in the past. 

In Roxbury the most important work was that of 
completing the rebuilding of Muddy river conduit in 
Brookline avenue and the building of sanitary sewers in 
Alleghany street, Bickford street, Peabody street and 
Townsend street. 

In South Boston the extension of East First street 
overflow in Farragut road and the building of a sewer 
and surface drain in East Second street will relieve the 
floodings in the vicinity of First street and P street at 
Second street. 
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In Charlestown 918.57 feet of pipe sewers and surface 
drains were built, the principal work being that of 
building sewer, catch-basins, etc., in Chelsea street 
between Henley street and Chestnut street in advance 
of the widening and paving. 

The most important construction work in the East 
Boston district was that of the extension of the Lubec 
street outlet, where 402 linear feet of 6-foot 9-inch rein- 
forced conduit was built. 

In the Dorchester district the principal work was that 
of the extension of the Davenport brook for a distance of 
about 510 feet which has been repeatedly called for by the 
adjoining property owners. 

In Hyde Park the work was principally that of the 
extension of sanitary sewers. 

In the Brighton district pipe sewers were built in 
Melton road, Imrie road, Parker avenue, Allston Heights 
and North Beacon street. Work has been started on 
the Faneuil Valley brook conduit by building stop plank 
manholes to allow the proper cleaning of this conduit. 

In West Roxbury the most important work was the 
completion of section 10 of Stony brook new Toll Gate 
road consisting of 270 linear feet of 17-foot by 13-foot 
9-inch reinforced concrete conduit, and the start on the 
covered channel for Roslindale Branch of Stony brook 
where there was built 875 linear feet of a 10-foot 9-inch 
concrete conduit to relieve the floodings in the vicinity 
of Firth road, Bexley road and Murray Hill road. A 
start was also made on the Glendale road outlet between 
Metropolitan sewer and North avenue to provide a 
sanitary sewer outlet for a large area in the vicinity of 
Baker street, Elmwood street, Centre street and Grove 
street. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


The committee appointed by his Honor the Mayor 
after a thorough investigation of the methods of the 
disposal of ashes, rubbish, garbage, ete., in other large 
cities of the United States, decided upon a method of 
disposal for Boston, and after bids were received recom- 
mended that the award be given to the lowest bidder, 
Coleman Brothers, at a cost of $3,795,000 for a ten-year 
period beginning July 1, 1922. This was later approved 
by the City Council and by his Honor the Mayor. 

This contract does not include the garbage disposal 
for four outlying districts, as at the present time this 
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garbage is collected by contract and sold to farmers for 
hog feeding. Studies should be made as to improved 
methods of collection and as to more frequent collections. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


The duties of this service, to keep the streets and alleys 
free from filth, dirt, etc., are in my estimation one of the 
most important functions of the Public Works Depart- 
ment. The paving program, with its extension of 
smooth pavements, puts a greater burden on this service 
and an increase in equipment and men should be con- 
sidered seriously. The continuation of the car sprinkler 
and motor-driven flushers have again proven of great 
value and have met the test of time in a most satis- 
factory manner. A new Elgin motor-driven pick-up 
~ machine has been purchased, making a total of three in 
this service at the present time.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE WATER DIVISION. 





February 1, 1922. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
operations, income and expenditures of the Water 
Division for the past year. 

The pipe laying work done again accurately reflects 
the general economic conditions; 2.33 miles were laid 
and 7.40 miles were relaid. This work was divided as 
follows: Approximately 4,000 feet of pipe were laid, on 
account of new building construction, in extension of 
existing distribution system. Approximately 8,000 feet 
in anticipation of permanent paving, in extension of the 
high service supplying sprinkler systems and fire pipes, 
and for the improvement of the domestic service. ‘The 
balance of the pipe laying, approximately 7.5 miles, 
consisted of relaying mains inadequate to furnish a 
sufficient fire supply. 

Another index of the lack of development existing 
throughout the city for the past four years is the number 
of service pipes laid each year: 

In 1921, 294 services were laid. 

For the past four years the average per year was 213. 

For the year 1917, 645 were laid. 

For the period 1912 to 1916 the average was 1,330. 

It is encouraging to be able to state that a marked 
increase in activity, as shown by new service pipes 
installed, has been in evidence during the latter part of 
the last year. 

Two hundred and thirty linear feet of 30-inch pipe 
was laid in Harrison avenue on the bridge over the 
Boston & Albany Railroad and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad connecting the two ends of 
the 30-inch line laid in 1916-17. The completion of this 
main affords a second high service supply to the city 
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proper and insures an adequate supply for the high 
service area in the event of a failure of the 42-inch main 
in Huntington avenue, Clarendon street, Newbury 
street, etc. 

An innovation was made in the practice of the Water 
Service by the relaying of 2,500 linear feet of 24-inch 
pipe (laid in 1887) with 36-inch pipe, in Perkins street, 
West Roxbury, from Prince street to a point near the 
Jamaicaway. ‘The 24-inch pipe was salvaged by burn- 
ing out the joints with an oxy-acetylene torch, the 
average time per joint being twenty minutes. The old 
pipe was laid in sand and gravel and was found to be in 
practically perfect condition and entirely suitable for 
service in a new location. The total cost of the 36-inch 
line was $46,356.91; the value of the 24-inch pipe 
removed is credited in the department accounts at 
$23,374.35. 

One thousand four hundred linear feet 16-inch high 
service pipe was laid in Dudley street easterly from Blue 
Hill avenue. This work is part of a contract for laying 
2,400 linear feet extending from Blue Hill avenue to 
Magnolia street. The work was unfinished when winter 
set in. When completed it will greatly strengthen the 
high service system in that section of the city. 

The larger part of the relaying done to improve the 
fire protection was as follows: 

In South End between Dover street and Massa- 
chusetts avenue: 3,296 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 
12 inches; 2,409 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 10 
inches; 1,155 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 8 inches; 
374 linear feet 4 inches relaid with 6 inches. 

In Roxbury: 4,837 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 12 
inches. 

In East Boston: 5,286 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 
10 inches. 

In Dorchester: 5,300 linear feet 6 inches relaid with 
10 inches and 12 inches. 

~ Relaying must constitute a part of the yearly program 

of work, at least until the entire system is strong enough 
to satisfy the reasonable demands of the Fire Depart- 
ment. This fact is apparent when the increase in the 
amount of water necessary to supply the modern motor 
pumping engines over that required fifty years ago, is 
considered. 

Other improvements in the distribution system are: 

The section in Hyde Park between River street and 
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the Neponset river, from the Dorchester town line 
westerly to Massasoit street, was greatly strengthened 
by laying 4,100 linear feet of 8-inch 10-inch and 12-inch 
pipe, affording a second feed main and abolishing a 
number of dead ends of small pipes which have given 
much trouble in the past from freezing. 

Three thousand one hundred and fifty linear feet of 
laying and relaying was done in the Bellevue Hill 
District, West Roxbury, affording a second supply main 
from the reservoir on the hill to the Metropolitan Hill 
District and to Hyde Park, as well as greatly improving 
the fire protection. 

Twenty-two thousand six hundred and sixty-nine 
linear feet of 6-inch and 12-inch pipe was cleaned by the 
National Water Main Cleaning Company of New York 
in East Boston and 11,721 feet of 12-inch pipe was 
cleaned by the same company in Brighton; large 
quantities of sediment and incrustation being removed 
in all cases with the result that the original carrying 
capacity of the pipes was restored. 

During the year the Pitometer Company completed 
the water waste survey of the South Boston and the 
South End Distribution Systems unfinished in 1920, 
and also completed a survey of the high service of the 
city proper, Roxbury and the greater part of Dorchester, 
together with a small portion of the Roxbury low service. 
This work (exclusive of that in South Boston and the 
South End) covered 269 miles of mains and resulted in 
a saving of 5,586,000 gallons of water per day through 
the actual stoppage of existing leaks located by the 
Pitometer Company and repaired by men of the Water 
Service. None of these leaks gave surface indications 
and all of them would have remained undetected with- 
out a special survey. 

Further detailed information regarding the operations 
of the Distribution, Income and Meter Branches will be 
found in the tables published herewith.

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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


Two pipe laying contracts awarded in 1920 were com- 
pleted during the past year, one in Essex street, 
Chauncy street, Exeter place and Commercial street; 
the other for installation of necessary suction and 
force mains at pumping stations Nos. 1 and 2. 

The length of mains laid during the year are as follows: 
205 linear feet 12-inch pipe; 3,608 linear feet 16-inch 
pipe; 1,210 linear feet 20-inch pipe. 

The total milage of the system is 11.6 with 310 
hydrants installed thereon. 

The completed system calls for a length of 19 miles. 

The work of constructing two pumping stations and 
installing in each two pumping units was completed 
December 5, and on December 19, 1921, the stations 
were put in service under the control of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Following is a description of the pumping equipment: 


PUMFING STATION No. 1. 


Located in a fireproof isolated area, in the basement 
of the Lincoln Power Station of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, corner of Commercial and Battery 
streets; fire hazard very slight. 

Equipment includes two Worthington 3-stage double 
suction centrifugal pumps, each direct connected to a 
Westinghouse 750 horse power steam turbine of the 
horizontal impulse type, operating at 1,165 revolutions 
per minute, with steam pressure of 175 pounds; atmos- 
pheric exhaust. 

Two 16-inch suction mains, both connecting with low 
service distribution system of city (pressure 50 to 60 
pounds), one of them also connecting with high service 
distribution system (pressure 85 to 90 pounds). One 
16-inch suction main, connecting with large intake 
conduit, supplying salt water from harbor to Boston 
Elevated Power Station for condensing purposes, pro- 
vides an emergency salt water supply. Two 16-inch 
discharge mains, each equipped with a venturi meter, 
extend from the station to the high pressure fire dis- 
tribution system. A centrifugal vacuum pump, with 
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75-gallon priming tank, driven by a 10 horse power, 
220-volt, direct current motor, is provided to prime the 
fire pumps when suction is taken from salt water. 

A vertical centrifugal single stage sump pump, dtiven 
by a 220-volt, direct current motor, takes care of any 
leakage, etc., within the station. 

The water piping is of cast iron with flanged joints, 
eash piece of pipe in force main being separately tested 
at a pressure of 600 pounds per square inch before being 
assembled. A 4-inch by-pass, equipped with the neces- 
sary check valves and meter, is provided between suction 
and discharge side of piping to insure the absence of air 
in the system and to provide means of measuring the 
leakage in the high pressure fire distribution system. 

The principle control valves on the piping system are 
electrically operated by Dean control. Ross regulating 
valves are installed between the suction and discharge 
of each pump by means of which the pressures at the 
pumps are controlled from the operating board, upon 
which the necessary gauges and indicators are installed, 
and from which the valves in the piping system, the 
vacuum pump and the sump pump are operated. 

The turbines are started by hand throttle. Steam is 
supplied through an 8-inch loop pipe, connecting to each 
end of steam header in the boiler room of the Boston 
Elevated Station, where a battery of twenty (20) Bab- 
cock and Wilcox boilers, with a total of 10,344 horse 
power, are located, eight to ten of these boilers being 
always in service. 

At an acceptance test made on December 9, 1921, by 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters, Pump No. 1 
discharged 3,100 gallons per minute at 301 pounds 
pressure and 4,676 gallons per minute at 201 pounds 
pressure. Pump No. 2 discharged 3,114 gallons per 
minute at 300 pounds pressure; 5,164 gallons per minute 
at 209 pounds pressure and 7,400 gallons per minute at 
100 pounds pressure. The two pumps together dis- 
charged 6,580 gallons per minute at 292 pounds pressure 
and 10,266 gallons per minute at 201 pounds pressure. 
The above performance easily fulfilled the contract 
requirements. 


PUMPING STATION No. 2. 


Located in a fire proof building, constructed for the 
purpose, within the boiler room of the Third Station of 
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the Edison Electric Nluminating Company on Atlantic 
avenue, opposite Pearl street; fire hazard very slight. 

The equipment includes two Worthington 4-stage 
single suction centrifugal pumps, each direct connected 
through semiflexible couplings, to Westinghouse 750 
horse power 235 volt direct current shunt wound inter- 
pole motor with a speed range from 860 to 1,050 revolu- 
tions per minute. 

Two 16-inch suction mains both connecting with 
Low Service Distribution System of city (pressure 50 to 
60 pounds) one of them also connecting with High Ser- 
vice Distribution System of city (pressure 85 to 90 
pounds). One 16-inch suction main, connecting with 
large intake conduit supplying condensing water for the 
Edison Station, provides an emergency salt water 
supply. 

Two 16-inch discharge mains, each equipped with a 
Venturi meter, extend from the station to the High Pres- 
sure Fire Distribution System. Two centrifugal vacuum 
pumps with a 75-gallon priming tank, each driven by 
10 horse power motor, are provided for priming the fire 
pumps when suction is taken from salt water. One 
vertical centrifugal single stage motor driven sump 
pump takes care of any leakage, etc. within the station. 

The water piping is of cast iron with flanged joints, 
each piece of pipe in force main being separately tested 
at a pressure of 600 pounds per square inch before being 
assembled. <A 2-inch by pass, equipped with the neces- 
sary check valves and meter, is provided between suc- 
tion side and discharge side of piping to insure the 
absence of air in the system and to provide means of 
measuring the leakage in the High Pressure Fire Dis- 
tribution System. 

The principle control valves on the piping systems 
are electrically operated by Deane control. Ross reg- 
ulating valves are installed between the suction and 
discharge of each pump by means of which the pressures 
at the pumps are controlled. 

The switchboard consists of two separate units; one 
board, designed to handle the heavy starting and run- 
ning current required for the main motor, contains the 
connections from the Edison power lines, the busbars 
and the secondary contactors for operating the motors. 
The other, or main control board, consists of four 
panels — one for each motor, one for the station auxil- 
iaries, and one for the fire alarm. Hach motor panel is 
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equipped with drum master switches for operating the 
main motor, control switches for motor operated valves, 
gauges to indicate suction and discharge pressure, 
ammeter to indicate amount of current required by 
motor and wattmeter to register total power required by 
motor. 

In putting a pumping unit into service it is necessary 
to turn one, two or three master switches, depending 
upon which suction and discharge mains are to be 
operated; one master switch only is required to bring 
motor up to speed, the delivering of water and its pres- 
sure being determined by operation of a motor field 
rheostat and the Ross regulating valve; the control 
of the latter is through a hand valve immediately in 
front of each motor panel; the actual position of the 
regulating valve being shown at all times on a dial 
visible from the operating platform. Two Venturi 
meters which register the water pumped into each dis- 
charge main, are located immediately beside the control 
board. 

The above arrangement makes it possible for one man 
to operate easily and quickly the entire equipment in 
the station. Under normal conditions fire pressure is 
available within forty seconds after an alarm is received 

In the event of failure of the fresh water suction sup- 
ply, the pumps can be primed and ready for service 
with salt water, in less than three minutes time. 

Power for operating the pumps is furnished through 
cables extending to the pump room from the main 
switchboard in the generating room of the Edison 
Third Station in which are located four 1,600 killowatt 
and two 800 killowatt direct current generators, and 
four 1,000 killowatt and one 500 killowatt motor gener- 
ators. The direct current generators are operated by 
engines supplied with steam from a battery of nineteen 
(19) boilers of 8,400 horse power capacity, six to ten of 
the boilers being always under steam. The motor 
generators receive current at 6,600 volts alternating cur- 
rent from the main station of the Edison Company in 
South Boston, delivering it at 250-volts direct current. 
Three underground transmission lines extend, over two 
separate routes, to the Edison Third Station, any two 
of which have sufficient capacity to operate the entire 
motor generator installation in the station. Ten direct 
current tie lines from seven sub-stations in the city are 
available, on an emergency, to supply, 1,500 to 1,800 
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killowatt to the Edison Third Station. In addition, 
two storage batteries with a combined capacity of 9,470 
ampere hours, sufficient to run both fire pumps for a 
period of approximately two hours, are available at the 
Edison Third Station. 

At a test recently made by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, Pump No. 1 discharged 3,141 gallons per 
minute at 298 pounds pressure and 4,413 gallons per 
minute at 202 pounds pressure. Pump No. 2 discharged 
3,000 gallons per minute at 300 pounds pressure and 
4,407 gallons per minute at 200 pounds pressure. The 
two pumps operating together discharged 6,580 gallons 
per minute at 292 pounds pressure. The above per- 
formance easily fulfilled the contract requirements.

Boston, February 1, 1922. 
To the Honorable the Mayor: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 31, 1922. 

This commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and the 
other by the mayor of the city of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting Boston and Cam- 
bridge Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, Harvard, 
Prison Point, River Street and Western Avenue to 
Cambridge. 

As there is no separate appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, the same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, 1922, 
was $27,999.77. 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE (OVER CHARLES RIVER AT 
CoTTaGE FARM). 


Patching was done on the roadway surface and under 
plank of same and on the sidewalk. 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The draw span of this bridge has been sheathed twice 
and considerable repairs made to the under planking. 
The roadway has been nailed repeatedly and under 
plank respiked. In certain places the stringers have 
been broken and have been replaced. Sidewalk repairs 
have been made.

The bridge was sheathed once and repairs made to the 
under planking and stringers. 


RIVER STREET BRIDGE AND WESTON AVENUE BRIDGE 
OvER CHARLES RIVER. 


These bridges were each sheathed once and some 
rotten under plank in each bridge was replaced. 

Of the above bridges Brookline Street Bridge, River 
Street Bridge and Western Avenue Bridge are in deplor- 
able condition and should be rebuilt. 

As a step toward this reconstruction, chapter 497 
of the Acts of 1921 was passed, providing for the recon- 
struction of these bridges.

ANNUAL REPORT 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31; 1922. 





Boston, March 1, 1922. 
Hon. JAMES M. CurRLEY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of chapter 
3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I have the 
honor to present the annual report of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department for the year ending January 31, 
1922. 

SCOPE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Soldiers’ Relief Department is charged with the 
duty, under the various statutes as codified under 
chapter 115 of the General Laws, to disburse moneys as 
State Aid, Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief to former 
service men of the Civil War, the War with Spain, the 
Philippine Insurrection and the World War and also 
to the dependents of such service men. The require- 
ments under the statute are that a man must present 
an honorable discharge from all services during one of 
the wars; that he have a legal settlement in Boston; 
that he be in such need as to require assistance; and 
finally, that he shall not have forfeited his rights by 
misconduct. 
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CHRONICLE FOR THE YEAR. 


The present commissioner entered upon his duties 
June 1, 1921, and found a condition in the office which 
showed the need of improvement in every direction. 
The work was greatly congested; the employees of the 
department, because of the lack of a proper system, 
were laboring under a severe handicap; and the greatly 
increased number of applicants were not receiving atten- 
tion in a way befitting the dignity of the city and their 
claims upon the city in view of their military services. 

To remedy this condition a careful survey was made, 
and as a result efforts were made immediately to bring 
about the proper conduct of the office. The results 
attained can be shown best in the following analysis: 


QUARTERS. 


The rooms allotted to the department in City Hall were 
entirely inadequate and one of the first duties of the 
present commissioner was to take over another suite of 
rooms, thus doubling the floor space allotted to the 
department. This additional floor space made it pos- 
sible for the first time to segregate the various classes 
of work in the office, so that each could be performed 
efficiently and in harmony with the other classes of 
work. Where up to this time there had been confusion 
and extra effort, and at times a great deal of mutual 
annoyance, and generally there had been much dis- 
satisfaction expressed by those presenting their claims 
to the department, with the acquisition of the enlarged 
quarters, each class of work was so regulated that it 
was possible for the first time to approximate the 
standard of expedition which should be attained in all 
public work. 

The condition of the office can be illustrated also by 
the fact that for some time after the first of June, 1921, 
it was not unusual to have sixty or seventy men waiting 
on the stairway at nine o’clock for the purpose either 
of applying for the first time for aid or of reporting as 
required to make a statement as to their financial 
condition. Under the arrangements as effected, after 
taking over the additional floor space, together with 
other improvements which will be noted hereafter, this 
accumulation of men at the opening hour disappeared 
almost entirely and the work was so regulated that there 
was never any stress at any particular hour of the day. 
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The various classes of work in the department are 
embraced in the following sections: 

1. Applications.— Here are handled the original 
applications for assistance and in every case the history 
of the applicant is obtained in order to determine 
whether he is eligible for relief under the law. 

2. Statements.— The beneficiaries are required to 
report generally about every other month to make a 
sworn statement as to their financial condition. 

3. Pay Rolls.— 'To keep an accurate and up-to-date 
record of the payments made to the beneficiaries, it is 
necessary to have a section devoted especially to these 
records and the number of clerks assigned increased 
from two to four during the year. 

4. Vusitors— Where formerly the visitors were 
assigned desk space in a haphazard manner, at present 
they are arranged in sections, each section under a 
supervisor and they are in a position now to interview 
the beneficiaries and to carry on their work as it should 
be done. 

5. Stenographers.— Where formerly the stenograph- 
ers were allotted space indiscriminately with the clerks 
engaged upon other work in the department, they are 
at present in a room by themselves, so that there is no 
longer the constant interference which formerly existed. 

6. Information The department occupies two 
wings on the top floor of City Hall, and in each wing, 
on entering the office, there is an information desk 
within a few feet of the door, and all entering receive 
prompt attention. 


OFFICE ROUTINE. 


1. Applications.— The form in use for applications 
has been improved and the method of taking applica- 
tions has been altered so as to dispense with a great 
deal of the bustle and annoyance which was formerly 
characteristic of the office. 

2. Statements.— It has been the regulation of the 
department to have the beneficiaries report from time 
to time, usually every other month, to make sworn 
statements as to their financial condition. The number 
thus reporting has run as high as 1,500 in one month, 
and there was a constant drain upon the clerical force 
of the department to record these statements and obtain 
the necessary information. The capacity of the office 
June 1, 1921, in this respect, with six or seven clerks 
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allotted to the duty was not greater than seventy or 
eighty applications and statements, and when this 
number had been admitted, those calling later were told 
to report another day. This condition, of course, 
could not be permitted to exist, and first of all by taking 
on additional clerks, and better than that, by improving 
the method of taking statements, it soon became possible 
to handle in as large numbers as presented themselves, 
all who called at the office. Thus, where formerly six 
or seven clerks could scarcely handle eighty persons 
calling for assistance, under the present method, three 
or four clerks have handled very nearly two hundred 
beneficiaries during one day, and if more than that 
number presented themselves they could still be handled 
without any additional clerks. The reason for this is 
the introduction of a new form of statement which is 
in effect a questionnaire, so that where formerly a 
statement took eight to ten minutes of office time, at 
present the same statement, containing usually more 
information, takes less than one minute of office time. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


The correspondence had been more or less in arrears 
and under the general impetus of improved conditions, 
it was not long before communications were answered the 
very day received, or at least by the following day. 


STATE ACCOUNTS. 


Due to the general congestion in the office, there had 
been a great deal of delay in submitting to the State Aid 
Commissioner accounts of payments made of State Aid 
and Military Aid. In the general improvement this 
detail received attention, and at present the accounts 
are forwarded as required by the regulation of the 
State Aid Commissioner. 


PAYMENTS TO BENEFICIARIES. 


At the highest point of the financial burden carried 
by the city with reference to Soldiers’ Relief, there were 
more than 5,000 people coming to the office to collect 
in cash the amounts allotted tothem. To insure prompt 
attention to those thus drawing relief, and to prevent 
delays in the actual payment required special attention. 
The old plan was improved upon by first of all increas- 
ing the number of pay days and then later, in a number 
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of minor details. Usually about anywhere from one 
hundred to two hundred would be waiting at nine o’clock 
in the morning at the pay-room, and one simple way 
developed to prevent congestion, was to have the pay- 
ments start at 8.45 or 8.50. The present commissioner 
found it necessary early to have a better method of safe- 
guarding the funds of the department and the City 
Treasurer arranged to turn over to him a special vault in 
the treasurer’s office, so that at all times the funds of 
the department were under the same police supervision 
as the funds in the treasurer’s office, and were always 
under separate combination, known only to the com- 
missioner and his assistant. 


ELIMINATION OF ADVANCE PAYMENTS BETWEEN PAY 
DAYS. 


A great abuse had been allowed to grow up by per- 
mitting men to anticipate their payments and draw 
as they pleased. The commissioner made a careful 
investigation of this situation and found that there was 
no good reascn for the continuance of advance payments, 
and furthermore, if they were allowed to continue, they 
would interfere very seriously with the working of the 
department. Accordingly, therefore, advance payments 
were stopped entirely, and it is interesting to note that 
there was presented to the department no good reason 
for the resumption of such payments, nor was there any 
case reported where there was actual suffering due to 
the failure to obtain an advance payment. 


EMERGENCY PAYMENTS. 


It was noted in a great many cases that men or 
their dependents would apply to the office for the 
first time and would be found to be in such destitution 
as to require immediate assistance. By what was 
termed an emergency payment, such persons received 
immediate assistance, and then later, after they were 
placed upon the regular pay roll, they came within 
the general rule that payments were not to be made 
in anticipation of the pay days. This method of 
emergency payments proved of tremendous service and 
it can be fairly said of the department that in all cases 
relief was paid as promptly as required by the circum- 
stances. 
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RETURNS TO THE City TREASURER. 


Among the improvements in the office has been the 
prompt rendition monthly to the City Treasurer of an 
account of the money advanced by him for the pay- 
ments on the rolls of the department. 


SUPPLEMENTARY Pay ROLLS. 


Under the system followed in the department, which 
will undoubtedly be changed very shortly, it takes 
about two weeks to prepare the pay rolls and have them 
approved by the City Auditor. This means that to 
pay a roll on the twenty-eighth of the month, for 
example, it is necessary to close the pay roll about 
the fifteenth of the month. ‘Thus, under the old plan 
those presenting themselves after the fifteenth of the 
month would not receive payment ordinarily for about 
six weeks. The present commissioner devised a plan 
of supplementary pay rolls, so that a roll was estab- 
lished for payment within the first week of the month, 
and thus in no case would a man have to wait more 
than three weeks at the utmost for a payment. It is 
to be kept in mind in this connection that under the 
system of emergency payments as outlined above, 
where the need required, a delay of three weeks would 
not be necessary. 


VISITORS. 


June 1, 1921, there were six women visitors and two 
men visitors. They were very much behind in their 
work for two reasons: (1) There was too much work 
for their number and (2) they had duties imposed upon 
them which were not those of visitors. ‘To clear up 
this situation, immediately two temporary visitors were 
employed, and a plan was formulated to relieve the 
visitors of clerical duties, which up to that time they 
had been required to perform. ‘Thus immediately the 
two male visitors were told to devote their time entirely 
to visiting and while for some months it was not possible 
to relieve the women visitors of their clerical duties, 
a start was made in that direction and very shortly, 
under the new system for making payments to the bene- 
ficiaries, the visitors will be almost entirely free from 
other duties. 

There had been constant complaints about the length 
of time it took a visitor to call upon an applicant for 
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assistance, and especially was this true in what are called 
hospital cases. There were many calls from the hospitals 
from service men requiring assistance and delays of 
ten days or more were not infrequent. Under the 
system as improved this cause of complaint entirely 
disappeared and all cases received prompt attention. 
There had been no elasticity in the method of visiting, 
and this condition was remedied by making it pessible 
on oceasion to send out a visitor on an emergency 
errand within a few hours after the call. 

The visitors had been hampered for lack of stenog- 
raphers and there was general dissatisfaction for the 
reason that the transcripts of their investigations were 
not promptly returned to them. This cause of com- 
plaint was removed by a regular assignment of one 
stenographer to three or four investigators, and at 
present the visits and the reports of the investigators 
are handled with despatth. 

Perhaps the most important point of all was the 
matter of the assumption of responsibility by the com- 
missioner for all decisions made by him. ‘These decisions 
as a matter of interest were based almost entirely upon 
the reports of the visitors, and there was a tendency 
towards reluctance on the part of the visitors to report 
all the facts for the reason that the visitors might be 
called in to explain to some person of political promin- 
ence interested in the applicant who had been denied 
assistance the reason for the rejection of the claim. 
The present commissioner early realized that to admin- 
ister the office fairly and in justice to the taxpayers of 
the city as well as to those asking assistance, it was 
necessary to apply the law impartially, and this meant 
that in a certain number of the cases relief was to be 
denied, and in such decisions he must be firm. The 
attitude thus taken relieved the visitors of any appre- 
hensions they might have had, and the result was that 
apparently for the first time in the department, investi- 
gation was thorough and exhaustive; and whether it 
was an inquiry into the reason for the applicant losing 
his last place of employment, or whether it led to 
inquiring for a police record, every source of information 
was used to the end that in passing upon the eligibility 
of the applicant for assistance under the statutes, all 
the necessary information was in the hands of the com- 
missioner. This system, as thus inaugurated and 
adhered to, caused a great deal of extra work in the 
department and there were many and frequent appeals 
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to the commissioner to let up on his firm stand in the 
matter of rejection of unworthy cases. The endeavor 
has been in all cases to give a fair hearing and to con- 
sider all the circumstances which may be brought to the 
attention of the department, but in the end, if, for 
example, a man, by his record in the police court, or by 
his misconduct in his place of employment, had for- 
feited his right to relief from this department, he was 
told so in so many words, and that decision was final. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


A great deal of the increase of the demands made 
upon the department was due to the conditions in the 
industrial world, which during the year have made it 
practically impossible for a man to obtain employment. 
The department has been in contact with the various 
employment offices, notably that conducted by the 
state and that conducted by the American Legion, and 
by reference to their records it will be apparent that 
unemployment was largely the cause of the demands 
made upon the department for Soldiers’ Relief. 


SETTLEMENTS. 


As under the law a prerequisite for eligibility is to 
determine whether a man has a legal settlement in 
Boston, there is no more important part of the work 
than to have an effective method of deciding upon 
settlements. Accordingly, therefore, this branch of 
the work has received special attention, and at present 
the most careful inquiry is made to determine the 
settlement of an applicant. Attention has been given 
not only to the current cases, but also there is a careful 
survey being made of all those drawing relief from the 
department to the end that at the present time all 
those whose settlement is not clearly in Boston are 
referred to the city or town in the Commonwealth 
where, under the law, they should receive their assistance. 


INCREASE IN WoRK. 


The great increase in the demands made upon the 
department can perhaps best be shown by two facts: 
(1) The number of persons receiving relief from this 
department increased from approximately 2,400 as of 
February 1, 1921, to approximately 5,000 as of January 
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31, 1922. (2) The amount appropriated in the annual 
budget, 1921—22, for the department was approximately 
$500,000. There was actually expended, as will appear 
from the financial statement below, more than $1,000,000. 


IMPROVEMENT IN ADMINISTRATION. 


The improvement in the handling of the cases pre- 
sented to the department can best be illustrated by 
reference to the exhibits appended. Thus it will be 
shown that, whereas in the calendar year 1920, there 
were taken at the office approximately 2,500 sworn 
statements from those drawing relief, and during the 
same year there were approximately 5,000 visits made 
to the homes of the beneficiaries, during the current 
year 1921 the number of statements increased to more 
than 7,000 and the number of visits made approximated 
12,000. This great increase of approximately 150 per 
cent or better was accomplished by increasing the office 
help not more than 50 per cent. 


LOYALTY AND ZEAL OF EMPLOYEES. 


It is only just at this time to state that the employees 
of this department have performed a public service in 
the manner in which they have devoted themselves to 
the work of the department. Many of them have been 
laboring under a severe handicap, due to the great in- 
crease of work brought about by the World War, which 
during the past year has received constant additions. 
The improvements in the office routine and the new 
method of handling applicants for relief and of investi- 
gating their eligibility have made it possible to permit 
the work of the employees to show to much better 
advantage. The commissioner wishes to express in 
this way his appreciation of the co-operation thus 
extended to him by the employees of the department. 


CO-OPERATION. 


The commissioner desires to note his appreciation of 
the assistance afforded first of all by the State Aid 
Commissioner, who has been whole-hearted in his desire 
to make the work of this department effective among 
the former service men and their dependents. The 
gratitude of the city is due also to the various public 
agencies and welfare organizations, as also to the or- 
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ganizations of former service men, who, many of them, 
have endeavored to assist the commissioner in the per- 
formance of his duties. 


Duty TO THE CITY. 


It has been the constant aim of the department during 
the past year to keep in mind that not only is there a 
duty to the former service men and their dependents, 
but also to the tax payers of the City of Boston. The 
City of Boston has ever been ready to appropriate 
whatever sums may be necessary for the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department, and it is the duty of this department on 
all occasions to see that this money is wisely expended.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


STATISTICS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1921-1922. 


Boston, March 1, 1922. 


Hon. JAMES M. CuRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sin,— The Trustees of the Statistics Department 
desire to express their deep regret at the death of the two 
senior officials of the department, that of Mr.William 
D. C. Curtis, on January 8, 1922, and of Dr. Edward M. 
Hartwell, on February 19, 1922. Mr. Curtis had been 
a member of the Board of Trustees since 1906, giving 
his time and services unstintedly in co-operation with 
his associates. 

Dr. Hartwell had served nearlv 25 years as Secretary, 
or since the department was established, and in his 
careful attention to the City’s interests and to all who 
came to him for statistical and historical information 
evinced a high ideal of public service. 

On May 31 of the previous year, at a meeting of the 
Board, Mr. John Koren was unanimously elected as 
Chairman and Dr. Hartwell as Secretary for the ensuing 
year, or until the choice of their successors. 
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COMPILATION OF FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The City’s financial transactions are analyzed every 
year by this department so as to show separately all 
receipts and payments in four classes, viz., Ordinary 
(pertaining to maintenance of departments, interest on 
debts, etc.)— Extraordinary (concerning loans and 
capital outlays).— Trust Funds.— Temporary or Book- 
keeping Accounts. ‘The most important feature of 
this analysis is the segregation of the ordinary and 
the three leading objects thereunder. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1921-22 
amounted to $62,508,035, an increase of $3,061,728 
over the total for 1920-21. This increase was due 
mostly to the larger amount of loans issued, viz., $2,624,- 
500. Balance from previous year, $3,864,543 excess 
of cash receipts and $7,908,158 of appropriations 
unexpended; total available for expenditure, $74,280,736. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1921-22 amounted to $63,066,243, or $5,588,333 more 
than in the year preceding. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1921-22 
was $55,327,411. 

The ordinary expenditures alone in 1921-22 amounted 
to $56,049,073, or $4,295,285 more than in 1920-21, 
including $4,385,725 for special appropriations, 2. e., 
for street improvements, new schoolhouses, etc. 

The three principal objects of expenditures, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

In the five-year period 1917-21, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $244,585,972, an increase of $67,636,701, 
or 38.22 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (2. e., 1912-16), while extraordinary receipts 
(7. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1917-21 amounted to $26,157,909, or $13,926,634 
less than in the five years preceding (7. e., 1912-16), a 
decrease of 34.74 per cent due to curtailment of the loan 
account and borrowing power. This resulted from the 
heavy reduction in personalty valuations when intangible 
property was exempted in 1917 and the income tax went 
into effect. 

Taking the loans alone for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1917—21 was $18,034,700, or $15,091,950 less 
than in the earlier period, a decrease of 45.56 per cent. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1917-21 was $237,673,105, 
an increase of $60,623,033, or 34.24 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1912-16, while 
extraordinary expenditures decreased from $40,796,844 
in the five years 1912-16 to $28,377,139 in the five years 
1917-21, or 30.44 per cent. 
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INCREASE IN DEPARTMENT EXPENDITURES, 
1920 To 1921. 


City and County department expenditures for 
maintenance in the fiscal year 1920-21 amounted to 
$33,909,151, not including Debt Requirements, nor 
Water Service and Printing Dept., covered by revenue 
from same. In the following year, 1921-22 the cor- 
responding total was $36,128,513, an increase of 
$2,219,362, or 6.55 per cent. — 

Of the department increases in 1921 over the expen- 
ditures for 1920, the two School Departments showed 
the largest, viz., $1,269,993, then follow these depart- 
ments, ranked according to amount: Soldiers’ Relief, 
$614,157; Police, $307,766; Overseers of Poor, $259,881; 
County of Suffolk, $143,481; Library, $67,670; Fire, 
$63,672; Health, $38,887; Assessing, $26,190. 

Regular appropriations unexpended by the depart- 
ments and accounted as surplus reached the noteworthy 
total of $596,579, of which three-fourths was saved by 
the Public Works Department. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM TAx LEVY, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 


It has been the practice of this department to show 
Separately that class of receipts and expenditures 
covered by the annual tax levy and the annual budget 
and called Ordinary, as distinguished from the class 
covered by loans and the revenue applying to payment 
of same, and called Extraordinary. The fact is little 
known that in the last five years 1917-21, the Ordinary 
expenditures for permanent public improvements such 
as were formerly (prior to 1909) paid from loans 
amounted to $13,705,695, of which total $602,603 was 
transferred from the Parkman Fund income. This 
information has been gleaned through the segregation 
by this department of the Special Appropriations from 
Tax Levy and General Income. ‘The effect of this use 
of current revenue to pay for such permanent additions 
to the City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new 
schoolhouses; new playgrounds, etc., has been noted 
in a serious curtailment of needed department appropria- 
tions. But it has resulted in a reduction of the loan 
account, the total of loans for other than rapid transit 
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purposes in the five-year period 1917-21 being $14,154,- 
700, or $8,173,100 less than in the period 1904-08. 
Such expenditures for public improvements, 7. e., from 
Ordinary receipts instead of Extraordinary are here 
shown by years.

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City must include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. This department alone 
has furnished from year to year such necessary infor- 
mation concerning the sources of revenue. By reference 
to our Revenue tables (not yet published) it appears 
that in 1916 the total miscellaneous revenue of all 
the departments (7. e., exclusive of all taxes but includ- 
ing liquor license revenue) was $6,373,777, and in 
1921 it had increased to $7,145 016, a gain of only 12.10 
per cent. (because of the stoppage of over $1,000,000 of 
income from liquor licenses), while the net receipts from 
all City and State taxes increased in the same five-year

period from $31,218 290 to $48,222,243, or 54.47 per 
cent. The income of the Water Service alone increased 
from $3,066,941 in 1916 to $3,473,059 in 1921, or 13.24 
percent. Other sources of income showing increases are: 
Printing Dept., (for printing) from $187,872 in 1916 to 
$342,878 in 1921, a gain of 82.51 per cent.; Market and 
Other Rents, from $156,719 in 1916 to $230,826 in 1921, a 
gain of 47.28 per cent.; Mvscellaneous Licenses, from 
$153,715 in 1916 to $219,132 in 1921, a gain of 42.56 per 
cent.; Interest on Overdue Taxes, Bank Deposits, etc., 
from $360,417 in 1916 to $548,891 in 1921, a gain of 
52.29 per cent.; Schools, from $145,224 in 1916 to 
$382,772 in 1921, a gain of 163.57 per cent.; Institutions, 
Etc. (for board, care and relief), from $516,629 in 1916 
to $787,406 in 1921, a gain of 52.41 per cent.; Public 
Works Dept. Collection of Commercial Waste, from $57,548 
in 1916 to $97,054 in 1921, a gain of 68.65 per cent.; 
Ferry Tolls, from $93,625 in 1916 to $99,674 in 1921, a 
gain of 6.46 per cent.; Fees, Registry of Deeds, from 
$49,409 in 1916 to $77,007 in 1921, a gain of 55.86 per 
cent.; The City Record, from $8,386 in 1916 to $13,921 
in 1921, a gain of 66 per cent.; Institutions Industries, 
from $20,981 in 1916 to $46,848 in 1921, a gain of 123.29 
per cent.; Parkman Fund Income (transferred to Ordin- 
ary) from $197,424 in 1916 to $210,975 in 1921], a gain 
of 6.86 per cent. 

The noteworthy decreases of income from 1916 to 
1921 are: — Liquor Licenses, from $1,048,339 in 1916 
to $3,756 in 1921, a loss of 99.64 per cent.; Permit Fees, 
Building Dept., from $49,206 in 1916 to $29,700 in 1921, 
a loss of 39.64 per cent.; Permit Fees, Public Works 
Dept., Paving Service, from $27,481 in 1916 to $22,689 in 
1921, a loss of 17.28 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1912-21 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
transfers. The total of the Reserve Funds in the last 
ten years was $4,382,881, of which $2,507,326, or 57.21 
per cent. was transferred. The following table shows 
the disposition of the transfers, 1912-21.

ANNUAL Boston StTamTistics, 1921, witH BRIEF 
Review or Municipau AFFAIRS IN 1920. 


_ In the annual handbook entitled ‘Organization of 
the City Government,’’ issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there were brought together for the first time a very 
large number of facts concerning the finances of the 
City, the population, elections, yearly review of depart- 
ments, public improvements, industrial activities, etc., 
also information regarding ‘‘Greater Boston”? and 
important lines of public business other than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs occupying 64 pages. In 
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1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1921 the required space in the City Council’s docu- 
ment had increased to 75 pages with 132 paragraphs or 
summaries, some of them one-half page to more than a 
page in length, also an index of four pages. 

This department issued in 1921 a small book of 97 
pages containing these statistics, and including 20 pages 
of historical items concerning memorable sites and 
buildings in Boston, also public memorials. About 
2,000 copies were distributed in the public schools, civic 
and business organizations, to libraries and public offi- 
cials. So far as known, no American city has provided 
for its public such a comprehensive and concise showing 
of up-to-date municipal and business facts as is con- 
tained in this pocket booklet. 


Ture ANNUAL MUNICIPAL REGISTER FOR 1921. 


This department by vote of the City Council on 
February 7, 1921, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1921. As usual, a document 
edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 
regular cloth-bound edition, the total number issued 
being 2,500 copies. 

It contained besides the customary official matter, a 
survey of the departments, commissions, etc., 12 pages 
of population tables, 16 pages of valuation, tax, appro- 
priation, expenditure and debt tables, one page of port 
statistics, 41 pages of election tables, the full text of 
the City Ordinances enacted in the eight years 1913-20, 
and to May 4, 1921, the ward boundaries, occupying 
11 pages, also 20 pages of Additions and Corrections and 
a copious index of 11 pages, the whole book containing 
334 pages or 4 more than in 1920 The lengthy chapter 
on precinct boundaries (44 pages) was dropped in 1919. 
All the tables except those concerning population and 
several others, were compiled from City documents, 
but many of them were augmented and made more 
informative by this department. 

Persistent effort has been made to improve the 
Municipal Register from year to year, especially by 
including more and more of the latest obtainable infor- 
mation regarding the City’s business, current affairs, 
etc. This improvement is especially noticeable in the 
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final chapter of the 1921 book, viz., Additions and Cor- 
rections, containing the latest obtainable information, 
prepared just before completion of the printing. 


City Recorp BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list, 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
Record, the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915 when the business was in other hands. 

In the year 1917 the receipts for subscriptions 
amounted to $714, about 225 old subscribers not caring 
to renew, many of them complaining of delay in mail 
delivery of the paper. 

In 1918, as a result of the persistent solicitation of 
renewal subscriptions, the total receipts from subscribers 
increased to $942. 

In 1919 the subscription receipts amounted to $881, 
including #62 from the City departments collected by 
the Collecting Dept. 

In 1920 the total receipts for subscriptions was $886 
and from sales $104.50, or a total of $990.50. The 
advertising business attended to by the Editor, brought 
in a revenue of $17,823.30 in 1920. On account of the 
increasingly high prices demanded by the Printing Dept. 
for composition, etc., the total revenue of the City 
Record in 1920 fell short of meeting the total expenses 
by $4,907, said amount being transferred from Reserve 
Fund to square the account. 

In 1921 the revenue collected amounted to $13,920.87, 
or $12,901.10 advertising and $1,019.77 subscriptions and 
sales. Total number of paid subscriptions in year ending 
Jan. 31, 1922, was 890. Printing Dept. and other costs 
amounted to $25,897.83 or $2,177 more than in 1920-21. 


INFORMATION AND INVESTIGATION WoRK, ETC. 


During the past year the department furnished con- 
siderable statistical material to the Mayor, especially 
for his Valedictory Address to the City Council, to 
department officials, special committees, public officials 
in other cities, answered numerous letters of inquiry 
On various subjects referred to it by the Mayor’s Office 
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and many that came direct to its own office, consider- 
- able time being required for the investigations, tabular 
work, ete., involved. 

Much of this direct information has been furnished 
for the statistical officials of Chicago and Baltimore. 
Translations of French, German, Spanish and Italian 
letters received by the Mayor’s office have been attended 
to by this department in increasing numbers. 


HisTorRIcAL PUBLICATION. 


The historical brochure, ‘‘ Boston and Its Story, 1630— 
1915” (200 pp.), prepared in 1916 at your Honor’s 
request by a special committee of which the late Dr. 
Edward M. Hartwell of this department was the chair- 
man, and published in 1916, is now out of print. The 
edition was 3,000 copies, of which 800 were purchased 
by the School Committee for use in the public schools, 
200 sold to various individuals and the remainder dis- 
tributed by the Mayor’s secretaries and by City Coun- 
cillors. The sales amounted to $1,005

Srr,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1922. 

Under orders for laying out, widening, relocating and 
extending streets, passed by the Board during the year, 
land to the amount of 173,323 square feet was taken for 
street purposes. Streets having a total length of 1.92 
miles were made public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefits derived from the 
laying-out and construction of highways there has been 
assessed on streets $175,371.55. For benefits from 
sewerage works construction, assessments to the amount 
of $47,077.34 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $222,448.89. 

The Board issued forty-three orders of notice to lay 
out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or 
parts of streets, calling for public hearings. In the 
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settlement of damages for the taking of land, etc., for 
various changes in the city’s streets, sixty-three cases 
were acted on. 

Under the provisions of the Act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, 
ninety-two orders were passed.

ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division for the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets for 
abutters intending to build. 

Fourteen hundred fifty-eight orders were attended to 
for the Public Works Department; these consisted of 
staking out of new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing quantities to be assessed upon the abutting 
owners. Among these orders were: 

Kighty-seven plans of streets showing proposed loca- 
tions for future catch-basins were furnished Sewer 
Service. 

Two hundred forty-four catch-basins were staked out 
on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches 
were furnished showing the locations of spikes, ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer Serv- 
ice for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
forty-eight streets. 

One hundred sixty-five plans of proposed underground 
conduits, pipes, etc., were examined for the Sewer Serv- 
ice, and when necessary, locations for proposed future 
catch-basins were marked on plans. 

One hundred seventy-three notices of contracts to lay 
artificial stone sidewalks on two hundred seven streets 
were received, lines and grades marked, the work meas- 
ured when completed and reported upon to the Paving 
Service. Inseventy-seven cases the Paving Service were 
notified that the existing edgestone should be reset 
to line and grade preparatory to the laying of artificial 
stone, and on completion of the work edgestone was 
tested and reported upon. 

Eleven notices of the completion of repairs to artificial 
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stone sidewalks were received, the work measured and 
reported to the Central Office, Public Works Department. 

Forty-one requests for edgestone were received, line 
and grade marked and measurement of the amount of 
edgestone required was reported upon to the Paving 
Service. 

Nine notices requesting lines and grades be given were 
received from the Park Department, acted upon, and 
when necessary sketches were furnished showing lines 
and grades. 

Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and the quantities to be assessed 
upon eleven streets. Three special reports were made 
in relation to sidewalk assessments. 

_ Sidewalk grades were furnished to engineers and archi- 
tects for plans of twenty-five new buildings on fifty-one 
streets. 

Kstimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction on five streets were furnished the 
Street Commissioners. 

Twenty-one estimates of the amounts of damage 
caused by grade changes made during the construction 
of streets were furnished the Street Commissioners. 

The lines and grades of eight streets for which the 
Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority to 
open as private ways were examined and reported upon. 

Table showing the amount of paving work measured 
by the Street Laying-Out Department, Engineering 
Division, for the year ending January 31, 1922, by 
districts:

Surveys and plans have been made for the Public 
Buildings Department, of land taken for courthouse 
purposes on Morton street and the Arborway, West 
Roxbury; of land taken for police station on Milk and 
Sears streets, Boston proper; of land sold on Dorchester 
street, South Boston, formerly used for an engine 
house; and of land for an addition to the municipal 
building site on River street and Winthrop street, 
Hyde Park. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the Park 
Department of land on West Broadway, C street and 
Athens street, South Boston, for a gymnasium; on Pond 
street, Pleasant street and East Cottage street, Dor- 
chester, for park purposes; of Richardson park, on 
Columbia road and East Cottage street, Dorchester; 
and of land taken for park purposes on Carroll street, 
West Roxbury. 

Surveys and plans have been made of land to be 
taken for schoolhouse purposes on Hancock place, 
Boston proper, in the Wells School District, for an 
extension of the yard of the Winchell School; on Grove 
street and Paris court, East Boston, in the Theodore 
Lyman School District, for an addition to the lot already 
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taken for the erection of an elementary school; on 
Ambrose street, Roxbury, in the Dearborn School Dis- 
trict, for an addition to the yard of the Dearborn School; 
on Dale street and Maple park, Roxbury, in the Julia 
Ward Howe School District, for an extension of the 
Julia Ward Howe School; on Centre street, Dorchester,

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
Boston is an interested party. These cases are exam- 
ined by the Law Department and the Engineering 
Division of the Street Laying-Out Department for the 
purpose of protecting the city’s interests. During the 
year eighty-two such cases have been investigated. 

There were three hundred forty-six accident and 
other plans made for the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 2,832 titles examined, 2605 deeds and 332 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. . 

Six thousand seven hundred forty-two blueprints 
have been made during the year. 
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Thirty-nine plans of easement to be taken for sewer- 
age works have been made during the year.

Srr,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 
1914, chapter 35, I herewith submit to you the report of 
the Supply Department for the year ending January 31, 
1922. 

This department was created by ordinance in Febru- 
ary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and the Ferry Division. 
In June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1914, CHAPTER 35, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by 
such department, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
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fifteenth of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed 
statement of the purchases made for each department during 
the preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. 

Secr. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his book. 
He shall require suitable evidence that the materials and sup- 
plies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the requisition. 

Sect. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets,” the 
words ‘‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sxuct.6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by 
inserting after the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


ORDINANCES OF 1919-20, CHAPTER 6, CONCERNING THE SALARY 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SUPPLIES. 


Be wt enacted by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 1914 is hereby 
amended in section five in the clause establishing the salary of 
the superintendent of supplies by striking out the word ‘‘three”’ 
and inserting in place thereof the word “six.” 


The undersigned assumed the position of Superinten- 
dent of Supplies on March 26, 1922, and at this time does 
not care to make any statement as to proposed changes 
regarding the Supply Department.

Hon. ANDREW J. PETERS, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Sir,— In accordance with the requirements of the existing 
ordinance, the Transit Department respectfully submits the 
following report: 

On November 28, 1921, Edmund Billings, after certification 
by the Department of Civil Service and Registration as com- 
missioner, was appointed chairman and took office to fill a 
vacancy created by the resignation of Malcolm E. Nichols. 

Frank 8. Deland was appointed commissioner to fill a vacancy 
created by the resignation of Thomas W. Murray and after 
certification by the Department of Civil Service and Registra- 
tion took office on August 24, 1921. 


East Boston TUNNEL ALTERATIONS. 

On May 31, 1921, the Boston Elevated Railway Company, in 
accordance with the authority contained in section 11, chapter 
373 of the Special Acts of 1917, requested this department to 
make alterations in or extension to the East Boston tunnel at 
or near Maverick square for the purpose of providing means 
for a convenient interchange of passengers between the tunnel 
and surface lines. Notice of a public hearing on the changes 
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requested was published in the City Record on June 18th and 
a hearing held in the rooms of the department on June 23rd; 
and on the latter date the board by vote deemed the changes 
requested necessary and approved plan No. 13913. 

On June 30th a contract for the use of the premises was 
entered into with the Boston Elevated Railway Company at a 
rental to be paid by that company of 43 per cent per annum 
on the net cost and upon the same general terms as the con- 
tracts for existing tunnels and subways. 

The excavation work was started on August 30th. Plan 
13913 provides for a station in Maverick square and Lewis 
street entirely underground to be reached by conveniently 
located entrances and exits. Cars coming in from the north 
will reach the station by the present incline. Four tracks will 
be provided, the two inside tracks for surface cars and the two 
outside ones for tunnel trains. Surface cars will discharge 
passengers on the unloading platform and then passing around 
a loop will take on passengers from the loading platform and 
leave the station by the incline. Tunnel trains from Boston 
will enter the station on the outside track and discharging 
passengers pass around a loop at the northerly end of the 
station to the opposite platform, where they will take on 
passengers for Boston. Passengers will therefore change from 
surface cars to tunnel trains by simply passing across a broad 
platform, thus avoiding using stairs or escalators. These 
platforms are to be 350 feet in length, capable of accommo- — 
dating eight surface cars at once both for taking on and discharg- 
ing passengers. 

The necessity from a transportation standpoint of con- 
structing this station has long been appreciated because of the 
urgent need for additional facilities to handle the ever increas- 
ing travel. ‘There has been an increase of 25 per cent since 
1916 in the rush hour service of the tunnel. The total traffic 
through the East Boston tunnel amounts to 62,000 people in 
each direction daily. This future necessary increase can only 
be secured through train operation similar to that in other 
rapid transit thoroughfares. 

This station will permit the operation of trains in three-car 
lengths in the first instance, which can be increased as traffic 
increases. The fact that passengers who now board cars at 
the congested entrance to the tunnel can board the trains at 
the station will have much to do with reducing congestion at 
the point where surface cars now enter the tunnel. 
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The unified operation of three-car trains between Bowdoin 
and Maverick squares ensures regularity of service and will | 
equalize passenger distribution, thus reducing overcrowding. 
This improvement, which will permit greatly increased service, 
is necessary in order to handle the increased traffic of East 
Boston alone in the next few years. 

The station is being built by employees of this department, 
The original location plan No. 13913 was changed at the request 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company to provide for an 
extension into Chelsea street for a distance of about 400 feet 
and a new location plan numbered 13972 dated January 19, 
1922, was adopted and filed as required by law. 


RESIGNATION OF Matcotm E. NICHOLS. 


Malcolm E. Nichols, chairman of the board from December 
24, 1919, resigned on August 2, 1921, having assumed on the 
previous day the duties of the office of Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the District of Massachusetts, and at a meeting 
of the board on August 23rd the following was ordered placed 
upon the records: 


“Malcolm E. Nichols, Chairman of this Board from December 24, 1919, 
resigned on August 2, 1921, having assumed on the previous day the 
duties of the office of Collector of Internal Revenue for the District of 
Massachusetts. 

“His departure from the service of the city is a serious loss. Possessed 
of those desired qualities of sound judgment, vision, discretion and ability 
to do the right thing in the right way, admirably equipped by a wide and 
extended experience in the performance of the duties of a public servant, 
he directed the work of this department systematically, effectively, and 
with a dignity calm and easy and never austere. 

“Our genuine regret at his going does not prevent us from rejoicing that 
his talents are to be devoted to a broader field of endeavor. 

‘“We desire to place upon this record our sincere wish that time deal 
gently with him thus affording him an opportunity for a continuance of 
the great success his ability must command.” 


RESIGNATION OF THoMAS W., MurRAyY. 

Thomas W. Murray, a member of the board from its creation 
on July 1, 1918, as successor of the Boston Transit Commis- 
sion, resigned on August 2, 1921, and at a meeting of the board 
on August 23rd the following was ordered placed upon the 
records: 


“Thomas W. Murray, amember of this Board without salary from the 
creation of the department, as the successor of the Boston Transit Com- 
mission, on July 1, 1918, resigned on August 2, 1921, 
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“He was recently called to an important position in one of the great 
financial institutions of our city and found it impossible to continue to 
devote that attention he always considered a public servant should give 
to his duties and in his resignation is reflected that rare conscientiousness 
to service so marked in his public record. 

“Tn the consideration and solution of the many intricate problems 
presented to the Board his ability, judgment, discernment and power of 
decision have been invaluable. The public has lost an able and devoted 
officer and we a loyal and charming colleague. 

‘““We desire to place upon this record our sincere wish that his success 
may continue and that he may enjoy a generous share of health and 
happiness. ”’ 

ARLINGTON STATION. 

The chairman was authorized on October 11th to notify the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company that the department was 
of opinion that the Arlington station would be ready for use 
on October 29th so far as its work was concerned. 

On November 9th this station was inspected by officials of 
the City of Boston and on November 13th was opened to 


public use by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 


PARK STREET STATION ENLARGEMENT, DORCHESTER TUNNEL. 


Certain changes at this station have been undertaken pro- 
viding for a change of grade at the northerly end southbound 
platform, constructing a concrete brow between the rail and 
edge of platform, certain changes in the southbound platform 
on the side next to the through track northerly end, and relo- 
cation of one column. 


Park STREET UNDER STATION, CAMBRIDGE CONNECTION. 


The department is now engaged in the alteration of the 
eastbound platform and stairway therefrom at this station. 


WINTER STREET GALLERY. 


There is a space, known as the Winter street gallery, beneath 
the surface of Winter street between Tremont and Washington 
streets, left unfilled in the building of the Dorchester tunnel 
by reason of the fact that it was cheaper to do so than to fill 
itin. It is about 425 feet long, 33 feet wide and 114 feet high 
and contains approximately a total area of 161,000 cubic feet. 

It is the claim of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
that this space is a part of the premises of the tunnel leased 
to it and, as such, the company has petitioned the Department 
of Public Utilities for approval of its use, under license from 
the company, by Shepard Norwell Company, Gilchrist Com- 
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pany and Conrad & Company for storage, sale and display 
of merchandise incidental to their department store business 
at a stated rental per year payable to the Elevated Company. 

Under the terms of the proposed licenses the use of this 
space by these department stores may be terminated whenever 
required by the Elevated Company, City of Boston or other 
public authority for street use or other public use or for trans- 
portation purposes. 

The Department of Public Utilities has approved such use 
but without passing upon the question of whether or not this 
gallery is a part of the premises of the tunnel. 

The matter is now before this board, on request of the 
Elevated Company, for approval of alterations to be made in 
connection with the proposed use. 


RENEWAL OF LEASE. 

The lease of the rooms occupied by the department at 
1 Beacon street was renewed on January Ist for a period of two 
years.

BOYLSTON STREET SUBWAY. 
ARLINGTON STATION. 


Construction Data. 

Contractor for construction of steel and reinforced concrete structure: 
Hugh Nawn Contracting Co. 

Date of original contract: October 8, 1919. 

Time of completion, original contract: December 31, 1920. 

Date of alteration and extension of contract: June 2, 1920. 

Date of certificate of completion: June 28, 1921. 

Total amount of work done under the principal items of the contract: 
Excavation, about 23,700 cubic yards; old masonry removed, about 
775 cubie yards; subway concrete removed, about 2,500 cubic yards; 
standard concrete placed, about 5,900 cubic yards; structural steel 
placed, about 720 tons; steel rods used for reinforcing concrete, about 


340 tons. 
Assistant Engineer in charge of construction: Robert B. Farwell. 


The work on the high arch section was continued substantially 
by the method described in the last annual report. The removal 
of the reinforced concrete walls was finished March 19, 1921, the 
last permanent columns having been set the day previous. 
The work at this section was of a difficult nature because of the 
wide arch to be supported and the necessity of keeping the 
subway carsrunning. Part of the work, such as the placing and 
removing of the temporary supports, had to be done at night 
after the cars had ceased running. 

The last portion of the work in the high arch section proved 
particularly difficult as it was located between the two new 
stairways which were to connect on both sides with the passage- 
way to Berkeley Street. Sections of the arch were entirely 
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removed where these stairways were located and the street 
traffic carried across the openings on steel beams and heavy 
hard pine timbers. The openings were braced across to prevent 
the remaining narrow strip of arch between from turning over. 
The walls were then removed and the arched roof supported 
in short sections, great care being required in the final strip. 
The structural steel roof beams were then placed and, after the 
concreting was completed, the street was backfilled and then 
paved temporarily with granite blocks. Plate 1 shows one of 
the openings cut through the arched roof of the subway. 

The excavation for the passageway to Berkeley Street was 
completed early in the year and excavation for the Berkeley 
Street lobby was then begun. For the station entrances at 
this point it was necessary to remove the old masonry walls on 
both sides of Boylston Street. This work was finished May 
22nd. The concreting was completed June 28th. On account 
of the roof of the lobby being so near the surface, it was neces- 
sary to change both the 12-inch and 20-inch water pipes where 
they cross Berkeley Street and to carry them through the roof 
in pipe crossings. Extensive changes were required also in the 
electric light conduits and some changes in the telephone 
conduit and the gas pipes. 


Station Entrances and Exits. 


The work on the station entrances was begun May 24, 1921, 
on the entrance in the Public Garden. This entrance is of 
Milford granite and Dedham granite composite. Considerable 
study was given to the type of structure to be used for this 
entrance. It was considered very essential that the structure 
be made as inconspicuous as possible and at the same time 
harmonize with the surroundings. Mr. William D. Austin 
was retained as Consulting Architect on this and other entrances 
and his designs were approved by the various boards interested 
in the work. Plate 2 shows the Public Garden entrance and 
Plate 3 shows the entrance on Arlington Street which is typical 
of the other sidewalk entrances. . 

The other entrances are of Deer Isle granite and Dedham 
granite composite. There are double entrances on each corner 
at Arlington Street on the southerly side of Boylston Street 
and also at the southeast corner of Berkeley and Boylston 
Streets. The entrances on the northerly side of the station are 
wider single entrances located in the Public Garden, at the 
Arlington Street Church corner, and at the northeasterly corner 
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of Berkeley and Boylston Streets. At the latter place, by 
arrangement with the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
the owners of the adjoining property, no covering has been 
placed over the stairway. 

All of the entrances may also be used as exits and are so 
arranged that it is possible for pedestrians to cross under 
Boylston Street at both Arlington and Berkeley Streets without 
payment of fare. 

Interior Finish. 


The interior finish work of the station was commenced on 
May 31, 1921, the first work consisting in setting the split 
ribbed tile on the concrete walls, in order to care for any moisture 
that might seep through. The interior finish consists of white 
cement plaster on the ceilings and the upper portions of the 
walls, while the lower portion is of white enameled tile with a 
border of black enameled tile and black and white ceramic 
mosaic tile. The spaces between the advertising panels are 
laid up with tile instead of terrazzo, which has been used in 
other stations on the Boylston Street Subway. At the bottom 
of the walls is a granolithic sanitary base. The floor of the 
platform is of granolithic with a white cement border 6 inches 
wide at the edge next to the track road bed. ‘The passageway 
and lobbies also have granolithic floors. The doors in the 
stations are copper covered as in other stations. The stair- 
ways at the Arlington Street end of the station are equipped 
with Feralun treads. At the westerly end of the platform and 
at Berkeley Street, Chase treads are used on the stairways. 
Oak hand rails with bronze brackets are installed on the 
stairways. 

The toilet rooms are located on the south side of the Arlington 
lobby and are finished with plaster ceilings and with walls of 
enameled tile of the same pattern as the station. The ejector 
room is directly below. The stationmaster’s room is on the 
lower level, as are most of the switch rooms, telephone booths, 
fire reel niches and other closets.

The station equipment, such as ticket booths, turnstiles and 
lighting, was furnished and installed by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

Plate 4 shows a view of the Arlington Street lobby, which is 
typical also of Berkeley Street lobby. Plate 5 shows a view of 
the station platform. 

The work of the contractors on the station finish was com- 
pleted at about the same time that the Elevated’s equipment 
was fully installed and, after an official inspection, the station 
was opened for the use of the public on November 18, 1921. 


REPAIR TO WALL FINISH AT MASSACHUSETTS STATION. 


The work of applying the glazed tile, terrazzo and plaster 
finish to portions of the walls in the Massachusetts Station of 
the Boylston Street Subway was done by the Galassi Mosaic and 
Tile Company. ‘The finish was to replace that which had been 
removed in replacing the hollow tile which had become loosened 
from the wall, as mentioned in the report for the year ending 
January 31, 1921. 
~The finish work was begun on May 138, 1921, and completed 
on June 9, 1921. About 188 square yards of plaster, 37 square 
yards of terrazzo and 29 square yards of tile border, including 
two glazed tile name signs, were placed.

REPAIRING LEAKS, SECTION 1. 


Grouting in the concrete roof and walls in the Boylston 
Street Subway, Section 1, under Muddy River, was carried on 
from the middle of February to May 1, 1921. At this place 
the river bottom is in close proximity to the roof of the tunnel. 
Leaks or seepage of water appeared at some of the construction 
joints of the subway, which is of reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. Pipes were inserted in these joints and at other damp 
spots and cement grout was forced in under pressure. The work 
was carried on nights, until all leaks were stopped and the 
subway made dry.

TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


ADDITIONAL STAIRWAY AT PARK STREET STATION. 


The work of constructing the additional stairway at Park 
Street leading from the upper station to the centre platform of 
the Park Street Under Station, as described in the annual 
report for the year ending January 31, 1921, was completed and 
opened for traffic on July 30 of that year. The construction 
operations could only be carried on with a few men working 
at one time owing to the limited area available and also on 
account of the congested traffic conditions. 

The work included the removal of a portion of the concrete 
invert carrying the track over which the surface cars of the 
upper station were continually operating, supporting the tracks 
and placing a new road bed at this place. It was also necessary 
to remove a column which carried the roof of the old subway, 
and support the roof on a cantilever beam over a new column. 
The work was done without the least interruption to traffic, 
but to accomplish this, part of it was done at night. The work, 
except the wall finish, the installation of hand rails and the relo- 
cation of pipes for the lighting system, was done by employees 
of the department. The work of putting on the wall finish was 
done by the Galassi Mosaic and Tile Company and the hand 
rails by Anderson & Letteney. ;

LEAKS AT PARK STREET AND BOYLSTON STREET STATIONS 
OF THE TREMONT STREET SUBWAY. 


In May, 1921, the work of stopping leaks in the Park Street 
Station and Boylston Street Station of the Tremont Street Sub- 
way was continued and the work was completed in August. 
The character of this work is described in detail in the last 
annual report. 


LOWERING PLATFORM AT PARK STREET STATION. 


The edge of the platform at the northerly end of the Park 
Street Station of the Tremont Street Subway is on sharp reverse 
curves, such that the overhang of the larger type of cars left 
so wide a space between the platform and the car step as to 
endanger the safety of passengers leaving and boarding the cars. 
At the request of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, this 
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platform for a length of about 125 feet was lowered and carried 
back on a gradual slope. This necessitated cutting out the old 
platform in short sections and constructing the new one with 
as little inconvenience to traffic as possible. About half of 
the platform reconstructed was above the Park Street Under 
Station and was of concrete reinforced with steel rods. The 
reconstruction over this area required the building of wooden 
forms on the bays between the beams of the roof of the station 
below. Pneumatic drills were used in cutting out the old con- 
crete and as this was found to cause considerable dust the 
greater part of this work was done during the night when the 
station was unoccupied. The new work near the track was also. 
done at night time in order not to interrupt traffic.

CAMBRIDGE CONNECTION. 


ENLARGEMENT OF PLATFORM AND STAIRWAY PARK STREET 
UNDER. 


The stairway from the southerly platform of the Cambridge 
Connection to the westerly platform of the Park Street Station 
is badly congested during the rush hours, and at the request of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company it is to be widened 
from its present width of five feet to that of eight feet and the 
lower flight moved further to the south. The approach from the 
lower platform is also to be made wider with sides at an oblique 
angle to the walls of the station to enable the passengers to 
leave and clear the platform more quickly. 

A portion of the Common adjoining the work has been 
temporarily fenced off for the storage of materials and also for 
a hoisting shaft and field office. 

The hoisting shaft has been boarded in where it goes down 
through the station in order that it may be used without danger 
to the public. At this date the excavation is in progress and a 
piece of concrete backwall on the westerly side has been placed. 
The removal of the walls of the stairway and also the removal 
of about 35 feet of the wall of.the Cambridge Connection will be 
required. The columns of the Park Street Station which are 
over the excavation will be given temporary support until the 
permanent structure isin place. ‘The work will be planned so as. 
to keep the stairway in use each day while the changes are in. 
progress. 
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In connection with this work, the part of the westerly plat- 
form over the Park Street Under Station is being lowered to 
bring the edge next the roadbed of the westerly track to the 
customary elevation of three inches above the rail. ‘This is 
being done in small sections so as not to cut down unduly the 
space available for public use. 

A column supporting the roof at the northerly end of this 
platform will be moved about twenty inches to give more clear- 
ance for cars using the inner loop. 

The work at Park Street is being done by men in the employ 
of the department and is under the supervision of Assistant 
Engineer Robert B. Farwell. 


EAST BOSTON TUNNEL. 
GROUTING. 


The work of stopping leaks in the East Boston Tunnel, which 
had been discontinued on September 1, 1920, was again taken 
up, and a force of about twelve men, employees of this depart- 
ment, has been at work since December 12, 1921, under the 
direction of Construction Inspector Austin E. Joyce. 

Both the drilling in the concrete for setting the pipes and 
pumping the grout into the concrete is necessarily done by 
hand. The work has been done, as formerly, at night, between 
the hours of 12:00 and 5:00 A. M., and good results have been 
obtained in drying up leaks and damp spots. There is still 
considerable work to be done to make this tunnel thoroughly 
dry. 

East Boston TUNNEL ALTERATIONS. 


During the year further studies and estimates of cost were 
made for extending the East Boston Tunnel in East Boston 
with a station in or near Maverick Square. 

A location plan was adopted by the Board on June 28, 
1921, and surveys, designs and detail plans were immediately 
begun. It was decided to start the construction work by 
employees of the department, and arrangements were made for a 
field office, a construction yard and for the installation of the 
necessary equipment. On August 30th the actual work of 
excavation was started and from that time on has been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

At the request of the Boston Elevated Railway Company — 
further studies and estimates of cost were made with a view to 
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immediately extending the proposed work into Chelsea Street, 
providing a storage space for trains and in line with a future 
extension. 

An amended location plan was accordingly adopted January 
27 POL 2 

In front of the Maverick House a length of tunnel of about 
100 feet is substantially completed. The excavation was 30 
feet below tbe surface and close to the foundations of the 
Maverick House, which did not require underpinning, due to 
the excellent quality of the ground at this place and the method 
of construction adopted. The material was a very hard clay 
and contained no water. 

The tongued and grooved sheet piling method of excavation 
was used here. The piling was driven in two sets, each set 18 
feet long. It was of hard pine, the upper set three inches thick 
and the*lower set four inches. It was driven by hand and fol- 
lowed closely after the excavation, as it was impossible to drive 
at all into the hard clay even when using a 650-pound hammer 
driven by compressed air. The rangers were 10 inches by 10 
inches hard pine, four feet apart, and were braced across by 
8 inches by 8 inches hard pine timbers, eight feet on centers. 

To the lower set of sheeting which was left in place there was 
applied four moppings of hot asphalt waterproofing and be- 
tween each mopping a layer of waterproofing fabric. The 
same was placed on top of the 4-inch concrete mat which had 
been placed in the bottom of the excavation and also on top of 
the completed roof, making a layer of waterproofing a half an 
inch thick completely surrounding the structure. 

The upper set of sheeting is being removed as the backfill 
progresses, and is to be used over again. 

The section of the reinforced concrete tunnel structure was 
placed in two operations: the first comprising the invert and 
half the side walls; the second, the remaining half of the side 
walls and the roof. 

Excavation for the loop beneath the old tunnel in Maverick 
Square, opposite Henry Street, is in progress and about com- 
pleted. The new work required the removal of the concrete 
invert of the old tunnel at this point without interruption to the 
present traffic. The earth beneath the tunnel was taken out 
for a depth of five feet and a width of 26 feet and the concrete 
invert spanning this opening was supported on heavy wooden 
bents. The ballast in the tunnel was then removed and the 
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tracks supported on wooden stringers. The concrete below 
the tracks was cut out on nights between 1:00 A. M. and 5:00 
A. M. when no cars were running. The tracks were then sup- 
ported on new bents erected each day as fast as the concrete 
was cut away. On the night of January 10 1921, the tem- 
porary track supports were removed and steel beams spanning 
the opening under the westerly tracks were placed, the ends of 
the beams resting on concrete foundations prepared for them. 
Similarly on January 19th beams were placed under the easterly 
tracks. ‘These beams will carry the cars during the construc- 
tion work below them and later be concreted in as part of the 
permanent construction. 

In Lewis Street, opposite Marginal Street, where the new 
tunnel will loop over the old East Boston Tunnel, work is also 
in progress. 

Borings made previous to the construction of the old East 
Boston Tunnel near this place indicated the line of demarcation 
between soft, silty ground above and hard clay to be at about 
the grade at which the foundation of the new tunnel is to rest. 
As the design for the tunnel here required a knowledge of the 
exact character of the soil for the foundation, a test pit about 
10 feet square was sunk. It was found that the soil at the 
foundation grade was a hard, sandy clay well adapted for the 
tunnel loads without the use of piles or other additional 
support. 

The same method of excavation as previously described is 
being carried on here. Excavation for the part of the loop 
under the westerly side of Lewis Street has been completed 
and a section of reinforced concrete subway constructed. The 
street surface is bridged over for traffic, and excavation in the 
easterly side is well along. 

There was opportunity here for the examination of the con- 
crete of the outside of the arch of the old East Boston Tunnel, 
built in 1903. Pieces cut out of the arch were carefully exam- 
ined to note any indication of disintegration due to acid water 
in the soil or to other causes. The concrete roof appears to 
be in excellent condition, is very hard to remove by drilling 
and if any deterioration has taken place due to slightly acid 
water in this locality it is not apparent in the section thus far 
uncovered. 

All construction work is being done directly by employees 
in this department and operations are being extended as rapidly 
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as the progress of the design, detailed construction plans, land 
takings, etc., will permit. 

Plate 6 shows part of the work in Maverick Square. 

The complex nature of the arrangement of tracks, and the 
variation of the layout for the entire length will require a large 
amount of work on the details of the design and the preparation 
of the plans. It is necessary to place and carry on construction 
operations so as not to interrupt the traffic in the East Boston 
Tunnel nor the heavy vehicular traffic in Maverick Square 
and Lewis Street to and from the South Ferry. 

Arrangements have been made with the Department of 
Public Works of the Commonwealth for the use as a construc- 
tion yard of vacant land at the corner of Lewis and Marginal 
Streets. A portion of the area is used for the storage of mate- 
rials to be used in the construction of the section and for the 
storage of as much of the excavated earth as will be needed for 
backfill over the completed tunnel. 

Temporary wooden buildings, viz., a tool house, a carpenter’s 
shop equipped with circular and band saws, a blacksmith shop 
and a room for employees, are located in this yard. An air 
compressor plant is being installed. 

All earth excavated for the tunnel, except that stored for 
backfill, is being used to develop land owned by the Common- 
wealth at Jeffries Point in East Boston, in return for the use 
of the yard mentioned above. 

A contract for furnishing teams and trucks for hauling the 
excavated earth and other materials was awarded to Edward 
J. McHugh & Son on October 25, 1921. 

Covered storage space for such materials as cement, water- 
proofing, steel reinforcing rods, lumber, etc., has been provided 
for in Commonwealth Pier No. 1 adjacent to the work. The 
materials arrive at the pier directly by rail. 

The labor force at this date employed on the East Boston 
Tunnel Alteration work numbers about 190, and it is expected 
that it will be increased as the plans progress. 

The cost of this work, as estimated, will be two and a quarter 
millions

Work Donge ror OTHER Crty DEPARTMENTS. 


At the request of the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
with the approval of the Mayor, this department has done 
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work at various times during the year for different divisions of 
the Public Works Department, among them being the con- 
struction of the foundation and superstructure of the High 
Pressure fire station on Atlantic Avenue and the fabrication 
and erection of steel for repairs on several bridges. The cost 
of work of this nature was paid for directly by the divisions 
for which the work was done. 


STOCKYARD AT C AND CYPHER STREETS, 
SOUTH BOSTON. 


The yard has been under the supervision of Samuel C. Lyman, 
Assistant Engineer. 

All cement, waterproofing, reinforcing rods, structural steel 
and miscellaneous materials used in the subway and tunnel 
construction and bridge repair work have been handled and 
stored in this yard. All cement received has been tested by 
Mr. C. N. Ryan, Cement Tester, Public Works Department, 
at City Hall, and all waterproofing received has been tested 
by Mr. L. Y. Waterhouse, Chemist, Public Works Department, 
also at City Hall. 

Men from the Cypher Street yard laboring force have, as 
occasion required, worked on the Cambridge Connection, 
Stairway No. 6 changes; Dorchester Tunnel, Park Street 
Station platform changes; Arlington Station finish; placing 
scuppers in and waterproofing the Summer Street Bridge over 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad tracks; 
Dover Street Bridge repairs; and High Pressure Pumping 
Station at the Edison plant on Atlantic Avenue. 

All steel work used during the year in the Arlington Station 
was fabricated in the steel shop and was erected by the con- 
tractor for the station. 

Steel work used on the City Bridge repairs and the High 
Pressure Station, where requested by the Public Works Depart- 
ment, was fabricated in the shop and erected by ironworkers 
from the shop. 

The work performed for the Public Works Department con- 
sisted of the following: Berkeley Street Bridge, repairs to floor 
beams and girders; Columbus Avenue Bridge, repairs to trusses, 
floor beams and sidewalk supports; Dover Street Bridge, draw 
span and anchors and jacking; Chelsea North Bridge, fence, 
etc.; Allston Bridge, temporary repairs to floor beams; Ferdi- 
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nand Street Bridge, sidewalk beam repairs; Chelsea North and 
Malden Bridge, fence repairs; Charlestown Bridge, gate repairs; 
Warren Bridge, shoe plate repairs; Summer Street Bridges over 
A, B and C Streets, stairway repairs; Granite Avenue Bridge, 
oxy-acetylene cutting; Bennington Street Bridge and Northern 
Avenue Bridge, fence repairs; Massachusetts Avenue Bridge, 
repairs to floor beams and trusses; West Newton Street Bridge, 
repairs to girders; High Pressure Station, Water Service, Edison 
Plant, Atlantic Avenue, steel column and roof beams; Summer 
Street Bridge over C Street, new stairway; Dover Street Bridge, 
two new 26-ton girders, new floor beams and stringers and 
concrete floor; also miscellaneous work on several other bridges. 

The expense of doing this work was charged to the Public 
Works Department, and for the past year was about 70 per cent 
of the total expense of the shop. 

There have been received at the stockyard during the year: 

10 tons of asphalt for waterproofing. 

10 tons of steel reinforcing rods. 

185 tons of structural steel and iron. 

3000 square yards of waterproofing fabric. 
4890 barrels of cement. 

There have been shipped from the stockyard during the year: 

25 tons of.asphalt for waterproofing. 

92 tons of steel reinforcing rods. 

140 tons of structural steel and iron. 

6440 square yards of waterproofing fabric. 
5836 barrels of cement for tunnel work. 
4786 barrels cement sold to the Department of Public Works. 


REPORTS. 


DORCHESTER RaArPriIp TRANSIT SYSTEM. 


As mentioned in last year’s report, Chapter 36 of the Re- 
solves of 1920 provided for a Joint Board, comprising the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities and the Transit 
Department of the City of Boston, for investigation of a 
comprehensive system of rapid transit for the Dorchester 
district, including Hyde Park and other places. Chapter 22 
of the Resolves of 1921 required further investigation and a 
final report. 

The Engineering Division of the Transit Department, acting 
in conjunction with the Chief Engineer of the Public Utilities 
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Department, prepared plans and estimates (revising some pre- 
viously made) and reported to the Joint Board under date of 
December 31, 1921.

Ciry oF Boston TrANsIT DEPARTMENT, 1 BEACON STREET, 
Boston 9, February 15, 1921. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Chapter 45 of the Resolves of 1920 entitled ‘‘ Resolve Relative 
to the Extension of the Subway in the City of Boston to Post 
Office Square” was approved May 12, 1920, and provides as 
follows: 


RESOLVE RELATIVE TO THE EXTENSION OF THE SUBWAY IN THE CITY 
oF Boston To Post OFFICE SQUARE. 


Resolved, That the transit department of the City of Boston shall inves- 
tigate the matter of extending the subway or tunnel in the city of Boston 
to Post Office square. The said department shall also consider and deter- 
mine whether the whole or any part, and if so, what part, of the cost of 
making the extension should justly be paid by the owners of the estates 
especially benefited thereby. The department shall report to the next 
general court on or before the second Wednesday in January, a plan for 
the said extension and an estimate of the cost, with such recommendations 
for legislation as it may deem expedient. 


Pursuant to said resolve the transit department herewith 
presents such studies as could be made out of the resources at its 
command. Inasmuch as the above resolve made no provision 
for the expenditure of funds the department has proceeded upon 
the thought that the Legislature wished to have laid before it a 
discussion which would be useful for such further consideration 
as so important a subject might in the near future require. 

In its study of a subway to Post Office square the transit 
department was aided by the large amount of information 
gathered and expert opinion prepared by its predecessor, the 
Boston Transit Commission, whose work was delegated to the 
City of Boston under chapter 185 of the special acts of 1918. 


PRIOR STUDIES. 
Under the provisions of chapter 741 of the acts of 1911 the 
Boston Transit Commission was directed to construct the 
Boylston street subway from its approach at the Public Garden 
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to a point at or near the Park street station, with the choice, 
however, of connecting the Boylston street subway at or near 
the junction of Boylston and Tremont streets with the tracks 
of the present Tremont street subway. 

There was also a provision for building a separate two-track 
subway from this junction to Park street, or enlarging the 
Tremont street subway so as to provide for two additional 
tracks. This provision, however, was suspended by section 2 
of chapter 810 of the acts of 1913 which under section 1 thereof 
required the Transit Commission to make a report upon some 
route to Post Office Square. 


EXTENSION BY ROUTE 1. 


Prior to the passage of chapter 810 a Senate order under date 
of April 18, 1913, had required from the Transit Commission a 
report as to the probable cost of extending the Boylston street 
subway to Post Office square. The route suggested in con- 
formity with the terms of the order was that the two tracks 
of the new Boylston street subway should continue under 
Boylston and Essex streets, passing under the Tremont street 
subway and the Washington street tunnel under Chauncy, 
Arch and Milk streets, or under Kingston and Otis streets to 
Post Office square; in either case terminating with a loop 
encircling the Post Office. 

In accordance with the subsequent provisions of chapter 810 
the Transit Commission suggested that if the Boylston street 
subway were to be extended there should be a branch to Park 
street and a branch to some point such as Post Office square. 
But no definite plan for constructing these branches was 
favored, because of cost and because of the facility for transfer 
from Park street through the Dorchester tunnel which had been 
authorized by chapter 741 of the acts of 1911. 

No action was taken by the Legislature upon this report and 
the terminal of the Boylston street subway has therefore not 
been determined. 


EXTENSION BY ROUTE 2. 

From May 19, 1914, when the report called for by chapter 810 
was submitted, to the expiration of its term of office in 1918 
the Transit Commission devoted much time to a consideration 
of this difficult down-town transit problem. This resulted in 
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the submission of a final report under date of February 7, 1918, 
to the Legislature, printed as Senate Document 262. 

This report reviewed the case and laid emphasis upon the 
undesirability of carrying the Boylston street subway to a single 
permanent terminal at Post Office square, orany other down- 
town location. 

Under the provisions of chapter 741 of the acts of 1911 the 
Park street station had been enlarged, but its greater size and 
platform area gave small promise of permanent accommodation 
for a traffic which has since reached a prodigious growth. 

Because of the crowded conditions at the Park street terminal 
the commission decided that another down-town terminus would 
not be the proper metbod of relieving an expected increase in 
congestion. The solution recommended in Senate 262 was for 
distribution rather than concentration of traffic. This was to 
be in the form of a down-town loop with stations around its 
circumference. 

The plan presented in general terms was an extension of the 
Boylston street subway through Boylston and Essex streets 
to the vicinity of the South Station there passing under or over 
the Dorchester tunnel through Federal street to Post Office 
square, swinging around through Water and School streets to 
Tremont street and under the Tremont street subway to Boyls- 
ton street. 

It was said that this loop provided with convenient stations 
would serve passengers who now add to the congestion at Park 
street. There was to be a station on the loop at or near the 
Park street station with a suitable connection. The loop would 
terminate in a rearranged Boylston street station or in a new 
station near Park square. 

Up to the time of this report therefore one route proposed 
made a parallel line with the Washington street tunnel with a 
terminus in Post Office square and a second route extended to the 
South Station with a big swing through Post Office square to the 
vicinity of Park square. 


EXTENSION BY RovuTE 3. 


The route now proposed and hereinafter referred to as route 
3 corresponds as far as Post Office square to the second route 
described in Senate 262 of 1918. But route 2 was to be either 
double or single tracked with a long swing from Post Office 
square toward Park square, while route 8, like route 1, is to be 
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double tracked, and make a loop the extremity of which is east 
of the East Boston tunnel, with opportunity for suitable con- 
nections for through service. 

As shown in the report of the Chief Engineer of the Transit 
Department, and the study, both of which are a part of this 
report, route 3 comprises Boylston and Essex streets, Atlantic 
avenue at Dewey square, Federal street with one track going 
through Post Office square and the other through Devonshire 
street. 

Route 3 follows as far as Post Office square the course of 
route 2, rather than the course of route 1, for the following 
reasons: 


A connection to the Dorchester tunnel would be made at South Station 
Under rather than at the corner of Summer and Washington streets in 
Washington station, which is already overcrowded. 

A great many passengers going to South Station could reach the station 
without transfer, as they would be obliged to were the connection made at 
Washington station: 

The subway if later (beyond Post Office square) continued to North 
Station and connected with the Cambridge viaduct line would not only 
form an additional direct connection between the North and South 
Stations but would give direct service to the South Station for passengers 
coming from Cambridge and other points north of Boston. 

This line would also relieve Park street, Scollay square and the lines now 
running through to the North Station from the Boylston street subway. 


Route 3 provides for a loop and return as in route 1, rather 
than for a big swing as in route 2 for the reason that the swing 
would make necessary an excavation of nearly 70 feet to go 
under the Washington street tunnel, the probable necessity of 
a new station and the great expense involved for the construct- 
tion of the long circuit, especially if the same were to be double 
tracked. Moreover the route 3 double tracked line with loop 
and connections north and east would relieve Park street and 
afford a convenience of operation and freedom from congestion 
that can be had in no other way. 

Route 3 would afford a ready connection with the Dorchester 
tunnel, one of growing value in case of an extension of rapid 
transit in Dorchester. While a connection with the tunnel at 
the South station would tend to relieve congestion at the 
Washington station, there should be at Washington station 
such platform enlargement as will provide for present and 
future pressure of traffic. 
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ASSESSMENT OF BENEFITS. 


The transit department is also required under chapter 45 of 
the resolves of 1920 to consider and determine whether the 
whole or any part of extending the Boylston street subway 
should be paid by the owners of estates especially benefited 
thereby. 

Steady continued growth of property values in the vicinity 
of the subway and tunnel lines in the business district affords 
quite satisfactory evidence of the influence rapid transit lines 
have had upon the business prosperity of the city. Values 
have not risen sharply, nor was a sharp rise to be expected, for 
the rise was not speculative. That the Boston subways and 
tunnels in property values alone have conferred enormous 
benefits on the entire Metropolitan district would not be 
seriously questioned. 

An exhaustive study of values would be necessary for a 
discussion of an apportionment of costs. But while such a 
study would be of deep interest in a computation of the taxable 
values treated by rapid transit lines, it would not necessarily 
provide the means sought for financing even a part of the cost 
of rapid transit. 

There is great practical difficulty in assessing betterments. 
It certainly would not be less difficult than in ordinary cases to 
apply a value attributable to a transit line and subject it to an 
assessment. 

A plan for the extension of the Boylston street subway, 
together with the chief engineer’s report, which includes an 
estimate of cost, is appended hereto. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


The Boston transit department agrees with its predecessor, 
the Boston transit commission, that the Boylston street sub- 
way should be extended. But we cannot say that the prac- 
tical questions attending this undertaking are so far settled as 
to make expedient legislation this year.

Messrs. Matcorm E. Nicuoits, THomas F. SULLIVAN AND 
Tuomas W. Murray, Commissioners City of Boston Transit 
Department. 

GENTLEMEN ,— In compliance with your request for a study 
and estimate of an extension of the Boylston street subway to 
Post- Office square by way of the South station, I herewith 
submit a plan and profile together with an estimate of cost. 

The estimate is based on the present day unit prices for both 
labor and materials, which prices seem to be abnormally high, 
and which, as present conditions seem to indicate, will be lower 
in the near future. 

Provision for an extension of the Boylston street subway was 
made at the time of the construction, at a point near Carver 
street, just east of Charles street. The proposed extension, 
beginning at this point, would continue under Boylston street, 
passing beneath the Tremont street subway at Tremont street 
and under the Washington street tunnel at Washington street. 

A station, having a center platform and passageways, would 
occupy the entire space between Tremont and Washington 
streets, with transfer connections for passengers with the 
Boylston street station of the Tremont street subway and also 
with the Washington street tunnel. 

The subway would then pass down Essex street to Atlantic 
avenue and Dewey square in front of the South station. The 
South Station Under of the Dorchester tunnel is located at such 
depth below the surface of the street that the proposed subway 
would pass over it. A station would be built at this point 
having transfer connections with the Dorchester tunnel and 
exits and entrances to the South Terminal. 

From Dewey square the subway would pass up Federal street 
to a point near Milk street where the tracks would separate, 
one track going through Post Office square and the other 
through Devonshire street. As the space in Post Office square 
does not permit of a required platform length of 350 feet, the 
unloading platform would be located in Congress street with 
entrance and exit to Post Office square and having transfer 
connections to the East Boston tunnel at State street. The 
loading platform would be located in a similar position in 
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Devonshire street. The subway would then pass under the 
Devonshire street station of the East Boston tunnel and make a 
loop just beyond, with provision for continuing the lines toward 
the North station in case of future extension. 

The length of the route as shown is approximately 4,730 
feet of double-track subway and 2,140 feet of single-track sub- 
way, including the stations enumerated above. 

The estimated cost, including land damages is $13,300,000.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives. 


The General Court of 1920 passed the following resolve, 
chapter 36: — 


RESOLVE PROVIDING FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE 
Rapip TRANSIT SYSTEM FOR THE DORCHESTER DISTRICT OF THE 
Ciry or Boston. 


Resolved, That the department of public utilities and the transit depart- 
ment of the city of Boston be constituted a joint board to investigate 
further a comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit in the Dor- 
chester district of the city of Boston, with feeders from the Hyde Park 
district of the city and other places, and to report its conclusions and recom- 
mendations, with drafts of such legislation as it may deem expedient, to 
the general court not later than the tenth day of January, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-one. The said joint board may expend for the purpose 
aforesaid, such sums, not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, as it may 
deem necessary. ‘The sums so expended shall be paid in the first instance 
from the treasury of the commonwealth, and shall be assessed upon the 
cities and towns required to contribute to the last preceding deficit cer- 
tified by the public trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
under the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-nine of the Special 
Acts of nineteen hundred and eighteen, and in the same manner and pro- 
portion. Jf and when the comprehensive system or systems of rapid 
transit mentioned above are constructed, the sums, the expenditure of 
which is authorized by this resolve, shall be treated as part of the cost 
of the construction thereof and shall be repaid to the commonwealth by

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the persons and corporations constructing the same and redistributed to 
the cities and towns aforesaid. [Approved May 6, 1920. 


The time for report was extended to and including February 
15, 1921. 

The Department of Public Utilities and the Transit Depart- 
ment of the city of Boston, sitting as a joint board, report here- 
with as follows: — 

The General Court of 1919 passed the following resolve, 
chapter 55: — 


RESOLVE TO PROVIDE FOR AN INVESTIGATION AS TO THE FEASIBILITY OF 
CONSTRUCTING CERTAIN Rapip Transit Circuits By MEANS OF 
Surrace TRACKS ON OR NEAR EXISTING RAILROAD LOCATIONS IN 
THE Ciry oF Boston. 


Resolved, That the public service commission and the transit department 
of the city of Boston, succeeding to the powers of the Boston transit 
commission as formerly established by law, be constituted a joint board 
to consider the desirability and feasibility, having regard to the engi- 
neering, operating and financial difficulties of extending the present rapid 
transit system of the Boston Elevated Railway Company within the 
city of Boston (1) by the construction of a rapid transit circuit, or any part 
of the same, connecting the present terminus of the Dorchester tunnel 
at Andrew square with surface tracks to be constructed on or adjacent 
to the location of the Old Colony division of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad as far as the junction of the Shawmut branch of 
said division, thence by said Shawmut branch and by connections at or 
near Mattapan square with the location of the Midland division of 
said railroad, and thence back to Andrew square by surface tracks to be 
constructed on or adjacent to the location of said division and also (2) 
by the construction of a rapid transit circuit, or any part thereof, from the 
present terminus of the elevated structure of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company at Forest Hills by surface tracks on or adjacent to the location 
of the West Roxbury branch of the Providence division of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company to Dedham, with return 
connection from Dedham to the Forest Hills terminus, by way of Readville, 
by rapid transit tracks to be constructed on or adjacent to the location 
of the main line of said Providence division. The investigation may also 
include an inquiry as to making provision for the handling of freight, 
express matter and mails in connection with said circuits, and the con- 
struction of transfer stations at suitable points for the convenient transfer 
of passengers between the surface car tracks of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company and the said rapid transit circuits. The said joint board 
shall also inquire into the possibility of bringing about such legal, operating 
and financial relations between the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
and the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, by way 
of lease or otherwise, as would make it feasible to construct and operate 
either or both of the above-named rapid transit circuits, or any part thereof, 
by arrangement between the said corporations, with such authorization 
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or approval by the general court or by public authorities as may be requisite 
or proper. ‘The said joint board shall report to the next general court not 
later than the tenth day of January. [Approved June 27, 1919. 


In compliance with the resolve quoted immediately above, the 
Joint Board made a preliminary report to the Legislature, Sen- 
ate Document No. 388, recommending that the Forest Hills 
circuit plan should at least await the working out of a scheme 
for the relief of Dorchester, that the Dorchester circuit plan 
needed a much more detailed investigation, and that in order 
to accomplish this purpose a suitable resolve should be passed. 
This led to the enactment of Resolves of 1920, chapter 36, set 
out in full at the beginning of this report. 

After the passage of the last-named resolve, the chief engineer 
of the Transit Department of the city of Boston, which is 
peculiarly qualified to deal best with many of the aspects of the 
problem, with the assistance of the engineers of the Department 
of Public Utilities, undertook a painstaking investigation of the 
plan in general and its different phases in particular. A copy of 
the engineer’s report is hereto appended and is made a part of 
this document. The cost of the work done by and under the 
supervision of the chief engineer of the Transit Department of 
the city of Boston is $9,958.14 to date. For reasons which 
will be evident later, it has not been deemed desirable to go to 
the expense of having the various plans referred to in the engi- 
neers’ report printed and made a part of this document; but two 
general plans are hereto appended to make the following dis- 
cussion clearer, and a set of blueprints of all the plans referred to 
in the engineers’ report and a copy of that report itself will be 
filed in the State Library at the same time that this report is 
submitted. 

It developed, as the engineers’ work went on, that the com- 
plete circuit plan would cost a large sum of money, in the neigh- 
borhood of $16,000,000, and would involve a serious daily 
operating deficit of $2,567 to the Boston Elevated Railway 
system. Studies were accordingly made to ascertain whether 
more practicable results could be obtained from a partial adop- 
tion of the plan, and it was found, upon investigation, that if the 
Shawmut branch alone were taken and the rest of the circuit 
were completed by high-speed surface cars, running through 
reserved spaces in the highways, that a less expensive but 
satisfactory scheme could be worked out. This, however, 
would cost approximately $11,000,000, and would mean almost 
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as serious a daily operating deficit, 7.e., $2,233, as would the 
full circuit plan. The taking of the Shawmut branch alone, 
without an attempt to complete the circuit would be the least 
expensive method developed by our engineers, costing in the 
neighborhood of $7,100,000, and involving a daily operating 
deficit of $1,200, or about half of what either of the other two 
plans would probably occasion. The details will be found in 
the engineers’ report hereto appended. It is interesting to 
note that either of these circuit plans, 7.e., the circuit via the 
Shawmut branch and the Midland division, or the circuit via 
the Shawmut branch and the reserved spaces in the highways 
would, in the judgment of our engineers, cost substantially less 
than a tunnel calculated to give virtually the same relief, 7.e., 
about $20,635,000, and would involve a much less seriously 
daily operating deficit than would the use of such a tunnel 
which it is estimated would cost the Elevated System a net 
loss of about $4,649 a day. All these figures are, of course. 
based on present costs. 

The data incorporated or referred to in the engineers’ report 
was collected and completed only a few weeks ago, and the report 
itself was not ready for presentation until the first of this year. 
The Trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, to 
whom all this was submitted, felt, therefore, that adequate time 
was not given them to digest this large mass of material and to 
form an opinion upon it before February 15 next. They were 
of the opinion that this was a matter of considerable moment 
and required careful study and consideration upon their part. 
They have emphasized in their conferences with your Joint 
Board the salient indisputable facts, that any one of the plans 
suggested calls not only for a large outlay of capital, but involves 
also a substantial daily operating deficit, and that the railway 
company is in no financial position at this time either to assume 
such a large capital outlay or to bear the substantial daily 
operating deficit which any one of the plans considered would 
probably occasion. ‘The Trustees also pointed out that the com- 
pletion of any of the larger plans considered would impose 
a heavy additional burden upon the Washington street station, 
which is already seriously overcrowded,— facts which admit of 
no question in the minds of either our engineers or ourselves. 
They feel that the problems of congestion at the centers of the 
system, Washington street station and Park street station, are 
so serious that they must be solved before any comprehensive 
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project is adopted which will entail large new burdens at those 
two stations, and must be met as soon as practicable, in any 
event. We sympathize with these views and believe that any 
step in that direction will, of course, be a decided step toward the 
relief of Dorchester also. The Trustees suggested, however, 
that they would be willing to consider and study the adoption of 
a still smaller part of the whole plan, 7.e., the operation of tunnel 
trains from Andrew square over part of the Old Colony division 
of the New York, New Haven and Hartford railroad to Harrison 
square, and thence, by a route not interfering with the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company’s operation 
of the Shawmut branch, to Field’s Corner, the establishment of a 
large prepayment area at that point and the routing of cars from 
various tributary parts of Dorchester to Field’s Corner as a 
center. They do not wish to commit themselves to this propo- 
sition finally, but desire time to study its various possibilities 
and effects. It should be added that the officials of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company have 
expressed entire willingness to aid in the execution of any plan 
adopted for the relief of Dorchester. 

It is manifest to us that the Dorchester circuit plan as a whole 
is difficult of immediate accomplishment; first, because of the 
large capital outlay required; second, because of the substantial 
daily deficit which would probably be incurred; third, because 
the Boston Elevated Railway system is in no financial situation 
to cope with either of these; and fourth, because of the addi- 
tional congestion which would be occasioned at Washington 
street and Park street stations. It seems clear that a plan so 
comprehensive as the one under consideration should require 
thorough digestion, and that very likely the best progress that 
can be made is to adopt some part of it and to ascertain by 
actual experience whether or not this method justifies extension. 
Besides, it is quite possible that costs may be materially reduced 
before very long. Itis our hope that some way will be found to 
work out a plan which will enable a start to be made, however 
modest, which will be feasible financially and from the point of 
view of congestion at the central stations which we have men- 
tioned above, and which will form a part of a well-developed plan 
to deal with the problem in its larger future aspects. Nothing, 
however, can be done in that direction until the Trustees of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company have had adequate time to 
investigate and consider some such plan. They are now seri- 
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ously engaged in that work. We believe that this Joint Board 
should be kept in existence for a further period of time in order 
to assist the Trustees, officers and engineers of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company in trying to develop a satisfactory 
method of making a substantial start upon the project, to work 
from time to time with them and to study and consider from the 
point of view of the public at large any partial adoption of the 
general plan which the Trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company may finally deem expedient. 

The general scheme is, in short, a comprehensive one involving 
many factors, and although much study has been given, it 
requires still more investigation and consideration on the part of 
all concerned. | 

We therefore respectfully recommend that the Legislature 
extend the time for a final report upon this matter until the 
third Wednesday of January of 1922, and accordingly we have 
drawn up and submit herewith a resolve to accomplish that 
purpose.

RESOLVE PROVIDING FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE

Resolved, That the department of public utilities and the transit 
department of the city of Boston constituted a joint board, by chapter 36 
of the resolves of nineteen hundred and twenty, to investigate further a 
comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit in the Dorchester district 
of the city of Boston, be given until the tenth day of January, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-two, to continue its investigations, to expend for 
the purpose aforesaid such sums of the money appropriated by said resolves 
as have not already been expended as said joint board may deem necessary, 
and to report its conclusions and recommendations, with drafts of such 
legislation as it may deem expedient, to the general court. 
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Boston, Mass., December 31, 1920. 
The Joint Board comprising the Department of Public Utilities 
and the Transit Department of the City of Boston, Mr. 
Davin A. Exuis, Chairman. 

GENTLEMEN :— In compliance with your request for investi- 
gation, studies and estimates of a comprehensive system of rapid 
transit for the Dorchester district we herewith submit the fol- 
lowing report: — 

PREVIOUS REPORTS. 

Consideration has been given to previous investigations and 
reports, and much of the valuable information on hand has been 
used in an endeavor to avoid duplicating the work in connection 
with this report. 


GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 


The investigations have been directed along the lines laid 
down in our preliminary report to your Board on July 9, as 
follows: — 

The circuit plan. 

The tunnel extension plan. 

Reserve space for high-speed Rote, 

All of the above schemes have been studied with reference to 
improving the transit to Hyde Park and other near-by districts. 


METHOD OF PROCEDURE. 


Although the circuit plan, being far more complicated than 
the others, involved much more time and study, yet the general 
method of procedure in all cases has, : as far as time would per- 
mit, been about as follows: — 

(a) Study of any previous reports and inv¢stigations, with 
the view of using valuable information. 

(b) Frequent conferences with officials of the engineering 
departments of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road and of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, in addi- 
tion to the meetings of your Board. 

(c) Surveys along the routes proposed, where it was neces- 
sary to obtain certain information for purposes of estimating 
cut and fill, real estate takings, etc. 

(d) Studies and layouts for track locations, stations and ter- 
minals. 

(e) Studies and layouts for real estate takings and easements, 
real estate values, etc. 

(f) General plans and diagrams showing proposed work, and 
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special plans showing in some detail the proposed layouts and 
cross-sections at stations, terminals, and the track layouts and 
real estate takings over the entire line. 

(g) Estimates of quantities, cut and fill, new masonry, etc. 
These have been worked out with considerable care, and cost 
estimates based on present prices have been made. It is felt 
that the prices used will not be exceeded but the tendency will 
be toward lower prices, and consequently a saving from the 
estimated cost. 

(h) Studies of the traffic situation in the Dorchester district. 
This subject was treated with great thoroughness in the report 
of last year, and, as the situation is very nearly the same now 
only the new features of the subject are taken up in this report. 


CIRCUIT PLAN. 


The circuit plan was, as your Board directed, the first one 
considered, and follows in general the scheme laid out in last 
year’s report, with the following principal exceptions: — 

1. Putting the two high-speed electric tracks on the Midland 
Division in the center of the right of way, with provision for the 
steam tracks on both sides. 

2. Taking additional land on either or both sides of the 
present right of way of the Midland Division to allow for at 
least four steam tracks, two on each side of the electric tracks. 

3. On the Old Colony Division, allowing for four steam 
tracks on the easterly side of the two high-speed electric tracks 
and one steam spur track on the westerly side. 

4. Taking over the entire line between Milton Lower Mills 
and Mattapan with the exception of a freight track to Central 
avenue. 

5. Providing for a terminal, including storage yard and 
machine shops, for the high-speed electric system, to be located 
in Mattapan. 

6. Elimination of all grade crossings. 


AGREEMENT WITH THE NEw York, NEw HAVEN AND 
HARTFORD RAILROAD. ~ 

As mentioned in our former report, it was learned from Mr. 
Tuttle of the New Haven road that the general principles upon 
which the New Haven would be willing to proceed were about 
as follows: — 

1. The electric high-speed tracks to be in the center of the 
Midland Division, as outlined above; the New Haven Railroad 
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to be provided with an amount of land and trackage on either 
or both sides equal to that which it is giving up — the New 
Haven also giving up its local passenger business on this section. 

2. The New Haven to permit the high-speed electric tracks 
to run on the Old Colony Division in the manner outlined above 
as far as Harrison square, the road giving up the local passenger 
service in that section. 

3. The New Haven to give over the entire Shawmut Branch, 
also give over the branch between Milton Lower Mills and 
Mattapan with the exception of a freight track between Shaw- 
mut junction and Central avenue. 


OPERATION OF CIRCUIT. 


The possibility of operating only certain portions of the cir- 
cuit when first opened has been considered, and plans were 
made as follows: — 

1. The Midland Division, with terminal and yard at Matta- 
pan. 

2. The Shawmut Branch, with temporary terminal but with 
the same yard. 

3. The entire circuit as a whole. 


DESCRIPTION OF CIRCUIT. 


In making surveys, plans and estimates the following princi- 
pal provisions have been made: — 

Midland Division Enough land taken to provide for 
stations and arrangement of tracks as follows: Two high-speed 
electric tracks in the center with two steam tracks on each side, 
also sidings to industrial plants where required. On this divi- 
sion the high-speed tracks, after leaving Andrew square by a 
continuation of the subway up Boston street and under the New . 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad’s tracks, leave the 
subway on an incline, crossing over to the Midland Division of 
the New Haven on an elevated structure and come to grade in 
the center of the New Haven right of way, with the first station 
at Dudley street. The following stations are provided for, and 
in each case have enclosed surface-car transfer areas, except 
at Blue Hill avenue, Dudley street, Columbia road, Mount 
Bowdoin, Talbot avenue, Morton street, Blue Hill avenue, 
Mattapan. . 

The proposed terminal yard is located just across the Nepon- 
set river from Mattapan. 

Shawmut Branch.— Enough land has been taken on the 
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Plymouth Division of the Old Colony to provide four steam 
tracks just east of the two high-speed electric tracks, also spur 
tracks to industrial plants and the Freeport street yard on the 
west side of the electric tracks. The entire Shawmut Branch 
from Harrison square to Mattapan, with the exception of a 
freight track between Shawmut junction and Central avenue, 
has been taken over, and it is proposed to abolish all grade 
crossings. The following is the list of stations; transfer areas 
are provided at Field’s Corner, Ashmont and Mattapan: 
Crescent avenue, Savin Hill, Field’s Corner, Shawmut, Ashmont, 
Cedar Grove, Milton, Central avenue, Mattapan. 

A temporary terminal would be provided in case only the 
Shawmut Branch was constructed at present. This is proposed 
because of the very great saving in cost. The permanent termi- 
inal would be built in case either the Midland Division or the 
entire circuit was constructed. 

The entire circuit plan would embrace these two sections oper- 
ated as one loop, with the same stations and terminal men- 
tioned above. 


ESTIMATE OF Cost. 


The cost estimates of both the above divisions, the Midland 
and Shawmut, have been made independently, and also an 
estimate of the circuit as a whole has been prepared. The esti- 
mate in each case has been divided into cost of construction, 
cost of real estate and cost of equipment.

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A summary of the items that make up the above estimates 
has been made in each case and sheets showing the detail of 
each item of the summary have been prepared and are on file. 
The estimates in each of the three cases have been made on the 
basis of doing all the work of construction and equipment at 
once, but certain deductions can be made if the work is confined 
simply to the needs of the present-day traffic. 


The principal deductions would be made about as follows: —

This would reduce the estimate of $15,900,000 for the circuit to 
$15,080,000. 


The effect on the traffic from Hyde Park by building either 
the Midland Division or the entire circuit would probably be 
very marked, and it is assumed would eventually require the 
reconstruction and double-tracking of the line from Hyde Park 
along River street to Mattapan. It is felt, however, that the 
cost should not be estimated in connection with the present 
plans.

TRAFFIC. 
Present Traffic. 


At present the estimated total daily passenger traffic in both 
directions in the Dorchester District is about 235,800. This 
figure includes the local passengers using the stations of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad between Boston and 
Mattapan inclusive on the Shawmut Branch and between Bos- 
ton and Blue Hill avenue inclusive on the Midland Division; 
also those carried by the Boston Elevated Railway on its sur- 
face lines to and from the stations on the rapid transit system, 
and are distributed approximately as follows: —

This traffic is served on the New Haven lines by twenty- 
three Shawmut Branch trains and twenty-nine main line 
trains, making stops between Boston and Harrison square in- 
clusive, and by fourteen trains operating between Boston and 
Dorchester only and by twenty-six through trains making 
stops within the district on the Midland Division. 

On the Boston Elevated lines the present service in the 
Washington tunnel to Dudley street is seven-car trains at one 
and one-half minute intervals during rush hours, and four-car 
trains at three-minute intervals during normal hours, and to 
Egleston square seven-car trains at three-minute intervals 
during rush hours and four-car trains at four-minute intervals 
during normal hours. In the Dorchester tunnel the maximum 
rush hour service is four-car trains at an average of three- 
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minute intervals and two-car trains at two and one-half and 
three-minute intervals during normal hours. 
The present surface car lines are operated from the Milton, 
Park street and Neponset car barns, and are given in detail in 
the following tabulation: —

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Traffic Study of Proposed Circuit. 


Under the scheme of operation of the proposed electric circuit 
for rapid transit trains, all passenger service now furnished by 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad for the ac- 
commodation of traffic between Boston and Blue Hill avenue 
on the Midland Division, and Boston and Mattapan on the 
Shawmut Branch will be discontinued, and this service will be 
entirely taken over by the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. The surface car lines of the latter company will then 
be rearranged to operate as feeders and distributors to the 
rapid transit circuit at the various transfer stations. In addi- 
tion to the transfer stations there are other stations not inter- 
cepted by the surface lines, all of which will be used as prepay- 
ment stations for the accommodation of the traffic in the 
immediate vicinity. For the passenger traffic on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad south of Blue Hill 
avenue station there will be at this station arrangements for 
transfer between the steam and rapid transit trains. 

The following table shows the average number of passengers 
now using the steam railroad stations daily, also the estimated 
number, both in rush and normal hours and total, which will 
daily use the stations on the rapid transit circuit : —

The above tabulation does not include any item for the 
traffic which will probably develop from that portion of Hyde 
Park lying along River street between the former Boston- 
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Hyde Park line and Cleary square. The surface car line in 
River street, connecting at Mattapan with the proposed rapid 
transit circuit will give this section a better service to and 
from Boston than via Forest Hills and it is estimated that this 
additional traffic will amount to about 4,000 passengers daily. 


Operating Method, Complete Circwtt. 


To accommodate the estimated traffic an operating method 
for the rapid transit trains over the proposed circuit, as an 
extension of the present service between Harvard square and 
Andrew square, has been devised and in general is described as 
follows: — 

In order to serve the traffic which is to be transferred to and 
from the surface car lines the maximum number of rapid 
transit trains will be required between Park street via Andrew 
square to Field’s Corner on the Shawmut Branch and to 
Mount Bowdoin on the Midland Branch; a smaller number of 
trains between Mount Bowdoin and Mattapan on the Midland 
and the least number between Field’s Corner and Mattapan 
on the Shawmut. 

Due to the fact that the estimated traffic in the Dorchester 
District is greater than that now existing in the Cambridge 
District, more rapid transit trains will be needed to serve the 
former than the latter; therefore the excess trains not needed 
on the Cambridge end will be turned at Park Street Under, 
where additional track facilities would be required. The trains 
operating between Harvard and Andrew would then be con- 
tinued, a portion over the Midland to Mount Bowdoin, where 
about one-half would be reversed, the other half continuing to 
Mattapan, the other portion running over the Shawmut Branch 
to Field’s Corner, where all would be reversed during normal 
hours and about one-third continuing to Mattapan during rush 
hours. 

The service in the several sections of the system between 
Cambridge and Dorchester districts would then be as follows: —

The changes in-surface car routes in the foregoing table on the 
principal lines are more particularly described as follows: — 
Dorchester Avenue between Milton Car Barn and Andrew Square. 
— Routes 1103-4: The present service into Andrew square on 
this route is by lines from Milton car barn and Neponset joining 
at Field’s Corner, resulting in a rush hour service of 48 cars, 
including trailers and normal hour service of 16 cars from 
Field’s Corner to Andrew square. ‘The proposed service from 
Field’s Corner to Andrew square would be 74 cars in both normal 
and rush hours and the addition of a trailer car in rush 
hours. 

Washington Street between Codman Street and Mount Bowdoin. 
— Route 1157, Milton car barn to Andrew square via Washing- 
ton street and Meeting House Hill: The present service of 10 
cars perrush hour and 5 normal will be diverted to Mount Bow- 
doin station but will remain otherwise unchanged. Route 1240, 
Norfolk street to Dudley street: The present service of 18 cars 
per rush hour and 12 cars normal will become 10 and 5 respec- 
tively, and will terminate at Mount Bowdoin. 

Meeting House Hill Section. — Route 1150, Park street car 
barn to Andrew square via Meeting House Hill, with a service 
of 15 cars with trailers rush hour and 5 cars normal will be 
diverted at Upham’s Corner to Dudley street station (on the 
new rapid transit line) with the service otherwise unchanged. 

Upham’s Corner to Andrew Square. — The present service is 
39 cars, with trailers for rush hour and 16 cars normal; the 
proposed service will be 6 cars both normal and rush hours. 


Midland Division Only. 


If the rapid transit system was not extended over the Shaw- 
mut Branch but was extended over the Midland Division, the 
traffic to be handled through Andrew station would be less than 
under the complete circuit plan, since the passengers using the 
steam train service on the Shawmut Branch would continue as 
now to the South Station. The method of operating the rapid 
transit system between Cambridge and Mattapan would be the 
same as outlined in the complete circuit scheme hereinbefore 
described with the service provided for the Shawmut Branch 
traffic omitted. 

The traffic from the Dorchester District would still be greater 
than that from Cambridge and the trains required for the excess 
would be turned at Park Street Under. During the rush hours 
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certain trains not needed for the Cambridge traffic would be 
turned at Andrew. ‘The schedule for the operation of the Cam- 
bridge-Dorchester rapid transit system would then require a 
total of 116 cars of the Cambridge subway type, or 53 more than 
are now owned. 

The service of the rapid transit trains in the various sections

Under this plan the rerouting of the surface car lines in the dis- 
trict would not be as extensive as in the complete circuit scheme, 
for the reason that there would be no transfer therefrom to the 
Shawmut Branch and the transfer at Andrew to and from 
the Dorchester avenue lines would continue as at present. 
The changes described under the complete circuit plan, except- 
ing Routes 1103 and 1104 in Dorchester avenue, would be the 
principal ones and would result in a saving of surface car mileage 
of about eleven per cent. 


Shawmut Branch Only. 


If the rapid transit system were extended over the Shawmut 
Branch and not over the Midland, the traffic from the Dor- 
chester District through Andrew station would be less than 
under the two plans hereinbefore described. A portion of the 
trains between Harvard and Andrew would turn at the latter 
station and the remainder would continue to Field’s Corner, and 
during rush hours a portion of those would continue to Matta- 
pan. During the rush hours certain trains, not needed for the 
Cambridge traffic, would be turned at Park Street Under. This 
operating schedule would require a total of 102 cars of the 
Cambridge tunnel type, 39 more than are now owned. 

The rapid transit service in the several sections would be as

The changes in the surface car lines under this plan would 
affect only those intersecting the Shawmut Branch at Field’s 
Corner, where there would be a transfer to the rapid transit 
system, resulting in a diminished service of surface cars between 
that point and Andrew in Dorchester avenue; the lines west of 
Dorchester avenue would be unaffected and the mileage of sur- 
face cars in the district would be reduced about ten per cent. 


Park Street Under, Siding at. 


Under the three plans above described for the extension of 
rapid transit service from the Dorchester tunnel over electrified 
portions of the railroad lines in Dorchester, the schedules of 
train operation for the system, which include the Cambridge 
tunnel trains, are based on the assumption that the trains needed 
for the Dorchester traffic which are in excess of those needed for 
the Cambridge traffic, should not operate beyond Park Street 
Under and should therefore be turned or reversed at that sta- 
tion. For the turning of these trains a plan has been prepared 
for a middle siding to accommodate two trains immediately west 
of the platform of the Park Street Under station, the estimated 
cost of which is $650,000. The estimated saving in cost of opera- 
tion by turning as above, instead of running to Harvard square, 
in the ‘‘complete circuit’”’ and ‘“‘ Midland Division Only”’ plans, 
would equal the annual interest at seven per cent on about 
$6,000,000. In the “Shawmut Branch Only” plan the saving 
is estimated at about $54,000 per annum, equal to the interest 
at seven per cent on $773,000. Plans have been made and are 
filed with this report. They are marked P1 and P2 respectively. 


Washington Station. 


At the present time during rush hours there is serious con- 
gestion at this station due largely to the transfer between the 
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Washington and Dorchester tunnels. Under the complete cir- 
cuit plan proposed, about 24,000 passengers per day now using 
the steam lines to the South Station and 40,000 per day using 
the surface lines from the Dorchester District to Egleston square 
and Dudley street and thence to points on the Washington tun- 
nel line will be carried to Boston via Dorchester tunnel. It 
is probable that a considerable proportion of these will use the 
Washington station, thus making the necessity of additional 
platform facilities more immediate, but it is debatable whether 
the cost of these improvements should be considered as a part 
of the cost of the circuit schemes. Studies and estimates for 
enlarging this station have been made, however, and are on file. 

The plan of the “Midland Division Only”’ would also add to 
the traffic at this station to approximately the same extent, but 
the “Shawmut Branch Only”? would add about one-sixth as 
much traffic to the Dorchester tunnel as would the ‘‘complete 
circuit”’ plan. 

Washington Tunnel. 


In the case of the extension of the rapid transit system over 
the complete circuit or over the Midland Division only, it is esti- 
mated that about 40,000 passengers now transferring daily from 
surface cars from this district to the Washington tunnel line at 
Egleston square and Dudley street would transfer to the 
Midland Division, thus relieving the tunnel congestion to the 
extent of about 5,000 people per rush hour and 400 people per 
normal hour. This rush hour relief would amount to one car 
per train, and the mileage of this car may fairly be considered 
as a credit in the estimate of the cost of operating the new 
system which follows. 


Relief at the South Terminal and Andrew Station. 


A material -traffic advantage which would result from the 
installation of the whole circuit scheme, and to a lesser extent if 
only a portion is constructed, by the taking over of passengers 
now carried by the New Haven trains would be a relief of the 
rush hour congestion in the South Station and allowing the 
station tracks now required for this service for the use of other 
lines where they are now needed. Another advantage which, 
like the preceding, cannot readily be expressed in dollars and 
cents, is in the much needed relief of congestion at Andrew 
station; the transfer between surface cars and rapid transit 
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trains at this point would be reduced from a daily total of 
170,000 to 30,000 under the complete circuit plan and instead 
of being made at one point would be distributed among eight 
transfer stations on the circuit. 


Cost oF OPERATION. 


The estimated cost of operating the three schemes of rapid 
transit lines above described will be found in the tabulation 
below; this cost includes the items of maintenance of way, 
structures and equipment, conducting transportation, traffic, 
general and miscellaneous expenses and taxes; computed upon 
an average car mile basis from the statement of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company for 1919 and distributed by the com- 
pany to the operation of surface and rapid transit cars and 
adjusted to present costs from the company’s statement of 
expenditures for the three months ending September 30, 1920. 
The estimated cost does not include the interest on the invest- 
ment or the amount that may be required for rental of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad property.

THE TUNNEL EXTENSION. 


The extension of the tunnel from Andrew square into the 
Dorchester District has been reported on several times in the 
past few years. The merits of the proposed extension have been 
carefully studied, and the route here reported is the one passing 
through the center of the district to Codman square. Many new 
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features have been added, the principal ones being the estab- _ 
lishment of surface-car transfer areas at all the tunnel stations. 
A terminal yard, with inspection sheds, shops, ete., has been 
planned, and provision has been made for future extension of 
the tunnel beyond Codman square. 

The tunnel would be a continuation of the present tunnel in 
Boston street, near the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad bridge, where it would pass under the abutments and 
the railroad and continue up Boston street to a point. near 
Edward Everett square, where it would go partly under private 
property; thence under Columbia road to Upham’s Corner. At 
this point a station would be constructed, together with a sur- 
face-car transfer area built on private land, somewhat similar 
to that at Andrew square. 

From Upham’s Corner the tunnel would continue under 
Columbia road to a point near Glendale street, where it would 
then go largely under private property but at such depth below 
the surface that property damages would be light. This part 
of the construction would be by tunnel method, largely through 
rock. 7 : 

The next station would be at the intersection of Geneva 
avenue and Bowdoin street, where a surface-car transfer area 
would be built. 

From Geneva avenue the tunnel would pass up Bowdoin 
street to a point near Westville street, where it would again go 
under private property, until it reached Washington street near 
School, thence in Washington to Codman square, where a 
station with a surface transfer area would be constructed 
similar to the other stations. 

The tunnel would then be carried beyond Codman square 
with a branch incline up to the terminal yard which would be 
built at approximately the present ground level. 

The construction and type of tunnel stations would be similar 
to those in the present Dorchester tunnel. The length would be 
approximately 16,800 feet, and the estimated cost, at present 
prices, is as follows:—

This is an increase in the present traffic to and from Andrew 
in the Dorchester tunnel of 32,600 passengers daily, due to the 
interception of certain surface car lines by the tunnel extension 
which now transfer passengers from this district to the Wash- 
ington tunnel at Dudley street; the number of passengers now 
transferred at Andrew will be reduced from 129,000 to 52,800 
daily, giving a much needed relief. 


Rapid Transit Operation. 

Under the present schedule of rapid transit trains between 
Harvard and Andrew, during rush hours the passenger equip- 
ment is not more than sufficient to handle the traffic in and out 
of Andrew station; the proposed extension of the tunnel to Cod- 
man square will increase this traffic twenty-five per cent, neces- 
sitating a corresponding increase in the service. 

The estimated traffic at the new tunnel stations beyond 
Andrew totals 108,800 daily, or about two-thirds the total traffic 
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from Andrew into Boston, and nearly balances the present 
traffic from the Cambridge district. .Under these conditions it 
seems necessary to run all the rapid transit trains between Har- 
vard and Codman, increasing the present service by twenty-five 
per cent, resulting in a maximum rush hour service of four-car 
trains at two-minute intervals and in normal hours three-car 
trains at four-minute intervals. Under this schedule the 
mileage per day of rapid transit cars would be increased about 
10,000, and sixty additional cars of the Cambridge subway type 
would be required. 

The traffic diverted from the Washington tunnel at Dudley 
street would be equivalent to a saving of one car per train during 
rush hours, or 2,000 car miles per day. 


Surface Car Operation. 


In connection with the extension of the Dorchester tunnel to 
Codman square, a schedule of the operation of the surface car 
lines which will allow transfer to and from the new tunnel 
stations has been prepared and the principal rearrangements are 
described below: — 

Route 1103, Neponset to Andrew square, will terminate at 
Geneva station. 

Route 1150, Park street to Andrew square via Meeting House 
Hill, will run between Geneva and Upham stations. 

Route 1200, Franklin Park to Andrew square, will terminate 
at Upham station. | 

Route 1157, Milton car house to Andrew square via Meeting 
House Hill, will terminate at Geneva station. Between 
Upham’s Corner and Andrew square a new route to replace dis- 
continued service caused by the changes above. 

Besides the above, certain reductions in service on the line 
running between the district and the Dudley street terminal on 
the Washington tunnel are made due to the transfer of passen- 
gers at Codman and Geneva stations. 

All these changes result in a saving of 3,251 car miles per day. 


Cost of Operation. 
The estimated cost of operating the tunnel extension, includ- 
ing all expenses other than the interest on the investment, based 
on the average cost per car mile and comparable with the esti- 
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mated cost of operating the proposed circuit for rapid transit 
trains, is given below: —

TROLLEY RESERVE SPACE PLAN. 


The proposition involving the use of high-speed trolley cars 
along reserve spaces as a solution of the present transportation 
problem has been investigated, and the route discussed at the 
Board meeting is indicated on plan 2-G. 

This plan in some respects resembles the circuit plan. It in- 
volves using the Shawmut Branch section of the circuit plan for 
high-speed electric trains in the manner already described, and 
using high-speed trolleys in reserved spaces in place of the Mid- 
land Division section. 

The Midland Division would still be operated by the New 
Haven road for passenger service. High-speed trolleys would 
run on Blue Hill avenue from Mattapan to Columbia road, 
thence down Columbia road to Edward Everett square, from 
which point the lines would run largely in private right of way 
to Andrew square. 

The local trolley service on these roads would still be con- 
tinued, and a third track would be built between the two local 
tracks. This track would be used for express service, inward 
bound in the morning and outward bound at night. 

All grade crossings for this track would be elminated as far 
as practicable by depressing the track at important points, such 
as Geneva avenue, Upham’s Corner, Edward Everett square, 
etc., and by shutting off unimportant crossings. Stops would 
be made at the following points: Wellington Hill, Morton street, 
Talbot avenue, Franklin Park, Washington street, Upham’s 
Corner. 

These stops woud be provided with facilities for transfer 
between local and express service. 

At Andrew square necessary changes would be made to accom- 
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modate this traffic, and a storage space for extra cars would be 
provided near by. Similar storage is already available at 
Mattapan. 

Plans and estimates have been prepared and are herewith 
enclosed. 

The approximate length of the reserved space section is 27,000 
feet. 

The estimated cost of the two sections, at present prices, is

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TRAFFIC. 


Under the plan of an extension of the rapid transit service 
in the Dorchester tunnel from Andrew square over the Shawmut 
Branch to Mattapan and the operation of surface car lines in a 
reserved space from Mattapan to Andrew square in Blue Hill 
avenue, Columbia road and over private right of way between 
Edward Everett square and Andrew square, with transfer 
facilities between the rapid transit trains and the surface cars 
operating in the reserved space at both Andrew square and 
Mattapan, a method of operation based upon the estimated 
traffic has been developed and is described in general as follows. 


Rapid Transit Trains. 

The traffic requirements for that portion of the district covered 
by the rapid transit service on the Shawmut Branch between 
Andrew and Mattapan would be the same as given in the report 
on the “Shawmut Branch Only”’ plan, hereinbefore described, 
and the service would be the same; between Andrew and Park 
Street Under, however, additional service would be necessary 
due to the traffic added at Andrew from the reserved space 
lines.

Reserved Space Operation. 


The operation of surface cars under the ‘‘reserved space”’ 
plan has been studied in relation to the estimated traffic and is 
described as follows:— 

During the morning rush hours trains of two cars each will 
start at three-minute intervals, in normal hours single cars at 
six-minute intervals, from Mattapan, alternating, one train to 
run on the express track from the bridge over the Midland 
Division of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
to Andrew square, making only the express station stops; when 
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the traffic requires, all of these trains can start at Cleary square 
in Hyde Park and run through River street to and through 
Mattapan and continue to Andrew as above; the other train 
to run on the outside local track to Franklin Park, making all 
the present stops; thence running on the express track to An- 
drew, stopping only at Washington street and Upham’s Corner 
stations. 

From Franklin Park a line of single cars at three-minute 
intervals rush hour and at ten-minute intervals normal hours, 
will run on the outside local track to Upham’s Corner, making 
the present stops; thence to Andrew on the express track. 

From Upham’s Corner to Andrew, the two lines coming 
through the Meeting House Hill section, one from Milton, the 
other from the Park street car barn, one with a service of ten 
cars per hour rush and five normal, the other with thirty cars 
rush and five cars normal hour, will run on the express track. 
This will complete the lines using the express track and give a 
maximum traffic density of sixty-five units or one hundred cars 
per rush hour thereon. 

Since all the above-described lines will operate in a private 
right of way between Edward Everett and Andrew squares, a 
new service for the local traffic wlll run between Upham’s 
Corner and Andrew on the local tracks in Columbia road re- 
served space and on the present tracks in Boston street; this 
service will be six cars per hour both normal and rush hours. 

During the afternoon the operation of the express track will 
be reserved in direction and both morning and afternoon the 
cars using the express track will return on the local track omit- 
ting all local stops. 

Under the above-described plan for the operation of rapid 
transit trains over the Shawmut Branch and surface cars in a 
reserved space, the transfer of passengers between the two at 
Andrew will be reduced from the present daily total of about 
129,000 to about 112,000; the service in the Washington tun- 
nel will also be relieved by the diversion of traffic at Franklin 
Park and at Washington street amounting to an estimated 
number of 35,000 passengers per day; this will be equivalent 
to one car per train during rush hours. 

The rearrangement of the surface car routes in the above plan 
will result in practically no change in surface car mileage, the 
saving due to the Shawmut Branch operation being balanced 
by the increase in the operation of the reserved space lines. 
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Cost of Operation. 


The estimated cost of operation of the above-described dual 
service will be found below. 

This cost includes the items of maintenance of way, struc- 
tures and equipment, conducting transportation, traffic, general 
and miscellaneous expenses and taxes, computed upon an 
average car mile basis from the statement of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company for 1919 and distributed by the company to 
the operation of surface and rapid transit cars and adjusted to 
present costs from the company’s statement of expenditures for 
the three months ending September 30, 1920. The cost of ex- 
press operation in the reserved space plan will be somewhere 
between that of rapid transit and surface car operation and is 
assumed at fifty cents per car mile. The estimated cost does 
not include the interest on the investment nor any rentals for 
the use of New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 


property.

SUMMARY. 


For the purpose of convenient reference a summary of the cost 
of the different plans is given below. 

In the comparison of the total costs of the various plans it has 
been assumed that the projects would be financed by either the 
state or city and a rate of interest of 5 per cent has been used. 

As no definite statement has yet been received from the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad as to the rental it 
would expect, a rate of 6 per cent on the estimated value of the 
Shawmut Branch has been assumed.

INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE RAPID 
TRANSIT SYSTEM FOR THE DORCHESTER DIS- 
TRICT OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 





To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives. 


The General Court of 1921 passed the following resolve, 
chapter 22: — 


RESOLVE PROVIDING FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE 
SysTEM OF Rapip TRANSIT FOR THE DORCHESTER DISTRICT OF THE 
Ciry or Boston. 

Resolved, That the department of public utilities and the transit depart- 
ment of the city of Boston be constituted a joint board to investigate 
further a comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit in the Dor- 
chester district of the city of Boston, with feeders from the Hyde Park 
district of the city and other places, and to report its conclusions and 
recommendations with drafts of such legislation as it may deem expedient 
to the next annual session of the general court not later than the tenth 
day of January. The said board may expend for the purpose aforesaid 
such sums as are authorized by chapter thirty-six of the resolves of nine- 
teen hundred and twenty, the same to be assessed, repaid and redis- 
tributed as therein provided. [Approved April 13, 1921. 


In compliance with the above, the Department of Public 
Utilities and the Transit Department of the City of Boston, 
sitting as a Joint Board, report herewith as follows. 

The inception of this study resulted from chapter 55 of the 
Resolves of 1919, as follows: — 
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RESOLVE TO PROVIDE FOR AN INVESTIGATION AS TO THE FEASIBILITY OF 
ConstrucTING CERTAIN Rapip Transit Circuits BY MEANS OF 
SurFAcE TRACKS ON OR NEAR ExistTiInG RaiLtroap LOcATIONS IN 
THE City oF Boston. 

Resolved, That the public service commission and the transit depart- 
ment of the city of Boston, succeeding to the powers of the Boston transit 
commission as formerly established by law, be constituted a joint board 
to consider the desirability and feasibility having regard to the engineer- 
ing, operating and financial difficulties of extending the present rapid 
transit system of the Boston Elevated Railway Company within the city 
of Boston (1) by the construction of a rapid transit circuit, or any part 
of the same, connecting the present terminus of the Dorchester tunnel at 
Andrew square with surface tracks to be constructed on or adjacent to 
the location of the Old Colony division of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad as far as the junction of the Shawmut branch of said 
division, thence by said Shawmut branch and by connections at or near 
Mattapan square with the location of the Midland division of said rail- 
road, and thence back to Andrew square by surface tracks to be con- 
structed on or adjacent to the location of said division; and also (2) by 
the construction of a rapid transit circuit, or any part thereof, from the 
present terminus of the elevated structure of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company at Forest Hills by surface tracks on or adjacent to the 
location of the West Roxbury branch of the Providence division of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company to Dedham, 
with return connection from Dedham to the Forest Hills terminus, by 
way of Readville, by rapid transit tracks to be constructed on or adjacent 
to the location of the main line of said Providence division. The investi- 
gation may also include an inquiry as to making provision for the handling 
of freight, express matter and mails in connection with said circuits, 
and the construction of transfer stations at suitable points for the con- 
venient transfer of passengers between the surface car tracks of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company and the said rapid transit circuits. The 
said joint board shall also inquire into the possibility of bringing about 
such legal, operating and financial relations between the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company and the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company, by way of lease or otherwise, as would make it feasible 
to construct and operate either or both of the above-named rapid transit 
circuits, or any part thereof, by arrangement between the said corpora- 
tions, with such authorization or approval by the general court or by 
public authorities as may be requisite or proper. The said joint board 
shall report to the next general court not later than the tenth day of Jan- 
uary. [Approved June 27, 1919. 


In compliance with this resolve quoted immediately above, 
the Joint Board made a preliminary report to the Legislature, 
Senate Document No. 338, recommending that the Forest Hills 
circuit plan should at least await the working out of a scheme 
for the relief of Dorchester; that the Dorchester circuit plan 
needed a much more detailed investigation; and that in order 
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to accomplish this purpose a suitable resolve should be passed. 
This led to the enactment of Resolves of 1920, chapter 36, 
which reads as follows: — 


RESOLVE PROVIDING FoR FuRTHER INVESTIGATION OF A COMPREHENSIVE 
Rapiw TRANSIT SYSTEM FOR THE DoRCHESTER DISTRICT OF THE 
Ciry oF Boston. 


Resolved, That the department of public utilities and the transit depart- 
ment of the city of Boston be constituted a joint board to investigate 
further a comprehensive system or systems of rapid transit in the Dor- 
chester district of the city of Boston, with feeders from the Hyde Park 
district of the city and other places, and to report its conclusions and 
recommendations, with drafts of such legislation as it may deem expedient, 
to the general court not later than the tenth day of January, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one. The said joint board may expend for the pur- 
pose aforesaid such sums, not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, as it 
may deem necessary. The sums so expended shall be paid in the first 
instance from the treasury of the commonwealth, and shall be assessed 
upon the cities and towns required to contribute to the last preceding 
deficit certified by the public trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company under the provisions of chapter one hundred and fifty-nine of 
the Special Acts of nineteen hundred and eighteen, and in the same man- 
ner and proportion. If and when the comprehensive system or systems 
of rapid transit mentioned above are constructed, the sums, the expenditure 
of which is authorized by this resolve, shall be treated as part of the cost 
of the construction thereof and shall be repaid to the commonwealth by 
the persons and corporations constructing the same and redistributed to 
the cities and towns aforesaid. [Approved May 6, 1920. 


The Joint Board accordingly continued its investigations, and 
on February 10, 1921, made a report of the results of its studies 
to the Legislature, House Document No. 1262, and suggested 
therein the need of further time for final report. This extension 
was given by Resolves of 1921, chapter 22, set out in full at 
the beginning of this document. 

In this report, House Document No. 1262, the Joint Board 
said, among other things :— 


It is manifest to us that the Dorchester circuit plan as a whole is diffi- 
cult of immediate accomplishment; first, because of the large capital 
outlay required; second, because of the substantial daily deficit which 
would probably be incurred; third, because the Boston Elevated Railway 
system is in no financial situation to cope with either of these; and fourth, 
because of the additional congestion which would be occasioned at Wash- 
ington Street and Park Street stations. It seems clear that a plan so 
comprehensive as the one under consideration should require thorough 
digestion, and that very likely the best progress that can be made is to 
adopt some part of it and to ascertain by actual experience whether or 
not this method justifies extension. Besides, it is quite possible that 
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costs may be materially reduced before very long. It is our hope that 
some way will be found to work out a plan which will enable a start to 
be made, however modest, which will be feasible financially and from the 
point of view of congestion at the central stations which we have men- 
tioned above, and which will form a part of a well-developed plan to deal 
with the problem in its larger future aspects. Nothing, however, can be 
done in that direction until the trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company have had adequate time to investigate and consider such plan. 
They are now seriously engaged in that work. We believe that this 
Joint Board should be kept in existence for a.further period of time in 
order to assist the trustees, officers and engineers of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company in trying to develop a satisfactory method of making 
a substantial start upon the project, to work from time to time with them, 
and to study and consider from the point of view of the public at large 
any partial adoption of the general plan which the trustees of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company may finally deem expedient. 


In accordance with the statement just quoted above, the 
following plan has been evolved :— 

It is, in brief, taking over the Shawmut branch and operating 
rapid transit trains from the Andrew station of the Dorchester 
tunnel to Field’s Corner, and using high-speed trolleys on the 
Shawmut branch tracks beyond. 

For the purpose of turning back a portion of the trains from 
Cambridge a third track siding will be required just south of 
Andrew station, and a similar siding just west of Park Street 
Under station will be needed when the traffic from points on 
the new system south of Andrew becomes large enough to 
warrant the expenditure for its construction. The cost of both 
sidings is included in the estimates which follow. 

The plan contemplates the operation of rapid transit trains 
through the present Dorchester tunnel to Andrew Square; 
thence under Boston Street through a reconstruction of the 
present tunnel for a short distance; thence crossing under the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford railroad and Dorchester 
Avenue and reaching the surface by means of an incline south 
of Dorchester Avenue parallel to and on the westerly side of 
the New Haven’s tracks. 

Provision will also have to be made on the westerly side of 
the rapid transit tracks between Dorchester Avenue and 
Columbia Road for a freight siding to serve the needs of present 
or future industrial plants. 

From the end of the incline to the junction of the Shawmut 
branch with the main line near Harrison Square station, the 
rapid transit tracks will parallel the railroad location on the

westerly side, and be at the same grade as the present tracks 
excepting at a point just north of Freeport Street where they 
cross over the track which will connect the Freeport Street 
freight yard with the main tracks of the New Haven railroad. 

Additions and alterations of the Columbia Road bridge, and 
abutments and a new station just south of Columbia Road to 
replace the present Crescent Avenue station, will be required. 

From Columbia Road to Savin Hill Avenue the rapid transit 
tracks will occupy the westerly portion of the New Haven’s 
right of way, and the railroad will nave to be reimbursed by 
providing it with an equal amount of land on the easterly side 
for its tracks. This will necessarily require the moving of the 
New Haven tracks several feet to the eastward. This, also, 
involves the building of retaining walls at Savin Hill, the 
alteration of the Savin Hill Avenue bridge, and the building of 
a new station just south of Savin Hill Avenue to replace 
the present one. 

Between Savin Hill Avenue and Freeport Street there should 
be preserved, as part of the plan, the freight siding on the 
westerly side of the rapid transit tracks to serve present and 
future industrial plants and the present freight yard at Freeport 
Street. In order to do this it will be necessary to clevate 
slightly the rapid transit tracks over the incline connecting 
the freight siding with the main line, and to place the rapid 
transit tracks on an embankment supported by retaining walls. 
Accordingly, additions will have to be made to the Freeport 
Street bridge in order to give it more width. 

From Freeport Street to Harrison Square the rapid transit 
tracks should be so located as not to interfere with the present 
location of the steam railroad tracks, and in order to accom- 
plish this, additional land will have to be taken on the westerly 
side of the New Haven’s right of way. 

From the point near Harrison Square station, previously 
mentioned, to the Field’s Corner station immediately west of 
Dorchester Avenue, the rapid transit trains will run on the 
Shawmut branch, passing over Clayton and Adams streets and 
Dorchester Avenue. 

Between Dorchester Avenue and Geneva Avenue a new 
terminal station and yard will be built. The new station will 
consist of two platforms near Dorchester Avenue, an inbound 
platform for rapid transit trains to Boston, and an outbound 
platform from Boston. There will be one track for surface 
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cars on the inbound platform and two tracks for surface cars 
on the outbound platform. The yard, which will be located 
between Freeman Street and Geneva Avenue, is to provide 
storage tracks for rapid transit trains and an inspection shed. 

The operation of the Field’s Corner station will, under this 
plan, be as follows: — 

Trolley cars will approach the station from Geneva Avenue 
by an incline south of the yard, joining those from the Shaw- 
mut branch near Freeman Street, and will enter the station by 
a single track, discharging passengers to the loading platform 
for the rapid transit trains to Boston. These cars will then 
leave the station, loop over the rapid transit tracks east of 
Dorchester Avenue, and again enter the station on two tracks, 
receiving passengers on the outbound loading platform. After 
leaving the station these cars will take either a route down an 
incline north of the yard to Geneva Avenue and thence to 
their various destinations, or will continue on the present loca- 
tion of the steam tracks of the Shawmut branch, some of them 
leaving at Welles Avenue and some continuing to Mattapan 
and Hyde Park. The extent of the operation of these cars 
over the Shawmut branch beyond Field’s Corner station will 
depend very largely upon conditions as they develop from time 
to time. 

It does not seem advisable at the present time to eliminate 
grade crossings for the operation of trolley cars over the Shaw- 
mut branch, nor to construct new stations thereon. The 
erection of trolley wires and signals should equip adequately 
the Shawmut branch for these contemplated operations for a 
substantial period of time. 

The length of the rapid transit tracks from Andrew station 
to Field’s Corner is approximately 13,000 feet, and the length 
of the high-speed trolley tracks from Field’s Corner to Matta- 
pan is approximately 20,000 feet.

It has not been deemed desirable to go to the expense of 
having these various plans printed and made a part of this 
document, but a general plan! is hereto appended to make the 
discussion clearer, and a set of blueprints of all the plans 
referred to above will be filed in the State Library at the same 
time that this report is submitted.

A careful estimate has been made of the probable operating 
costs of the proposed extension of the rapid transit lines from 
Andrew station to Field’s Corner, with the necessary rerouting 
of surface cars under the plan stated above, and even if a 
substantial number of trains are run only to Park Street Under 
at one end and to Andrew station at the other end, an ap- 
parent deficit of about $400 a day, none the less, results. 

The public trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany, however, are prepared to assume this burden, in the be- 
lief that future development will probably bring about suffi- 
cient increased traffic to overcome this operating deficit, and, 
in time, to convert it into an operating profit. 

It must be apparent that no more ambitious scheme than 
that outlined above ought to be undertaken at the present 
time, for the reasons set forth in the quotation from our report 
of last year restated on page 5 supra. 


1Plan submitted but not printed. 
2 This item will disappear if the Shawmut branch is leased. 
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Moreover, it is all too likely that the probable traffic from 
this plan will tax the present Dorchester tunnel to its capacity, 
and that the traffic from the Midland division plan discussed in 
our earlier reports must be carried into the city by some other 
route. The Midland division development has been studied 
extensively, although more study will probably be required 
when the matter becomes imminent. There is no doubt that 
the Midland division project is feasible, and several alternative 
plans, which are on file, have been worked out to carry it into 
effect. While we did not, and do not, think that conditions 
justify embarking upon the development of the Midland 
division at this time, we were anxious to make sure that there 
would be nothing in the proper development of the Midland 
division plan which would not co-ordinate with the Shawmut 
division plan which we are now recommending. It will prob- 
ably suffice for the present, therefore, to say that there is 
nothing in the Shawmut plan which we have outlined in this 
report which will in our opinion make it more difficult to take 
up the proper solution of the Midland division situation when 
it arises. The Shawmut branch plan, however, which we have 
presented in this report, has been extensively studied, and it 
is felt as to that development that it will co-ordinate with any 
future extensions which we can foresee, and that it itself is 
worthy of immediate adoption, if financially practicable, as a 
large step forward in the right direction. Further extension of 
this or similar plans may well await the results of accumulated 
experience. 

The trustees of the Boston Elevated Railway Comore are 
ready to proceed with this plan. The officials of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company have re- 
peatedly stated that they are prepared to co-operate to the 
best of their ability. The stage is all set, then, provided the 
funds can be supplied for the project.

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The Boston Elevated Railway Company cannot in its present 
financial condition contribute anything toward this, although 
it is willing, of course, to pay a fair rental, and part of this 
would take care of the item ‘Acquisition Shawmut branch, 
$1,050,000,” stated above, if such acquisition takes the form 
of a lease. This leaves about $4,600,000 to be provided from 
some other source, and presumably from some governmental 
body if the plan is to be put into effect. This might conceiv- 
ably come from the Commonwealth or the city of Boston, or 
some transportation district created for this purpose and 
composed of the communities specially benefited. The prop- 
erties thus created would then, of course, be leased to the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company in a manner similar to the 
practice in subway developments in the past, and an annual 
return would thus be provided sufficient to take care of interest 
charges, at least. 

The earlier subways in Boston were financed by the city. 
Recently, however, the Cambridge subway was acquired and 
financed by the Commonwealth. The creation of transporta- 
tion districts to finance improvements for their benefit has 
also much to commend it where applicable. It may be that it 
will be found desirable in the near future to reconstitute the 
whole subway system in and around Boston, and to transfer 
the ownership to those communities of metropolitan Boston 
which get the benefits of this system and which ought therefore 
to share the burdens. This would.be particularly true if at 
some time the General Court should deem it proper to provide 
that subways should be free like all other highways, and that 
the railway should accordingly be relieved of the payment of 
rentals for the use of these underground roads and the burdens 
imposed upon the car riders should be correspondingly reduced. 
Perhaps we have indicated sufficiently the questions of policy 
which may be the determining factors in the financing of the 
project upon which we are reporting to give point to our 
opinion that this question is essentially one for the General 
Court. When it has been settled what governmental body 
shall finance this development, this determination will carry 
with it, to a large extent, what board, commission or depart- 
ment should take the steps to put this project into effect, 7.e., 
the purchase or lease of the Shawmut branch from or of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, the 
adjustment with it of the other financial details necessitated 
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by the execution of the plan, and the final arrangements with 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company for the rental of the 
properties thus acquired. These details obviously cannot be 
settled until the primary question stated above has been 
determined. 

Under these circumstances this Joint Board has not deemed 
it expedient to prepare at this time and to append to its report 
drafts of legislation aimed to effect the plan it has now recom- 
mended. When the fundamental question stated above has 
been determined, appropriate bills can easily be drafted. Until 
it has been settled, drafts of proposed legislation would seem 
to be inexpedient.

REPORT OF THE JOINT BOARD COMPRISING THE 
DIVISION OF WATERWAYS AND PUBLIC LANDS 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS AND 
THE TRANSIT DEPARTMENT OF THE CITY OF 
BOSTON RELATIVE TO A TRAFFIC TUNNEL TO 
CONNECT BOSTON AND EAST BOSTON. 


To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The Division of Waterways and Public Lands of the De- 
partment of Public Works and the Transit Department of the 
City of Boston, created a Joint Board under the provisions of 
chapter 73 of the Resolves of 1920, respectfully submit the 
following report as required by said chapter 73, which reads 
as follows: — 


RESOLVE TO PROVIDE FOR CONTINUING THE INVESTIGATION RELATIVE TO 
A Trarric TUNNEL BETWEEN Boston AND EAst Boston 


Resolved, That the division of waterways and public lands of the de- 
partment of public works and the transit department of the city of Boston 
are hereby created a joint board for the purpose of continuing the in- 
vestigation authorized by chapter fifty-one of the resolves of nineteen hun- 
dred and nineteen relating to a traffic tunnel to connect Boston and East 
Boston. The board shall consider the advantages and disadvantages of 
a double-barrel traffic tunnel substantially as recommended in the pre- 
liminary report made under said chapter fifty-one; shall prepare final 
plans for such a tunnel as may be approved and final estimates of the 
cost of construction and maintenance thereof, and a comprehensive 
financial plan applicable thereto; and shall report to the next general 
court not later than the fifteenth day of January. The expenses incurred 
by the board hereby created shall be divided in the manner provided in 
said chapter fifty-one and paid from the fund established thereunder, and 
any unexpended balance of the appropriation made therefor by the city 
of Boston shall be refunded to the city. [Approved May 27, 1920. 
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NEED OF TRAFFIC THOROUGHFARE. 


The proposal for a thoroughfare for vehicle traffic between 
Boston and East Boston either by bridge or by tunnel has 
been studied for many years. The construction of the East 
Boston tunnel for passenger traffic has by its increased use 
emphasized the importance of rapid commercial intercourse 
between the two sections, and the enormous growth of teaming 
across the ferries has given impetus to the undertaking. The 
experience of the past four years is that motor traffic is in- 
creasing at the rate of 25 per cent a year, and that the total 
teaming traffic now accommodated by the ferries averages 
1,000,000 vehicles a year. Continued growth at a ratio far 
below the present would in a few years seriously interfere with 
business development unless adequate transportation facilities 
were provided. 

The construction of a traffic tunnel would have a commercial 
value not merely to be measured by convenience to East 
Boston and the city proper. It would unite the entire metro- 
politan district and promote communication throughout the 
Commonwealth. It would afford a natural avenue for the 
expansion of growing transportation by motor truck, and 
prove its worth in time of war or public emergency. 

The importance of vehicular transportation has been recog- 
nized by the authorization of a tunnel, already in process of 
construction under the Hudson River between the city of New 
York and Jersey City. This tunnel is to be subject to toll 
charges, and estimates are that it will be paid for over three 
times in twenty years. 


CONTEMPLATED DEVELOPMENT IN EAST Boston. 


At the present time the Commonwealth owns extensive flats 
in East Boston. Considerable sums have been expended in 
acquiring these flats and improving them. . There are at pres- 
ent approximately 100 acres adjoining Jeffries Point filled to 
grade and ready for development when suitable railroad con- 
nections are provided. The plan for the proposed develop- 
ment covers. an area of approximately 1,500 acres, which will 
be available in the future for freight yards, warehouses, fuel 
storage, factory sites and piers. 

The development of this area by the Commonwealth along 
broad lines offers an excellent opportunity for constructing a 
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modern terminal which will relieve the present overgrown and 
congested terminals to a very large extent. 


BrEewut LINE. 


In intercommunication between freight terminals, ware- 
houses, and manufacturing plants an inner belt-line railroad is 
much needed, but such a line is considered impracticable at 
the present time. There are sections of such a line in operation, 
for the Grand Junction and the Union Freight Railroads per- 
form to a limited extent the functions of a harbor belt railroad, 
but the entire line is not complete. 

It is believed that the need of this belt line will largely be 
met by the increased use of the motor truck, and the use of 
the truck will be greatly facilitated if suitable routes of com- 
munication between different parts of the city are provided. 
Of course, the necessity of moving loaded cars can probably 
never be met in this manner, but the motor truck can easily 
reach all piers, warehouses, and manufacturing plants, many 
of which can never be connected with any railroad, and trans- 
port large quantities of freight to a central terminal. 


BRIDGE. 


The Resolves of 1919, chapter 51, which created the present 
Joint Board, directed that the investigation cover the feasi- 
bility of constructing a bridge between Boston and East Boston. 

The opinion of army engineers having control of harbor 
improvements in Boston Harbor is strongly against the con- 
struction of any bridge with abutments in the harbor that 
would in any way interfere with navigation now somewhat 
limited at the points where such abutments would of necessity 
be placed. 

Moreover, a bridge with a draw would be a serious obstruc- 
tion both to navigation and to traffic. All of the sbipping on 
the Mystic and Malden Rivers and Chelsea Creek, and to the 
Mystic and Hoosac Tunnel Docks and the United States Navy 
Yard, would have to pass this bridge. Even if the Navy Yard 
were moved to the government’s property at Squantum, the 
navigation at the suggested bridge would be seriously inter- 
fered with, and this interference would increase as navigation 
increases with the further development of the rivers mentioned, 
and as the traffic between Boston and East Boston increases. 

The only other possible bridge construction would require a 
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bridge to be built at such an elevation that it would extend 
into the center of the business section of Boston, practically 
making such bridge construction impossible. 

For these reasons the Joint Board has decided that its entire 
attention be given to a study of a tunnel. 


PREVIOUS STUDIES. 


In 1868 plans for a bridge were discussed, and a tunnel was 
recommended by the United States Army Engineers in Boston 
as being preferable. 

In 1892 the city engineer reported upon a tunnel with a 27- 
foot roadway, with a maximum grade of 4 per cent. 

In 1908 the Boston Transit Commission reported upon a 
tunnel, suggesting elevators instead of inclines at the ends. 

In 1909 a joint board composed of the Boston Transit Com- 
mission and the Board of Railroad Commissioners studied the 
question, but did not recommend the passage of legislation for 
the construction of a tunnel. 

In 1911 the same joint board reported again upon this prob- 
lem. Its conclusions were that the construction of this tunnel 
would not do away with the necessity of operating the ferries; 
that under conditions existing at that time, witn large use of 
animal power, the construction of a teaming tunnel would be 
inadvisable, but that when mechanical power is more generally 
substituted for animal power the matter might be properly 
revised. 

In 1920 a Joint Board comprising the Division of Waterways 
and Public Lands of the Department of Public Works and the 
Transit Department of the City of Boston submitted a pre- 
liminary report under the Resolves of 1919, chapter 51, in 
which was outlined the study made by the Joint Board and 
requesting time for additional study. The further study 
authorized by Resolves of 1920, chapter 73, is herein contained. 


PRESENT Stupy — Twin TuBE. 


In its consideration of this undertaking the Joint Board has 
made engineering studies of many routes and many types of 
construction. The preliminary work accomplished under the 
Resolves of 1919, chapter 51, developed the possibility of three 
types of tunnel described in the report submitted. Type 1 
was for two lines of vehicles going in opposite directions. Type 
2 was for three lines of vehicles, two proceeding in one direction 
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and the third in the opposite direction. Type 3 was a double- 
barrel section of two roadways enabling four lines of vehicles 
to proceed, two lines in each direction. The third type was the 
kind favored in the report, and after a careful review of the 
many routes and types of tunnels contained in the preliminary 
survey, a tunnel in modification of the lines of the third type 
has been adopted as the most advantageous for meeting the 
requirements of this final report. 


LocATED NEAR BUSINESS. 


The location of the tunnel, its probable cost, the kind of 
entrances and exits and the position of the entrances and exits 
with regard to the needs of traffic, and the nature of the traf- 
fic expected, were among the more obvious of the problems 
presented. 

It appeared desirable to make such a study of traffic move- 
ments as would be useful in locating the tunnel and in placing 
exits and entrances where convenience of traffic would best be 
served. This traffic study is fully described in the engineers’ 
report hereto appended, with exits and entrances placed near 
both water front and business districts at a point nearest the 
heaviest traffic, where also the greatest traffic in the future 
seemed likely to be drawn. (See Plate 4.) 

Entrances and exits in straight alignment are herein recom- 
mended as superior to the spirals shown in the preliminary 
study. 

On RapiaALt Routes. 


Radial traffic routes in Boston and vicinity and their relation 
to the tunnel also helped to indicate the position of exits and 
entrances. (See Plate 3.) These radial routes, spreading to 
the limits of the metropolitan district, suggest the importance 
of the tunnel and the position of its exits and entrances to the 
wide territory of greater Boston. The East Boston exits and 
entrances are at the convergence of a similar group of radial 
routes. The position of exits and entrances is favored by the 
construction of a straight-line tunnel as the shortest and most 
economical to construct, and the most serviceable in point of 
capacity and rapidity of operation. 

By extensive borings, both in harbor and on the land, it was 
possible to make scientific estimates of cost. 

While a twin-tube tunnel would accommodate horsé-drawn 
vehicles, one of the chief advantages of the tunnel is rapid 
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vehicular traffic. It is plain that if but one tube is constructed 
and operated the presence therein of horse-drawn vehicles would 
tend to reduce its capacity and limit its production of revenue. 
The financial study herewith presented therefore assumes a 
use by motor vehicles only, but provision is made in the 
accompanying bill for horse-drawn vehicles also if found to be 
practicable. 


AREAS TO AVOID CROWDING. 


The question of congestion at entrance and exit is one which 
requires careful attention. Without adequate street room it 
is obvious that the efficiency of the tunnel will be checked at 
the outset and within a short time seriously impaired. The 
plans herein set forth contemplate the establishment of areas 
or plazas at entrances and exits. (See Plates 7 and 8.) It is 
believed that land takings for this purpose should be made 
and that the plazas should be laid out while the tunnel is in 
process of construction. 


FINANCIAL PLAN. 


The Joint Board is required, under chapter 73 of the Resolves 
of 1920, to prepare a comprehensive financial plan applicable 
to the construction and maintenance of such a tunnel as may 
be approved. To the consideration of such a financial plan 
the Joint Board has devoted much time and thought. 

Difficulties which did not appear in the formation of a plan 
to pay for the Hudson River tunnel are present and formidable 
in respect to the proposed Boston Harbor tunnel. That the 
Hudson River tunnel should be a free bighway for traffic was 
given no weight. In this community, however, there is a con- 
siderable opinion that such a tunnel should be built and 
operated as a public service, to be paid for by some form of 
taxation, and that a toll system is archaic. Placing the burden 
upon the city of Boston, or upon the metropolitan district or 
upon the Commonwealth, or upon the owners of motor vehicles 
by way of additional fees, is a simple operation to describe, 
but of immense difficulty to apply. And we do not think the 
selection of any method based solely on general or special 
taxation is meant by the term ‘‘comprehensive financial plan.’ 


BASED ON REVENUES. 


It is probable that the Legislature desired to have before it 
a financial plan based upon the revenue-yielding possibilities 
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of the tunnel. The Joint Board therefore concludes that its 
report can be most useful in presenting estimates applied in 
this manner. 

The first difficulty encountered is that no tolls will imme- 
diately pay costs, as they do in the case of the Hudson River 
tunnel, since the volume of traffic here is incomparable with 
the estimated New York—New Jersey traffic. A second imme- 
diate difficulty is that the average toll of 45 cents on the great 
Hudson River traffic is certainly much too high for the Boston 
Harbor traffic. The net difference between New York and 
Boston at the end of the first year of operation will in conse- 
quence be as follows: Amount there available for bond redemp- 
tion in each State (New York and New Jersey) $450,000. 
Net surplus on hand, $10,250. And in Boston a deficit of 
$232,594 occurs under toll charges on a single tube, with tolls 
fixed at 25 cents instead of 45 cents. This deficit represents the 
difference between operation, maintenance, interest and sinking 
fund requirements and revenue. 

In each succeeding year the Hudson River tunnel redemp- 
tions are to:be made and the surpluses are to grow. Our 
deficits show an annual decrease for eight years, but after the 
eighth year are converted into surpluses which ultimately 
equal the amount of the bonds outstanding. (See Table I.) 


MEETING Dest REQUIREMENTS. 


A problem of first-class importance arises in the necessity 
of meeting the sum of deficits and sinking fund requirements 
until the expected increased volume of traffic, with heavier 
revenues, meets the strain. And the problem will still exist if 
the results fall short of the estimates. 

The Hudson River tunnel is being constructed by a joint 
commission representing the States of New York and New 
Jersey. Each State assumes its share of the obligation. The 
city of Boston is not in a position to assume an obligation the 
nature of which not even the city of New York is called upon 
to assume. The matter is wholly different from the question 
of subways for which a lease is made prior to the beginning 
of construction. It cannot be compared to the case of the 
Tremont Street subway upon which work was begun before a 
lessee was secured. In magnitude of expenditure and uncer- 
tainty of revenue the two projects are quite dissimilar. 

On the other hand, the entire Commonwealth would reap 
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great benefits from the construction of this great traffic 
thoroughfare. It has seemed better to regard the position 
of the city of Boston as acting with the support of the Com- 
monwealth and with the credit of the Commonwealth behind 
it. If this is a reasonable view to take, then the city of Boston 
may issue its loans to the amount necessary, with the pro- 
vision that at the end of each year where financial obligations 
are to be met the Commonwealth will meet them. 


TAXES AND REPAYMENT. 


We think this requirement can best be met by adding the 
amount of annual obligations to the State tax, and that all the 
amounts so raised should be repaid to the Commonwealth to 
be refunded by it to the various cities and towns in proportion 
to the amounts assessed in each case. 

These repayments should be made from surpluses as they 
appear. ‘Title to the tunnel should be in the city of Boston, 
but the Commonwealth should participate in the management 
of the tunnel enterprise. 


TRAFFIC ESTIMATES Curt. 


Great care has been exercised in the preparation of estimated 
increases in traffic through the tunnel, and the apparent 
expectation of 25 per cent has been graduated down to 6 per 
cent. Moreover, a flat cut of 10 per cent from this graduated 
scale was made in the estimated volume of traffic for each year. 
This makes the vehicular traffic for the year ending in 1924 
appear as 999,000. 

To what extent the tunnel would increase the present operat- 
ing deficit on the ferries is not easy to say. We think that if 
ferry traffic declines because of the tunnel the city will be 
favored financially rather than otherwise, and that the question 
of ferry operation is not immediately concerned with the tunnel 
operation. 


SINKING FuNp Bonps. 


We are inclined to favor the issue of sinking fund bonds 
rather than serial bonds. During the period of construction 
the sinking fund method calls for no payments on principal. 

Estimated deficits during early years of operation are much 
greater under the serial method than under the sinking 
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fund. All things considered, sinking funds seem to be 
more convenient for the purpose. 

In this study debt requirements have been computed under a 
25-cent toll by the sinking fund and serial bond methods, 
Debt requirements were also computed under a 15-cent toll 
by both methods. Serial bonds and a lower toll were considered, 
but inasmuch as they did not appear to be as advantageous as 
the method presented herewith, they are not submitted but are 
kept on file. 

In tke preparation of this report the Joint Board acknowledges 
its indebtedness to the Engineers of the two Departments for 
their services rendered in the preparation of engineering and 
financial studies. 

Following is a financial study, the report of the Engineers 
and an Appendix containing the draft of a bill providing for 
the construction of one or both tubes of a twin-tube traffic 
tunnel.

FINANCIAL STUDY BASED UPON PLAN NO. 3 
DESCRIBED IN ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


The following study, based on financial plan No. 3 mentioned 
in the engineers’ report, shows in detail how the proposed 
traffic tunnel may be financed by tolls. The computations 
deal with the construction of one tube only. The second 
tube can be built at any time conditions may warrant. The 
legislation hereto appended is founded on Table I, which 
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provides for a 25-cent toll and the retirement of sinking fund 
bonds maturing in fifty years. The computations in Table 


I indicate that —

This balance of $742,700 represents the amount on hand at 
the end of the twenty-fifth year of operation after all deficits 
paid by the Commonwealth have been repaid to it, after all 
cost of maintenance and operation has been met annually, 
and after a sufficient amount from annual surplus and sink- 
ing funds has accumulated to meet the cost of all outstanding 
bonds, with no further need for setting aside anything for a 
sinking fund. It will be necessary, however, to provide for 
interest on bonds until their maturity, the bonds being issued 
for fifty years, although it may be possible to provide for calling 
in the bonds. 

ANALYsIS OF TABLE I. 


Column A.— Column A is for each year ending January 31, that date 
being the end of the fiscal year as adopted by the city of Boston. 

Column B.— Column B gives the estimated number of vehicles each 
year that will use the tunnel. The following will give the reason for the 
predicted future motor traffic. It is well to keep clearly in mind the 
distinction between the number of motor vehicles and the total number of 
vehicles, which includes horse-drawn traffic. 

Clearly, the whole table is largely dependent upon the predictions 
made as to the number of vehicles that will use the tunnel. The number 
of motor trucks and automobiles during the last four years shows, from 
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statistics, an annual average increase of 25 per cent each year over the 
preceding year. The actual figures on the increase in motor traffic are as 
follows :— 


During 1918 an increase of 23.3 per cent over 1917. 
During 1919 an increase of 32.6 per cent over 1918. 
During 1920 an increase of 19.3 per cent over 1919. 


In a diagram (not published) this annual amount of motor traffic is 
plotted for the four years, 1917 to 1920, inclusive, and the curve is extended 
on from 1920 and is shown in red on the diagram. The increase may be 
larger than 25 per cent each year over the preceding year for the following 
reasons :— 

The number of horse-drawn vehicles using the ferries is decreasing 
each year, showing that they are giving way to automobiles. Assuming 
the capacity of one motor truck to be the same as that of two horse-drawn 
vehicles, which assumption is very conservative, and remembering that 
from statistics the total number of vehicles is not decreasing, it can be 
seen that the percentage of increase in tonnage is at the rate of 50 per 
cent each year over that of the preceding year. After all the horse-drawn 
traffic has been replaced by automobile, the rate of increase in tonnage 
remaining the same as at present, the automobile traffic in numbers will 
increase at the rate of 50 per cent each year over that of the preceding 
year, instead of 25 per cent as at present. 

Other reasons for increase in traffic other than on account of the normal 
growth are as follows: — 

There are many routes out of Boston leading to the ultimate destina- 
tions to which the tunnel would go. Many vehicles wishing to avoid 
delay on account of waiting at the ferry landings for accommodations, 
and wishing to avoid the cold of the harbor, stopping, starting and pro- 
tecting automobile engines from freezing during severe weather, now 
undoubtedly use routes other than by the ferries. 

The convenience of a tunnel with straight alignment, free from snow 
and ice, with a moderate temperature, free from delay caused by cross 
streets, pedestrians, drawbridges, etc., would attract many of this latter 
class of automobiles. 

In the above theory of predicted traffic there is no good reason to assume 
that the 50 per cent or even the 25 per cent increase will continue indefinitely . 
It seems fair, however, to assume that the motor traffic will increase each 
year during the next four years one-half of what it has increased each year, 
during the last four years, or 124 per cent, and thereafter as follows: — 


1920 to 1925, 124 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 
1925 to 1929, 10 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 
1929 to 1932, 9 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 
1932 to 1935, 8 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 
1935 to 1938, 7 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 
1938 to 1940, 6 per cent increase each year over the preceding year. 


This is shown on the diagram as curve 1. A further 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in the estimate of the number of vehicles was made, as was suggested, 
and we have curve 3 shown on the diagram, which curve was used in the 
tables. 
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The question may be asked why the number of vehicles, which has 
kept at about a million a year for the past ten years, is assumed to increase 
suddenly in the next few years. One reason has been explained, namely, 
the curve on the diagram during the last ten years or so takes in the period 
of transition from horse-drawn vehicles to automobiles, and represents 
number of vehicles and not tonnage. The fact that the curve on the 
diagram representing all vehicles has not descended shows, in itself, that 
there has been an increase in tonnage. After all the horse-drawn vehicles 
have been replaced by motor trucks the curve will rise faster than at 
present, 

The capacity of the tunnel (about 6,000,000) is not reached until 1948, 
just before the date on which the estimated cost will have been paid for. 
The capacity is estimated as follows :— 

Automobiles moving at the rate of 7 miles per hour, and 45 feet on 
centers, will permit 1,644 vehicles per hour going both ways in the tun- 
nel. Assuming 12 hours each day (neglect the night hours), the trend of 
traffic over the ferries by actual count does not vary much during the 
12 hours of the day), and 300 days in the year (neglect Sundays), the 
capacity will be about 6,000,000 per year. 


Although this prediction of future traffic was made independ- 
ently of the estimate made by the engineers of the Hudson 
River traffic tunnel for that tunnel, we find that the two esti- 
mates agree almost identically. 

Column C.— Column C gives the estimated amount of in- 
come from tolls at 25 cents average. It is evident that a toll 
which is too large will discourage traffic to such an extent that 
the income received would not be sufficient to carry out this 
plan, and the financial burden would fall on others than those 
who use the tunnel. (Plan No. 3 contemplates all costs to be 
met substantially by tolls.) 

A toll too small is equally as bad, for the same reason. 

The proper toll is the one which will best yield the proposed 
returns. The toll established in New York for the Hudson 
River tunnel now under construction is 45 cents average. For 
Boston this toll would be so large as to discourage traffic. The 
present rate for traffic across the ferries in Boston is 7 cents 
average. The annual receipts do not pay the operating expense, 
according to Commissioner of Public Works of the City of 
Boston, by nearly $400,000. It would seem much too small in 
exchange for the convenience offered by the tunnel. A toll of 
25 cents seems reasonable, and has been established in figuring 
out the statements. 

Column D.— Column D contains the estimated amount of 
receipts from the lease of ducts. The rental per duct was esti- 
mated according to the statement of a representative of a public 
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service corporation, who told what the company would be willing 
to pay. In the Hudson River tunnel the estimated receipt is 
$2,000 per duct per annum. We have assumed half this amount 
as rental per duct for the Boston tunnel. Some income might 
also be obtained from the sale or lease of any buildings or lands 
over the incline, which property might be taken for construc- 
tion purposes; also from the resale of parts of whole lots taken, 
a portion of which might be left intact outside the construction 
area. These latter receipts are not estimated, however, in the 
$15,000 yearly rental. 

Column E.— In all tables the first three years are the con- 
struction years. In other words, it is estimated that the tunnel 
would be completed and open for traffic in three years after the 
beginning of construction. In this column is the amount of 
bonds outstanding each year. It is proposed to finance the 
construction as the subways in Boston are financed. Bonds 
are issued as needed, which pay for construction, administration, 
engineering, interest prior to use, etc. In other words, Column 
E contains the interest on the money borrowed up to the day of 
the opening of the tunnel, the interest being considered as part 
of the cost. 

Column F.— Column F contains the yearly interest due on 
the bonds beginning, as just stated, at the time of the opening 
of the tunnel. It is estimated at the rate of 43 per cent for the 
entire period. 

Column G.— Column G contains the estimated annual main- 
tenance cost. This includes cost of operating the ventilating 
fans, such as attendants, electric power, repairs, renewals, etc., 
and the cost of pumping, policing, lighting, cleaning, collection 
of tolls, administration, etc. The increase in the cost from 
year to year is chiefly on account of the power for operating 
the fans; as the number of automobiles increases in the tunnel 
the faster the air will have to be changed, therefore an increase 
in the number of fans operated. The number and size of fans 
and blowers necessary for changing the given volumes of air, 
and the power necessary for operating them, were estimated 
after conference with a representative of a manufacturer and 
designer. The rate of contamination of the air was estimated 
according to experiments and reports made by the Bureau of 
Mines. 

Column H.— Column H contains the sinking fund require- 
ments each year. This means the amount that must be set 
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aside each year for forty-nine years which, together with the 
interest accrued, will be sufficient to pay off the total bonds 
outstanding of $8,300,000. 

Column I.— Column I contains the yearly deficit, and runs 
in varying amounts for eight years after the opening of the 
tunnel. It is the sum of the interest on the bonds and the cost 
of maintenance and the sinking fund requirement less the 
income from tolls and rentals each year. In other words, the 
sum of columns C and D deducted from the sum of columns F, 
G and H makes column [. This deficit can be met by State 
funds, and can be repaid to the Commonwealth as revenue may 
permit. 

Column J.— After eight years the earnings are sufficient to 
begin to create a surplus. Column J shows annually for fifteen 
years estimated surplus from receipts of tolls and rentals after 
interest, maintenance and sinking fund are deducted. 

Column K.— Column K indicates the surplus figured annually 
after the Commonwealth has been repaid, as shown in column J. 

Column L.— Column L shows the annual sinking fund addi- 
tions and accumulations at 34 per cent compounded annually. 

Column M.— Column M shows the annual surplus accumu- 
lations at 34 per cent compounded annually. 

Column N.— Column N shows the annual surplus and sinking 
funds compounded annually at 34 per cent. 





ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 


DECEMBER 30, 1920. 
To the Department of Public Works, Division of Waterways and 
Public Lands, of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and 
the Transit Department of the City of Boston. 


We herewith submit, in accordance with your instructions, 
our report, together with plans, estimate, etc., on the proposed 
traffic tunnel to connect Boston and East Boston. 

In the preliminary report to your Board, dated December 

- 30, 1919, it was stated in the conclusions that the time avail- 
able for investigation was short, and that before finally fixing 
a route, further surveys, borings and studies should be made. 
Since that report we have been able to make further investiga- 
tions, the results of which have enabled us to fix more definitely 
that which in our opinion is the best location for the tunnel. 
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The work done since the preliminary report includes making 
an actual ten-day count of vehicles using the North and South 
Ferries, making borings and soundings, and making such sur- 
veys as were needed and were not available from previous 
work. Consideration has been given to eight different locations 
other than those enumerated in the table of last year’s report. 
Studies for the best locations and layouts of the tunnel exits 
and entrances have been made, also real estate values, methods 
and costs of installation and maintenance of the ventilation, 
pumping and lighting systems. We have made the maps, 
plans, diagrams, etc., herewith submitted. In addition to the 
above work other important investigations have been carried 
on as are hereafter noted. 


TRAFFIC COUNT. 


Before fixing definitely on a location, it was particularly de- 
sirable to know in a general way the origin and the destination 
of the vehicular traffic which would use a tunnel connecting 
Boston and East Boston. As a basis on which to make this 
estimate it was decided to make a comprehensive count of the 
present-day ferry traffic. To obtain the required information 
interrogators in relays were stationed at the Boston and East 
Boston landings of both the North and South Ferries during a 
period of ten consecutive days (July 27 to August 5, inclusive) 
between the hours of 6 a.m. and 7 P.M. 

The result of this traffic count established, among other 
things, the following facts for the ten-day period in which it 
was taken, namely: — 


. The number of vehicles crossing the ferries. 
. The loading point of each vehicle. 
. The destination of each vehicle. 
. The hours of maximum traffic. 
5. The percentage of so-called pleasure automobiles, of motor trucks 
and of horse-drawn vehicles.

The city and adjacent territory were divided into areas or 
localities, called for convenience ‘‘zones’’ on the Boston side, 
and ‘districts’? on the East Boston side, as shown on Plate 4. 
Upon this plate is given in concise form the tabulation of the 
traffic count, giving the number of vehicles having loading 
points and destinations in the several zones and districts, as 
well as the percentages of automobiles, motor trucks and 
horse-drawn vehicles. 
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It will be noted that 51 per cent of all the traffic going from 
Boston to East Boston originated or loaded (marked L on the 
map) in Zone No. 2, or in the area bounded by Prince Street 
on the north, by Portland, Washington and Summer streets on 
the south, and by Charles River on the west, and by Boston 
Harbor and Fort Point Channel on the east. It will also be 
noted that 49 per cent of all the traffic coming from East 
Boston had this same Zone No. 2 for its destination (marked 
D on the map). 

On the East Boston side 48 per cent of all the traffic going 
to Boston by the way of the ferries originated or loaded in 
District No. 2, which extends from Maverick Street northerly 
to Chelsea Creek, and includes Winthrop; also 39 per cent of 
all the traffic coming from the Boston side of the harbor by 
the way of the ferries had District No. 2 for a destination. 

The engineers’ preliminary report of 1919 gave particular 
consideration to a location with entrances and exits on the 
Boston side in Zone No. 1, or the area between the harbor and 
the line of Prince Street produced to Atlantic Avenue, and on 
the East Boston side in District No. 1, bounded by the harbor 
on the south and Maverick Street on the north. It was sup- 
posed from observation that a large percentage of the traffic 
between Boston and East Boston was transportation of freight 
to and from the wharves of the waterfront. 

The traffic count, however, indicated that on the Boston 
side only 9 per cent of the total traffic from Boston to East 
Boston by the way of the ferries loaded in Zone No. 1, and 
that only 11 per cent arrived with this zone as a destination, 
and on the East Boston side only 24 per cent of the total 
trafic to Boston loaded in this District No. 1, and only 22 
per cent had this district as a destination. Therefore it was 
decided to change the location of the entrances and exits as 
shown in the preliminary report. These new locations are 
substantially in the center of District No. 2 and Zone No. 2, 
respectively, where the greatest ferry traffic originates. They 
are not far from any point on the waterfront, and are much 
nearer all other business, and the probable increase in business 
which is expected to develop after the completion of the tunnel, 
than the locations first selected. They also permit the con- 
struction of a tunnel straight from end to end, which for this 
reason will have greater capacity than one built with a spiral 
entrance and exit. 
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This count also showed the intensity of the hourly traffic, 
-and the following tables give the maximum and the average 
number of vehicles crossing both ferries for each hour between 
6 A.M. and 7 p.m. during the ten-day count.

BoRINGS AND SOUNDINGS. 


Plate 5 shows the locations of borings taken in connection 
with the investigation of this traffic tunnel, as well as other 
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borings previously taken by the Boston Transit Commission 
in connection with the construction of the East Boston tunnel 
for trolley cars. During the months of July, August and 
September, twenty-three borings were made in the harbor and 
ten borings were made on the land. The photograph on Plate 
1 shows the boring operations in the harbor, and on Plate 2 
is shown the operations on land. 

The profiles on Plate 5 show the material as indicated by the 
borings. The material is such that the method of construction 
proposed could be economically and safely adopted. The tun- 
nel would in general pass through stiff clay, although rock or 
boulder was encountered in a few places as noted. 

Two lines of soundings were made across the harbor on 
proposed tunnel lines, and from these soundings the bottom 
of the harbor was plotted on the profiles. 


LOCATION OF TUNNEL. 


The results of the traffic count having established the local- 
ities in general in which it is best to place the entrances and 
exits of the tunnel, the matter of their approximate locations 
with reference to approaches, plazas, etc., was carefully studied 
and the following conclusions were reached: — 

A separation of the entrances and exits of the tunnel on 
each side of the harbor is desirable, as it will tend to reduce 
the congestion at these places and. in the streets leading to 
and from them. 

A tunnel with a straight alignment, being the shortest, is not 
only the most economical to construct but permits of a maxi- 
mum capacity, as the flow of traffic would move through 
much more quickly and with greater safety than otherwise, 
owing to the absence of curves. 

The approaches to the entrances and exits should be as 
nearly as possible a continuation of the radial roads to and 
from the city. Plate 3 clearly indicates these radial roads, 
and also shows the large number of them leading to a center 
in Boston and another group leading to a center in Hast Boston. 
- The tunnels as located will connect these important centers. 

It is desirable that the roadway in each tube should be wide 
enough to accommodate two vehicles abreast going in the same 
direction. | 

Plate 6 shows a plan and profiles of a double tube tunnel, 
designed to fulfill the above requirements. 
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It will be noted that in so far as possible the entrances and 
exits of the tunnel are located away from streets and localities 
which are already most congested with traffic. 

It is probable that in the future, as traffic increases, some 
of the thoroughfares leading to the entrances or from the exits 
of the tunnel, along which the tunnel traffic may tend, may 
have to be widened. 


PLAZAS. 


It is evident that the maximum capacity of the tunnel can 
never be reached as long as there is congestion and delay in 
entering or leaving it. In other words, interruption of the 
continuity of traffic at the entrance or exit limits the capacity 
of the tunnel. 

At the entrances of the tunnel it will be necessary for traffic 
officers to separate the converging lines of traffic into a slow 
and a fast moving line for passage through the tunnel. 

If it is decided to charge tolls for the use of the tunnel it will 
be necessary to provide facilities for their collection. 

At the exits, space must be provided so that if a vehicle is 
stopped and prevented from immediately passing away from 
the exit, it will have room to draw to one side so as not to 
obstruct the exit of the vehicles coming out behind it. 

In order to provide for adequate areas or plazas at the ends 
of the tunnel, it is proposed to at once take sufficient land to 
provide for the probable maximum requirement of the future. 

Plates 7 and 8 show the plans of the proposed plazas. On 
Plate 6 the areas are shown by the character of the crosshatched 
lines. 


_ CApAcITY AND Cross SECTION. 

The design of the type of tunnel and the capacity of the 
different cross sections were discussed in the preliminary report 
of last year. Consideration was given to the following types: 
a single tunnel with a roadway of sufficient width to accommo- 
date two lines of vehicles going in opposite directions; a single 
tunnel with a roadway of sufficient width to accommodate 
three lines of vehicles, two going in one direction and one in 
the opposite direction. 

It is felt that the tunnel as now recommended, having two 
tubes with two lines of traffic in each, but having a straight 
alignment, will have greater capacity than the tunnel shown in 
the preliminary report of last year. 
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The average speed, spacing and number per hour with con- 
tinuous lines of vehicles moving in a tunnel is estimated as 
follows :—

In the case of the tunnel with the 23-foot roadway for three 
lines of vehicles, two lines going in one direction, the third in 
the opposite direction, the only advantage of such an arrange- 
ment would be that during certain rush hours, if the balance of 
traffic should be great in either direction, it could be so regu- 
lated that two lines could go in the direction of maximum 
traffic, and the third line in the opposite direction. The maxi- 
mum capacity would be attained only under these conditions. 
However, as the number of vehicles arriving at each side of the 
ferries is now about equal during the same hours, the traffic 
demand in one direction would be satisfied, but that in the 
opposite direction could not be taken care of. Consequently 
such a width of roadway is not economical. 
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The question of a single tube accommodating four lines of 
traffic, two lines in each direction, has been considered but is 
not recommended, as the two-tunnel scheme offers a saving in 
cost, less complication and more safety for construction than 
the one tunnel for four lines. 

Plate 9 shows a typical detail of the proposed circular cross 
section of one tube, for that portion which is to be built by the 
shield method. This provides for a roadway 20 feet wide at 
the curbs and a clearance of 14 feet above the roadway for 
vehicles. Plate 11 is a diagram showing these clearances. 
Ventilation ducts of sufficient capacity are shown, one at the 
crown and the other at the bottom of the tube, below the 
roadway. The small fiber ducts in the side-wall of the tube 
may be leased to private corporations for the use of electric 
cables, thereby insuring an income which could be applied 
toward the cost of maintenance. 

Plate 10 shows a typical detail of that portion of one tube 
which is to be built near the inclines by the open-cut method. 
Also, the profile and cross section of the incline are given on the 
same plate. 


PROFILE. 


Plate 6 shows the proposed profile of both the northerly and 
southerly tubes. The War Department has established a min- 
imum depth of 40 feet below mean low water to the tops of 
tunnels between pierhead lines in the harbor. As ample cover 
is needed to protect the tunnel in case of dredging, the depth 
to the top at this point has been fixed at 50 feet below mean 
low water. 

It was felt that, owing to the straight alignment of the tun- 
nels, the grades of the inclines could be slightly increased over 
those shown on the spirals in the preliminary report. The 
grade of 5 feet in 100 has therefore been adopted, thereby 
effecting a material saving in the length of tunnel construction. 
Under the harbor the tunnel is shown as sloping on a grade of 
1 foot in 100 feet, to insure proper drainage of water accumu- 
lating from flushing the roadways or from other causes. 

At the lowest point of the tunnel is a pump chamber of suffi- 
cient size to accommodate two sets of pumps for removing the 
leakage or other water, each set of pumps to have ample 
capacity to insure the removal of the water. 
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MeEtTHOD OF CONSTRUCTION. 


It is proposed to build the tunnel by the shield method, 
using compressed air, which method was employed in construct- 
ing the Dorchester tunnel for electric trains under Fort Point 
Channel. 

This method is briefly described as follows: The digging or 
excavating is to be done under the protection of a steel ring or 
shield about 124 feet in length, the diameter of the shield being 
the same as the outside diameter of the timber ring of the finished 
tunnel. The shield is pushed ahead, as the excavation pro- 
gresses, by means of hydraulic jacks which react against the 
wooden lining of the excavation. As the shield advances, the 
sides of the excavation are lined with timber accurately sawed 
to the shape of the exterior of the tunnel and about 12 inches 
thick. This wooden lining of the excavation forms a back- 
ground on which waterproofing is placed, thereby preventing 
leakage into the tunnel. After this waterproofing is applied, the 
concrete, which is about 2 feet 9 inches thick, forming the main 
ring of the tunnel, is placed; in the meantime, the excavation 
having progressed, the shield is advanced for another section. 

Other methods of construction have been considered, but the 
one recommended is probably the most economical to build, and 
permits the construction to be carried on as safely and rapidly 
as any other. In some other localities where the material is 
silt, instead of clay, it is necessary to use a lining of cast iron 
instead of wood. The use of cast iron increases the cost 
materially, but on account of the stiff clay in the location where 
this tunnel is to be built, it is unnecessary to incur this increased 
cost. 


VENTILATION. 


As the proposed tunnel will probably be used largely by 
vehicles propelled by internal combustion engines, which emit 
dangerous gases from their exhaust pipes, the ventilation of the 
proposed tunnel presents problems in an almost unexplored 
branch of ventilating engineering. These exhaust gases from 
gasoline automobiles contain carbon monoxide, a poisonous gas 
injurious to the health of persons subjected to it, the serious- 
ness of the effect depending upon the proportion contained in 
the atmosphere and the duration of time in which the person 
breathes such air. 

The proportion of this carbon monoxide in an atmosphere 
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which will not cause serious physiological effects is stated 
differently by various authorities. The most valuable experi- 
ments undertaken to determine this quantity have been con- 
ducted recently by the United States Bureau of Mines, which 
has made these investigations and experiments under the direc- 
tion and at the expense of the New York State and New 
Jersey Bridge and Tunnel Commission, in connection with its 
studies for the Hudson River vehicular tunnel upon which work 
has been started. These experiments indicate that an atmos- 
phere containing not over 4 parts in 10,000 will not cause any 
serious effects upon persons subjected to such an atmosphere. 
These figures have been adopted as the basis for the designs 
of the ventilating equipment for the traffic tunnel. 


METHOD OF VENTILATION. 


The method of ventilation proposed provides for furnishing a 
supply of fresh air and the removal of the vitiated and con- 
taminated air by means of fans located at ventilation shafts, 
two shafts for each tunnel. The fresh air will be forced from 
the ventilation shafts into a fresh-air duct constructed beneath 
the roadway, and provided with suitable outlets to deliver the 
fresh air to the traffic-way of the tunnel. The exhaust air 
duct, constructed directly over the roadway, will be provided 
with suitable openings for drawing the vitiated air and exhaust 
gases to the ventilating shaft, where they will be discharged 
into the atmosphere at a considerable height. The question as 
to whether it is best to force the fresh air in at the top or at 
the bottom is not yet definitely settled, but our present in- 
formation indicates that probably it is best to force it in at 
the bottom and remove the foul air at the top; therefore we 
have determined to use the plan described above. The venti- 
lation system is so designed that if practical conditions warrant 
it, after the tunnel is in operation, the functions of the lower 
and the upper air ducts can be reversed. 

The cross section area of the supply and exhaust ventilation 
ducts required for the proper ventilation of the tunnel, together 
with the clearance of 14 feet above the roadway for operation 
of vehicles, have important bearing on the necessary diameter 
of the tube. The area adopted will permit a roadway 20 feet 
in width, which is now considered the least width practicable 
for the safe operation of two lines of motor vehicles, a head- 
room of 14 feet the full width of the roadway, and ventilating 
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ducts of such area of cross section that the volume of air 
required to properly ventilate the tunnel can pass through 
them without creating excessively high velocities. 

The shafts for ventilation are located as near as practicable 
to the pierhead lines at both sides of the harbor. Within the 
four ventilation houses or chambers, two for each tunnel, it is 
proposed to locate a total of fifty fans for both tunnels. 

Plate 12 is a diagram showing the proposed system for 
ventilation. 

Plate 13 shows details of the ventilation chamber and shafts, 
and the arrangement of the fans. 


Cost. 


In estimating the cost of the tunnels it is necessary to have 

an actual basis or standard as a foundation for costs. It would 
be unwise to estimate the cost based upon a forecast of future 
unit prices. Therefore, while it seems from indications that the 
prices of both labor and material are now at a maximum and 
in the near future will tend to decline, we have used the unit 
prices of the present day. It has been found that the costs of 
both labor and construction materials are now some two and 
one-half times the costs of three years ago, and about three and 
one-half times the costs prevailing at the time the old East 
Boston tunnel was built. Plate 15 is a curve showing the rela- 
tive cost of labor and materials covering the period of the past 
seven years to the present date. 
- The method of computing real estate damages is the same 
as has been used by the Boston Transit Commission in the past, 
deduced from actual settlements for property damages on 
account of the construction of different tunnels and subways 
throughout the city. The results obtained by this method of 
estimating have proved to be remarkably accurate. 

The recent study which we have given to the’ proposed 
trafic tunnel has resulted in recommending an increased width 
of roadway from 17 to 20 feet, the straightening of the align- 
ment of the proposed tunnel and separating the tubes so that 
there might be less congestion at the entrances and exits, and 
larger plazas than were originally suggested. These recom- 
mendations have caused the estimated cost of the tunnel to be 
materially increased over that given in our preliminary report 
of last year. The following table shows the estimated cost of 
the double tube route as now adopted :—

MAINTENANCE. 


It is estimated that the annual cost of the electric power for 
operating the fans, lights and pumps, and for the maintenance 
of the same, for the two tubes considered, will be at the time 
of the opening of the tunnel about $10,000. This cost will in- 
crease as the necessity arises for operating additional fans on 
account of the increasing number of motor vehicles operated in 
the tunnel, until, at the time when the tunnel is used at a 
capacity of about 7,500,000 vehicles per year, the cost as esti- 
mated will be about $100,000 per year. In addition to the 
above, the cost of administration, traffic officers, toll collectors, 
electricians, etc., is estimated to be $76,000 for the first year, 
increasing to $135,000 at the time of maximum traffic. 

Income from rental of ducts, etc., is estimated at an average 
of $15,000 per year. 


FINANCIAL PLAN. 


Several methods of financing the construction and mainte- 
nance of the tunnel have been investigated with the view of 
determining those that seem most practicable. The following 
are presented for your consideration: — 

1. No Tolls to be charged. — The cost of construction to be 
paid from the proceeds of the sale of serial bonds, which will be 
redeemed by equal annual payments in forty years. These 
payments, together with the interest on the bonds and the cost 
of operation and maintenance, are to be derived from public 
funds. After the redemption of the bonds the annual costs will 
be merely for operation and maintenance. 
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2. Tolls to be charged to pay Part of the Costs. —'The cost of 
construction to be paid from the proceeds of the sale of serial 
bonds, the total issue to be redeemed in forty years, an equal 
amount to be paid off each year from public funds. <A rate of 
tolls to be fixed which will be sufficient to pay the interest. on 
the bonds and cost of maintenance and operation. In order to 
do this, additional funds will have to be borrowed during the 
first years of operation before the income from tolls will be 
sufficient to meet these charges. These additional funds will 
have to be added to the original cost, but ultimately paid out 
of the income from tolls as they increase with increased traffic. 

3. Tolls to be charged to pay the Entire Cost. — The cost of 
construction to be paid from the proceeds of the sale of serial 
bonds to be redeemed in forty years. A rate of tolls to be 
fixed which will be sufficient to pay the total cost of the tunnel, 
together with the interest on the bonds and cost of maintenance 
and operation. In order to do this, additional funds will have 
to be borrowed during the first years of operation before the 
income from tolls will be sufficient to meet these charges. 
These additional funds will have to be added to the original | 
cost, but ultimately paid out of the income from tolls as they 
increase with increased traffic. 

The last two methods involve a consideration of the number 
of vehicles which will use the tunnel and the adoption of a toll 
charge per vehicle. 

The following facts have bearing on the estimate of traffic 
which would use the tunnel. From the records of the city of 
Boston we find that the total number of vehicles passing over 
the ferries has increased by only a small percentage annually 
during the past ten years. 

The fact that the number of vehicles using the ferry service 
has shown only a slight increase in recent years may be attrib- 
uted partly to greater carrying capacity and greater radius of 
operation of the motor truck as compared with the horse-drawn 
vehicle. . The change in the type of transportation unit from 
horse-drawn to motor truck probably results in an increase in 
the total tonnage transported. 

The growth of the motor traffic over the ferries has increased 
rapidly during the years 1917 to 1920, inclusive, at an average 
rate of about 25 per cent each year in excess of the previous 
year. The horse-drawn traffic has decreased rapidly during 
the same period, both of which facts are shown by the diagram 
on Plate 14. 
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The passenger automobile is a considerable factor in the ferry 
traffic, being about 30 per cent of the total at the time the 
count was made. 

A prediction as to the amount of traffic or yearly total num- 
ber of vehicles which will use the tunnel is influenced by several 
factors, namely, a tendency to greater general use of automo- 
bile trucks, the future growth and development at East Boston 
and beyond by the construction of piers, warehouses and in- 
dustrial establishments on the lands reclaimed by the Com- 
monwealth, and greater traffic, especially passenger automo- 
biles, induced by the facility provided. 

The distribution of the ferry traffic as indicated by the 
records of the count, noted above and shown on Plate 4, may 
give some indication of the zones or districts from which may 
be expected an increase in traffic. 

The zones and districts of smaller area are capable of some 
increase in traffic, but probably not to any great extent. Other 
districts, such as the wholesale districts (Zones No. 2 and No. 
3, for example), may develop considerable traffic. The South 
Boston (Zone No. 5) and East Boston (District No. 2) areas 
are by far the most capable of increase. ‘The outer zones or 
districts outside the city limits contribute very little to the 
present ferry traffic, but may be large factors in a probable 
increase in number of vehicles which would use the tunnels. 
A forecast of future traffic has been made, governed by the 
above considerations. 

Financial statements based on these forecasts have been 
tabulated and are submitted with this report. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In conclusion it seems to us that the best form and location 
for the tunnel will be two tubes on the lines shown on the 
plans, and that they will best serve the traffic between the city 
proper and East Boston, both the larger part of the traffic 
which now uses the ferries and also the other traffic from the 
immediate vicinity of the tunnel, as well as that from other 
portions of the city and its surroundings, which traffic will be 
attracted by the facilities offered by the tunnel. 

The tunnel of two tubes will form the most economical unit 
for the operation of heavy traffic, and will carry a much larger 
traffic than will probably seek the tunnel at the present time, 
but it seems best to design the tunnel now of a capacity which 
will probably be reached in the future. We have designed it in 
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such a way that one tube can be built and put into use at the 
present time, and used as a complete unit until such time as the 
traffic increases to such an extent as to require the building of 
the second tube. 

The capacity of a single tube with vehicles passing in both 
directions will not be as great as if both lines of traffic were 
passing in the same direction, but in our opinion a single tube 
will carry all the traffic in both directions for some years to 
come. 

It also seems to us that the city should acquire now or in the 
near future the necessary areas to provide for the entrances 
and exits at both tubes, as well as for the plazas in front of 
such entrances and exits, with a right, if possible, to occupy and 
lease the areas acquired for use with the second tube until 
they are required for said second tube.

APPENDIX. 


AN ACT TO PROVIDE A TUNNEL OR TUNNELS IN THE CITY OF 
BostToN FOR VEHICULAR TRAFFIC. 


Be rt enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The city of Boston, hereinafter called the city, 
acting by its transit department, hereinafter called the depart- 
ment, shall, when the mayor of the city and the department of 
public utilities of the commonwealth determine that the public 
interests require, construct one or two tunnels especially adapted 
for vehicular traffic, each tunnel so designed as to accommodate 
two lines of vehicles, together with approaches, inclines and such 
other structures and appurtenances as the department may 
deem necessary and proper to provide for safe and convenient 
operation and maintenance of said tunnel or tunnels. 

One such tunnel, hereinafter called the north tunnel, shall 
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extend from a point at or near the junction of Salem and Han- 
over streets in said city to a point at or near the intersection 
of London and Decatur streets in that part of said city called 
East Boston; and one such tunnel, hereinafter called the south 
tunnel, shall extend from a point at or near the intersection of 
Richmond and North streets in said city to a point at or near 
the intersection of Meridian and Havre streets in said East 
Boston. 

Section 2. All work done under this act, under or near 
public streets and places, shall be conducted, so far as may be 
practicable, in such manner as to leave such streets and places, 
or a reasonable part thereof, open for traffic between the hours 
of eight in the forenoon and six in the afternoon of each secular 
day except public holidays. 

Section 3. The department may, for the purposes of this 
act, use public ways and lands without compensation therefor, 
and the department may, for the said purposes, acquire for the 
city by purchase or otherwise, or may take lands in fee, and 
easements, estates and rights in land, including the right to go 
under the surface thereof, or through or under buildings or part 
of buildings thereon or any leasehold rights, or other rights 
therein, or relative thereto; and such takings in fee or otherwise 
may be made, whether the lands or other rights taken or other- 
wise affected are held under title derived by eminent domain or 
otherwise, and the department may, for such purpose, acquire 
for the city by purchase, or otherwise, or may take any property 
and rights of any kind deemed by it essential to the construction 
of said tunnel or tunnels. A taking or purchase under this sec- 
tion of an easement or other estate or right in a given parcel of 
real estate or any right taken, whether such parcel or other right 
taken consists of unimproved land or of land and buildings or 
rights of any nature, may be confined to a portion or section of 
such parcel or right fixed by planes of division, or otherwise, 
below or above or at the surface of the soil, and in such case no 
taking need be made of upper or lower portions, or other parts 
or sections thereof, except of such easements therein, if any, as 
the department may deem necessary. The department, to 
make any taking by right of eminent domain, shall cause to be 
recorded in the registry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a 
description of the lands, easements, estates or rights to be taken 
as certain as is required in a common conveyance of land, with 
the statement that the same are taken under authority of this 
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act, which description and statement shall be signed by the 
department, and the lands, easements, estates or rights therein 
described shall, upon such recording, vest in the city. The 
department shall, so far as may be practicable, notify all known 
owners of such takings, but the validity thereof shall not be 
affected by want of such notice. 

SrecTION 4. The department may sell the buildings or other 
structures upon any lands taken by it, or may remove the same, 
and shall sell, if a sale be practicable, or if not, shall lease, any 
lands or rights or interests in lands or other property taken or 
purchased for the purposes of this act, whenever the same shall, 
in the opinion of the department, cease to be needed for the said 
purposes. The proceeds of any such sale or lease shall be 
applied to the sinking fund hereinafter provided. 

Section 5. The department shall determine and award the 
damages sustained by any person by reason of property, except 
public ways or lands, taken or injured by the department under 
authority of this act, and may agree with any person as to the 
amount to be paid as damages sustained by him for any property 
so taken or injured, which damages the city shall be liable to 
pay. If any such person is dissatisfied with the award, or con- 
not agree with the department upon his damages, the same may 
be determined by a jury in the superior court for the county of 
Suffolk, on petition of such person or of the department, in 
which latter case such person shall be joined as a petitioner 
against the city, filed in the clerk’s office within one year after 
the property is taken or injured; and judgment shall be entered 
upon the determination of the jury, and costs shall be taxed: 
and execution issued in favor of the prevailing party, asin other 
civil cases. The members of the department shall not be liable 
personally for any such damage. 

Section 6. The department may order the temporary re- 
moval or relocation of any surface tracks, and the temporary 
or permanent removal or relocation of any conduits, pipes, 
wires, poles, or other property of any person or corporation 
which it deems to interfere with the construction or operation 
of the tunnel or tunnels, and shall grant new locations for any 
such structures so removed or relocated. Such orders, to the 
extent specified therein, shall be deemed a revocation of the 
right or license to maintain such tracks, conduits, pipes, wires, 
poles, or other property, and the owner of any such stuctures 
in public ways or lands shall comply with such orders without 
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expense to the city. If any such owner shall fail to comply 
with the order of the department within a reasonable time, to 
be fixed in the order, the department may discontinue and 
remove such tracks, conduits, pipes, wires, poles, or other 
property, and may relocate the same, and the cost of such dis- 
continuance, removal, or relocation shall be repaid to the city 
by the owner. No such discontinuance, removal, or relocation 
shall entitle the owner of the property thus affected to any 
damages on account thereof. Any such structure in or upon 
private lands may be removed and relocated by the department, 
or if removed and relocated by the owner thereof, the reasonable 
expense shall be repaid to him by the department. Any gas or 
electric lighting company may shut off the gas or current from 
any pipes or wires affected by any acts done hereunder, so far 
and for such time as may be necessary to prevent the escape 
or explosion of gas, or other public danger. 

SECTION 7 ‘The city may place in the tunnel or tunnels such 
wires and apparatus as may be necessary for its police and fire- 
alarm service, to be used, however, exclusively for such service, 
and to be so placed as the department may determine, but this 
privilege shall not extend to water pipes, except such as may 
be needed for fire protection and other uses therein. 

The department may place and maintain or may grant per- 
mission to any person or corporation to place and maintain 
within the tunnel or tunnels ducts or other structures to be so 
located as not to interfere with the safe and convenient opera- 
tion and maintenance of the tunnel or tunnels and other appa- 
ratus which the city is hereinbefore permitted to place therein, 
and may contract with any such person or corporation for such 
permission or for the use of such ducts or other structures at 
such annual rate of rental as may be fixed by the department 
and approved by the said department of public utilities, but no 
such contract shall be entered into for a term exceeding 
years. The construction, maintenance and repairs of any such 
ducts or other structures shall be subject to such directions 
and regulations as the department may impose. 

The department may also grant to any person or corporation 
upon such terms as may be agreed upon with the approval of 
the said department of public utilities, the right to place and 
maintain advertising signs, booths for the sale of newspapers, 
magazines, periodicals and books, in places specially adapted 
therefor and not impairing the use of the tunnel or tunnels for 
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traffic purposes; provided, however, that such grant shall 
extend for a period not exceeding years 

SEcTION 8. The use of the tunnel or tunnels shall not extend 
to vehicles operated by public service corporations. For the 
purposes of this act vehicles operated by public service cor- 
porations are held to mean vehicles which are run upon tracks 
or rails, or such vehicles, other than horse-drawn vehicles, as 
receive their motive power from any source without the vehicle 
itself. No franchise, right or permission shall be granted to 
any person or corporation to lay tracks or rails in said tunnel 
or tunnels for the use of any car, coach or any other vehicle of 
whatsoever kind. 

Section 9. A toll shall be collected from the operator of 
each vehicle for each passage through the tunnel but this pro- 
vision shall not apply to vehicles owned by the city or to 
ambulances. The tolls shall be fixed by the department, with 
the approval of the said department of public utilities. 

SecTION 10. The treasurer of the city shall from time to 
time, on request of the department, with the approval of the 
mayor of the city, issue and sell at public or private sale the 
bonds of the city, registered or with interest coupons attached, 
as he may deem best, to an amount not exceeding the cost of the 
tunnel or tunnels. Such bonds shall be designated on their 
face ‘Traffic Tunnel Bonds’’; shall be for such terms, not ex- 
ceeding fifty years, as the mayor and the treasurer of the city 
may determine; and shall bear such interest payable semi- 
annually as the mayor and the treasurer of the city may de- 
termine. The proceeds of such bonds shall be used to meet 
the cost incurred by the department in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this act. The cost of the tunnel or tunnels shall be 
deemed to include all expenses incurred in acquisition and 
construction, including damages, expenses of department, and 
interest on the debt incurred in construction prior to the be- 
ginning of the use. The debt incurred from time to time under 
the provisions of this act shall not be included in determining 
the limit of indebtedness of the city as established by law. The 
board of sinking fund commissioners shall establish a sinking 
fund for the payment of the bonds issued under this act. All 
premiums received from the sale of bonds and the proceeds 
from any sale of lands or rights taken by purchase or otherwise 
or for any use thereof under authority of this act, shall be paid 
into the sinking fund. All tolls, rents, percentages or compen- 
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sation received for any use of the tunnel or tunnels shall be used 
by the treasurer of the city to meet the cost of operation and 
maintenance, interest on the bonds incurred subsequent to the 
beginning of the use of the tunnel or tunnels, and sinking fund 
requirements. | 

Section 11. The maintenance and operation of the tunnel 
or tunnels shall be under the care and control of the department, 
which shall also be charged with the duty of collecting tolls and 
other compensation payable for the use of the tunnel or tunnels. 

SEcTION 12. The department, with the approval of the said 
department of public utilities, shall make reasonable rules and 
regulations for the operation of the tunnel or tunnels. 

Section 13. If, as of the last day of June in the first year or 
part thereof, and for any subsequent year of operation of the 
tunnel or tunnels, the income therefrom shall be insufficient to 
meet the cost of maintenance, operation, interest, and sinking 
fund requirements, the treasurer of the city shall notify the 
treasurer and receiver-general of the commonwealth of the 
amount of such deficiency, and the commonwealth shall there- 
upon pay over to the city the amount so designated, and the 
commonwealth shall include such amount in the state tax. 

SecTION 14. Whenever, in any year, as of June thirtieth, 
the income from the use of the tunnel or tunnels shows a surplus 
over the cost of maintenance, operation, interest, and sinking 
fund requirements, such surplus shall be returned by the treas- 
urer of the city to the commonwealth, and by it paid to the 
cities and towns in proportion to the amounts levied upon them 
as hereinbefore provided. After said cities and towns have 
been fully reimbursed to the extent of all amounts so levied 
upon them any surplus then remaining, together with such sur- 
plus as may appear annually, shall be paid into the sinking fund 
until such time as the total amount of the sinking fund, in the 
determination of the sinking fund commissioners, will amount 
to a sum with annual interest accumulations thereon sufficient 
to pay at maturity the total issue of the bonds herein provided 
for. Thereafter any surplus shall be held by the city as a fund 
to be applied to the improvement, development or extension of 
the tunnels and subways of the city. 

Section 15. The city shall have, hold and enjoy in its 
private or proprietary capacity, as its own property, the said 
tunnel or tunnels, and the same shall never be taken by the 
commonwealth except on payment of just compensation.

Str,— In accordance with the provisions of the 
Revised Ordinances, chapter 3, section 24, I respectfully 
submit for your approval the annual report of the 
Department of Weights and Measures for the year 
1921-22. 

The report gives a general résumé of the activities of 
the department in so far as statistical data can show. 
There is, however, a vast amount of detail work done 
each year in which successful results are obtained in the 
interest of the public, but which cannot be shown in any 
manner of report construction. The department was 
authorized by a statute of February 26, 1800, being one 
of the first departments established. Since 1868 an- 
nual reports have been published, but none have con- 
tained the data representing the amount of labor and 
activity as this one. The idea of establishing a de- 
partment for the sealing of weights and measures 
and therefore assuring the public of the accuracy of the 
devices in use was the primary one, but as years went on 
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developments have taken place which make the depart- 
ment today a clearing house for the settlement of con- 
troversies in everyday business transactions as well as a 
bureau for the testing and sealing of mechanical weighing 
apparatus. Publicity, acquainting the public with 
economic conditions, as well as the general condition of 
labor, have brought the public into closer relation with 
us, and although many transactions complained about 
have been without cause, many others have been of a 
material nature that have been the reason for much con- 
structive work being accomplished. The sealing of 
measuring devices is the routine work of the department. 
Yearly this branch of the service is increasing as new 
stores are established, new devices are put on the market, 
unemployment has forced men to invest their last 
dollars in a small business necessitating at least one 
device, and the general enlargement of the community 
has expanded established business concerns, making it 
compulsory to obtain newer or larger means for measur- 
ing out the quantity to the trade. These things com- 
bined have meant that during the past year we have 
increased in our work of sealing in such a way that it has 
resulted in being the largest business year of the depart- 
ment. Comparing current figures with the year 1920- 
21, we show that we have collected in fees $2,091.14 
more than in that year; our deputies have served 6,427 
more merchants than last year; and we have sealed 
16,510 more devices. Comparative figures are as 
follows:

The reweighing and inspection branch of the depart- 
ment has grown in the same proportion and the com- 
plaints and court cases have increased so that, in brief, 
the year has resulted in being the busiest one of our 
history. New legislation required to meet present and 
anticipated conditions has been enacted during the 
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year. Equipment has been replenished and the city 
has been divided into districts, each district in charge 
of a deputy sealer. These changes have enabled us 
to meet the growing demands made upon our depart- 
ment. 


ORGANIZATION. 


_ The department office is located in City Hall Annex, 
Rooms 105, 106,107 The sealer, in charge, was assisted 
by a staff consisting of an executive clerk, eleven deputy 
sealers and a mechanician. During the year two 
resignations were accepted from Deputy Sealers Crowley 
and Ryan.

New EQUIPMENT. 


During the year 1920-21 we started to replenish our 
working standards, as those in use had been worn from 
constant service for many years and were obsolete. 
This work was continued during the past year, so that at 
present we have a full equipment for all the deputies 
that is up to date both as to present requirements and 
manipulation. The new fleet of automobile trucks 
installed last year has been of much value to us. New 
districts mapped out covering the entire city and each 
placed under the care of a deputy has made the work 
of sealing easier and more consistent, and at the end of 
the year each deputy reported a clean bill for his district.

INCOME TO DEPARTMENT. 


The fees charged for sealing are the only source of 
income to ‘the department. These fees are regulated 
by statute law and are in a sense but nominal, as the 
work required for the service performed is in no case 
well proportioned. Scales found to be in need of repairs 
are condemned and no charges are made. In many 
cases hours are spent before a device is tagged for 
repairs, and this time is given free according to the law. 
No fees are charged for reweighings or inspections.

The income collected this year was the largest in 
the history of the department. The total amount, 
$12,522.87, was $2,529.50 more than the previous year. 


INSPECTIONS AND REWEIGHINGS. 


The reweighing of food commodities, fuel, ice, etc., 
has gone on as in the past. Much of this work is done 
on complaints from citizens, but the greater part is 
carried on during the year by each deputy in the various 
sections of the city. The actual errors found do not 
total high during the year, for as a general rule the 
majority of merchants mean to be honest and treat the 
trade right for a mutual advantage. The effect of 
having an officer drop in at any time is apparent. Mer- 
chants as a rule make sure that errors will not be found 
on them and unless the error shows signs of a fraudulent 
attempt, a severe reprimand to the dealer is sufficient 
to make him more careful and deliver to the public the 
right quantity. The cost of food materials in the last 
few years has done much toward making the public 
demand full weight and notify us if they feel that the 
merchant is in need of inspections. The list of re- 
weighings show a varied class. Coal reweighings while 
in transit were made daily. Many loads of coal are 
delivered to an unsuspecting householder, who receives 
same not knowing that a previous inspection as to weight 
has been made by a deputy sealer from this department. 
Peddlers with bag coal, receiving high prices, are under 
our watchful eye and in the coal prosecutions it is this 
class of dealers who err most frequently. During the 
year 6,329 inspections were made. Peddlers inspected, 
totaled 1,703 — those selling produce. Ice and coal 
peddlers inspected numbered 329, while 99 junk dealers 
were held up for inspection of scales. Reweighings 
and inspection were made in 1,686 stores; 121 large 
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loads of coal were held up, certificates examined and the 
load driven to the nearest dormant scale for a reweigh. 
The coal was then delivered, the empty team reweighed 
and comparisons made between the certificate and the 
actual amount of coal delivered to the customer. The 
complete list of inspections made during the year 
follows:

COMPLAINTS. 


As stated previously many of the inspections made 
are after complaint has been made regarding some 
dealer. Not only is this dealer inspected for the evi- 
dence sought, but others dealing in the same commodity 
are visited to find out how general the infringement of 
the law is being carried on. Many cases are found to be 
without cause, mostly in ice cases, when it is found that 
poor disposition on the part of either the customer or 
the dealer makes the complaint necessary. The in- 
vestigations on complaint are varied from year to year. 
Coal and ice in season are the commodities causing most 
of the misunderstanding. All, however, are thoroughly 
investigated, and if it is not a case under our jurisdiction 
the matter is righted as far as possible through other 
channels. An odd case, in which short weight on coal 
was an incidental part, was presented by acitizen. After 
much controversy and time spent on our part we found 
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the coal dealer to be strictly honest in weights. It 
developed that a previous business transaction in which 
the customer felt to be the aggrieved party was the 
cause of the spite case that was presented to us. The 
parties were brought together, matters mutually settled 
and nothing more heard from them. <A large dealer 
in one of the suburbs was brought to court after trailing 
him on the streets for many hours. It developed that 
he short-weighted his business neighbor and friend 350 
pounds of coke on an order of 3,850 pounds. Straw- 
berry boxes caused much trouble during the past year 
after a lapse of several years in which no trouble on this 
score was found. It developed that short boxes had 
been manufactured and shipped from foreign countries, 
and after a compaign resulting in several convictions 
the matter was adjusted. Tenants moving and selling 
coal to the new occupant, who afterwards felt that he 
had been cheated, presented another phase of the coal 
situation. Grapes sold at wholesale to the Italian 
population, who claimed through their representative 
short weight, was adjusted in a satisfactory manner. 
Two large candy concerns selling this commodity in 
packages marked with the net weight were complained 
about. The matter was investigated at length and 
found to be as stated. Packages were emptied and the 
sales prohibited, with severe reprimands and threats of 
court procedure in the future. Complaints on peddlers 
selling coal in small quantities, ice, fruit, etc., were 
investigated and many court cases resulted. During 
the summer season, when ice peddlers were doing their 
greatest amount of business, a representative of one of 
the leading papers of Boston, assuming that the city was 
overrun with short-weight peddlers, started with one of 
our deputy sealers on a campaign to round up the vio- 
lators of the different laws relative to their business. 
After a week’s campaign but two cases were found on the 
streets, one being fined in court and the other discharged 
for lack of evidence. The newspaper man was informed 
by us about all the points of the law on which peddlers 
could be prosecuted, was given the assistance of the 
entire force and afterwards in the news columns expressed 
great satisfaction at the excellent condition found and 
the means taken to protect the people, as well as express- 
ing their entire satisfaction with the ice dealers as a 
whole. Investigations made during the year lead to 
court cases. All dealers found violating points of the 
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law are not summoned to court at once, but the merits 
of the caseare considered and action taken through the 
courts if it felt that the public will be benefited greater 
in this manner. In other cases justice is dealt with in 
the department and the dealer found erring is given 
another chance. It is then, chiefly the cases showing 
fraudulent intent and the dealer who is detrimental to 
his customers, that are brought to court. We feel that 
the courts should. co-operate fully with us on these 
cases and issue their disposition in a manner which will 
teach the dealer a lesson and benefit the public. But 
in the past year we have not had the feeling that the 
courts, in many instances, have shown this measure of 
co-operation. Especially in one of the district courts, 
when an associate justice has presided, we have on three 
occasions lost cases when the evidence was whole and 
sufficient for conviction. A farmer selling his produce 
from the wagon was found to have a scale with a piece 
of lead one and one half pounds in weight hanging from 
the bottom, concealed from the customer. A relic of 
old days in a city, this violation was brought over the 
road from the country to defraud a people who assumed 
that they were getting good values from the farmer, 
while in reality they were paying for one and one half 
pounds of lead on every sale. The case was presented, 
the defendant had several acquaintances in court and 
the public, represented by our deputy, saw justice 
metered out to the Sudbury farmer in the shape of a 
‘‘nlaced on file”? disposition. The same court placed 
on file the case of a peddler, years in business, who was 
apprehended by one of our deputies selling with a false 
scale and without a license. Two dealers, one a clerk 
for the other, were both found using two false scales 
and an unsealed scale, and during the investigation, 
after complaints had been presented at the office because 
of short weight, the deputy making the investigation 
was interfered with in the performance of his duty. 
The two violators were brought to court. By the 
exchanging of names on two occasions in court, this 
same judge found that while the two defendants were 
the same two apprehended, the conflict in foreign 
names made it impossible to do justice to the pur- 
chasing public and the case was summarily discharged, 
much to the surprise of all concerned. In another 
court the presiding justice discharged a case which was 
presented after weeks of investigation on our part and 
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evidence sufficient to convict the second-class coal dealer 
defrauding his personal friends continually of several 
hundred pounds of coal on each delivery. There is no 
appeal from these decisions except the appeal of the 
people to demand that the court co-operate with our 
officers and mete out justice in their interests when 
the prosecution is presented without flaw. The cases 
presented during the year numbered fifty-six and were 
as follows:

LEGISLATION AND RULINGS. 


Since our last annual report new legislation affecting 
the department has been enacted. Thestate department, 
which forms the connecting link between our department 
and the National Bureau of Standards at Washington, 
thereby making the work done by the three branches one 
of unity and co-operation, has been consolidated under 
the new General Laws into a division of the Department 
of Labor and Industries. The Division of Standards 
under the director of standards has charge of all state 
affairs dealing with the subject of measuring devices and 
matters incident to same. Since the induction into office 
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of Maj. Francis Meredith as director of standards, a 
marked improvement has been seen in the co-operating 
manner in which the work affecting both city and state 
departments has been carried on. A spirit of official 
friendliness and at the same time strict application to the 
duties of enforcing the statutes has made the official 
atmosphere exceptionally pleasant. Rulings which the 
director is authorized to make have been made after 
consultation with not only the Boston sealer but others, 
and has made the merchant using particular devices 
satisfied with decisions made as well as the consumer. 
The co-operation manifested, therefore, in the past 
two years between the state and city departments has 
made the work progress over previous years and has 
left a feeling of wholesome goodfellowship with all con- 
cerned. Rules put in force were: Marking of small 
packages of food commodities. Previously the law 
called for the net weight to be marked on all packages of 
food over two ounces avoirdupois or over one fluid ounce. 
Packers of food commodities, especially spice manu- 
facturers, had taken advantage of the law and used a 
two-ounce package in selling one ounce or less of the food 
commodity. In this way the customer, assuming the 
package was filled to the top, was surprised to find only 
a portion of the package filled. In the liquid case, manu- 
facturers of fruit extracts have used bottles of the two- 
ounce variety in shape and size except that the thickness 
of the glass and the panels on the sides have lessened the 
contents in general one half of the regular quantity and 
in many cases more. Customers buying this so-called 
two-ounce bottle of liquids were shocked to find but one 
ounce or less of the fluid inside the filled bottle. The 
rulings made require that all packages of food over one- 
half ounce avoirdupois or one-half ounce fluid must be 
marked with the net weight contents. This will in all 
cases eliminate in the future the method of fraud that 
was a growing abuse on the purchasing public. Rules 
made on gasolene and other measuring pump devices; 
on the weight of bread; and on clinical thermometers, 
have done much to eliminate misunderstandings be- 
tween the merchants and the consumer. Chapter 45, 
regarding the sealing of one-gill milk bottles and the 
markings of capacity points on all milk containers, and 
chapter 259, regulating the sealing of ice cream cans, 
paper containers and other forms of receptacles used in 
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the sale of this article, will be of much benefit to the 
public. Automatic weighing and vending devices have 
been attended to in the form of new legislation, and the 
standard loaf of bread, being one pound, one one-half 
pounds or multiples of one pound, has been established. 
During the next year we expect that legislation will be 
enacted amending the law affecting the legal weight of a 
bushel of the various fruits and produce. Heretofore a le- 
gal weight has been established. The list will be found in 
another part of this report. At the time of the establish- 
ment of these weights the so-called ‘‘Boston market’ 
‘‘bushel’’ box was used and the sixty-pound bushel of 
potatoes would fit readily in the ‘‘bushel’’ box. The 
weights were established from the weight of a heaping 
bushel of the commodity. Recently the custom of the 
‘strike’ measure has been put in effect so that according 
to the capacity of the bushel — 2,150.42 cubic inches — 
the new bushel box has been used by the packers. The 
mandate which compels the retailer to buy by the straight 
bushel box and sell by the weight of each product has 
worked an injustice on the retailer and tended to raise 
the price on the consumer. ‘The revision of the list 
of weights of produce is looked for during the coming 
year. 


FARMERS’ MARKETS. 


Established a few years ago in a certain large popu- 
lated center was the idea of having itinerant farm prod- 
uct markets presided over by the growers themselves 
and selling direct to the consumer for prices that were 
very attractive. The idea was splendid, but as the 
public took to it the number of farmers increased and 
then came the so-called farmer who purchased his wares 
from others and sold supposedly at first hand. During 
the past year we have had a great deal of trouble with 
these market operators. Unsealed and false scales and 
complaints on short weight have revealed the fact that 
without any overhead expense the prices charged were 
as great as those charged by the taxpaying high rent 
merchant in the community. We suggest that outside 
of reweighing and testing of scales for the farmers better 
supervision on them otherwise would not be amiss 
and would eliminate many complaints that have in the 
past been made about them. 
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CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all those who interested 
themselves either by their complaints or suggestions 
during the past year. That the citizen interests himself 
is a healthy sign, as it always proves to be of some ad- 
vantage to his fellow citizens not only in his own com- 
munity but in the entire city, as investigations started 
and rules made in one section are spread throughout the 
entire community. To the staff assisting me in this most 
important work I share any credit due for the satis- 
factory way tn which the work was carried on and the 
excellent condition in which we find things today. To 
the press, giving in detail results of court cases and ever 
ready to print through their news columns our suggestions 
for the benefit of the community, thereby spreading the 
propaganda not only in this city but in outlying cities 
and towns, I publicly extend my thanks. With officials 
assisting, the press and the people working together for 
the benefit of a community, and with this spirit of co- 
operation ever present, it is hard to see why conditions 
should not be in excellent shape, and as this condition 
is and has been for the past year prevalent in this de- 
partment, it makes it possible for me at this time to 
submit this report — the most satisfactory yet given — 
of the Weights and Measures Department for the fiscal 
year of 1921-22.
